To  facilitate  publication,  and  also  for  greater  convenience 

of  reference,  this  Report  is  divided  into  three  parts.    Part  I. 

treats  of  the  general  work  of  the  Soard,  including  the  State 

poor  in  institutions  and  in  cities  and  towns,  the  State  minor 

wards,  the  State  Sanatorium,  the  County  truant  schools,  and 

the  city  and  town  paupers.     Part  11.,  of  which  five  hundred 

additional  copies  are  printed,  comprises  the  returns  made  to 

the  Board  by  certain  charitable  corporations.     Part  III.,  of 

which  one  thousand  additional  copies  are  printed,  consists 

of  the  reports  of  city  and  town  almshouses,  together  with 

certain  statistical  tables  concerning  the  city  and  town  poor, 

—  known  as  the  pauper  abstract^  and  tabulated  statements  of 

the  population  and  finances  of  the  State  institutions  under 

the  supervision  of  the  Board. 

New  Legislation. 

The  three  acts  immediately  following,  (1)  amending  and 
perfecting  the  law  relative  to  sentences  to  the  State  Farm, 
(2)  providing  for  the  separation  of  criminals  from  other  in- 
mates of  town  almshouses  and  workhouses,  (3)  relative  to 
the  care  of  persons  infected  with  dangerous  diseases,  were 
passed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board. 

[AcTB  OF  1904,  Chaptbb  216.] 

Ax  Act  relative  to  the  release  on  permit  op  prisoners  sen- 
tenced TO  the  state  farm. 

Be  it  enacted^  etc.,  cts  follows: 

SficnoN  1.  Section  thirty-nine  of  chapter  eighty-five  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said 
section  the  words :  —  or,  if  subsequent  to  such  return  it  shall  be 
deemed  advisable  by  said  board,  the  board  may  issue  to  such  per-

son  farther  permits  to  be  at  liberty  under  the  provisions  of  section 
thirty-eight,  and  subject  to  revocation  as  therein  provided,  —  so 
as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  39.     Upon  the  revocation  of  such 
permit,  said  board  may  issue  an  order  for  the  return  of  the  holder 
thereof  to  the  state  farm,  which  may  be  served  by  any  officer 
authorized  to  serve  criminal  process.     Upon  his  return  to  the  state 
farm,  the  holder  of  such  permit  shall  be  detained  for  the  residue 
of  the  term  for  which  he  might  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
lion  thirty-seven  and  the  time  between  his  release  on  permit  aad 
said  return  shall  not  be  considered  as  any  part  of  said  term ;  or, 
if  subsequent  to  such  return  it  shall  be  deemed  advisable  by  said 
board,  the  board  may  issue  to  such  person  further  permits  to  be  at 
liberty  under  the  provisions  of  section  thirty-eight,  and  subject  to 
revocation  as  therein  provided. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

[Acts  of  1904,  Chaptbb  274,] 

An   Act  relative  to  the  custody   of   persons  committed  to 

workhouses  or  almshouses  for  criminal  offences. 
Be  it  enacted^  etc,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Persons  committed  to  any  workhouse  or  almshouse 
established  under  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  chapter  thirty  of 
the  Revised  Laws,  for  vagrancy,  drunkenness  or  petit  larceny,  or 
as  night  walkers,  rogues  or  vagabonds,  or  for  any  other  offence 
against  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  confined  in  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  quarters  in  such  workhouse  or  almshouse  and  shall 
not  be  permitted  to  associate  or  communicate  with  the  pauper  in- 
mates thereof. 

Section  2.  Any  officer  or  other  person  having  authority  in  or 
over  any  workhouse  or  almshouse  as  aforesaid,  who  knowingly 
violates  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four. 

Ap2)roved  April  30,  1904. 

[Acts  of  1904,  Chapter  395.] 
An  Act  relative  to  the  care  of  persons  infected  with  dis- 
eases  DANGEROUS   TO   THE   PUBLIC   HEALTH. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc  ,  as  follows : 

Section  1 .  The  state  board  of  charity  may,  if  found  expedient, 
remove  any  person  who  is  infected  with  a  disease  dangerous  to  the 
public  health,  and  who  is  maintained  or  liable  to  be  maintained  by 
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the  ComiDOiiwealth,  to  any  hospital  provided  for  state  paupers,  or 
may  provide  such  place  of  reception  for  such  person  as  is  judged 
best  for  his  accommodation  and  the  safety  of  the  public,  which 
place  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  board,  and  may  re- 
move such  person  thereto. 

Section  2,  Any  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  may  be  paid  from  the  annual  appropriation  for 
expenses  in  connection  with  smallpox  and  other  diseases  danger- 
ous to  the  public  health. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  June  2,  1904. 

The  following  acts  severally  relate  to  the  application  of 
the  Bertillon  system  of  measurements  to  certain  prisoners, 
the  adoption  of  children,  the  duty  of  truant  officers  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor  with  regard  to  indigent  and  neglected  chil- 
dren, the  religious  instruction  of  prisoners  and  of  children 
bound  out  in  families,  and  the  establishment  of  the  Massachu- 
setts School  and  Home  for  Crippled  and  Deformed  Children.

Ax  Act  to  extend  the  application  of  the  bertillon  system 

OF   MEASUREMENTS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  cu  follows : 

Sechon  1.  Chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  eighteen 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  IS,  Prison- 
ers who  have  been  convicted  of  a  felony  and  committed  under  sen- 
tence shall,  and  prisoners  who  are  under  sentence  as  tramps  or 
vagrants  may,  if  deemed  advisable  for  the  purpose  of  subsequent 
identification,  be  measured  and  described  in  accordance  with  the 
Bertillon  method  for  the  identification  of  criminals,  by  persons  in 
the  service  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  any  county,  who  may  be 
appointed  by  the  prison  commissioners  for  that  purpose. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

[Acts  of  1904,  Chapter  302.] 

An  Act  relative  to  procedure  in  the  adoption  op  children. 
B«  a  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  Revised 
^W8,  as  amended  by  section  twenty-two  of  chapter  five  hundred 
»nd  forty-four  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two, 
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is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  chapter  ", 
in  the  eleventh  line,  the  words :  —  Illegitimacy  shall  in  no  case  be 
expressly  aven-ed  upon  the  record,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  — 
Section  2.     A  decr^  for  such  adoption  shall  not  be  made,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  child, 
if  it  is  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years ;  of  her  husband,  if  she  is 
a  married  woman ;  of  the  lawful  parents,  or  surviving  parent ;   of 
the  parent  having  the  lawful  custody  of  the  child,  if  the  parents 
are  divorced  or  are  living  separately.;  of  the  guardian  of  the  child, 
if  any ;  of  the  mother  only  of  the  child,  if  illegitimate ;  or  of  the 
person  substituted  for  any  of  the  above  named  by  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter.     Illegitimacy  shall  in  no  case  be  expressly  averred 
upon  the  record.    A  person  whose  consent  is  hereby  required  shall 
not  thereby  be  debarred  from  being  the  adopting  parent.     If  the 
child  has  been  previously  adopted,  the  consent  of  the  previous 
adopting  parent  shall  also  be  required.

Ax  Act  relative  to  the   care   of  indigent  and  neglected 

CHILDREN. 

Be  it  enacted^  etc,^  as  follows : 

Section  1 .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  truant  officers  in  cities  and 
of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  in  towns,  as  often  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  them,  to  make  diligent  search  throughout  their  re- 
spective cities  and  towns  for  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen  who 
are  suffering  want  through  poverty,  privation  or  from  the  neglect 
of  their  parents  or  guardians,  or  of  any  other  persons  having  them 
in  charge,  or  from  any  cause  whatsoever. 

Section  2.  Where  such  children  are  found  without  parents  or 
guardians  or  in  charge  of  such  parents  or  guardians  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  officers  or  overseers  aforesaid  are  unfit  to  care  for 
children  by  reason  of  mental  incapacity,  dissolute  habits  or  poverty, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  and  overseers  aforesaid  to  pro- 
vide for  the  temporary  care  of  such  children,  until  proceedings 
may  be  had  against  them  if  necessary,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  three. 

Section  8.  Reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  the  officers  and 
overseers  aforesaid  in  furnishing  aid  as  provided  by  this  act  shall 
be  paid  by  the  city  or  town  wherein  the  persons  have  legal  settle- 
ments, and,  if  they  are  without  settlement,  by  the  Commonwealth, 
after  approval  by  the  state  board  of  charity ;  and  notice  in  writing 
shall  be  sent  to  the  place  of  settlement  or,  if  such  persons  are  un- 
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settled,  to  the  state  board  of  charity  as  is  otherwise  provided  by 
law. 
SscnoN  4.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Am  Act  relative  to  the  religious  ikstructiom  of  prisoners 

and  of  children  bound  out  in  families- 
Be  U  enacted^  elc.^  asfoUaws : 

Section  1.  Section  seventy-two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  of  the  Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  word  ^*  confined '%  in  the  fifth  line,  the  words :  —  and  he 
shall  not  be  required  to  attend  any  other  service  or  religious  in- 
struction other  than  that  of  his  own  religions  belief :  provided,  that 
religious  services  and  instructions  of  his  own  belief  are  regularly 
held  at  the  institution,  —  and  by  inserting  before  the  word  *'  in '% 
in  the  thirteenth  line,  the  words :  —  who  do  not  attend  a  regularly 
held  religious  service  of  their  own  belief,  —  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows :  —  Section  72.  An  inmate  of  any  prison  or  other  place  of 
confinement  or  public  charitable  or  reformatory  institution  shall 
not  be  denied  the  free  exercise  of  his  religious  belief  and  the  liberty 
of  worshipping  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  conscience,  in 
the  place  where  he  is  confined ;  and  he  shall  not  be  required  to 
attend  any  other  service  or  religious  instruction  other  than  that  of 
his  own  religions  belief :  provided,  that  religious  services  and  in- 
Btractions  of  his  own  belief  are  regularly  held  at  the  institution ; 
sod  he  may,  in  illness,  upon  request  to  the  warden,  keeper  or 
master,  receive  the  visits  of  any  clergyman  whom  he  may  wish. 
The  officers  and  boards  of  officers  who  have  the  management  and 
direction  of  such  institutions  shall  make  such  regulations  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  provisions  of  this  section. 
The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  im- 
pair the  discipline  of  any  such  institution,  so  far  as  may  be  needful 
for  the  good  government  and  safe  custody  of  its  inmates,  nor  pre- 
vent the  assembling  of  all  the  inmates,  who  do  not  attend  a  reg- 
oiarly  held  religious  service  of  their  own  belief,  in  the  chapel 
thereof  for  such  general  religions  instruction,  including  the  reading 
of  the  Bible,  as  the  board  having  charge  of  the  institution  con- 
siders expedient. 

Section  2.  Section  thirty-six  of  chapter  eighty-six  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
words :  —  and  the  trustees  shall  bind  out  children  in  families  or 
homes  of  the  religious  belief  of  such  children,  but,  if  this  be  im- 
I»ractlcable,  then  due  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  locality,  and,  if 
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practicable,  the  home  shall  be  such  that  the  children  shall  have  the 
opportanity  to  attend  religious  worship  of  their  own  belief,  —  so 
as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  36.  The  trustees  of  the  Lyman 
and  industrial  schools  may  release  on  probation,  and,  with  or 
without  indenture,  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  fifty- 
two,  place  children  in  their  custody  in  their  usual  homes  or  in  any 
situation  or  family  which  has  been  investigated  and  approved  by 
said  trustees.  They  may  employ  agents  for  investigating  places 
and  for  visiting  children,  and  immediately  on  placing  such  children 
shall  give  notice  to  the  state  board  of  charity  of  the  name  of  each 
child  so  placed  and  of  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  to 
whose  care  he  is  entrusted.  They  may,  at  any  time  until  the  ex- 
piration of  the  period  of  commitment,  resume  the  care  and  custody 
of  children  who  are  released  on  probation  and  recall  them  to  the 
school  to  which  they  were  originally  committed ;  and  the  trustees 
shall  bind  out  children  in  families  or  homes  of  the  religious  belief 
of  such  children,  but,  if  this  be'  impracticable,  then  due  regard 
shall  be  had  to  the  locality,  and,  if  practicable,  the  home  shall  be 
such  that  the  children  shall  have  the  opportunity  to  attend  religious 

worship  of  their  own  belief. 

Approved  May  23^  1904.

Ak  Act  to  establish  the  Massachusetts  school  and  home  for 

CRIPPLED  AN      deformed  CHILDREN. 

Be  it  enacted^  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  shall  appoint  five  persons  who  shall  constitute  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  School  and  Home  for  Crippled 
and  Deformed  Children,  the  purpose  of  which  shall  be  the  educa- 
tion and  care  of  the  crippled  and  deformed  children  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  trustees  shall  hold  office  for  terms  of  one,  two, 
three,  four  and  five  years,  respectively,  beginning  with  the  first 
Monday  of  December  in  the  present  year,  and  until  their  respec- 
tive successors  are  appointed  and  qualified ;  and  previous  to  the 
first  Monday  in  December  in  each  year  thereafter  the  governor 
shall  in  like  manner  appoint  one  such  trustee  to  hold  office  for  the 
term  of  five  years,  beginning  with  the  first  Monday  in  December 
of  the  year  of  his  appointment,  and  until  his  successor  is 
appointed  and  qualified.  Any  such  trustee  may  be  removed  by 
the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  for 
the  unexpired  term. 

Section  2.     The  lands  held  by  said  trustees  in  trust  for  the 
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Commonwealth  for  the  use  of  said  school  and  home,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  shall  not  be  taken  for  a  street,  highway  or  railroad 
without  leave  of  the  general  court  specially  obtained. 

Section  3.  The  trustees  shall  be  a  corporation  for  the  same 
purposes  for  which  the  trustees  of  each  of  the  state  insane  hos- 
pitals are  made  a  corporation  by  section  twenty-three  of  chapter 
eighty-seven  of  the  Revised  Laws,  with  all  the  powers  necessary 
to  carry  said  purposes  into  effect. 

Section  4.  The  trustees  shall  select  a  site  for  the  school  and 
home  ;  and  shall  have  power  to  purchase  land  therefor,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  and  to  erect  on  such 
land  suitable  buildings  to  hold  not  less  than  three  hundred  chil- 
dren and  the  officers,  employees  and  attendants,  and  to  provide 
for  the  equipment  and  furnishing  of  said  buildings:  provided^ 
however^  that  the  expenditure  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this 
act  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  No  expendi- 
ture shall  be  made  for  the  erection  of  buildings  except  for  plans 
therefor,  until  the  plans  have  been  approved  by  the  governor  and 
council,  and  no  such  approval  shall  be  given  unless  the  governor 
and  council  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  cost  of  the  real  estate  and 
the  erection  and  completion  of  buildings  and  the  equipment  and 
furnishing  of  the  same,  so  as  to  be  ready  for  occupancy,  will  not 
exceed  three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  trustees  shall  have 
authority  to  make  all  contracts  and  employ  all  agents  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  shall 
be  required  to  perform  the  same  duties  in  the  management  and 
control  of  the  said  school  and  home,  as  are  vested  in,  and  required 
of,  the  trustees  of  the  various  state  insane  hospitals  under  chapter 
eighty-seven  of  the  Revised  Laws,  so  far  as  said  chapter  is 
applicable. 

Section  6.  When  the  buildings  constructed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  so  far  completed  that  in  the  opinion  of  the 
trastees  they  may  properly  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  school 
and  home,  the  trustees  shall  notify  the  governor,  who  shall  there- 
apon  issue  his  proclamation  establishing  the'  school  and  home. 

Section  7.  After  the  establishment  of  the  school  and  home  the 
trustees  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  but  they 
shall  be  reimbursed  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  for 
all  expenses  actually  incurred  by  them  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties. 

Section  8.  The  trustees  may  appoint,  and,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  may  fix  the  salaries  of  all 
persons  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
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the  Bchool  and  home,  and  may  incar  all  expenses  necessary  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  school  and  home. 

Section  9.  The  charges  for  the  support  of  the  children  of  the 
school  and  home  who  are  of  safficient  ability  to  pay  for  the  same, 
or  have  persons  or  kindred  bound  by  law  to  maintain  them,  shall 
be  paid  by  such  children,  such  persons  or  such  kindred  at  a  rate  to 
be  determined  by  the  trustees  of  the  school  and  home.  The  board 
of  such  children  as  have  a  legal  settlement  in  some  city  or  town 
shall  be  paid  by  such  city  or  town  if  such  children  are  received  at 
the  school  and  home  on  the  request  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  such  city  or  town.  The  trustees  may  in  their  discretion  receive 
other  children  who  have  no  means  to  pay  for  tuition  and  board ; 
and  the  tuition  and  board  of  all  such  children  shall  be  paid  from 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  10.  There  shall  be  a  thorough  visitation  of  the  school 
and  home  by  two  of  the  trustees  thereof  monthly,  and  by  a  major- 
ity of  them  quarterly,  and  by  the  whole  board  semi-annually,  and 
after  each  visitation  a  written  report  of  the  state  of  the  institution 
shall  be  drawn  up,  which  shall  be  presented  at  the  annual  meeting 
to  be  held  in  December.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  trustees  shall 
make  a  detailed  report  of  their  doings  to  the  governor  and  council, 
and  shall  audit  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  which  shall  be  pre- 
sented at  said  annual  meeting,  and  transmit  it  with  their  annual 
report  to  the  governor  and  council. 

Section  11.  The  accounts  and  books  of  the  treasurer  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  trustees. 

Section  12.  The  state  board  of  charity  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  said  school  and  home,  and  may,  when  so  directed 
by  the  governor,  assume  and  exercise  the  powers  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  school  and  home  in  any  matter  relating  to  the 
management  thereof. 

Section  18.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  expenses  incurred 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general 
is  hereby  authorized,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil, to  issue  scrip  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  a  term  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  yearsi  Such  scrip  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall 
be  issued  as  registered  bonds  or  with  interest  coupons  attached, 
and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per 
annum.  They  shall  be  designated  on  the  face  thereof  as  the 
Massachusetts  School  and  Home  for  Crippled  and  Deformed  Chil- 
dren Loan,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  governor,  and  shall  be 
deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  the  principal  and  interest  shall  be  paid  at  the  times  specified 
therein  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  or  its  equivalent ;  and 
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sach  scrip  or  certificates  shall  be  sold  and  disposed  of  at  public 
auction,  or  in  snch  other  mode,  and  at  snch  time  and  prices,  and 
in  such  amounts,  as  the  treasurer  shall  deem  best.  Such  amounts 
shall  be  raised  annually  by  taxation  as  will  be  sufficient,  with  the 
interest  thereon,  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  loan  and  the  principal 
as  it  falls  due. 

Sbction  14.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Okganization  of  the  Board. 

Three  changes  have  occurred  in  the  membership  of  the 
Board  since  the  close  of  the  official  year  ending  September 
30,  1903.  On  December  9,  1903,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Adams 
and  Mr.  David  F.  Tilley  were  appointed  to  succeed  Mr. 
Henry  S.  Nourse  and  Dr.  James  M.  Pullman,  both  deceased. 
On  January  14, 1904,  Mr.  Charles  R.  Johnson  was  appointed 
to  succeed  Mr.  Joseph  Walker,  resigned.  Mr.  Laban  Pratt, 
whose  term  of  office  expired  June  7,  1904,  received  reap- 
pointment.

The  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  Chairman,  the 
Vice-Chairman,  and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees. 
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The  Superintendent  of  State  Adult  Poor  is  Joshua  F. 
Lewis,  M.D. ;  his  deputies  are  Charles  A.  Colcord,  in 
charjre  of  the  in-door  poor,  and  George  B.  Tufts,  in  charge 
of  the  out-door  poor.  The  Superintendent  of  State  Minor 
Wards  is  William  P.  Derby,  M.D. ;  his  deputies  are  Bertha 
W.  eTacobs,  in  charge  of  the  older  children,  and  Sarah  M. 
Crawford,  M.D.,  in  charge  of  the  infants.  John  D,  Wells 
Is  Clerk  and  Auditor  of  the  Board.  In  addition  to  these 
officers,  the  Board  regularly  employs  a  paid  force  of  thirty 
men  and  thirty-two  vv^omen,  and  receives  the  gratuitous  ser- 
vices of  sixty-six  auxiliary  visitors,  all  women,  and  of  fifty- 
nine  probation  visitors,  all  men.  The  names  of  the  paid 
employees,  with  their  several  occupations  and  their  salaries, 
and  also  the  names  of  the  auxiliary  and  of  the  probation 
vi?>itors,  will  be  found  in  the  latter  part  of  this  Report. 

By-laws  of  the  Board. 

The  following  by-laws  sufficiently  indicate  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  work  of  the  Board  in  its  several  offices  :  — 

1.  The  Board  shall,  at  its  regular  meeting  in  June  in  each  year, 
elect  by  ballot  a  Chairman  and  yice-Chairman,  who  shall  each 
hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  his  successor  shall  have  been 
chosen.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Chairman  or  Yice-Chairman, 
during  the  year  for  which  he  may  be  elected,  shall  be  filled  by 
ballot.  Id  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Chairman  or  Yice- 
Chairman,  a  Chairman  pro  tempore  may  be  chosen  as  the  Board 
may  determine. 

2.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Friday  of  each  month  in  the  rooms  of  the  Board  at  the  State 
House,  at  two  and  one-half  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  or  at  such 
other  place  and  hour  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman,  or,  in  his 
absence,  by  the  Yice-Chairman,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be 
most  convenient  for  the  members  of  the  Board  ;  and  in  notifying 
such  meetings  the  Clerk  shall  specify  the  subjects  to  be  considered. 
Four  members  shall  oonstitnte  a  qnorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

3.  The  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be  :  (1)  a  Committee  on 
State  Adult  Poor,  to  consist  of  four  members ;  (2)  a  Committee  on 
State  Minor  Wards,  to  consist  of  five  members ;  (3)  a  Committee 
of  General  Yisitation  and  Inspection,  to  consist  of  three  members ; 
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(4)  a  Committee  on  Inspection  of  Almshoasee,  to  consist  of  three 
members,  —  all  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman;  (5)  an  Execa- 
tive  Committee,  to  consist  of  the  Chairman,  the  Vice-Chairman, 
and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees.  The  Committee  on 
State  Adalt  Poor  and  the  Committee  on  State  Minor  Wards  shall 
seyerally  hold  meetings  immediately  before  the  monthly  meetings 
of  the  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  reports  of  the 
Saperintendents  of  Divisions  and  preparing  recommendations  for 
the  Board.  The  Committee  of  General  Visitation  and  Inspection 
Bhall  make  monthly  reports  to  the  Board.  The  Committee  on  In- 
spection of  Almshouses  shall  superintend  and  direct  the  visitation 
aDd  inspection  of  city  and  town  almshouses,  and  shall  make  monthly 
reports  to  the  Board.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  act  for  the 
Board  in  the  intervals  between  its  meetings,  whenever  immediate 
action  is  demanded ;  such  action  shall  be  reported  at  the  next  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Board,  and,  if  no  objection  is  made,  shall  be 
regarded  as  the  will  of  the  Board. 

4.  There  shall  be  a  Clerk  of  the  Board,  to  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  the  regular  meeting  in  June  in  each  year,  who  shall  be  present 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  keep  a  record  of  all  transactions ;  shall  receive  and  disburse 
all  money;  shall  have  custody  of  the  Board's  records,  files,  and  all 
funds  that  may  come  to  the  Board  or  its  wards ;  shall  audit  all 
bills,  and  render  a  monthly  account  of  his  audits ;  and  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him,  including  sta- 
tistical work  not  otherwise  provided  for.    He  shall  be  subject  to 
the  supervision  of  the  Executive  Committee.    He  shall  give  a  bond 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars,  with  sufficient  sureties,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties.     He  shall  also  act  as  Clerk  of  the  Committee  on  State 
Adult  Poor. 

5.  There  shall  be  a  Superintendent  of  State  Adult  Poor,  to  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  the  regular  meeting  in  June  in  each  year,  who, 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board,  shall  execute  all  the  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  relating  to  sane  inmates  of  the  State  Hospital 
and  the  State  Farm,  the  sick  State  poor,  those  ill  of  dangerous  dis- 
eases, and  those  receiving  temporary  relief.  He  shall  also  make 
all  necessary  examinations  and  investigations  regarding  the  settle- 
ment of  all  sane  persons  receiving  public  aid.  He  shall  report  to 
the  Board,  from  time  to  time,  for  transmission  to  the  State  Board 
of  Insanity,  the  names  and  histories  of  all  unsettled  inmates  of  the 
Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates,  the 
Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Epileptics,  and  the  Massachusetts 
School  for  the  Feeble-minded.     He  shall  make  monthly  visits  to 
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the  State  Hoepital  and  the  State  Farm,  and  quarterly  visits  to  the 
State  Sanatoriam,  and  report  upon  their  condition.  His  reports 
shall  be  made  monthly,  and  he  shall  also  annually,  on  or  before 
November  1,  furnish  a  summary  of  his  work  for  the  year.  He 
shall  certify  monthly  to  the  Superintendents  of  the  Massachusetts 
Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates,  the  Massachusetts  Hos- 
pital for  Epileptics,  and  the  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble- 
minded, the  amounts  due  from  cities,  towns,  and  individuals  for 
the  support  of  inmates  of  the  above-named  institutions ;  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him.  There  shall 
be  two  Deputy  Superintendents,  who  shall  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  Superintendent,  and  who  shall  have  charge  respectively  of 
the  work  relating  to  the  in-door  and  the  out-door  poor« 

6.  There  shall  be  a  Superintendent  of  State  Minor  Wards,  to  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  the  regular  meeting  in  June  in  each  year,  who, 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board,  shall  execute  all  the  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  relating  to  neglected  and  dependent  children  and 
juvenile  offenders,  and  shall  provide  for  the  placing  and  visitation 
of  all  such  children.  Monthly  visits  shall  be  made  under  his  direc- 
tion to  the  Lyman  School  for  Boys  and  the  State  Industrial  School 
for  Girls,  with  reports  upon  their  condition.  He  shall  make  semi- 
annual visits  to  the  county  truant  schools,  and  report  upon  their 
condition.  His  reports  shall  be  made  monthly,  and  he  shall  annu- 
ally, on  or  before  November  1,  furnish  a  summary  of  his  work  for 
the  year,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
of  him.  There  shall  be  two  Deputy  Superintendents,  who  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  and  who  shall  have 
charge  respectively  of  the  children  over  three  years  of  age  and  of 
the  infants. 

7.  All  officers  elected  by  ballot,  and  all  agents  and  other  em- 
ployees appointed  by  the  Board,  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  Board 

S.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  full  Board,  at  any  regular  meeting,  after  previous  notice  of  the 
change  that  is  desired  in  the  same  by  any  member  has  been  mailed 
to  each  member  by  the  Clerk,  three  days,  at  least,  before  any  vote 
shall  be  taken  by  the  Board  to  make  the  proposed  change. 

The  State  Out-doou  Poor. 

The  Statutes  provide  that  before  any  bills  for  the  support 
or  relief  of  the  unsettled  poor  by  cities  and  towns  ciin  be 
considered,  notices  of  the  cases  shall  be  sent  to  the  Board ; 
and,   in  accordance  with  these  laws,    11,651   such  notices 
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were  received,  during  the  official  year,  from  245  cities  and 

towns,  on  account  of  26,408  persons ;  an  increase  of  131,  or 

about  lyi^   per  cent.,  over   last  year.     Of  these   notices, 

7,699,  concerning  9,653  individuals,   were  on  account  of 

persons  too  sick  to  be  removed    (including  1,192  notices 

concerning  1,337  individuals,  on  account  of  persons  sick 

yfiih  dangerous  diseases)  ;   793  notices,  concerning  3,499 

persons,  were  for  wife-settlement  cases;  and  3,159  notices, 

concerning   13,256  persons,    were  for  temporary  aid   and 

transportation.    Of  the  total  number  of  notices  above  stated, 

1,717,  concerning    5,526    individuals,   were    in    cases   on 

account  of  which  a  previous  notice  had  been  received  during 

the  year. 

Cases  of  Sick  State  Poor. 

The  number  of  sick  State  poor  notices  received  during 
the  official  year  was  7,699.      These  7,699  notices  were  sent 
by  187  cities  and  towns,  concerning  9,653  persons,  of  whom 
7,798  were  represented  as  being  too  ill  to  be  removed. 
This  number  shows  a  decrease  of  425,  or  about  5  J  per  cent., 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year ;  and,  as  compared  with 
the  official  year  1901-1902,  a  decrease  of  977,  or  about  11^ 
per  cent.     The  largest  number  of  notices  received  in  any 
one  month  was  1,007,  in  January;  and  the  smallest,  536,  in 
September.     The  number  of  persons  shows  a  decrease  of 
637,  or  about  six  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year;  and  of  persons  actually  sick  and  requiring  medical 
attendance  a  decrease  of  450,  or  about  5^  per  cent.     Of 
these  7,699  notices,  3,976,  or  about  51 1  per  cent.,  were 
from  Boston,  viz.:  3,705  from  the  Boston  City  Hospital, 
15  from  Carney  Hospital,  192  from  the  Institutions  Depart- 
ment, 6  from  the  Board  of  Health,  50  from  the  Boston 
Lying-in  Hospital,  and  8  on  account  of  persons  aided  at 
their  homes. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  notices  appears  to  be  due 
partly  to  the  disappearance  of  small-pox  from  the  city  of 
Boston,  and  partly  to  a  reduction  of  150  in  the  number  of 
applications  for  reimbursement  for  persons  without  legal 
settlement  in  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  —  indicating  greater 
completeness  of  investigation  as  to  the  legal  settlement  of 
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cases  in  that  institution  by  the  local  agents  of  the  .Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  before  sending  notices  to  the  State  Board  of  Charity. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  the  officers  of  the  Board, 
in  the  investigation  of  these  7,699  notices,  was  12,997.  As 
a  result  of  these  investigations  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
were  directed  to  discontinue  aid  in  1,074  cases,  — in  1,052 
on  account  of  the  recovery  of  the  patient  sufficiently  to  per- 
mit of  his  removal,  and  in  22  for  other  reasons  manifest  to 
the  Board.  In  288  cases  all  aid  was  refused,  — in  284  be- 
cause, at  the  time  of  the  application,  the  patient  could  have 
been  removed  without  danger,  and  in  4  for  other  evident 
reasons.  There  were  5,894  cases  investigated  by  the  visi- 
tors ;  and  in  1,018  cases  settlements  were  found,  concerning 
1,178  persons. 

By  order  of  the  Board  17  persons  were  sent  to  the  State 
Hospital.  Among  those  reported  as  sick  there  were  494 
deaths. 

Oases  of  Dangerous  Diseases. 

Of  the  7,699  notices  previously  stated  as  received  relative 
to  the  sick  State  poor,  1,192  were  on  account  of  "small- 
pox or  other  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health,"  and 
provided  for  1,337  pei'sons,  of  whom  1,234  were  patients. 
These  notices  were  from  48  cities  and  towns  ;  668  being  for 
cases  of  diphtheria,  268  for  scarlet  fever,  173  for  measles, 
78  for  small-pox,  2  for  leprosy,  1  for  chicken-pox,  1  for 
mumps,  and  1  for  whooping-cough.  In  311  cases  settle- 
ments were  found,  concerning  329  persons. 

There  were  115  additional  cases  of  small-pox  reported,  in 
which  no  claim  for  reimbursement  was  made  by  the  noti- 
fying city  or  town,  for  the  reason  that  the  patient  either  had 
a  settlement  in  some  city  or  town  in  the  Conmionwealth,  or 
was  able  to  pay  his  own  expenses,  thus  making  investiga- 
tion by  the  Board's  officers  unnecessary. 


Thiee  cases  of  contagious  disease  coming  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board  during  the  year  are  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance to  be  noted  in  some  detail. 

On  April  22,  1904,  the  Division  of  State  Adult  Poor  of 
the  Board  received  notice,  in  due  form,  of  the  case  of  Frank 
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Kna,  suffering  with  leprosy  at  Harwich.     The  history  of 
the  patient  was  given  as  follows  :  — 

Frank  Pina,  aet.  37,  married,  born  in  Brava,  Cape  de 
Verde  Islands;  landed  at  New  Bedford,  April  25,  1891,  per 
schooner  **Sea  Fox";  at  New  Bedford  ten  days,  South 
Dennis  three  years,  Harwich  nine  years ;  never  paid  poll 
tax ;  no  property.  Wife,  Angelina,  aet.  35,  born  Cape  de 
Verde  Islands ;  landed  at  New  Bedford  with  husband,  and 
with  him  since.  Eight  children,  aet.  respectively,  15,  13, 
11,  9,  8,  6,  and  2  years,  and  1  month;  the  two  oldest  bom 
in  Cape  de  Verde  Islands,  the  others  in  Harwich.  Wife 
and  children  live  at  Bassett  Lane,  Pleasant  Lake,  Harwich. 
The  man  is  isolated  in  another  house,  one-eighth  of  a  mile 
from  the  post  office.  Needs  fuel,  groceries,  and  medical 
attendance. 

The  patient  was  at  once  visited  by  a  medical  agent  of  the 
Division,  and  members  of  the  Board  were  immediately 
made  acquainted  with  the  case. 

At  its  regular  meeting,  held  May  6,  1904,  the  Board  was 
formally  notified  of  the  case,  and  the  town  authorities  of 
Harwich  presented  in  person  their  urgent  request  that  the 
Board  remove  the  leper  in  question  from  the  town  without 
delay.  The  Board  took  immediate  action,  assuming  full 
charge  of  the  case,  and  making  provision  for  application  to 
the  Legislature  for  authority  to  pay  all  necessary  expenses, 
and  for  any  other  legislative  action  that  might  seem  nec- 
essary. 

Here  follow  two  opinions  of  the  Attorney-General  in 
answer  to  inquiries  with  reference  to  the  matter  of  removing 
the  leper  to  the  State  Hospital.

Dear  Sir:  —  You  request  my  opiuioD  upon  the  following  ques- 
tioDS :  Frank  Pina,  a  State  pauper,  is  sick  in  the  town  of  Harwich, 
aod  bis  disease  is  diagnosed  as  leprosy. 

1.  Has  the  State  Board  of  Charity  any  authority,  under  the 
itatutes,  to  order  bis  removal  from  the  town  of  Harwich? 

2.  If  the  above  interrogatory  is  answered  in  the  affirmative. 
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and  the  State  Board  of  Charity  orders  the  removal  by  the  author- 
ities of  the  town  of  Harwich,  should  the  expenses  of  such  removal 
be  borne  by  the  Commonwealth? 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  State  Board  of  Charity  has  authority 
to  order  the  removal  of  such  pauper  to  the  State  Hospital. 

Revised  Laws,  chapter  85,  section  14,  provides :  — 

No  city  or  town  officer  shall  send  to'  the  state  hospital  any  person  who 
is  infected  with  smallpox  or  other  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health, 
or,  except  as  provided  in  section  ten,  any  other  sick  person  whose  health 
would  be  endangered  by  removal ;  but  all  such  persons  who  are  liable 
to  be  maintained  by  the  commonwealth  shall  be  supported  during  their 
sickness  by  the  city  or  town  in  which  they  are  taken  sick,  and  notice  of 
such  sickness  shall  be  given  in  writing  to  the  state  board  of  charity, 
which  may  examine  the  case  and,  if  found  expedient,  order  the  removal 
of  the  patient ;  but  such  notice  in  the  case  of  sick  persons  whose  health 
would  be  endangered  by  such  removal  shall  be  signed  by  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  or  by  a  person  appointed  by  them  by  special  vote,  who  shall 
certify,  after  personal  examination,  that  in  their  or  his  opinion  such 
removal  at  the  time  of  his  application  for  aid  would  endanger  his  health. 
A  city  or  town  officer  who  knowingly  violates  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

The  natural  interpretation  of  this  statute  is,  that  ^^  all  such  per- 
sons who  are  liable  to  be  maintained  by  the  commonwealth  '*  in- 
cludes ^^  any  person  who  is  infected  with  smallpox  or  other  disease 
dangerous  to  the  public  health"  as  well  as  ^^  any  other  sick  person 
whose  health  would  be  endangered  by  removal."  Moreover,  the 
language  of  the  requirement  that  ^*  such  notice  in  the  case  of  sick 
persons  whose  health  would  be  endangered  by  such  removal  shall 
be  signed  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  .  .  .  who  shall  certify 
•  •  .  that  .  .  .  such  removal  .  .  .  would  endanger  his  health," 
implies  an  intent  of  the  Legislature  that  notice  be  required  in  the 
case  of  both  classes  of  persons  ;  and  if  the  provision  as  to  notice 
so  implies,  the  provision  as  to  ordering  removals  does  also. 

Such  seems  to  be  the  meaning  of  the  section  as  it  stands,  and 
whatever  may  be  the  effect  of  Acts  of  1902,  chapter  213,  section 
1,  providing  that  ^'notice  shall  be  given  to  the  state  board  of 
health  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  52  of  chapter 
75  of  the  Revised  Laws,"  which  section  is  as  follows  — 

If  the  board  of  health  of  a  city  or  town  has  had  notice  of  a  case  of 
smallpox,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  or  of  any  other  disease  dangerous  to 
the  public  health  therein,  it  shall  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter 
give  notice  thereof  to  ^he  state  board  of  health  stating  the  name  and  the 
location  of  the  patient  so  afflicted,  and  the  secretary  thereof  shall  forth- 
with transmit  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  the  state  board  of  charity  —

on  the  requirement  of  notice,  it  certainly  does  not  repeal  or  revise 
the  provision  conferring  authority  to  remove  a  pauper.  Nor  do 
the  statutes  providing  for  the  care  of  persons  infected  with  diseases 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  (see  Revised  Laws,  chapter  75, 
sections  35  to  58,  inclusive ;  Acts  of  1902,  chapter  206)  contain 
anything  inconsistent  with  this  view  of  the  law. 

It  is  my  opinion,  in  reply  to  your  second  inquiry,  that  the  town 
must  bear  the  expense  in  the  first  place,  and  that  the  Common- 
wealth must  reimburse  such  town  for  the  expense  of  transporta- 
tion, for  the  excess  over  thirty  miles  by  the  usual  route.  Revised 
Laws,  chapter  85,  section  9,  provides :  — 

Cities  and  towns  may,  at  their  own  expense,  send  to  the  state  hospital, 
to  be  maintained  at  the  public  charge,  all  paupers  who  mny  fall  into 
distress  therein,  and  who  have  no  settlement  within  the  commonwealth. 
The  city  or  town  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  commonwealth,  upon  bills 
approved  by  the  state  board  of  charity,  for  the  expense  of  transportation 
of  each  state  pauper  thus  sent,  for  the  excess  over  thirty  miles  by  the 
usual  route,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  three  cents  a  mile. 

It  appears  from  this  statute  that  the  town  or  city  sending  a 
State  pauper  to  the  State  Hospital  is  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  for 
a  part  of  the  expense  incurred.  Payment  for  transportation  ex- 
penses was  authorized  in  Acts  of  1852,  chapter  275,  section  8,  in 
the  original  statute  establishing  State  almshouses.  The  first  pro- 
vision for  payment  applied  to  all  paupers  sent  to  such  institutions, 
and  no  exception  to  the  operation  of  the  statute  authorizing  re- 
movals was  made  in  the  case  either  of  persons  whose  health  would 
be  endangered  or  of  those  who  were  infected  with  dangerous  dis- 
eases. Later  statutes,  beginning  in  1855,  made  these  exceptions : 
See  Acts  of  1855,  chapter  445,  section  2;  Acts  of  1865,  chap- 
ter 162 ;  Public  Statutes,  chapter  86,  section  25 ;  Acts  of  1885, 
chapter  211;  Revised  Laws,  chapter  85,  section  14;  Acts  of 
1887,  chapter  440  ;  Revised  Laws,  chapter  85,  section  10 ;  Acts  of 
1903,  chapter  233. 

In  Acts  of  1865,  chapter  162,  and  succeeding  acts,  including 
Revised  Laws,  chapter  85,  section  14,  authority  is  given  to  the 
Board  of  Charity,  in  either  one  of  these  exceptional  cases,  to 
*' examine  the  case,  and,  if  found  expedient,  order  the  removal  of 
the  patient."  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  removal  is  to  be  ^^  or- 
dered," not  made,  by  the  Board,  which  leads  to  the  conclusion  that 
an  order  of  the  Board  of  Charity  merely  puts  the  case,  otherwise 
within  the  exception,  on  the  same  footing  as  a  case  not  within  the 
exception.  This  being  true,  the  provision  for  reimbursement  under 
Revised  Laws,  chapter  85,  section  9,  applies  to  a  case  in  which  the 
Board  of  Charity  has  ordered  the  removal.     Additional  ground  for 
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this  interpretation  appears  in  the  fact  that  no  greater  reason 
appears  why  a  town  should  bear  the  expense  of  transportation 
of  a  pauper  within  the  special  classes  than  of  one  who  is  not,  and 
that  it  may  fairly  be  assumed  that  the  statutes  regarding  the  ex- 
ceptional cases  were  passed  for  the  protection  of  the  health  of 
pauper  and  public,  rather  than  with  any  idea  of  changing  the  bar- 
den  of  the  expense  of  transportation.

Dear  Sir:  —  In  a  communication  dated  May  10,  addressed  to 
the  Superintendent  of  State  Adult  Poor,  I  stated  that  in  my 
opinion  the  State  Board  of  Charity  had  authority  to  order  the 
removal  of  one  Frank  Pina,  a  State  pauper  infected  with  leprosy, 
from  the  town  of  Harwich  to  the  State  Hospital.  You  now  fur- 
ther request  my  opinion  upon  the  following  points  :  — 

1.  Whether  the  local  boards  of  health  of  the  several  cities  and 
towns  through  which  said  Pina  might  pass  on  his  way  to  the  State 
Hospital  could  legally  object  to  his  being  conveyed  through  their 
territories  or  any  part  thereof. 

2.  Whether  the  railroad  corporations  which  might  be  requested 
to  transport  said  Pina  from  Harwich  to  the  State  Hospital,  as  com- 
mon carriers,  could  legally  object  to  provide  such  trc^nsportatlon. 

8.  Whether  the  trustees  and  superintendent  of  the  State  Hos- 
pital, or  the  board  of  health  of  the  town  of  Tewksbury,  could 
legally  object  to  receive  and  provide  for  said  Pina  at  the  State 
Hospital,  on  the  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity,  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  So,  section  14,  of  the  Revised  Laws. 

I  am  of  opinion,  in  the  first  place,  that  the  local  boards  of  health 
of  the  several  cities  and  towns  through  which  said  Pina  might  pass 
on  his  way  to  the  State  Hospital  could  legally  object  to  his  being 
conveyed  through  their  territory  or  any  part  thereof.  As  indi- 
cated in  my  opinion  above  referred  to,  the  effect  of  an  order  of  the 
State  Board  of  Charity  made  under  the  provisions  of  Revised 
Laws,  chapter  85,  section  14,  is  to  remove  the  restriction  imposed 
by  such  section  upon  the  sending  of  a  State  pauper  infected  with  a 
dangerous  disease  to  the  State  Hospital.  When  such  restriction 
is  removed,  Revised  Laws,  chapter  85,  section  9,  applies.  It 
provides :  — 
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Cities  and  towns  may,  at  their  own  expense,  send  to  the  state  hos- 
pital, to  be  maintained  at  the  public  charge,  all  paupers  who  may  fall 
into  distress  therein,  and  who  have  no  settlement  within  the  common- 
wealth. The  city  or  town  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  commonwealth, 
upon  bills  approved  by  the  state  board  of  charity,  for  the  expense  of 
transportation  of  each  state  pauper  thus  sent,  for  the  excess  over  thirty 
miles  by  the  usual  route,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  three  cents  a  mile. 

It  here  appears  that  the  city  or  towD  in  which  the  pauper  fell 
into  distress  has  charge  of  sending  him  to  the  hospital,  and  this  is 
true  whether  the  case  be  one  like  the  present,  or  the  ordinary  one 
of  a  pauper  who  is  not  infected  with  a  dangerous  disease  and 
whose  health  will  not  be  endangered  by  the  removal.  Such  city 
or  town,  however,  when  engaged  in  transporting  a  pauper  through 
another  city  or  town,  must,  by  reason  of  the  territorial  limitations 
to  its  authority,  act  subject  to  restrictions  legally  imposed  by  the 
city  or  town  through  which  it  transports  such  pauper.  That  a 
city  or  town  can,  in  an  ordinary  case,  legally  restrict  or  prevent 
the  passage  through  its  territory  of  a  person  infected  with  a  dan- 
gerous disease,  follows  from  the  provisions  of  Revised  Laws, 
chapter  75,  section  42,  that  ^Mf  a  person  is  infected  '*  with  a  dis- 
ease dangerous  to  the  public  health,  the  local  board  of  health 
^^  shall  immediately  provide  such  hospital  or  place  of  reception 
...  as  is  judged  best  .  .  .  for  the  safety  of  the  inhabitants," 
and  that  the  board  may  ^^  cause  any  sick  or  infected  person  to  be 
removed  thereto ;  '*  and  the  provisions  of  Revised  Laws,  chapter 
75,  section  86,  that  ^^  the  board  of  health  of  a  town  may  grant 
permits  for  the  removal  of  any  nuisance,  infected  articles  or  sick 
person  within  the  limits  of  its  town." 

That  the  present  case  does  not  differ  in  this  particular  from  the 
ordinary  case  follows  from  the  fact  that  there  is  nothing  in  an 
order  of  the  Board  of  Charity,  made  under  authority  of  Revised 
Laws,  chapter  85,  section  14,  or  in  the  provisions  of  Revised 
Laws,  chapter  85,  section  9,  or  in  any  other  statute,  which  ex- 
pressly or  by  implication  prevents  the  application  of  the  usual 
rale.  It  is  clear  that  the  legislative  intention  expressed  in  Revised 
Laws,  chapter  80j  sections  9  and  14,  is  merely  to  provide  a  way 
in  which  cities  and  towns  may  deal  with  State  paupers,  subject  to 
the  usual  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  and  not  to  relieve  cities  and 
towns  from  the  operation  of  any  law,  rule  or  regulation  which 
otherwise  may  interfere  with  their  so  dealing  with  them. 

I  am,  in  the  second  place,  of  opinion  that  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions which  might  be  requested  to  transport  said  Pina  from  Har- 
wich  to  the   State  Hospital  could  legally  object  to  provide  such 
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transportation.  A  carrier  of  passengers  is  not  under  obligation  to 
carry  a  person  who  is  infected  with  disease  so  as  to  be  dangeroas 
to  other  passengers ;  nor  does  the  fact  that  a  city  or  town  desires 
the  transportation  of  such  infected  person  enlarge  the  obligation 
of  the  carrier. 

As  to  the  power  of  the  State  to  compel  by  statute  a  carrier  to 
convey  such  a  passenger,  and  as  to  the  power  of  a  municipality  to 
confiscate  the  property  of  a  railroad  in  the  case  of  an  emergency, 
it  is  unnecessary  to  express  an  opinion,  since  the  State  has  not 
attempted  to  exercise  such  a  power,  and  since  no  emergency 
exists. 

I  am,  in  the  third  place,  of  opinion  that  the  board  of  health  of 
the  town  of  Tewksbury  has  the  same  power  to  exclude  the  said 
Pina  from  its  territory  as  have  the  boards  of  health  of  the  towns 
through  which  he  might  pass  on  his  way  to  the  hospital,  but  that 
the  trustees  and  superintendent  of  the  State  Hospital  cannot 
legally  object  to  receive  and  provide  for  him  at  such  hospital, 
with  the  reservation  that  if  the  hospital  is  full  the  trustees  and 
superintendent  may  refuse  to  receive  him. 

In  Revised  Laws,  chapter  85,  section  7,  it  is  provided  that  'Hhe 
superintendent  shall  receive  all  paupers  who  are  sent  with  a  proper 
certificate  from  the  state  board  of  charity,  or  from  one  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  city  or  town  .  .  .  and  provide  for 
them  under  the  rules  and  regulations  herein  provided  ; "  and  the 
authority  of  the  trustees  (Revised  Laws,  chapter  85,  section  4)  to 
^^  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  management  and 
government  of  a  state  hospital,"  clearly  does  not  extend  to  the 
exclusion  of  a  pauper  sent  to  the  hospital  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  85,  section  7.

On  May  23,  1904,  the  Board  took  action  which  resulted 
in  the  passage  of  the  following  legislative  act :  — 

[  Acts  of  1904,  Chaptbs  395.  ] 

An  Act  relative  to  the  care  of  persons  infected  with  dis- 
eases DANGEROUS  TO  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  state  board  of  charity  may,  if  found  expedient, 
remove  any  person  who  is  infected  with  a  disease  dangerous  to  the 
public  health,  and  who  is  maintained  or  liable  to  be  maintained  by 
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the  Commonwealth,  to  any  hospital  provided  for  state  paupers,  or 
may  provide  such  place  of  reception  for  such  person  as  is  judged 
best  for  his  accommodation  and  the  safety  of  the  public,  which 
place  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  board,  and  may  re- 
move  such  person  thereto. 

Section  2.  Any  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  may  be  paid  from  the  annual  appropriation  for 
expenses  in  connection  with  smallpox  and  other  diseases  danger- 
ous to  the  public  health. 

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  June  2,  1904. 

On  June  7,  1904,  the  Board  received  the  following  cora- 
manication  from  the  health  department  of  the  city  of 
Boston :  —

Dear  Sir:  —  The  Board  of  Health  found  and  sent  into  isolation 
yesterday,  at  2.80  p.m.,  one  Goon  S.  Dub,  a  Cbinaman,  afflicted 
with  leprosy.  He  is  a  State  charge,  and  his  condition  justifies  this 
Board  in  saying  that  he  could  be  transferred  to  the  State  alms- 
house without  any  danger  to  the  public  health.  Our  conveniences 
for  isolating  this  roan  at  the  present  time  are  undoubtedly  unequal 
to  your  own,  and  his  case  may  soon  require  different  and  better 
conveniences  than  we  now  have,  thereby  increasing  the  cost  to  the 
city  and  therefore  to  the  State.  It  seems  quite  probable  that  a 
separate  new  building  will  soon  become  a  necessity  for  this  patient, 
oar  present  buildings  being  taxed  by  other  diseases  to  nearly  their 
fall  capacity.  This  Board  would  therefore  respectfully  suggest 
and  arge  that  you  consider  the  question  of  bis  removal  from  Boston 
to  some  State  institution.  The  Board  suggests  this,  because  of 
the  chronic  and  therefore  probably  long  duration  of  the  disease.

On  June  24  a  conference  was  held  with  the  Trustees  of 
the  State  Hospital  and  State  Farm  ''  to  consider  arrange- 
ments for  the  transfer  of  certain  lepers  to  the  State  Hospital 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  395  of  the  Acts  of  1904." 
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At  this  conference  the  Chairman  stated  that,  having  care- 
fully considered  the  subject,  the  Board  had  reached  the 
unanimous  conclusion  that  the  only  practicable  disposition 
of  the  cases  in  (jucstion  is  their  removal  to  the  State  Hos- 
pital, where  they  can  be  easily  isolated  and  receive  the  care 
and  treatment  suited  to  their  needs,  but  that  the  Board  de- 
sired to  act  in  the  matter  in  harmony  with  the  Trustees,  and 
with  their  consent  and  co-operation. 

The  Trustees,  as  well  as  the  Superintendent  of  the  State 
Hospital  who  was  present,  stated  severally  their  objections 
to  the  proposed  removals,  both  on  the  ground  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  securing  complete  isolation  for  the  lepers  at  the 
institution,  and  also  because  of  the  serious  disturbance 
which  the  introduction  into  the  hospital  of  persons  afflicted 
with  this  disease  would  cause,  not  only  among  the  other 
inmates,  but  throughout  the  whole  neighboring  community. 
The  conference  closed  with  the  request  on  the  part  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Botu'd  that  the  Trustees  take  the  matter 
into  further  consideration. 

On  September  7,  HH)4,  the  Board  addressed  a  communi- 
cation to  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  stating  that  the 
Board  was  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  only  proper  disposi- 
tion of  the  leper  cases  is  their  commitment  to  the  State 
Hospital,  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  asking  what  pro- 
vision could  be  made  for  the  lepers  in  question,  and  how 
soon  preparation  could  be  made  to  receive  them.  At  the 
same  meeting  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  ask  the  opinion  of 
certain  experts  with  reference  to  the  question  of  the  care  of 
lei)ers  in  a  large  institution  like  that  at  Tewksbury  without 
danger  to  the  other  inmates,  i)rovided  that  the  lepers  be 
kept  in  complete  isolation.  On  September  12,  1904,  the 
following  reply  was  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital :  —

Dear  Sir  :  —  Your  commanication  of  7th  inst.  with  regard  to 
leprosy  has  been  received  to-day.  I  am  under  the  impression 
that  I  answered  this  question  on  the  part  of  the  Tewksbury  Hos- 
pital some  months  ago. 

I  will  say  briefly  then  :  — 

In  my  opinion  a  case  of  leprosy  may  be  cared  for  at  Tewksbury 
with  entire  safety  to  other  patients  provided  it  be  properly  isolated, 
which  means  no  intercourse  with  other  person  within  or  without 
doors,  and  entirely  independent  clothing,  bedding,  utensils,  laun- 
dry,  etc.  Nurses  should  also  be  properly  instructed  as  to  neces- 
sary precautions.

Mt  Dear  Sir  :  —  There  can  be  no  possible  danger  in  keeping  a 

person  afflicted  with  leprosy  in  a  State  institution,  with  proper 

precautions.     The  disease  is  by  no  means  as  contagious  as  many 

other  affections,  such  as  syphilis  for  example,  about  which  few 

precautions  are  taken.

At  the  same  meeting  Dr.  R.  M.  Woodward,  surgeon  in 
conamand  at  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital  at  Chelsea, 
appeared  before  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  John  Roderick, 
a  sailor,  aet.  34,  born  in  Cape  de  Verde  Islands,  without 
residence  in  this  country,  admitted  to  the  hospital  on  the 
3d  inst.,  and  subsequently  discovered  to  be  afflicted  with 
leprosy.  Dr.  Woodward  stated  that  the  patient  could  not 
be  properly  treated  or  retained  at  the  Marine  Hospital,  and 
asked  that  the  Board  provide  for  his  immediate  removal. 
He  was  assured  that  the  Board  would  take  such  action  as 
soon  as  possible. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  held  October  18,  1904, 
the  following  communication  was  presented  and  read  :  — 

COMMONWBALTH  OF  MASSACHUBSTTS, 

State  Hospital,  Tbwksbubt,  October  11, 1904. 
To  the  State  Board  of  Charily ^  Stale  House^  Boston^  Mass, 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  and  State 
Farm  held  this  day  it  was  voted  unanimously  that  we  cannot  give 
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our  consent  to  the  transfer  of  certain  leprous  patients  to  the  State 
Hospital,  as  suggested  in  your  letter  of  September  7. 

The  reasons  why  such  transfers  should  not  be  made  were  stated 
at  the  hearing  before  your  Board  June  29.  We  feel  we  should  be 
neglectful  of  oar  duty  should  we  consent  to  such  transfers,  thereby 
exposing  fifteen  or  eighteen  hundred  inmates  more  or  less  to  that 
much  dreaded  disease.  We  also  feel  conOdent  that  the  action  we 
have  taken  will  be  sustained  and  approved  by  the  public.

At  the  same  meeting  report  was  received  of  the  renfioval 
of  the  leper  John  Roderick  from  the  Marine  Hospital  at 
Chelsea  to  Grallop's  Island,  the  Boston  Board  of  Health  hav- 
ing agreed  to  assmne  charge  of  him  at  the  expense  of  the 
State  on  condition  that  the  State  Board  of  Charity  remove 
him  some  time  during  next  February. 

The  patient  Frank  Pina  is  still  supported  at  great  expense 
in  isolated  quarters  in  the  town  of  Harwich,  being  comfort- 
ably provided  for  in  every  way,  supplied  with  a  nurse, 
who  occupies  a  room  adjoining  the  patient  in  the  same 
small  building,  well  fed  and  clothed,  and  daily  visited  by 
Dr.  Edmunds  of  Harwich,  as  well  as  by  physicians  of  this 
Board ;  so  that  his  interests  are  as  well  looked  after  as  is 
practicable  under  the  circumstances. 

In  the  face  of  the  decided  and  unanimous  opposition  of 
the  State  Hospital  Trustees,  the  Board  has  not  thought  it 
advisable  to  use  the  authority  given  it  by  chapter  395  of  the 
Acts  of  1904  '*  to  remove  a  person  infected  with  a  danger- 
ous disease  to  any  hospital  provided  for  State  paupers  "  and 
insist  upon  the  removal  of  the  three  paupers  to  the  State 
Hospital.  The  Board  will,  however,  avail  itself  of  the 
authority  conferred  upon  it  by  another  provision  of  the  same 
law,  viz.,  that  **  it  may  provide  such  place  of  reception  for 
such  person  as  is  judged  best  for  his  accommodation  and  the 
safety  of  the  public,  which  place  shall  be  subject  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Board,  and  may  remove  such  person 
thereto,"  and  also  that  ^'  any  expenses  incurred  in  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  paid  from  the  annual 
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appropriation  for  expenses  in  connection  with  smallpox  and 
other  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health " ;  and  the 
Board  has  now  under  consideration  the  matter  of  purchasing 
a  tract  of  land,  with  buildings,  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for 
all  the  lepers  at  State  charge.

Gases  of^  Wife^ettlemenL 

The  namber  of  notices  received  during  the  official  year 
was  793,  from  86  cities  and  towns,  concerning  3,499  persons, 
of  whom  366  were  sick.  These  figures  show  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  notices  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year 
of  122,  or  about  18  per  cent. ;  and  as  compared  with  the 
year  1901-1902,  an  increase  of  56,  or  about  7^  per  cent. 
Of  these  793  notices,  281,  or  about  35^  per  cent.,  were 
from  the  city  of  Boston.  There  were  233  new  cases  in- 
vestigated by  the  Agents  of  the  Board,  and  8  settlements 
were  found.  Of  the  3,499  persons  previously  mentioned, 
2,706  were  acknowledged  as  settled,  and  as  8  settlements 
were  found  among  the  remaining  793,  the  whole  number 
aided  by  the  State  was  785,  of  whom  280  were  sick.  The 
number  of  visits  made  in  these  cases  was  907.  As  a  result 
of  these  visits,  the  local  authorities  were  advised  to  discon- 
tinue aid  in  7  cases. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  wife-settlement  notices 
received  during  the  year :  — 
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Cdses  of  Temporary  Aid. 

The  number  of  notices  received  was  3,159,  concerning* 
13,256  persons,  from  176  cities  and  towns.  The  largest 
number  of  notices  received  in  any  one  month  was  819,  in 
January  ;  and  the  smallest  number  was  130,  in  April.  The 
whole  number  shows  an  increase  of  434,  or  about  15^^^  per 
cent.,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year;  and,  as  com- 
pared with  the  year  1901-1902,  an  increase  of  420,  or  about 
15|^  per  cent.  Of  these  notices,  266,  or  about  8^  per  cent., 
were  received  from  the  city  of  Boston.  The  number  of  visits 
made  under  all  these  notices  was  4,278.  There  were  1,361 
cases  investigated  by  the  officers  of  the  Board,  and  206 
settlements  were  found,  covering  714  persons.  As  a  result 
of  visitation,  aid  was  discontinued  in  336  cases,  and  in  6 
cases  aid  was  refused.  There  were  104  persons  removed  to 
the  State  Hospital ;  92  persons  refused  to  be  so  removed,  and 
further  aid  was  declined. 

This  form  of  aid,  as  its  name  implies,  should  be,  as  far  as 
possible,  strictly  temporary,  that  is,  aid  to  cases  in  temporary 
need,  and  not  temporarj*^  aid  to  permanent  cases  of  inability 
or  disability.  As  a  rule,  persons  without  families,  and  fam- 
ilies without  hope  of  future  self-support,  are  not,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Board,  proper  subjects  for  State  temporary 
aid. 

The  responsibility  of  granting  or  withholding  temporary 
aid,  even  to  persons  without  legal  settlement,  rests  primarily 
with  the  local  overseei-s  of  the  poor.      Their  duties  are : 

(1)  careful  and  thorough  investigation  before  granting  aid; 

(2)  vigilant  and  close  supervision  until  aid  ceases;  (3) 
earnest  efforts  to  shorten  the  time  of  dependence  as  much  as 
possible,  and  to  restore  the  family  to  its  normal  condition 
of  self-support  and  self-respect. 

If  the  board  of  overseers  decide,  after  investigation,  that 
a  given  case  is  a  suitable  one  for  local  relief,  their  proper 
course  at  the  time  of  rendering  such  aid  is  to  notify  the  State 
Board.  On  receipt  of  this  notice  the  State  Board  sends  an 
agent  to  investigate  the  case  and  report.  Upon  receiving 
the  agent's  report,  if  it  appears  that  the  case  is  not,  in  the 
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judgment  of  the  Board,  a  proper  one  for  aid  outside  of  the 
State  Hospital,  (and  with  a  broader  view,  and  uninfluenced 
by  local  pressure,  the  State  Board  may  sometimes  differ 
in  opinion  from  the  overseers  in  the  matter),  the  Board 
can  decline  to  reimburse  for  further  aid ;  and  under  recent 
legislation,  if  the  necessities  of  the  case  require,  may,  after 
the  requisite  hearing  before  the  local  court,  forcibly  remove 
the  person  or  persons  concerned  to  the  State  Hospital. 
Under  this  double  supervision  of  the  local  and  the  State 
boardsj  with  the  action  of  the  court  required  in  cases  of 
forcible  removal,  it  would  seem  that  both  the  rights  of  the 
individual  and  the  interests  of  the  public  are  sufficiently 
safeguarded. 

The  strike  at  Fall  River,  with  its  hundreds  of  applicants 
seeking  out-door  public  relief,  who,  after  careful  investiga- 
tion by  our  several  visitors,  were  found  to  be  worthy  and 
necessitous  cases,  has  made  severe  inroads  upon  the  appro- 
priation for  temporary  aid.  The  strike  was  begun  July  25, 
but  public  aid  was  not  commenced  until  a  week  later. 
PVom  August  3  to  November  1,  a  period  of  three  months, 
3,245  orders  for  aid  chargeable  to  the  State  were  issued. 
The  approximate  value  of  each  order  was  $1.33|^,  making 
an  outlay  on  this  account  of  $4,327,  or  about  one-seventh 
of  the  entire  appropriation  for  the  year.  In  addition  to 
this,  at  least  50  persons  have  been  sent  to  their  homes 
in  Canada,  Englieind,  and  the  Azores,  at  an  expense  charge- 
able to  the  appropriation  for  transportation  of  State  paupers. 
Many  others  have  been  maintained  at  the  State  Farm  and 
the  State  Hospital,  awaiting  the  re-opening  of  the  mills 
and  the  resumption  of  work.  Had  the  strike  occurred  in 
mid-winter,  the  calls  for  fuel,  boots,  shoes,  and  clothing 
would  have  demanded  an  expenditure  equalling  the  maxi- 
mum amount  of  $3  per  week,  as  provided  by  section  21  of 
chapter  81  of  the  Revised  Laws. 

During  the  year,  bills  for  the  transportation  of  325  per- 
sons under  the  temporary  aid  law,  amounting  to  $2,294.24, 
were  allowed.  Of  these  325  persons,  45  were  sent  to 
European  countries,  viz. :  Azores,  9 ;  Cape  Verde  Islands, 
2 ;  England,    15 ;  Finland,   2  ;   Germany,    1 ;  Ireland,   2 ; 
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Italy,  8  ;  Scotland,  4 ;  Sweden,  2  ;  92  to  Canada  and  other 
British  Provinces;  188  to  other  States,  viz.:  Connecticut, 
21) ;  Illinois,  4 ;  Maryland,  5 ;  Maine,  16 ;  Michigan,  5  ; 
Missouri,  5;  New  Hampshire,  21;  New  Jersey,  5;  New- 
York,  61;  Ohio,  1;  Pennsylvania,  11;  Rhode  Island,  7; 
Tennessee,  3  ;  Vermont,  15. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  25  sliipwrecked  seamen  were 
sent  from  Chatham  and  Provincetown  to  Boston,  at  a  cost 
of  $73.55.

In  addition  to  the  above,  87  women  and  children  have 
been  transferred  from  the  State  Farm  to  the  State  Hospital, 
to  receive  hospital  care  and  treatment  which  could  not  be 
given  at  the  first-named  institution. 

The  work  of  removals,  as  compared  with  last  year,  is  as 
follows :  37  less  persons  have  been  removed  to  other  coun- 
tries ;  1  less  to  other  States ;  36  more  to  the  care  of  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  and  265  more  to  town  of  residence. 

The  State  Minor  Wards. 

State  minor  wards  are  of  four  classes,  viz. :  (1)  juvenile 
offenders^  or  children  between  seven  and  seventeen  years  of 
age  convicted  of  crime,  or  misdemeanor,  and  committed  to 
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the  custody  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity,  the  Lyman 
School  for  Boys,  or  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Girls ; 
(2)  neglected  children^  or  children  between  three  and 
sixteen  years  of  age  who  become  State  charges  because, 
through  orphanage,  or  the  neglect,  crime,  or  vice  of  their 
parents,  they  are  in  danger  of  leading  idle  and  dissolute 
lives;  (3)  dependent  children^  or  children  between  three 
and  sixteen  years  of  age  who  become  State  charges  by 
reason  of  orphanage,  or  the  poverty  of  their  parents ;  (4) 
pauper  infants^  or  neglected  and  dependent  children  under 
three  years  of  age. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  official  year,  September  30,  1904, 
there  were  4,690  children  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
Board,  713  being  in  institutions,  1,770  self-supporting  in 
&milie8,  and  2,207  boarded  in  families.  Of  the  whole  num- 
ber, 42  were  in  the  State  Hospital,  nearly  all  being  either 
young  infants  with  their  mothers  or  else  under  hospital 
treatment.  Of  the  remaining  4,648,  51  were  also  in  the 
State  Hospital,  10  of  them  being  State  Industrial  School 
girls,  and  41  children  in  the  custody  of  the  State  Board,  all 
under  hospital  treatment.  There  were  also,  of  the  4,648 
children,  7  under  sentence  in  penal  institutions,  viz.,  1 
from  the  Lyman  School,  4  from  the  State  Industrial  School, 
and  2  in  the  custody  of  the  Board;;  and  139  in  other 
institutions  not  penal,  for  special  care  and  treatment,  viz., 
11  Lyman  School  boys,  18  Industrial  School  girls,  and 
110  Board  children.  Of  the  4,648  children,  1,072  were 
classed  as  dependent,  1,620  as  neglected,  1,543  as  juvenile 
offenders,  and  413  as  infants.  The  dependent  and  neg- 
lected children,  the  infitnts,  and  295  of  the  juvenile 
offenders  were  in  the  custody  of  the  Board ;  the  remaining 
1,248  juvenile  offenders  were  in  the  custody  of  the  trustees 
of  the  Lyman  and  Industrial  Schools. 

Children  over  Three   Years  of  Age. 

It  is  provided  by  section  15  of  chapter  86  of  the  Revised 
Laws  that  *• '  upon  complaint  against  a  child  under  twelve 
years  of  age  for  an  offence  not  punishable  by  death  or  im- 
prisonment for  life,  except  the  offence  of  being  an  habitual 
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truant  or  an  habitual  school  absentee  under  the  provisions 
of  sections  three  and  four  of  chapter  forty-six,  such  court 
or  magistrate  shall,  if  an  examination  is  considered  neces- 
sary, first  issue  a  summons  to  said  child  requiring  him  to 
appear  before  such  court  or  magistrate  at  the  time  and  place 
named  therein,  and,  if  the  child  fails  to  appear  as  directed 
by  said  summons,  shall  issue  a  warrant  for  his  arrest.''     It 
is  also  provided  that  before  such  trials  are  held  notice  shall 
be  sent  to  the  State  Board  of  Charity,  whose  agent  attends 
the  trial,  and  protects  the  interests  of  the  child.     A  table 
showing  the  disposition  of  the  children  of  this  class  during 
the  last  official  year  will  be  found  on  page  48. 

Court  notices  are  required  to  be  sent  in  the  trials  of  cases 
of  neglected  children,  and  these  trials  are  also  attended  by 
agents  of  the  Board.  For  the  disposition  of  such  cases  dur- 
ing the  official  year,  see  page  49. 

The  Board  favors  the  establishment  of  especial  juvenile 
courts  in  the  larger  cities  of  the  Commonwealth. 

All  juvenile  offenders  and  neglected  children  committed  to 
the  Board  are  held  in  its  custody  until  their  majority,  or  until 
their  earlier  discharge  by  the  Board  for  sufficient  reason. 

Dependent  children  are  received  from  parents,  guardians, 
friends,  or  overseers  of  the  poor,  but  such  reception  is  dis- 
cretionary on  the  part  of  the  Board.  For  the  disposal  of 
cases  of  this  class  during  the  last  official  year,  see  page  49. 

Children  received,  unless  they  require  ho.spital  treatment, 
are  either  placed  at  once  in  families  at  board,  —  the  greater 
part  of  them  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  week  with  allowance  for 
clothing,  —  or  else  are  kept  for  a  few  weeks  in  one  of  the 
Board's  temporary  homes  until  they  are  in  condition  to  be 
placed.  Some  of  them  are  put  into  free  homes  with  little 
delay,  and  a  large  proportion  are  eventually  so  placed,  and 
become  self-supporting. 

The  religious  belief  of  the  parents  of  all  children  in  the 
custody  of  the  Board  is  always  taken  into  consideiution  in 
connection  with  the  selection  of  suitable  homes.  This  matter 
is,  indeed,  held  of  such  importance  by  the  Board  that,  at  a 
recent  meeting,  the  following  Preamble  and  Resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted  :  — 
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WhereaSy  It  has  always  b^en  the  desire  of  the  members  of  this 
Board  to  recognize,  in  the  broadest  spirit,  the  constitutional  right 
of  each  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth  to  worship  God  in  the  man- 
ner and  season  most  conformable  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  con- 
science, and  to  encourage  and  approve  of  the  right  of  parents,  — 
whose  children  are,  owing  to  poverty  or  misfortune,  under  the 
care  and  control  of  the  State,  —  to  claim  that  such  children  are 
also  entitled  to  the  practice,  exercise,  and  observance  of  the  reli- 
gions profession  and  sentiments  of  their  parents,  without  molesta- 
tion, hindrance,  or  interference  of  any  kind ; 

Nmo^  Therefore^  as  there  appears  to  exist,  in  the  minds  of  some 
citizens,  a  misunderstanding  concerning  the  sentiments  and  views 
of  this  Board  as  to  its  clear  duty  and  course  of  action  in  the  mat- 
ter set  forth  in  this  preamble,  be  it 

Resolved^  That  the  State  Board  of  Charity,  mindful  of  its  obli- 
gations and  duty  toward  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  and  to  reas- 
sure such  of  her  citizens  as  may  not  be  fully  informed  of  the  true 
position  of  the  Board- on  the  question,  declares  that  the  members 
of  this  Board  hold  unreservedly  and  unalterably  to  the  constitu- 
tional right  of  every  citizen  and  his  family,  —  while  they,  or  any  of 
them,  may  be  under  the  control  or  wardship  of  the  State,  by  any 
process  of  law,  and  under  the  supervision  of  this  Board,  — to  be  at 
liberty,  at  all  stated  and  reasonable  times,  and  subject  to  reason- 
able regulations,  to  have  the  consolation  of  instruction  in  their 
religion,  and  to  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own 
oonscience. 

Besolvedy  That  the  Board  declares,  in  pursuance  of  this  opinion 
of  its  duty,  that  all  employees  under  it,  who  are  engaged  in  the 
work  of  assisting  in  finding  suitable  homes,  in  placing  wards  out 
in  approved  families,  in  visiting  and  inspecting  the  homes  in  which 
the  wards  of  the  State  may  be  placed  out,  and  in  reporting  on  their 
oondition  and  the  condition  of  the  homes  and  families,  are  enjoined 
to  observe,  and  see  to  it,  that  the  course  of  action  prescribed  by 
the  Board  is  strictly  followed. 

Of  the  children  over  three  years  of  age  in  the  custody  of 
the  Board  October  1,  1903,  1,516  were  regularly  at  board. 
To  this  number  there  were  added  during  the  year  550,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  2,066  children  regularly  at  board  in  the  course 
of  the  year.  Of  these  2,066,  free  homes  were  found  with 
friends  and  relatives  for  20,  and  with  other  than  relatives  for 
189;  there  were  discharged  to  parents  and  relatives  70;  4 
were  adopted,  5  eloped,  5  died,  and  21  were  placed  in  vari- 
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ous  State  institutions,  leaving  1,752  at  board  September  30, 
1904.  Of  these  1,752,  84  were  juvenile  offenders  tempo- 
rarily at  board ;  the  remaining  1,668  dependent  and  neglected 
children  were  almost  all  under  twelve  years  of  age,  and  about 
three-fourths  of  them  were  under  ten.  In  addition  to  the  5 
boarded  children  adopted,  3  othet  neglected  or  dependent 
children,  not  at  board,  were  also  adopted ;  making  a  total  of 
8  children  over  three  years  of  age  adopted  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  visits  made  to  the  children  over  three  years 
of  age  during  the  year  by  the  paid  visitors  of  the  Board  was 
11,359,  and  the  number  made  by  the  Auxiliary  Visitors 
was  731. 

The  following  tables  give  the  location  or  condition  of  chil- 
dren over  three  years  of  age  visited  by  the  agents  of  the 
Board,  the  general  location  of  children  in  fisimilies  and  at 
board,  the  movement  of  the  several  classes  of  children  sub- 
ject to  visitation,  the  disposal  of  cases  of  juvenile  offenders, 
indigent,  neglected,  and  dependent  children,  and  the  num- 
ber of  visits  to  children  and  of  special  reports.

Children  under  Three   Years  of  Age, 

The  whole  number  of  infants,  or  children  under  three 
years  of  age,  in  charge  of  the  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the 
official  year  was  357  ;  the  number  received  was  325  ;  mak- 
ing the  whole  number  supported  by  the  State  during  the 
year  682.  There  remained  at  the  close  of  the  official  year, 
September  30,  1904,  413. 

Of  the  325  infants  received,  56  were  committed  to  the 
custody  of  the  Board  by  overseers  of  the  poor ;  20  were  re- 
ceived from  the  State  Hospital ;  55  were  committed  by  the 
courts ;  8  were  removed  from  unsuitable  boarding-places ; 
139  were  received  under  section  36,  chapter  83  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws ;  and  47  were  taken  under  section  13,  chapter  83 
of  the  Revised  Laws. 

Of  the  682  infants  supported,  54  were  legally  adopted ; 
116  were  transferred  to  the  subdivision  for  older  children, 
having  reached  the  age  of  three  years  ;  40  were  discharged 
to  parents  or  relatives ;  4  were  discharged  to  the  city  of 
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Boston;  55  died.  Of  the  remaining  413  infants,  9  were  on 
trial  for  adoption  without  expense  to  the  State. 

Of  the  325  infants  received,  278  were  sent  to  the  Board's 
nursery,  which  is  a  temporary  boarding-place  arranged  for 
the  reception  and  care  of  infants  who  are  in  need  of  immedi- 
ate attention.    The  other  47  w-ere  placed  at  once  in  families. 

The  infants  remaining  at  board  at  the  end  of  the  official 
year  were  in  the  following  cities  and  towns  :  Boston,  Cam- 
bridge, Chelsea,  Easton,  Everett,  Framingham,  Franklin, 
Hyde  Park,  Lynn,  Lynnfield,  Maiden,  Medford,  Melrose, 
Xe^vton,  North  Reading,  Quincy,  Reading,  Revere,  Saugus, 
Somerville,  Stoughton,  Wakefield,  and  Winthrop.  Those 
on  trial  for  adoption  were  in  Ashfield,  Boston,  Cambridge, 
Haverhill,  Newton,  Saugus,  and  Springfield. 

The  56  infants  received  from  the  overseers  of  the  poor, 
and  the  20  infants  received  from  the  State  Hospital,  were 
committed  to  the  Board  under  section  20  of  chapter  83  of 
the  Revised  Laws,  which  provides  that  '*  the  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  a  city  or  town  and  the  superintendent  and  board 
of  trustees  of  the  state  hospital  shall  commit  any  indigent 
or  neglected  infants  which  have  no  known  settlement  in  this 
commonwealth  to  the  custody  of  the  state  board  of  charity." 
The  proportion  received  from  overseers  of  the  poor  is  less 
than  last  year,  although  the  whole  number  is  nearly  the 
same ;  while  the  number  received  from  the  State  Hospital  is 
more  than  double  that  of  last  vear. 

The  55  Infants  committed  by  the  courts  were  committed 
under  section  37  of  chapter  83  of  the  Revised  Laws,  which 
provides  that :  ''  A  police,  district  or  municipal  court  or  a 
trial  justice,  upon  complaint  that  any  child  under  sixteen 
years  of  age  within  its  or  his  jurisdiction,  by  reason  of 
orphanage  or  of  the  neglect,  crime  or  drunkenness  or  other 
vice  of  his  parents,  is  growing  up  without  education  or  salu- 
tary control  and  in  circumstances  exposing  him  to  lead  an 
idle  and  dissolute  life,  or  is  dependent  upon  public  charity, 
.  .  .  may  commit  the  child,  whether  he  has  or  has  not  a 
settlement,  to  the  custody  of  said  board  until  he  is  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  or  for  a  less  time,  and  said  board  shall 
provide  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  child  without 
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expense  to  the  city  or  town  of  his  settlement  and  may  dis- 
charge the  child  from  its  custody  whenever  the  object  of  his 
commitment  has  been  accomplished."  Most  children  of  this 
class  are  in  a  shocking  state  of  starvation  and  dirt  when  re- 
ceived, and  the  first  service  rendered  is  the  removal  of  their 
filthy  remnants  of  clothing,  and  a  thorough  cleansing  of 
their  vevmin-infested  heads  and  emaciated  and  misshapen 
bodies. 

The  8  injGEints  (2  less  than  last  year)  taken  from  unsuit- 
able  boarding-places  were   removed   under  section    26    of 
chapter  83  of  the  Revised  Laws,  which  provides  that  the 
superintendent  of  State  minor  wards  or  other  designated 
officer  of  the  Board  may  remove  to  the   custody  of  the 
Board  any  child  under  the  age  of  seven  years  not  under  the 
personal  care  of  a  parent  or  guardian,  who  is  sheltered  or 
maintained   apart   from   his   parents   and   is  not  receiving 
proper  care,  when  he  considers  such  removal  necessary  for 
the  protection  of  the  child  from  neglect  or  abuse.     Of  the  8 
infants  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  law,  5  were  re- 
moved from  a  building  at  Revere  Beach,  where  they  were 
being  exhibited  in  so-called  incubators  designed  for  prema- 
ture infants.     As  soon  as  the  fact  of  the  exhibition  was 
made  known  to  the  superintendent  of  State  minor  wards, 
an  investigation  was  ordered,  with  the  result  that  of  the  5 
infants,  only  one  showed  evidence  of  prematurity ;  one  was 
emaciated  to  a  skeleton,  and  moribund,  and  lived  but  four 
days ;  and  all  bore  unmistakable  evidence  of  lack  of  proper 
nourishment  and  ordinary  care.     It  was  plain  that  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  infants  was  sacrificed  to  gratify  the  euri 
osity  of  sight-seers  and  the  financial  greed  of  the  exhibitors. 
The  infants  were  removed  at  once,  and  placed  at  board  in 
families,   where,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  moribund 
when  received,  they  are  now  thriving. 

The  139  infants  taken  from  parents  or  guardians  were 
received  under  the  provisions  of  section  36  of  chapter 
83  of  the  Revised  Laws,  viz. :  * '  The  state  board  of  charity 
may,  in  its  discretion,  upon  the  written  application  of 
the  parent  or  guardian,  or,  if  there  is  no  parent  or  guar- 
dian, of  a  friend,  of  a  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
who  is  dependent  upon  public  charity,  or  .upon  written  appli- 
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cation  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  city  or  town  in  which 
such  child  is  found,  provide  for  his  maintenance."  This  law 
was  framed  with  the  intention  of  providing  for  infants  whose 
parents  or  relatives  are  in  need  of  temporary  assistance,  on 
accoant  of  sickness  or  inability  to  obtain  employment.  The 
number  of  infants  received  under  the  provisions  of  tiiis  law 
is  increasing  from  year  to  year,  and  the  proportion  of  in- 
crease is  greater  than  under  any  previous  law.  This  may  be 
accounted  for,  in  part,  by  the  facility  with  which  parents  and 
guardians  can  have  such  infants  placed  in  the  care  of  the 
State  for  temporary  support,  and,  in  part,  by  the  fact  that 
the  authorities  of  some  of  the  cities  and  towns  are  inclined 
to  take  advantage  of  the  law,  on  account  of  the  ease  with 
which  such  cases  can  be  disposed  of,  without  the  trouble  of 
investigation  by  them.  In  this  way  infants  are  received 
who  were  formerly  committed  under  section  20  of  chapter 
83  of  the  Eevised  Laws,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  in  many 
cases  parents  or  relatives,  when  they  visit  these  infants  in 
the  homes  provided  by  the  State,  finding  them  so  well  situ- 
ated, are  content  to  allow  them  to  remain  indefinitely  at  the 
Staters  expense. 

The  47  illegitimate  infants  were  given  up  for  adoption  by 
their  mothers  under  section  13  of  chapter  83  of  the  Eevised 
Laws,  which  provides  that :  ''  The  mother  of  an  illegitimate 
infant  under  two  yeai*s  of  age,  who  is  a  resident  of  this  com- 
monwealth and  who  has  previously  borne  a  good  character, 
may,  in  wTiting  signed  by  her,  and  with  the  consent  of  said 
state  board  of  charity,  give  up  such  infant  to  said  board  for 
adoption ;  and  said  state  board,  if  it  deems  such  action  for 
the  public  interest,  may,  in  its  discretion  and  on  such  con- 
ditions as  it  may  impose,  receive  such  infant  and  provide 
therefor.  Such  surrender  by  the  mother  shall  operate  as  a 
consent  by  her  to  any  adoption  subsequently  approved  by 
said  board."  Few  of  these  infants  are  more  than  three 
months  old  when  received,  and  most  of  them  are  placed, 
sooner  or  later,  in  good  permanent  homes  by  legal  adoption ; 
although  many  are  in  a  condition  requiring  months  of  care- 
ful nursing  and  medical  attendance  before  they  can  be 
offered  to  applicants. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  327  applications  for 
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children  to  board.  Prospective  boarding-places  are  visited 
and  thoroughly  investigated  before  infants  are  sent  to  them. 
Many  applications  are  received  from  families  living  so  far 
from  Boston  as  to  make  it  impracticable  to  give  them  favor- 
able consideration;  the  number  of  applications  from  the 
immediate  neighborhood  being  more  than  sufficient  for  the 
purpose. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  87  applications  for 
children  to  adopt,  —  17  more  than  last  year.  These  appli- 
cations come  mainly  from  the  New  England  States,  and  are 
investigated  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  ;  and,  if  approved, 
appointments  are  made  with  applicants  to  see  children  at  the 
State  House,  or  in  their  boarding-places,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  selection  to  take  on  trial  for  adoption ;  54  legal 
adoptions  were  effected  during  the  year. 

The  rate  of  mortality  among  the  infants,  8.64  per  cent., 
was  the  lowest  since  the  present  system  of  caring  for  these 
infants  was  adopted,  in  1880. 

The  medical  visitors  made  3,802  visits  to  infants  during 
the  year,  and  465  visits  of  investigation.  The  inspector  of 
infant  boarding-houses  made  1,017  visits. 

The  following  tables  give  summaries  of  infants  under  two 
years  of  age  reported  to  the  Board,  and  deaths  of  infants 
under  two  years  of  age. 
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Deaths  of  Infanta  under  Two  Tears  of  Age,  IdOS-WOi. 
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Licensed  Boarding-houses  for  Infants. 

Daring  the  last  official  year,   276   licenses  to  maintain 
boarding-houses   for  infants   were   granted   by   the   Board 
under  the  provisions  of  section  2,  chapter  83  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  in  48  cities  and  towns,  in  addition  to  the  220  licenses 
in  force  at  the  expiration  of  the  previous  year;   197  licenses 
expired  by  the  one-year  limitation  ;  43  were  revoked,  —  41 
on  account  of  change  of  residence  and  2  for  neglect  of  in- 
fants;—  and  256  licenses,  permitting  the  boarding  of  524 
infants  in  44  cities  and  towns,  remained  in  force  September 
30,  1904.     These  represent  the  licensed  homes,  not  only  of 
infants  supported  by  the  Commonwealth,  but  also  of  those 
placed  out  by  their  parents,  by  the  Massachusetts  Infant 
Asylum,  the  St.  Mary's  Infant  Asylum,  the  Boston  Trustees 
for  Children,  the  Children's  Mission  to  the  Children  of  the 
Destitute,  the  New  England  Home  for  Little  Wanderers, 
the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  the  Federation  of  Jewish 
Charities,  the   Gwynne  Temporary  Home,    the  Children's 
Friend  Society,  the  Boston  Children's  Aid  Society,  and  a 
few  others. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  licenses  issued, 
the  number  of  cities  and  towns  where  licensees  reside,  the 
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number  of  licenses  expired  and  revoked,  the  whole  number 
in  force,  etc.,  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1904,  and 
the  twelve  preceding  years.

The  Board  can  say  in  general  of  the  institutions  that 
they  are  well  oflScered,  well  managed,  and  well  governed  by 
their  several  boards  of  trustees.  Occasionallv  the  Board 
has  materially  differed  from  the  trustees  in  matters  of  gen- 
eral policy,  and  also  in  regard  to  certain  details  of  discipline, 
and  there  has  been  a  marked  instance  of  this  within  the  last 
official  year ;  but  on  the  whole  the  supervising  body  and  the 
local  boards  have  been  in  substantial  harmony,  and  much 
praise  is  due  to  trustees  whose  experience  of  many  years  has 
constituted  them  valuable  and  reliable  advisers,  and  to  more 
recent  appointees,  whose  approach  to  old  problems  by  new 
paths  is  leading  the  way  to  the  easier  solution  of  difficulties 
of  long  standing,  and  the  adoption  of  improved  methods  of 
government. 

With  reference  to  the  trustees  who  have  seen  long  service. 
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the  Board  desires  to  testify  here  to  the  exceptional  value  of 
the  work  of  Miss  Elizabeth  C.  Putnam,  who  has  recently 
resigned  her  pos^ition  as  a  trustee  of  the  Lyman  and  Indus- 
trial Schools  after  a  service  of  nearly  twenty-five  years.  It 
is  not  enough  to  say  that  her  rare  devotion  to  the  duties  of 
her  position,  her  unremitting  vigilance,  and  her  tireless 
energy  have  steadily  accomplished  real  and  practical  results 
during  this  long  period,  for  the  silent  influence  of  her  un- 
selfish labors  will  far  outlast  all  records.

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During  the  year  5,104  persons  weie  cared  for,  of  whom 
(i'^4  were  insane.  The  largest  number  UDiler  care  at  any 
one  time  was  l,Tl)7,  and  the  smallest  1,206;  the  avei'age 
weekly  number  was  1,491.  Of  the  whole  number,  4,094 
were  treated  as  patients  in  hospital;  of  these,  3,125  were 
medical  L-atjes  and  !H)!I  surgical  cases.  Among  the  esses 
tix-atod  were  niS  of  phthisis,  1211  of  syphilis,  14  of  typhoid 
fever,  10  of  malaria.  Of  the  499  deaths,  182  were  from 
phthisis,  !I3  from  cardiac  disfa.se,  24  from  cancer,  Ifi  from 
cerelmil  hemoiThago,  ;>  from  genei-al  parnlysis  of  the  insane. 
Of  the  deiitlis,  -24  were  of  persons  under  one  year  of  age,  3 
between  one  and  five  years  of  age,  and  143  over  sixty. 
There  were  359  surgical  operations.  In  the  out-patient 
department  2,592  eases  were  treated,  —  2,lt)9  medical,  and 
423  surgical. 

In  the  hospital  for  tuberculous  patients  439  cases  were 
treated  during  the  year;  in  2  of  these  the  disease  was 
arrested,  187  [wtienta  improved,  18  did  not  improve,  and 
140  died,  leaving  92  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  3,901  persons  admitted,  1,111  were  born  in  Ireland, 
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898  in  Massachusetts,  400  in  British  Provinces,  195  in  Eng- 
land, 116  in  Italy,  94  in  Russia,  66  in  Scotland,  49  in 
Sweden,  39  in  Germany,  36  in  Poland,  31  in  Syria,  21  in 
Finland,  19  in  Austria,  19  in  Armenia,  19  in  Turkey,  16 
^  in  West  Indies,  15  in  Greece,  14  in  France,  11  in  Denmark, 
11  in  China,  11  in  Azores,  9  in  Norway,  9  in  Portugal,  6 
in  Cuba,  5  in  Roumania,  4  in  Belgium,  3  in  Bulgaria,  3  in 
Western  Islands,  2  in  Wales,  1  in  Mexico,  1  in  Cape  Breton, 
1  in  Cape  Verde,  1  in  Spain,  1  in  Servia,  1  in  Afirica,  1  in 
Guernsey,  1  in  Holland,  1  in  Labrador,  1  in  I^gypt,  30  un- 
known, and  the  remainder  in  various  parts  of  the  United 
States. 

The  new  building  for  insane  women,  to  accommodate  100 
l^tients,  for  which  the  Legislature  of  1902  appropriated  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $60,000,  is  approaching  completion  ;  and 
the  building  for  surgical  operations,  provided  for  by  the 
same  Legislature,  is  nearly  ready  for  occupancy.  The  long 
period  occupied  in  constructing  this  building  can  be  partly 
accounted  for  by  some  unavoidable  delays,  but,  considering 
that  legislation  for  its  erection  was  urged  upon  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1902  on  the  ground  that  it  was  an  immediate  neces- 
sity, it  would  appear  that,  in  spite  of  all  obstacles,  the 
building  should  have  been  completed  and  in  use  at  least  a 
year  ago. 

Under  the  Acts  of  1902  an  appropriation  of  $12,000  was 
made  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  new  system  for  the 
disposal  of  sewage.  Work  has  so  &r  progressed  on  this 
that  the  sewage  of  the  northern  and  western  sides  of  the 
hospital  is  now  carried  oft  and  discharged  on  the  eastern 
slope  of  the  hill.  The  work  involves,  the  construction  of 
filtration  beds,  which  will  be  situated  a  mile  or  more  from 
the  institution. 

An  old  school  building  on  the  road  to  the  Salem  Junction 
station,  which  has  been  unused  since  the  town  of  Tewksbury 
abolished  the  school  district  system,  has  been  recently  pur- 
chased by  the  Trustees  and  put  in  thorough  repair,  with  the 
intention  of  opening  it  at  an  early  day  for  the  education  of 
such  inmates  of  the  institution  of  school  age  as  may  be  able 
to  receive  instruction. 

A  spur  track,  half  a  mile  in  length,  from  the  main  line  of 
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the  Boston  &  Maine  Kailroad,  for  the  delivery  of  freight  at 
the  institution,  has  been  in  use  since  January  last.  All  the 
work  except  the  actual  laying  of  the  rails  has  been  per- 
formed by  inmate  labor  and  the  regular  paid  help  of  the 
hospital.  As  the  yearly  consumption  of  coal  aggregates 
four  thousand  tons,  this  improvement  will  save  consider- 
able expense. 

The  question  of  a  building  or  buildings  outside  the  present 
hospital  yard  for  the  detention  and  care  of  young  children, 
inmates  of  the  institution,  deserves  serious  consideration. 
The  great  importance  of  their  isolation  from  the  adult  in- 
mates needs  no  explanation. 

The  Trustees  recommend  application  to  the  Legislature 
for  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  providing  an  addi- 
tion to  the  men's  hospital,  to  accommodate  100  patients. 
In  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  further  enlargement  of  the 
institution  is  very  questionable ;  and  it  may  be  well  for  the 
Legislature  to  consider  whether  the  tmnsfer  of  all  the  insane 
inmates  to  some  of  the  State  hospitals  or  asylums  for  the 
insane  mav  not  be  advisable.  Such  removal  would  leave^ 
ample  accommodations  for  the  constantly  increasing  number 
of  sane  paupers.

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The  largest  number  of  all  classes  of  inmates  —  viz.,  pris- 
oners, paupers  and  insane  —  cared  for  during  the  year  was 
1,790,  the  smallest  1,547,  and  the  average  1,648.  The  aver- 
age number  of  prisoners  was  949,  of  paupers  222,  and  of 
insane  477.  The  whole  number  of  admissions  was  2,770, 
of  whom  1,238  were  born  in  Massachusetts,  631  in  Ireland, 
201  in  tlie  British  Provinces,  164  in  England,  35  in  Scot- 
land, 27  in  Sweden,  33  in  Cape  Verde  Islands,  7  in  Ger- 
many, 16  in  the  Azores,  16  in  Italy,  14  in  Poland,  14  in 
Austria,  11  in  Finland,  1  in  Syria,  6  in  Russia,  6  in  France, 
3  in  Wales,  6  in  Portugal,  3  in  the  West  Indies,  5  un- 
known, and  the  remainder  in  various  parts  of  the  United 
States. 

Of  the  2,365  prisoners  received,  1,155  had  been  com- 
mitted previously,  viz.,  491  for  the  second  time,  266  for 
the  third,  140  for  the  fourth,  74  for  the  fifth,  68  for  the 
sixth,  53  for  the  seventh,  23  for  the  eighth,  14  for  the  ninth, 
16  for  the  tenth,  5  for  the  eleventh,  3  for  the  twelfth,  2  for 
the  fourteenth.  Of  the  commitments,  1,923  were  for  drunk- 
enness, 300  for  vagrancy,  74  for  tramping,  38  for  idle  and 
disorderly  conduct,  12  for  vagabondism,  and  the  remaining 
18  for  sundry  other  ofiences. 

Of  the  2,365  prisoners,  367  were  returned  from  proba- 
tion, 6  were  returned  from  escape,  3  were  transferred  from 
the  Massachusetts  Reformatory,  3  from  house  of  correction, 
2  from  Women's  Prison,  1  from  Lowell  jail,  and  of  the  re- 
maining 1,983,  694  were  committed  by  district  courts,  598 
by  municipal  courts,  588  by  police  courts,  84  by  superior 
courts,  and  19  by  trial  justice  courts. 

Of  the  310  pauper  admissions,  2  were  transfers  from  the 
State  Hospital,  and  7  from  the  prison  department  of  the 
State  Farm ;  the  rest  were  mostly  from  the  south-eastern 
part  of  the  State,  — 131  being  from  Fall  River,  63  from 
New  Bedford,  37  from  Taunton,  19  from  Brockton,  18  from 
Wareham,  and  9  from  Bridge  water. 

The  Legislature  of  1902  made  an  appropriation  of  $100,000 
for  the  construction  and  furnishing  of  an  asylum  for  insane 
criminals.  The  building  has  been  for  some  time  in  process 
of  construction,  and  is  approaching  completion. 
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Under  a  resolve  of  the  Legislature  of  1903,  work  has  been 
begun  on  a  siding  and  trestle,  800  feet  in  length,  running 
from  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad,  for  a  coal  dump.  As  the  greater  part  of  this  work 
will  be  performed  by  prison  labor  and  the  regular  paid  help 
of  the  institution,  the  cost  to  the  Commonwealth  will  be 
considerably  less  than  if  done  by  contract  or  by  the  railroad. 
An  addition  to  the  attendants'  building  has  been  recently 
begun ;  it  will  be  70  feet  long  and  three  stories  in  height, 
and  will  provide  large  recreation  rooms  and  private  rooms 
for  thirteen  attendants. 

The  Trustees  renew  their  reconmiendations  that  legisla- 
tive provision  be  made  for  a  hospital  for  consumptives,  de- 
tached wards  for  paupers,  new  boilers,  increased  barn  and 
stable  room,  an  addition  to  the  filtration  plant,  reading  and 
school  rooms  for  prisoners  off  duty,  and  a  shop  and  recrea- 
tion room  for  the  insane. 

An  average  of  over  250  inmates  have  been  employed  in 
&rming  and  construction  work,  almost  all  of  them  without 
other  restraint  than  a  supervising  overseer ;  and  it  is  worthy 
of  note  that  fewer  escapes  have  occurred  this  year,  while  a 
larger  number  than  ever  before  have  been  exposed  to  the 
temptation  to  escape. 

Referring  in  his  annual  report  to  a  certain  class  of  em- 
ployees whose  duties  are  constant  and  confining,  such  as 
shop  overseers,  attendants  on  the  insane  and  the  sick, 
night-watchmen,  etc.,  the  Superintendent  recommends  the 
addition  of  a  sufficient  number  to  this  force  to  £:ive  to 
every  one  "  at  least  every  other  Sunday  or  the  equivalent, 
and  such  alternate  weekly  or  monthly  reduction  of  duty 
hours"  as  will  materially  lighten  their  labors.  ''  An  arbi- 
trary every  day  reduction,"  he  continues,  *'  would  cause 
much  annoyance  and  confusion,  cost  much  more,  and  be  far 
less  satisfactory  to  the  employed."  The  extra  cost  of  this 
relief  he  estimates  as  about  $6,000  per  annum.  In  view  of 
the  efforts  which  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  secure 
the  enactment  of  an  eight-hour  law,  which  would  include 
nurses,  attendants  and  others  at  the  State  institutions,  and 
would  not  only  involve  a  great  cost  to  the  Commonwealth, 
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but  seriously  endanger  the  high  standard  of  management 
which  the  institutions  have  maintained,  the  suggestion  of 
the  Superintendent  is  entitled  to  serious  consideration. 

Under  the  rules  established  by  the  Board,  prisoners  com- 
mitted for  drunkenness,   if  they  have  never  before  been 
committed  to  the  State  Farm,  are  entitled  to  release    on 
probation  at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date 
of  their  commitment ;  prison  era  who  have  been  committed 
once  before  are  entitled  to  release  at  the  expiration  of  five 
months ;  and  prisoners  who  have  been  committed  more  than 
once  before  are  entitled  to  release  at  the  expiration  of  seven 
months.     For  prisoners  committed   for  other  offences   the 
respective   periods   of   detention   are   nine,    fourteen,   and 
twenty  months.     It   is  provided  that  the  rules  shall   not 
apply  to  prisoners  whose  conduct  has  not  been  satisfactory 
to  the  Superintendent  of  the  State  Farm,  and  also  that  a 
prisoner  released  at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the 
date  of  commitment,  and  returned  for  violation  of  parole, 
shall  remain  in  custody  four  months  after  his  return,  and 
that  all  other  prisoners  shall  remain  during  the  full  term 
of  the  original  sentence.     It  is  also  provided  that  when 
a  prisoner  during  the  term  of  his  probation  is  returned  on 
a  new  sentence  for  a  similar  offence,  he  shall  be  held  as  if 
he  were  returned  for  breach  of  his  parole  on  his  original 
sentence,  and  without  regard  to  subsequent  conviction. 

Some  question  having  arisen  with  regard  to  the  authority 
of  the  Board  to  release  a  prisoner  who  has  been  returned 
before  the  expiration  of  his  full  sentence,  in  view  of  the 
importance  of  making  the  letter  of  the  law  strictly  conform 
to  its  evident  intent  and  to  the  invariable  practice  of  the 
Board  since  its  enactment,  the  Board  recommended  to  the 
Legislature  of  1904  such  amendments  to  the  law  as  might 
seem  necessary  for  its  clear  interpretation  and  effective 
operation.  This  resulted  in  the  passage  of  an  amendment 
to  section  39  of  chapter  85  of  the  Revised  Laws,  which  now 
reads  as  follows:  "Upon  the  revocation  of  such  permit, 
said  board  may  issue  an  order  for  the  return  of  the  holder 
thereof  to  the  state  farm,  which  may  be  served  by  any  officer 
authorized  to  serve  criminal  process.     Upon  his  return  to 
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the  state  &rm,  the  holder  of  such  pennit  shall  be  detained 
for  the  residue  of  the  term  for  which  he  might  be  held  under 
the  provisions  of  section  thirty-seven  and  the  time  between 
his  release  on  permit  and  said  return  shall  not  be  considered 
as  any  part  of  said  term ;  or,  if  subsequent  to  such  return 
it  shall  be  deemed  advisable  by  said  board,  the  board  may 
issue  to  such  person  further  permits  to  be  at  liberty  under 
the  provisions  of  section  thirty-eight,  and  subject  to  revoca- 
tion as  therein  provided/' 

A  further  question  with 'regard  to  the  interpretation  of 
the  law  was  satisfi^ctorily  answered  in  an  opinion  of  the 
Attoi-ney-General  given  to  the  Board  April  27,  1904,  in 
which  he  says  :  — 

'^  Id  respect  to  the  general  question  of  the  interpretation  of  the 
statQtes  as  they  now  stand,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  within  the 
aothority  of  the  Board  of  Charity  to  issue  a  permit  to  be  at  liberty 
to  a  person  serving  a  sentence  at  the  State  Farm,  or  to  revoke 
such  a  permit  at  any  time  during  the  period  for  which  such  person 
may  be  held,  whether  or  not  the  expiration  of  such  period  has  been 
postponed  by  reason  of  previous  permit  or  permits  to  be  at  liberty. 

Id  other  words,  it  is  the  meaning  of  the  statute  that  when  a 
permit  has  been  issued  and  revoked  and  the  expiration  of  the 
sentence  has  consequently  been  postponed,  the  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Charity  to  issue  and  revoke  another  permit  is  in  every 
respect  the  same  as  if  there  were  an  original  sentence  the  term  of 
which  is  extended  to  the  date  of  the  postponed  expiration." 

The  Board's  system  of  volunteer  visitors  for  prisoners 
released  on  probation  from  the  State  Farm  has  been  in 
operation  since  July,  1901 ;  and,  taking  into  consideration 
the  character  of  the  prisoners, —  the  larger  part  of  whom 
have  had  long  criminal  records  before  coming  into  the 
custody  of  the  Board, —  and  the  importance  of  preventing 
even  for  a  short  period  their  return  to  habits  of  dissipation, 
the  establishment  of  the  system  appears  to  be  fully  justified. 
Many  of  these  men,  who  had  previously  hardly  passed  a 
Saturday  night  in  a  sober  condition,  have,  under  the  watch- 
ful care  of  the  visitors,  kept  sober  for  months.  The  longer 
this  class  of  petty  criminals  keep  from  drink  the  longer  they 
are  able  to  continue  their  employment  and  give  the  benefit 
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of  their  labors  to  their  wives  and  children,  who  are  often 
the  greatest  sufTerers,  and  whose  comfort  and  well-being,  as 
well  as  the  reformation  of  the  ofTenders  themselves,  is 
always  to  be  kept  in  mind.

Of  the  179  boys  committed  during  the  year,  3  were  fifteen 
years,  75  were  fourteen  years,  53  were  thirteen  years,  31 
were  twelve  years,  9  were  eleven  years,  5  were  ten  years, 
2  were  nine  years,  1  was  eight  years ;  4  pf  them  were  com- 
mitted for  assault,  52  for  breaking  and  entering,  8  for  habitual 
absenteeism,  2  for  idle  and  disorderly  conduct,  4  for  illegal 
appropriation  of  horse,  55  for  larceny,  38  for  stubbornness, 
9  for  other  offences,  7  by  transfer  from  the  State  Board  of 
Charity ;  40  were  employed  when  arrested,  67  were  attend- 
ing school,  and  72  were  idle  ;  111  had  been  arrested  before, 
and  66  had  been  inmates  of  other  institutions ;  in  the  cases 
of  61,  other  members  of  the  family  had  been  arrested;  all 
but  9  had  either  one  or  both  parents  living;  53  had  in- 
temperate fathers,  3  intemperate  mothers,  and  8  both  parents 
intemperate;  155  were  born  in  the  United  States,  23  were 
foreign  born,  and  the  birth-place  of  1  was  unknown.  The 
average  time  spent  in  the  institution  was  20.36  months. 
05r  the  commitments,  45  were  from  Middlesex  county,  32 
from  Suffolk,  26  from  Worcester,  24  from  Bristol,  23  from 
Essex,  8  from  Plymouth,  7  from  Hampden,  5  from  Berk- 
shire, 5  from  Norfolk,  2  from  Hampshire,  1  from  Franklin, 
1  from  Xantucket. 
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Evidence  of  improved  methods   of  management  of  the 
school  appears  in  the  Trustees'  last  report,  in  which  they 
say,  '«  Encouragement  by  rewards  instead  of  repression  by- 
punishment,  appeal  to  boyish  impulses  and  ambitions  in- 
stead of  mere  routine  and  drill,  leadership  by  comrades,  and 
community  spirit,  —  these,  if  success  is  looked  for,  must  in 
some  form  be  brought  into  play.     And  the  effort  of  the 
Lyman  School,  never  more  consciously  felt  than  at  present, 
is  to  emphasize  these  features  more  and  more.     A  marking 
system  with  privileges  attached,  an  honor  class  with  excur- 
sions off  the  grounds,  wages  in  token  money  with  redemj>- 
tion  in  real  money  of  the  margin  saved  above  living  expenses, 
and  some  features  of  self-government  in  the  schoolroom  and 
the  singing  classes,  —  all  these  are  efforts  to  reinforce  the 
word  of  command  by  the  boys'  own  co-operation." 

Twenty-four  boys  made  good  their  escape  from  the  school 
during  the  year,  in  addition  to  a  number  who  escaped  and 
were  recaptured.  A  plan  has  been  adopted  of  making  each 
group  of  cottage  boys  responsible  for  runaways,  and  a  prize 
of  money  is  given  to  any  cottage  from  which  there  have 
been  no  runaways  for  a  given  period.  Two  cottages  re- 
ported no  runaways  for  fifteen  months,  and  another  for  nine 
months ;  and  only  one  cottage  failed  to  win  at  least  one 
prize. 

The  average  length  of  detention  at  the  institution  is 
eighteen  months,  but,  under  the  marking  system,  a  boy  can 
earn  his  freedom  by  good  conduct  within  a  year. 

More  attention  has  been  given,  during  the  past  year,  to 
military  drill,  with  excellent  results. 

The  school  continues  greatly  overcrowded,  and  the  need 
of  another  cottage  is  urgent.  The  Board  approves  of  the 
suggestion  made  by  the  Trustees  that  the  age  of  admission 
to  the  school  be  raised  from  fifteen  years  to  seventeen  or 
eighteen  years,  so  as  to  make  special  provision  for  a  certain 
class  of  older  boys  whose  offences  are  not  serious  enough  to 
warrant  their  commitment  to  the  Concord  Reformatory,  but 
who  are,  nevertheless,  undesirable  associates  for  the  other 
members  of  the  school.  These  boys  might  be  cared  for  al  a 
new  cottage  to  be  situated  at  some  distance  from  the  main 
buildings  of  the  school. 
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The  hospital,  for  which  the  Legislature  of  1903  made  an 
appropriation  of  $10,000,  and  which  has  been  largely  con- 
structed by  boy  labor,  is  nearly  completed.

Of  the  93  girls  committed  during  the  year,  54  were  com- 
mitted for  stubbornness,  2  for  lewdness,  1  for  lewd  and 
wanton  conduct,  1  for  leading  a  vicious  life,  1  for  being  idle 
and  vicious,  3  for  being  idle  and  disorderly,  4  for  common 
night-walking,  2  for  fornication,  18  for  larceny,  1  for  vag- 
rancy, 2  for  truancy,  2  for  being  an  habitual  school  ab- 
sentee, 1  for  being  lewd,  wanton  and  lascivious,  1  for  being 
vagrant  and  vicious ;  28  were  sixteen  years  of  age,  29  were 
fifteen  years,  17  were  fourteen  years,  10  were  thirteen 
years,  5  were  twelve  years,  3  were  eleven  years,  1  was  nine 
years ;  59  were  born  in  Massachusetts,  4  in  Canada,  5  in  the 
Provinces,  1  in  Syria,  1  in  Sweden,  1  in  Germany,  2  in 
Russia,  1  in  Poland,  3  in  Italy,  4  unknown,  and  the  other 
12  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States ;  all  but  6  could  read 
and  write. 

The  Trustees  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  smaller  pro- 
portion of  the  girls  committed  to  the  reform  schools  belong 
to  respectable  families  than  of  the  boys,  and  that,  while  the 
oflFences  for  which  the  boys  are  committed  are  mostly  petty 
crimes,  the  girls'  oflFences  are  for  the  greater  part  oflTences 
against  morals ;  so  that  it  becomes  a  matter  of  even  greater 
importance  to  make  a  judicious  separation  of  the  classes  in 
the  several  cottages  at  Lancaster  than  at  "Westborough.  In 
this  connection  the  Trustees  suggest  that  they  be  relieved  of 
the  care  of  a  certain  class  of  girls,  who  are  sometimes  char- 
acterized as  "  moral  imbeciles,"  for  whom  there  is  no  longer 
any  room  at  the  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble-minded ; 
and  some  plan  is  now  under  consideration  by  which  girls 
and  young  women  of  this  class  —  not  only  inmates  of  the 
Industrial  School,  but  elsewhere  in  the  State  —  may  be  pro- 
vided for  in  a  separate  institution.     If  the  girls  of  the  class 
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in  question  at  Lancaster  are  provided  for  in  this  way,  there 
will  be  no  need  of  a  new  cottage  there  at  present. 

The  new  hospital  building  is  nearly  ready  for  occupancy. 
Three  of  the  older  cottages  have  been  thoroughly  repaired. 
Further  appropriations  are  needed  for  the  plumbing  of  these 
cottages,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  sewerage  system, 
which  is  now  in  an  extremely  unsatisfactory  condition.

The  whole  number  of  patients  examined  for  admission  to 
the  institution  during  the  last  official  year  was  1,754;  of 
these,  817  were  accepted,  639  rejected,  and  298  declared 
doubtful.  Of  the  accepted  cases,  687  were  admitted.  The 
daily  average  number  for  the  year  was  257.  Of  the  692 
patients  discharged  during  the  year,  120  are  not  considered 
because  they  remained  in  the  institution  not  more  than  one 
month,  or  for  various  other  reasons.  Of  the  remaining  576, 
258,  or  44.8  per  cent.,  are  recorded  as  having  the  disease 
arrested,  and  being  apparently  cured;  275,  or  47.7  pei 
cent.,  as  improved;  and  43,  or  7.4  per  cent.,  as  not  im- 
proved. Of  the  incipient  cases,  75.8  per  cent,  had  the 
disease  arrested.  Of  the  576  patients,  544  gained  an  average 
of  13  J  pounds  in  weight,  and  30  lost  an  average  of  4|  pounds ; 
two  neither  gained  nor  lost  in  weight. 

Of  the  687  admissions,  278  came  from  Suffolk  County, 
130  from  Middlesex  County,  53  from  Worcester  County, 
59  from  Essex  County,  33  from  Norfolk  County,  20  from 
Plymouth  County,  41  from  Bristol  County,  41  from  Hamp- 
den County,  13  from  Berkshire  County,  15  from  Hampshire 
County,  1  from  Franklin  County,  2  from  Barnstable  County 
and  1  from  Dukes  County. 

In  a  special  report  made  to  the  Legislature  of  1903,  under 
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the  provisions  of  a  resolve  passed  by  the  Legislature  of 
1902,  the  Board  recommended  <'  that,  before  any  action  is 
taken  towards  the  establishment  of  a  new  sanatorium,  the 
institution  at  Rutland  be  completed  and  perfected  by  the 
addition  of  a  probationary  department,  in  the  form  of  four 
brick  cottages,  two  stories  in  height,  of  simple  design  and 
plain  construction,  and  with  accommodations  for  not  more 
than  35  patients  each,  to  be  erected  either  upon  the  grounds 
of  the  institution  or  elsewhere  within  the  town  limits  of 
Rutland."  In  accordance  with  this  recommendation  the 
Legislature  of  1903  authorized  the  Trustees  of  the  institu- 
tion to  expend  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $150,000  for  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  the  four  brick  cottages ;  and 
the  Legislature  of  1904  provided  for  a  building  for  a  heating 
plant  for  all  the  buildings,  and  a  laundry,  the  cost  to  be 
taken  from  the  same  appropriation. 

Except  that  the  foundations  of  two  of  these  cottages  were 
laid  in  the  following  autumn  and  early  winter,  no  work  was 
done  on  them  until  April,  1904.  The  construction  work  is 
now  completed,  and  some  patients  have  been  received  in 
them.  Plans  for  the  heating  plant  and  laundry  were  ap- 
proved by  the  Trustees  June  28,  1904  ;  the  contract  for  the 
foundation  was  given  July  20,  and  for  the  superstructure 
August  17,  and  the  work  is  approaching  completion. 

In  its  report  of  last  year  the  Board,  referring  to  the  act 
providing  for  the  proposed  cottages,  stated  that  **  the  delay 
in  providing  for  this  much-needed  addition  to  the  capacity 
of  the  institution  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  the  Board."  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  first  two  cottages  are  but  just  ready 
for  use,  the  Board  can  but  renew  its  expression  of  regret 
that  so  little  comparative  progress  has  been  made  in  carry- 
ing out  the  intention  of  the  Legislature. 

Under  an  appropriation  of  $500  made  by  the  Legislature 
of  1903  for  grading,  the  road  leading  from  the  administra- 
tion building  and  paths  between  the  wards  have  been  con- 
structed. A  new  two-story  addition  to  the  kitchen  and 
serving-room,  and  an  addition  to  the  attendants'  dining- 
room,  increasing  its  capacity  by  25,  have  been  completed. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  institution  are  examined 
as  follows  :  at  the  Sanatorium,  on  any  day  but  Sunday ;  at 
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the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  Boston,  on  Wednesdays 
and  Saturdays  at  1.30  p.m.  ;  at  Worcester  City  Hospital,  on 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  at  9  a.m.  ;  and  at  the  following 
places  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  at  2  p.m.  :  Lowell, 
Dr.  B.  H.  Pillsbury,  58  Kirby  St.;  Fall  River,  Dr.  A.  S. 
MacKnight,  355  Main  St. ;  Springfield,  Dr.  A.  E.  Bates, 
57  Chestnut  St.;  Pittsfield,  Dr.  J.  F.  A.  Adams,  114 
Wendell  Ave. 

The  Board  recommends  that  legislative  action  be  taken 
providing  for  the  addition  of  two  women  to  the  Boaixi  of 
Trustees  of  the  Institution. 

TiiE  County  Truant  Schools. 

Under  the  law  the  county  truant  schools  are  visited  and 
reported  on  both  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the 
State  Board  of  Charity.     The  schools  are  as  follows  :  — 

Essex  County  Truant  School,  Lawrence. 

Hampden  County  Truant  School,  Springfield. 

Middlesex  County  Truant  School,  North  Chelmsford. 

Norfolk,  Bristol,  and  Plymouth  Counties  Truant  School,  Walpole. 

Suffolk  County  Truant  School  (Boston  Parental),  Roxbury. 

Worcester  County  Truant  School,  Oakdale. 

The  schools  have  all  been  visited  and  inspected  both  by 
members  of  the  Board  and  by  the  Superintendent  of  State 
Minor  "Wards.  They  are  on  the  whole  well  managed  and 
governed,  and  the  instruction  given  in  them  is  probably  as 
satisfactory  as  can  be  expected  under  existing  conditions. 

The  total  number  of  boys  committed  to  the  schools 
during  the  last  official  year  was  425,  396  having  been  com- 
mitted as  '*  habitual  truants,"  19  as  *' habitual  absentees," 
and  10  as  "habitual  school  oflFenders."  The  number  in  the 
schools  at  the  end  of  the  official  year  was  457 ;  the  average 
age  was  about  eleven  years,  the  youngest  being  eight  years 
and  the  oldest  fifteen  years ;  the  average  school  grade  was 
the  fourth.  Omitting  the  Suffolk  County  Truant  School, 
which  failed  to  furnish  the  data,  the  reports  of  the  other 
five  schools  to  whom  213  boys  were  committed  show  68 
who  had  been  previously  before  the  courts  for  other  offences. 

Following  are  statistics  of  the  several  schools,  and  brief 
statements  regarding  them. 
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JSssex  County  Truant  School^  Lawrence. 

EBtabliBhed  1891. 
W.  Grant  Fancher,  Superintendent, 

On  October  1,  1903,  there  were  35  boys  in  the  school. 
During  the  year  25  were  committed,  viz.,  23  habitual 
truants  and  2  habitual  absentees ;  and  29  were  discharged, 
leaving  31  in  the  school  September  30,  1904.  The  average 
age  of  the  boys  committed  was  eleven  years  and  ten  months  ; 
the  youngest  being  nine  years  and  seven  months,  and  the 
oldest  fifteen  years.  The  average  school  grade  was  the 
third.  There  were  no  recorded  cases  of  illness.  Twelve 
had  been  previously  before  the  court,  viz.,  8  for  truancy 
and  4  for  larceny. 

The  average  net  weekly  cost  per  capita  was  $2.76+. 

The  school-room,  dining-room,  and  kitchen  have  been 
thoroughly  renovated,  a  steam-heated  drying-room  has  been 
added  to  the  laundry,  and  a  coal-shed  built.  Among  the 
needs  of  the  institution  are  electric  lighting,  modern  plumb- 
ing, a  store-room,  and  a  play-room.  The  discipline  is 
excellent.  The  credit  and  demerit  system  of  marking  are 
both  used.  A  boy  obtaining  a  sufficient  number  of  credits 
is  allowed  special  privileges,  such  as  going  to  the  theatre  or 
visiting  his  family  unaccompanied  by  an  officer. 

Hampden  County  Truant  School^  Sprinr/Jield. 

Efltablished  1880. 

Erwin  G.  Ward,  Superintendent, 

On  October  1,  1903,  there  were  34  boys  in  the  school. 
During  the  year  36  were  committed,  viz.,  30  habitual  truants, 
6  habitual  absentees ;  28  were  discharged,  and  5  released  on 
probation,  leaving  37  in  the  school  September  30,  1904. 
The  average  age  of  the  boys  committed  was  eleven  years 
and  nine  months,  the  youngest  being  eight  years,  and  the 
oldesl  fifteen  years.  The  average  school  grade  was  the 
fourth.  There  was  one  recorded  case  of  illness,  two  and 
five-sevenths  months  in  duration.  Fourteen  had  been  previ- 
ously before  the  court,  viz.,  5  for  stealing  and  9  for  truancy. 

The  average  net  weekly  cost  per  capita  was  $2.89. 
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The  building  is  now  lighted  by  gas,  thereby  reducing  the 
danger  from  fire.  Wooden  ceilings  hare  been  put  into  sev- 
eral of  the  rooms.  The  Board  repeats  its  suggestion  that 
the  dormitories  in  the  attic  be  done  away  with,  and  addi- 
tional space  for  recreation  provided. 

Middlesex  County  Truant  School^  North  Chelmsford. 

Established  18M. 

M.  A.  Warren,  Superintendent. 

On  October  1,  1903,  there  were  148  boys  in  the  school. 
During  the  year  83  were  committed,  viz.,  77  habitual 
truants,  2  habitual  absentees ;  4  habitual  school  offenders ; 
95  were  discharged,  and  8  released  on  probation,  leaving 
128  in  the  school  September  30,  1904.  The  average  age  of 
the  boys  committed  was  twelve  years  and  two  months,  the 
youngest  being  six  years  and  nine  months,  and  the  oldest 
fourteen  years  and  eleven  months.  The  average  school 
grade  was  the  fourth.  No  medical  register  was  kept.  Fif- 
teen had  been  previously  before  the  court,  —  offences  not 
stated. 

The  average  net  weekly  cost  per  capita  was  $2.33. 

The  new  building,  to  accommodate  about  50  boys,  was  oc- 
cui)ied  for  the  first  time  last  Spring.  It  is  built  of  brick, 
and  cost  the  very  reasonable  sum  of  about  $22,000.  The 
several  buildings  are  now  named  for  the  county  commis- 
sioners and  for  the  Superintendent  of  the  school,  being 
called  respectively,  the  Bigelow,  Upham,  Read,  Gould,  and 
Warren  buildings.  The  educational  work  of  the  school  is 
constantly  improving.  About  20  acres  of  land  are  under 
cultivation. 

Nbrfolky  Bristol^  and  Plymouth   Counties  Truant  School^ 

Walpole. 

Established  1891. 

James  H.  Craig,  Superintendent. 

On  October  1,  1903,  there  were  44  boys  in  the  school. 
During  the  year  34  were  committed,  viz.,  29  habitual  truants, 
1  habitual  absentee,  and  4  habitual  school  offenders ;  and  43 
were  discharged,  leaving  35  in  the  school  September  30, 
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1904.  The  average  age  of  the  boys  committed  was  eleven 
and  one-half  years,  the  youngest  being  nine  years,  and  the 
oldest  fourteen  years.  The  average  school  grade  was  the 
third.  There  were  no  recorded  cases  of  illness.  Twenty- 
five  had  been  previously  before  the  court,  viz.,  7  twice,  3 
three  times,  2  four  times,  3  five  times,  2  six  times,  2  seven 
times,  1  eight  times,  1  nine  times,  4  ten  or  more  times,  for 
disturbing  the  peace,  petty  larceny,  breaking  and  entering, 
malicious  mischief,  and  other  offences. 

The  average  net  weekly  cost  per  capita  was  $3.42. 

During  the  year  a  two-story  hospital  building  of  wood, 
costing  $2,800,  has  been  erected,  and  is  nearly  ready  for 
occupancy.  A  new  store-house  has  also  been  built.  Elec- 
tricity has  been  introduced,  a  telephone  provided,  and  a 
steam  drying-room  added  to  the  laundry ;  and  these,  with 
various  other  improvements,  have  resulted  in  putting  the 
institution  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  There  are  33 
acres  of  land,  of  which  5^-  acres  are  cultivated.  The  Super- 
intendent states  that  he  has  followed  up  many  of  the  boys 
after  leaving  the  institution,  and  has  learned  that  they  have 
returned  to  a  higher  grade  than  they  would  have  reached 
under  their  former  irregular  conditions  of  school  attendance  ; 
and  this  statement  has  been  substantially  verified  by  inde- 
pendent inquiry. 

Suffolk  County  Trvxint  School  {Boston  Parental)^  Roxhury. 

Efltablished  1886. 

Dana  P.  Dame,  Superintendent, 

On  October  1,  1903,  there  were  212  boys  in  the  school. 
During  the  year  212  were  committed,  viz.,  203  habitual 
truants,  7  habitual  absentees,  2  habitual  school  offendei:^ ; 
212  were  discharged  and  30  released  on  probation,  leaving 
182  in  the  school  September  30,  1904.  The  average  age 
of  the  boys  committed  was  eleven  years  and  nine  months, 
the  youngest  being  eight  years,  and  the  oldest  fourteen  years 
and  six  months.  Six  hundred  and  seventy-five  cases  were 
treated  in  the  hospital,  —  269  hospital  patients,  406  outside 
patients.  The  number  previously  before  the  court  is  not 
stated. 
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The  average  net  weekly  cost  per  capita  was  $4.43. 

A  new  building,  like  one  of  the  more  recently  constructed 
school  buildings  of  Boston,  is  much  needed  to  take  the  place 
of  the  present  one-story  temporary  buildings,  which  are  in- 
adequate in  every  way.  .  A  new  barn  is  also  needed.  There 
are  35  acres  of  land,  of  which  16  are  under  cultivation. 
Boston  public  school  methods  are  followed  in  matters  of 
instruction  and  discipline. 

Worcester  County  Truant  School^  OaJcdale. 

Sstablished  1891. 
Frank  L.  Johnson,  Superintendent. 

On  October  1,  1903,  there  were  33  boys  in  the  school. 
During  the  year  35  were  committed,  viz.,  34  habitual 
truants,  1  habitual  absentee ;  24  were  discharged,  leav- 
ing 44  in  the  school  September  30,  1904.  The  average 
age  of  the  boys  committed  was  twelve  years,  the  youngest 
being  eight  years,  and  the  oldest  fifteen  years  and  six 
months.  The  average  school  grade  was  the  fifth.  There 
were  no  recorded  cases  of  illness.  Two  had  been  previ- 
ously before  the  court  for  stubbornness. 

The  average  net  weekly  cost  per  capita  was  $5.10. 

There  are  14  acres  of  land,  of  which  4  acres  are  culti- 
vated. Each  boy  has  his  own  little  garden,  in  which  he 
raises  vegetables  and  flowers,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Superintendent. 

Tuition  of  Children  under  the  Care  and  Control  of 

THE  Board. 

Section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the  Revised  Laws  provides  that, 
«« For  the  tuition  in  the  public  schools  in  any  city  or  town 
of  a  child  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  years  who 
shall  be  placed  elsewhere  than  in  his  own  home  by  the  state 
board  of  charity  ...  or  kept  under  the  control  of  .  .  . 
said  board  in  said  city  or  town,  the  commonwealth  shall 
pay  to  said  city  or  town  .  .  .  fifty  cents  for  each  week  of 
five  days,  or  major  part  thereof,  of  attendance  of  every  such 
child  in  the  public  schools.

Under  the  operation  of  this  law,  bills  received  from  180 
cities  and  towns,  for  the  tuition  and  transportation  of  1,574 
children,  amounting  to  $22,200.16,  were  audited  by  the 
Board,  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth, 
during  the  last  official  year,  as  follows  :  —

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The  Penalty  incurred  by  Certain  Cities  and  Towns 
FOR  Failure  to  make  their  Pauper  Returns  our- 
iNG  THE  Month  of  April,  1904. 

Sections  39-42  of  chapter  81  of  the  Revised  Laws  are  as 
follows :  — 

Section  39.  Overseers  of  the  poor  shall  keep  fall  and  accarate 
records,  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  charity,  of  the 
paupers  fally  supported,  the  persons  relieved  and  partially  sup- 
ported, and  the  travellers  and  vagrants  lodged  at  the  expense  of  their 
cities  and  towns  and  of  the  amount  paid  for  such  support  and  relief. 

Section  40.  They  shall  annually,  in  April,  for  the  year  ending 
on  the  last  day  of  March,  return  to  the  state  board  of  charity  the 
number  of  such  persons  supported  and  relieved,  the  cost  thereof, 
and  a  record  of  those  fully  supported. 

Section  41.  In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  five  and  in 
every  tenth  year  thereafter  the  return  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
shall  contain  true  and  correct  answers  to  the  following  in- 
quiries :  —     ... 

Section  42.  If  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  a  city  or  town  refuse 
or  neglect  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  three  preceding 
sections,  such  city  or  town  shall  forfeit  one  dollar  for  each  day's 
neglect,  and  the  amount  of  such  forfeiture  shall  be  deducted  from 
any  amount  to  which  said  city  or  town  may  be  entitled  in  reimburse- 
ment for  relief  of  state  paupers  as  provided  in  sections  fifteen  and 
sixteen  of  chapter  eighty-five  ;  and  if  no  such  reimbursement  shall 
be  due  to  said  city  or  town,  the  forfeiture  shall  be  deducted  from 
any  money  which  may  be  due  to  it  from  the  Commonwealth. 

Under  these  laws  the  Board  reported  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Commonwealth  the  names  of  the  cities  and  towns  that 
failed  to  make  their  pauper  returns  during  the  month  of 
April,  1904,  together  with  the  amount  of  penalty  incurred 
in  each  instance,  as  follows :  Acushnet,  $4 ;  Amherst,  $5 ;

I>IMIGRATION. 

Under  an  agreement  made,  March  28,  1894,  between  the 
State  Board  and  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  United 
States,  and  continued  under  the  recently  established  De- 
partment of  Commerce  and  Labor,  the  Commonwealth  is 
reimbursed  from  the  immigrant  fund,  created  by  head-tax 
collections,  for  the  support  of  such  alien  immigrants  as  have 
entered  the  State,  fallen  into  serious  distress,  and  become  a 
public  charge,  within  one  year  after  their  landing  in  the 
country,  —  such  distress  having  arisen  from  causes  existing 
subsequent  to  their  landing.  In  cases  where  the  causes  of 
dis^ess  existed  prior  to  landing,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  steam- 
ship companies  bringing  the  immigrants  into  the  United 
States  to  carry  them  back  again,  and  also  to  reimburse  the 
State  for  the  expense  of  their  support.  In  both  instances 
the  claim,  if  finally  established,  is  allowed  from  the  date  of 
the  first  notice  by  the  State  Board  to  the  United  States 
Commissioner  of  Immigration  for  the  ports  of  Massachusetts. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  contract  the  Board  reported 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration,  during  the  last  oflScial 
year,  363  cases  of  immigrants  who  had  fallen  into  distress, 
of  which  218  were  verified  and  allowed.  Of  the  remaining 
145,  41  were  not  verified,  34  were  discharged  from  hospital 
before  investigation  by  the  United  States  officials,  22  were 
withdrawn,  41  were  paid  for  by  relatives  or  friends,  5  died, 
and  2  were  not  landed  within  the  vear.  Of  the  218  cases 
allowed,  113  were  Boston  landings,  85  New  York,  15  New 
Bedford,  1  Quebec,  2  Montreal,  and  2  Baltimore.  They 
were  cared  for  as  follows  :  State  Hospital,  53 ;  State  Farm, 
7 ;  Boston  City  Hospital,  58  ;  Worcester  City  Hospital,  13  ; 
Fall  River  City  Hospital,  5 ;  Carney  Hospital,  Boston,  1 ;

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The  City  and  Town  Paupers. 

Chapter  81,  sections  3  and  4,  of  the  Revised  Laws,  pro- 
vides that  '*  In  towns  in  which   paupers  are  provided   for 
in  families,  tlie  overseers  of  the  poor  shall  investigate  each 
place  where  the  town  paupers  are  to  be  so  provided  for,  and 
shall  endeavor  by  contract  to  secure  their  proper  care  and 
maintenance.     A  full  and  complete  record  of  each  case  shall 
be  kept,  showing  the  terms  of  the  contract  and  what  services, 
if  any,  are  to  be  rendered  by  the  paupers.     A  majority  of 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  shall  certify  upon  the  records  that 
such  investigation  has  been  made  in  each  case,  and  that  they 
are  satisfied  that  the  paupers  will   be  properly  cared   for. 
The  overseers  of  the  poor,  either  by  one  of  their  own  num- 
ber or  by  a  duly  appointed  agent,  shall,  at  least  once  in 
every  six  months,  visit  each  place  where  the  town  paupers 
are  supported,  and  a  record  of  each  visit  and  of  the  condi- 
tion of  the  paupers  visited  shall  be  kept. 

'*The  state  board  of  charity  may  visit  and  inspect  all 
places  where  town  paupers  are  supported  in  families." 

Section  43  of  the  same  chapter  provides  that  *'  Overseers 
of  the  poor  shall  make  and  forward  returns,  on  or  before  the 
tenth  day  of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  to  the  state 
board  of  charity  relative  to  all  minor  children  over  the  age 
of  four  years  who  are  supported  at  the  expense  of  such  city 
or  town  in  an  almshouse  or  elsewhere  on  the  first  day  of  said 
months.  Said  returns  shall  be  made  in  such  form  and  shall 
contain  such  information  relative  to  said  minor  children  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  state  board." 

Chapter  86,  section  50,  of  the  Revised  Laws,  provides 
that  '  *  The  state  board  of  charity  shall  at  least  once  a  year 
visit  all  children  who  are  maintained  wholly  or  in  part  by 
the  commonwealth,  or  who  have  been  indentured  or  placed 
in  charge  of  a  person  by  any  state  institution,  board  or  offi- 
cer of  the  commonwealth,  or  under  any  provision  hereof, 
and  all  minor  children  who  are  supported  at  the  expense  of 
any  city  or  town.  It  shall  inquire  into  the  condition  of  such 
children,  and  make  such  other  investigations  relative  thereto 
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as  it  maj  think  fit ;  and  for  this  purpose  it  may  have  private 
interviews  with  such  children  at  any  time." 

Chapter  81,  sections  5-7,  provides  that  "In  every  city 
and  town,  said  overseers  shall  place  every  pauper  child  who 
is  in  their  charge  and  is  over  four  years  of  age  in  a  respect- 
able family  in  the  commonwealth,  or  in  an  asylum  therein, 
to  be  there  supported  by  the  city  or  town  according  to  the 
laws  relative  to  the  support  of  the  poor  until  they  can  be 
other\^ise  cared  for.  The  overseers,  personally  or  by  agent, 
shall  visit  such  child  at  least  once  in  three  months  and  make 
all  needful  inquiries  as  to  his  treatment  or  welfare. 

"  If  said  overseers  of  any  city,  except  Boston,  or  of  any 
town,  fail  to  place  out  any  pauper  child  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  section  for  two  months  after  the 
date  of  receiving  such  child,  the  state  board  of  charity,  to 
the  exclusion  of  said  overseers,  shall  perform  such  duty,  and 
such  child  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said  board,  be  sup- 
ported by  the  city  or  town  in  the  same  manner  as  if  placed 
out  by  the  overseers,  and  shall  be  subject  to  visitation  by 
the  ofBcers  or  agents  of  said  board  until  the  board  is  satisfied 
that  the  overseers  will  properly  care  for  him. 

'*  No  such  child  who  can  be  cared  for  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion five  without  inordinate  expense  shall  be  retained  in  an 
almshouse  unless  he  is  a  state  pauper  or  an  idiot,  or  other- 
wise so  defective  in  body  or  mind  as  to  make  his  retention 
in  an  almshouse  desirable,  or  unless  he  is  under  the  age  of 
eight  years  and  his  mother  is  an  inmate  thereof  and  is  a 
suitable  person  to  aid  in  taking  care  of  him." 

Adult  Poor  provided  for  in  Families, 

Of  the  373  adult  poor  persons  reported  by  the  local 
authorities  as  fully  supported  in  families  on  January  1, 
1904,  21  died  before  visits  could  be  made,  and  76  were 
found  subject  to  visitation  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity 
as  insane  persons,  so  that  their  visitation  by  this  Board 
was  not  considered  necessary.  The  remaining  276  —  127 
men  and  149  women  —  were  all  visited  and  reported  on  by 
the  Board's  agents.     They  were  supported  by  the  follow-

Of 
the  276,  9  were  reported  to  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  as 
insane  persons.  In  the  270  cases  in  which  the  age  was 
given,  1  was  between  twenty  and  thirty  years  of  age,  11 
between  thirty  and  forty,  12  between  forty  and  fifty,  32  be- 
tween fifty  and  sixty,  58  between  sixty  and  seventy,  82 
between  seventy  and  eighty,  62  between  eighty  and  ninety, 
and  12  between  ninety  and  one  hundred.  For  their  sup- 
.  port  there  was  paid  in  42  cases  less  than  $2  per  week,  in 
145  cases  from  $2  to  $3  per  week,  in  55  cases  from  $3  to  $4 
per  week;  and  in  the  remaining  34 -cases,  —  mostly  of  old 
or  feeble  persons,  —  the  rate  varied  from  $4  to  $10,  accord- 
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ing  to  the  amount  of  care  required.  Of  the  whole  number, 
158  were  reported  to  be  in  good  or  fairly  good  mental  and 
physical  condition.  All  were  apparently  receiving  good  or 
fairly  good  care,  with  very  few  exceptions,  to  which  the 
attention  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  was  called,  with 
satisfactory  results.  There  were  95  able  to  do  light  work, 
either  in  the  house  or  at  the  barn.  There  were  41  supported 
in  their  own  homes.  According  to  the  reports,  overseers 
of  the  poor  failed  in  46  cases  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ment of  law  that  they  shall  visit  the  paupers  at  least  once 
in  every  six  months. 

Dependent  Minor  Children  provided  for  in  Families  and 

Asylums. 

Visits  were  made  in  the  cases  of  867  children,  —  454 
boys  and  413  girls, — reported  as  provided  for  by  the

Dependent  Minor  Children  in  Almshouses. 

Visits  were  made  in  the  cases  of  213  children,  —  115  boys 
and  98  girls,  —  reported  to  be  cared  for  by  the  following

Of  the  remainder,  72  were  less  than  four  years 
of  age;  17  were  between  four  and  eight  years  of  age,  with 
their  mothers  in  the  almshouse  and  able  to  assist  in  taking 
care  of  them;  and  of  the  remaining  47,  — those  over  eight 
years  of  age,  —  36  were  so  defective  in  mind  or  body  as  to 
render  their  retention  in  the  almshouse  desirable,  and  11 
were  removed  after  notification  bv  the  Board  to  the  over- 
seers  of  the  poor  that  they  were  detained  contrary  to  law. 
There  were  18  who  attended  school,  and  12  who  did  more 
or  less  work.

them,  can  be  ascertained."  There  were  present:  Messrs.  John 
A.  Collins,  William  J.  Sullivan,  Patrick  M.  Keating,  and  Charles 
V.  Dasey,  representing  the  Catholic  interest,  and  Mr.  Max  Mitchell 
and  Dr.  Samuel  Hirschberg,  of  the  Jewish  faith.  These  gentle* 
men  all  addressed  the  Board  on  the  subject  of  the  bill.  None  of 
them  approved  the  bill  in  its  present  form,  while  all  were  in 
harmony  with  its  intent.  There  was  a  general  expression  of  satis- 
faction with  the  existing  policy  of  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  the 
selection  of  families  for  the  care  of  the  children  in  its  charge,  and 
of  confidence  that,  with  the  Board  as  now  constituted,  this  policy 
would  be  continued  and  perfected.

In  other  words,  it  is  the  meaning  of  the  statute  that  when  a  permit 
has  been  issued  and  revoked  and  the  expiration  of  the  sentence  has  con- 
sequently been  postponed,  the  authority  of  |the  Board  of  Charity  to  issue 
and  revoke  another  permit  is  in  every  respect  the  same  as  if  there  were 
an  original  sentence  the  term  of  which  is  extended  to  the  date  of  the 
postponed  expiration.

SEPORTS  OF  CEETAIN  CHARITABLE 

CaRPORATIONS. 


It  is  provided  by  section  14  of  chapter  84  of  the  Revised 
Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  402  of  the  Acts  of  1908,  that 
''  a  charitable  corporation  whose  personal  pro])erty  is  exempt 
from  taxation  under  the  provisions  of  clause  three  of  section 
five  of  chapter  twelve  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  November,  make  to  the  state  board  of  charity  a 
written  or  printed  report  for  its  last  financial  year,  showing 
its  property,  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  the  whole  number 
and  the  average  number  of  its  beneficiaries  and  such  other 
information  as  the  board  may  require." 

The  statements  given  below  comprise  495  charitable  cor- 
porations, of  which  36  made  no  report;  5  failed  to  return 
reports  sent  back  to  them  for  correction ;  49  made  reports 
which  were  necessarily  incomplete,  either  because  the  or- 
ganization was  not  in  operation,  or  because  its  first  year's 
work  had  not  been  finished ;  and  the  remaining  405  made 
substantially  complete  reports.  Of  these  405  the  total 
expenditure  was  $5,574,505.38  ;  the  receipts  on  account  of 
beneficiaries,  $1,343,294.65;  the  total  amount  of  property 
owned  and  occupied  for  corporate  purposes,  $1 8,703,430.97 ; 
and  the  total  amount  of  investments,  $24,379,802.11.  The 
361  corporations  fully  classifying  their  beneficiaries  gave  a 
total  of  467,328,  viz.,  46,213  paying,  83,051  partly  paying, 
338,064  firee.

The  latest  reports  show  that  there  are 
over  200  such  hospitals  and  homes,  the  larger  {)art  of  whose 
inmates  are  cared  for  either  free  or  at  a  very  low  rate,  — 
and  with  a  total  untaxed  property  of  over  $17,000,000. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  most  of  these  institutions  are 
well  and  wisely  conducted,  but  such  inspection  as  is  sug- 
gested would  go  far  towards  securing  eiiually  good  manage- 
ment for  all,  and  making  known  any  defects  that  may  exist.

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THE  CITY  AND  TOWN  ALMSHOUSES. 


The  two  hundred  and  five  city  and  town  almshouses  of 
the  State  have  all  been  visited  as  usual  by  the  Board's  in- 
spector, and  a  number  of  them  also  by  members  of  the 
Board.  The  results  of  the  visitation  show  for  the  most  part 
gratifying  signs  of  progress.  Nowhere  has  there  been  any 
retrograde  movement,  and,  while  in  a  very  few  instances  the 
suggestions  of  the  Board  have  had  little  apparent  effect,  in 
the  far  larger  number  of  cases  they  have  been  favorably  re- 
ceived and  acted  on ;  and  there  is  growing  evidence  of  a 
general  desire  on  the  part  of  the  local  guardians  of  the  poor 
to  establish  and  maintain  a  high  standard  of  almshouse  con- 
dition and  management.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  also  that 
towns  having  but  a.  small  number  of  inmates  are  becoming 
more  inclined  to  the  plan  of  uniting  with  other  municipali- 
ties for  the  puri)Ose  of  maintaining  an  almshouse  in  common. 

In  a  number  of  the  almshouses  improvements  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  —  in  some  of  them,  of  very  great 
importance  and  value,  —  and  generally  in  pursuance  of  rec- 
ommendations made  by  the  Board  immediately  after  the 
visit  of  the  inspector.  Chief  among  such  cases  may  be 
mentioned  the  almshouses  at  Athol,  Ayer,  Beverly,  Black- 
stone,  Clinton,  Douglas,  Hopkinton,  Ijawrence,  Lowell, 
Lunenburg,  Manchester,  Milford,  Montague,  Nantucket, 
Natick,  Northampton,  North  Attleborough,  Sharon,  Somer- 
ville,  South  Hadley,  Worcester,  and  Yarmouth.  The  alms- 
house at  Holden  has  been  burned,  and  the  almshouses  at 
Leicester  and  Northborough  have  been  sold;  in  the  first 
instance  on  account  of  insufficient  drainasje,  and  in  the 
second  because  the  building  was  too  old  for  further  use ;  — 
the  inmates  in  each  case  were  provided  for  elsewhere.  The 
almshouses  at  Dighton,  Hawley,  and  Scekonk  had  no  inmates 
at  the  time  of  inspection  ;  those  at  Ashby,  Ashfield,  Burling- 
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ton,  Carver,  Dana,  Deerfield,  Huntington,  Rowley,  Sterling, 
Swansea,  Tyngsborough,  and  Weston  had  each  one  inmate ; 
those  at  Acton,  Attleborough,  Belchertown,  Boylston,  Buck- 
land,  Carlisle,  Dracut,  Greenwich,  Orange,  Stockbridge, 
and  West  Bridgewater,  two  inmates  each ;  and  those  at 
Agawara,  Conway,  Douglas,  Freetown,  Hanover,  Hardwick, 
BLarvard,  Mansfleld,  Pembroke,  Rehoboth,  Warwick,  and 
West  Newbury,  three  inmates  each. 

Nearly  every  almshouse  is  managed  by  a  warden  and 
matron,  whose  combined  salary  averages  about  $530.  In 
155  of  the  almshouses  there  are  one  or  more  assistants,  paid 
generally  by  the  city  or  town,  but  occasionally  by  the 
warden.  There  are  a  few  instances  of  many  years'  service 
as  warden  and  matron  of  the  same  almshouse  ;  for  example, 
at  Barnstable  and  Waltham,  twenty-three  years ;  at  Wake- 
field, twenty-two  years;  at  Concord,  twenty-one  years;  at 
Clinton,  Lexington,  and  Somerset,  twenty  years;  at  Lee 
and  Pittsfield,  nineteen  years ;  at  Billerica  and  Watertown, 
eighteen  years;  at  Haverhill  and  Adams,  seventeen  years; 
at  Manchester,  sixteen  years;  at  Hingham  and  Mansfield, 
fifteen  years;  at  Ne wbury port,  fourteen  years ;  at  Maiden, 
thirteen  years,  and  at  Attleborough,  Sharon,  Westford, 
Pepperell,  and  Ipswich,  twelve  years.  But  in  the  large 
maiority  of  cases  the  periods  of  service  are  short,  and  there 
are  many  changes.  In  a  few  of  the  almshouses  the  warden 
performs  other  duties,  —  such  as  working  on  the  town  roads, 
superintending  the  collection  of  town  garbage,  driving  the 
school  barge  or  the  town  hearse,  giving  out  supplies  to  out- 
door poor,  —  without  other  compensation  than  his  regular 
salary. 

Of  the  almshouse  buildings,  174  are  of  wood,  19  of  brick, 
2  of  stone,  and  the  others  of  mixed  construction ;  143  have 
sitting-rooms  for  the  use  of  the  inmates ;  118  fully  equipped 
bath-rooms,  (5  have  shower-baths  also),  and  114  water- 
closets;  16  are  heated  by  hot  water,  92  by  steam,  13  by 
hot  air,  66  by  stoves,  and  the  others  by  a  combination  of 
two  or  more  of  these  methods.  There  are  56  almshouses 
without  fii*e-escapes.  The  largest  amount  of  land  connected 
with  any  almshouse  is  500  acres,  and  the  smallest,  one-half 
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an  acre.  The  largest  amount  tilled  is  45  acres,  and  the 
smallest,  one-half  an  acre.  The  total  amount  of  land  is 
19,724  acres,  and  the  total  amount  tilled  is  1,907  acres, 
besides  three  small  gardens. 

The  whole  number  of  Inmates  of  all  the  almshouses  at  the 
time  of  visitation  was  4,786,  viz.,  2,625  men,  1,990  women, 
and  171  children,  —  i.e.,  persons  under  21  years  of  age ; 
the  largest  number  in  any  one  almshouse  being  854,  and 
the  smallest,  1.  The  ages  of  the  inmates  of  the  almshouses 
were  as  follows :  sixty-eight  under  4,  fifty  between  4  and 
10,  fifty-three  between  10  and  21,  one  hundred  and  ninety 
between  21  and  30,  three  hundred  and  ninety-three  between 
30  and  40,  six  hundred  and  twenty-nine  between  40  and 
50,  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two  between  50  and  60,  one 
thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  between  60  and  70, 
nine  hundred  and  ninety  between  70  and  80,  three  hundred 
and  fifty-seven  between  80  and  90,  forty-two  between  90 
and  100,  one  over  100.  In  61  of  the  almshouses  there  was 
a  complete  separation  of  the  sexes ;  in  45  there  was  no  sepa- 
ration ;  in  37  they  were  separated,  except  at  meals ;  in  29 
at  night  only;  in  30  the  inmates  were  all  of  one  sex,  and  in 
3  there  were  no  inmates.  In  36  of  the  almshouses  the  in- 
mates did  no  work;  in  166  a  total  number  of  1,508  inmates 
performed  labor  of  different  kinds,  in  and  about  the  build- 
ings and  on  the  farm. 

Of  the  205  almshouses,  96  received  and  cared  for  a  total 
of  27,481  vagrants  during  the  year.  In  2  instances  the 
vagrants  so  received  were  fed  only,  in  93  fed  and  lodged ; 
in  38  they  were  required  to  work,  in  56  not  required,  and 
in  2  work,  though  not  compulsory,  entitled  them  to  better 
food ;  in  82  they  were  entirely  separated,  in  5  not  separated, 
and  in  5  partly  separated  from  the  other  inmates  of  the 
almshouse. 

In  addition  to  the  inquiries  regularly  made  at  the  periodi- 
cal visitation  of  the  inspector,  the  Board,  early  in  the  year, 
sent  out  a  list  of  questions  addressed  directly  to  the  masters 
of  the  almshouses,  relating  chiefly  to  the  following  points  : 
the  number  of  inmates  under  fifty  years  of  age  in  good  men- 
tal and  physical  condition,  and  the  length  of  their  stay  in 
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the  almshouse ;  the  number  having  relatives  in  town ;  the 
number  who  had  left  the  almshouse  and  returned  to  it  within 
three  years ;  the  number  visited  by  friends ;  the  employ- 
ment of  nurses ;  the  requirement  of  weekly  bathing ;  the 
supply  of  bathing  appliances;  the  opportunities  for  rest, 
recreation,  etc. ;  the  number  and  treatment  of  consumptives  ; 
the  chief  products  of  the  farm. 

Fairly  complete  answers  to  these  questions  were  received, 
which  may  be  summarized  as  follows  :  The  number  of  inmates 
under  fifty  years  of  age  in  good  mental  and  physical  condi- 
tion was  about  250,  or  5+  per  cent,  of  the  whole  almshouse 
population.  About  2,200,  or  46 —  per  cent,  of  the  whole, 
had  relatives  in  town.  About  1,900,  or  39 -|-  per  cent., 
left  and  returned  within  three  years.  In  35  of  the  alms- 
houses inmates  were  frequently  visited  by  friends,  and  in  89 
occasional  visits  were  made ;  others  reported  visits  varying 
from  once  a  week  to  five  or  six  times  a  year.  One  alms- 
house had  three  regular  visiting  days  in  each  week,  and  in 
one  instance  the  Wonian's  Club  of  the  town  made  weekly 
visits.  Excepting  in  the  larger  institutions,  nurses  were 
very  rarely  employed,  —  the  matron  acting  as  nurse  in  cases 
of  illness.  Weekly  bathing  was  required  in  177  almshouses ; 
1  almshouse  required  more  frequent  bathing;  1  reported 
fortnightly  bathing ;  4  insisted  on  weekly  bathing  in  summer 
only  ;  8  answered  that  weekly  bathing  was  not  required  ;  1 
reported  daily  baths  for  some  inmates,  and  weekly  for  others  ; 
and  in  the  remainder  the  replies  were  more  or  less  indefinite. 
With  very  few  exceptions,  there  was  a  plentiful  supply  of 
soap,  combs,  towels,  etc.  The  replies  to  the  inquiry  re- 
garding opportunities  for  out-door  rest  and  recreation  were 
of  a  too  general  character  to  be  readily  summarized, — 
*'good"  or  its  equivalent  being  the  average  answer.  One 
hundred  and  sixty-four  consumptives  were  reported.  They 
were  generally  under  the  care  of  the  town  physician,  special 
treatment  being  provided  in  very  few  instances.  The  usual 
fiirm  products  were  vegetables  and  hay,  and  in  about  94 
cases  milk  also. 

The  effect  of  the  law  passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  pro- 
viding that,  on  and  after  October  1,  1904,  almshouse  officials 
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are  required  to  confine  committed  criminals  in  separate  and 
distinct  quarters  in  the  almshouse,  and  not  to  permit  them 
to  associate  or  communicate  with  the  pauper  inmates,  has 
been  the  discharge  of  all  criminals  from  the  three  or  four 
almshouses  to  which  they  had  been  committed,  on  or  before 
the  date  named;  so  that,  so  far  as  known,  there  are  now 
no  criminals  under  sentence  in  any  of  the  almshouses  of 
the  Commonwealth.  It  appears,  however,  that,  in  two 
cases  at  least,  a  number  of  the  criminals  have  been  returned 
to  the  almshouses  as  paupers,  which  is  much  to  be  re- 
gretted. Perhaps  further  legislative  action  in  the  matter 
may  be  desirable. 

It  would  be  well  if  the  more  charitably  disposed  members 
of  every  community  having  an  almshouse  within  its  limits 
would,  of  their  own  individual  motion,  or  by  some  concerted 
action,  visit  the  almshouse  inmates  occasionally,  or  at  stated 
intervals.  Such  disinterested  visitation  could  not  fail  to  be 
productive  of  good,  and  might  sometimes  have  the  effect  of 
discovering  and  correcting  cases  of  abuse  or  neglect  which 
would  otherwise  remain  concealed. 

A  marked  instance  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  to  comply  with  the  suggestions  of  the  Board  is 
that  of  the  authorities  of  the  town  of  Somerset,  who,  in  spite 
of  the  repeated  protests  of  the  Board,  have  for  many  months 
retained  in  their  almshouse  an  extremely  objectionable 
boarder,  to  the  no  little  discomfort  of  the  other  inmates, 
and  disturbance  of  the  discipline  of  the  institution. 

In  contrast  to  this  case  may  be  mentioned  the  proposed 
action  of  the  town  of  Cohasset.  For  several  years  past  the 
Board  has  noted  the  defective  water  supply  at  the  almshouse, 
as  well  as  the  somewhat  dilapidated  condition  of  the  build- 
ing, and  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  have  recently  voted  to  ask  the  town,  at  the  next  March 
meeting,  to  provide  for  the  building  of  a  new  almshouse  near 
the  town  reservoir,  where  an  ample  supply  of  good  water 
can  be  obtained. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  minors  of  all  ages  may  be  pro- 
vided for  in  almshouses  for  a  period  of  two  months  after 
their  admission.     Their  retention  beyond  that  time  is  for- 
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bidden,  but  with  these  marked  exceptions  :  (I)  if  they  are 
80  defective  in  body  or  mind  as  to  render  their  retention 
desirable;  (2)  if  they  are  under  four  years  of  age;  (3)  if 
they  are  under  eight  years  of  age  and  their  mothers  are  in- 
mates, and  suitable  persons  to  aid  in  taking  care  of  them. 
(See  Revised  Laws,  chapter  81,  sections  5-7.)  In  the 
judgment  of  the  Board,  the  law  should  be  made  more  strin- 
gent, and  legislative  action  is  here  recommended,  reducing 
both  the  limit  df  time  and  the  limit  of  age  in  the  matter  of 
the  care  and  support  of  children  in  almshouses. 

It  is  also  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  it  would  be  well 
for  the  Legislature  to  pass  a  law  preventing  all  association 
between  pauper  inmates  of  almshouses  and  vagrants.  Not 
only  should  the  latter  class  be  lodged  and  fed  entirely  by 
themselves  in  all  the  almshouses  where  vagrants  are  received, 
as  they  are  now  in  nearly  all  of  them,  but  no  communication 
whatever  should  be  allowed  between  the  two  classes.  It  may 
be  questioned,  indeed,  whether  more  radical  action  may  not 
be  advisable ;  and,  in  view  of  the  difficulty  of  securing  abso- 
lute separation  under  present  conditions,  whether  the  existing 
tramp-house  adjuncts  to  the  almshouses,  — many  of  them  so 
dirty  and  ill-kept  as  to  be  an  actual  menace  to  the  health  of 
the  community,  —  should  not  be  wholly  done  away  with,  and 
all  vagrants  placed  under  direct  police  control,  where  they 
would  seem  properly  to  belong. 

Considering  the  frequency  with  which  the  Board  is  con- 
sulted with  reference  to  the  proper  construction  of  alms- 
Rouse  buildings,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Board  be  vested 
with  legal  authority  to  advise  with  and  assist  Overseers  of 
the  Poor  in  the  preparation  of  plans  for  new  buildings  and 
the  reconstruction  of  old  ones. 

The  enforced  separation  of  the  sexes  in  all  the  almshouses, 
or  at  least  in  all  but  the  smallest  ones,  is,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Board,  a  proper  subject  for  legislative  consideration. 


According  to  the  subjoined  opinion  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  the  provisions  of  section  21  of  chapter  30  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  viz.,  **  Every  person  who  has  been  committed 
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to  a  workhouse  shall,  if  able  to  work,  be  kept  diligently 
employed  in  labor  during  the  term  of  his  commitment.  If 
he  is  idle  and  does  not  perform  such  reasonable  task  as  is 
assigned,  or  if  he  is  stubborn  and  disorderly,  he  shall  be 
punished  according  to  the  orders  and  regulations  established 
by  the  directors,"  applies  to  all  classes  of  almshouse  inmates. 
Section  3  of  the  same  chapter  provides  that  *' A  city  or  town 
which  has  a  workhouse  or  almshouse  may  annually  choose 
three,  five,  seven  or  more  directors,  who  shall  have  the 
management  thereof  and  who  may  appoint  a  master  and 
assistants.  If  such  directors  are  not  chosen,  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  shall  be  the  directors."

Dear  Sir  :  —  You  request  the  opiQion  of  the  Attorney- General 
as  to  whether  the  words  '*  every  person  who  has  been  committed 
to  a  workhouse,"  in  section  21  of  chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
apply  to  all  of  the  several  classes  of  ^* persons"  mcDtioned  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  the  same  chapter. 

Revised  Laws,  chapter  30,  section  1 ,  provides :  — 

A  city  or  town  may  erect  or  provide  a  workhouse  or  almshouse  for 
the  employment  and  support  of  indigent  persons  maintained  by  or  re- 
ceiving alms  from  it;  of  persons  who,  being  able  to  work  and  not  hav- 
ing estate  or  means  otherwise  to  maintain  themselves,  refuse  or  neglect 
to  work ;  of  persons  who  live  a  dissolute,  vagrant  life  and  exercise  no 
ordinary  calling  or  lawful  business ;  or  persons  who  spend  their  time 
and  property  in  public  houses  to  the  neglect  of  their  proper  business  or 
who,  by  otherwise  misspending  their  earnings,  are  likely  to  become 
chargeable  to  the  city  or  town ;  and  of  other  persons  sent  thereto  under 
any  provisions  of  law. 

Section  21  provides  :  — 

Every  person  who  has  been  committed  to  a  workhouse  shall,  if  able 
to  work,  be  kept  diligently  employed  in  labor  during  the  term  of  his 
commitment.  If  he  is  idle  and  does  not  perform  such  reasonable  task 
as  is  assigned,  or  if  he  is  stubborn  and  disorderly,  he  shall  be  punished 
according  to  the  orders  and  regulations  established  by  the  directors. 

m 

The  inmates  of  workhouses  are  of  two  classes :  first,  those  per- 
sons  who  are  committed  thereto  by  order  of  court  (Revised  Laws, 
chapter  208,  section  80  ;  chapter  212,  sections  39, 46,  54,  55,  59)  ; 
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second,  those  who  are  supported  therein  as  paupers  under  the 
oversight  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  but  who  have  not  been  com- 
mitted bj  an  order  of  court  (Revised  Laws,  chapter  81,  section  2). 
Many  of  the  persons  enumerated  in  Revised  Laws,  chapter  80, 
section  1,  above  quoted,  are  included  within  the  second  class.  It 
therefore  becomes  important  to  determine  whether  the  words ''  com- 
mitment" and  ^'  committed,"  in  Revised  Laws,  chapter  80,  section 
21,  are  to  be  interpreted  narrowly,  as  meaning  commitment  by 
order  of  court,  for  if  they  are  so  to  be  interpreted  it  follows  that 
certain  persons  enumerated  in  Revised  Laws,  chapter  80,  section 
1,  namely,  those  within  the  second  class  above  indicated,  are 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  21. 

I  am  of  opinion,  however,  that  the  words  are  not  to  be  so  nar- 
rowly interpreted.  '' Commitment"  and  ^'committed"  do  not 
necessarily  have  technical  meanings.  (See  Oummington  v.  Ware- 
hanij  9  Cush.  585 ;  CommonnoecUth  v.  Barker,  188  Mass.  899,  and 
statutes  therein  construed.)  In  defining  them  reference  maybe 
had  to  the  earlier  statutes,  for  words  in  an  act  are  to  be  given  the 
same  meaning  which  they  had  in  earlier  acts  in  pari  materia,  in 
the  absence  of  anything  to  show  a  contrary  intent.  {Reiche  v. 
SmytJie,  18  Wall.  162;  GreerUeaf  v.  Goodrich,  101  U.  S.  281, 
semble.) 

In  the  section  of  the  original  workhouse  statute,  in  which  the 
provisions  of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  80,  section  21,  appear,  the 
words  '*  committed"  and  '^  commitment"  were  not  used  in  a  tech- 
nical sense,  but  were  applied  to  the  sending  of  persons  to  the  work- 
house by  overseers  of  the  poor. 

Province  Laws,  1748-44,  chapter  12,  section  11,  provided:  — 

That  no  town  shall  be  at  charge  for  the  sapport  or  relief  of  any  per- 
son committed  to  said  house,  who  was  not  sent  thither  by  the  overseers 
belonging  to  such  town ;  nor  any  person  orderly  committed  to  it  shall 
be  discharged  from  it  but  by  the  overseers  by  whom  he  was  committed, 
or  by  the  overseers,  at  a  general  meeting,  or  otherwise  by  the  justices 
of  the  court  of  general  sessions  of  the  peace,  in  the  same  county,  upon 
application  to  them  made  for  that  purpose ;  and  every  person  so  com- 
mitted, if  fit  and  able  to  work,  shall  be  held  and  kept  stric(k)tly  and 
dil(l)igently  (i)(e)mployed  in  labour  during  his  or  her  abode  there; 
and  in  case  they  be  idle,  and  shall  not  duly  perform  such  task  or  stint  as 
shall  be  reasonably  assignM  them,  or  shall  be  stubborn  and  disorderly, 
shall  be  punish (e)d  according  to  the  orders  that  shall  be  made  for  the 
ruling,  governing,  and  punishing  of  the  persons  there  to  be  committed, 
not' repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  province. 

The  same  statute  provided  that  the  overseers  in  any  town  ''  be 
and  they  are  hereby  directed  and  empowered  to  commit  to  such 
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house  .  .  .  any  person  or  persons  .  .  .  that  hereafter  in  this  act 
are  declared  liable  to  be  sent  thither."  The  persons  so  declared 
liable  to  be  sent  to  the  workhouse  were  enumerated  in  nearly  the 
same  terms  as  are  used  in  Revised  Laws,  chapter  30,  section  1. 
In  Acts  of  1788,  chapter  61,  these  provisions  remained  practically 
the  same  in  form  and  substance.  The  revision  of  the  laws  in  1836 
(Revised  Statutes,  chapter  16,  section  21)  changed  the  form  of 
the  statute,  and  the  form  at  that  time  adopted  has,  with  minor 
changes,  been  retained  (General  Statutes,  chapter  22;  Public 
Statutes,  chapter  83),  though  many  new  provisions  relative  to 
commitments  to  workhouses  for  misdemeanors  have  been  made. 

There  is,  however,  nothing  which  to  my  mind  sufficiently  strongly 
indicates  any  other  intent  as  to  the  meaning  of  ^^  committed  "  and 
^^  commitment"  to  rebut  the  inference  from  the  way  in  which  the 
words  were  used  in  the  earlier  statutes.  The  disappearance  of 
the  provision  authorizing  overseers  to  commit  was  doubtless  due 
to  the  fact  that  it  seemed  to  be  necessary  in  view  of  the  provision 
which  was  enacted  in  1788  and  now  appears  in  Revised  Laws, 
chapter  81,  section  2,  giving  overseers  the  power  to  see  that  poor 
and  indigent  persons  ^^  are  suitably  relieved,  supported  or  employed 
either  in  the  workhouse  or  almshouse,  or  in  such  other  manner  as 
the  city  or  town  directs,  or  otherwise  at  the  discretion  of  said  over- 
seers." The  omission  of  the  word  "so"  (''thus"  in  St.  1788) 
before  ''committed"  in  St.  1743-44,  was  required  by  the  change 
in  the  form  of  the  statute  and  by  the  intention  to  include  within 
the  scope  of  the  provision  persons  committed  under  authority  of 
later  acts  by  order  of  court ;  but  there  was  nothing  in  it  tending 
to  limit  the  application  of  the  provision  to  such  persons.  The  use 
of  the  expression  "within  the  time  for  which  he  was  committed," 
in  the  section  relating  to  discharges,  and  the  expression  "during 
the  term  of  his  commitment,"  in  the  section  to  be  construed,  is  not 
inconsistent  with  a  situation  where  some  of  the  persons  referred  to 
are  committed  for  definite,  some  for  indefinite,  periods ;  and  the 
addition  of  the  words  "  or  received,"  in  General  Statutes,  chapter 
22,  section  17,  and  later  revisions,  to  the  provision  requiring  the 
master  of  each  workhouse  to  keep  a  register  "  of  the  names  of  the 
persons  committed,"  was  hardly  sufficient  to  impress  upon  the  words 
"  committed  "  and  "  commitment,"  wherever  they  occur,  a  technical 
meaning  which  they  certainly  did  not  have  in  the  early  statutes 
dealing  with  the  same  subject. 

It  seems,  therefore,  that  these  words  should  be  broadly  inter- 
preted, and  consequently  that  the  requirement  of  diligent  employ- 
ment in  labor,  in  section  21,  applies  to  all  persons  enumerated  in 
section  1.    This  conclusion  is  further  supported  by  the  provision 
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of  section  16  that  cities  and  towns  may  provide  implements,  etc., 
^'  for  the  employment  of  inmates  "  of  workhouses,  and  by  the  pro- 
vision of  section  1,  above  quoted,  that  ^*  a  city  or  town  may  erect 
or  provide  a  workhouse  ...  for  the  employment  ...  of  indigent 
persons."

To  His  Excellency  the  Oovemor  and  the  Honorable  CouncU. 

The  State  Board  of  Insanity  respectfully  submits  its  sixth 
annual  report,  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1904. 

The  Classes  of  Persons 

under  its  supervision  are  the  insane,  the  feeble-minded,  the 
epileptic  and  the  dipsomaniac  or  inebriate. 

General  considerations  and  recommendations  for  legislation 
are  first  presented,  followed  by  a  review  of  the  operations  of 
the  Board  and  of  the  different  institutions,  and  finally  by 
financial  and  general  statistical  information. 

State  Case  and  Support  of  the  Dependent  Insane, 

as  provided  for  in  chapter  451,  Acts  of  1900,  amended  in  chap- 
ters 321  and  400,  Acts  of  1903,  went  into  effect  Jan.  1,  1904, 
whose  provisions,  in  brief,  require:  (1)  that  all  dependent 
persons  under  commitment  as  insane  should  be  supported  at 
the  expense  of  the  State;  (2)  that  insane  persons  in  the  cus- 
tody of  overseers  of  the  poor  in  city  and  town  almshouses  or 
boarded  in  families  should  be  removed  to  the  custody  of  the 
State,  under  family  care,  in  State  institutions  so  far  as  they 
should  be  able  to  receive  them,  or,  to  the  extent  of  deficiency 
of  accommodation  therein,  boarded  in  almshouses,  by  agree- 
ment with  the  proper  local  authorities  and  at  the  discretion  of 
the  State  Board  of  Insanity.

In  addition,  there  were  standing  as  State  charges  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  but  subseqaently  found  chargeable  to  municipalities 
through  settlement,  265  patients  in  the  care  of  the  State,  as

The  above-stated  number  of  the  insane  in  almshouses  and 
families  on  January  1  includes  (1)  those  standing  on  that  date 
in  the  legal  status  of  insanity,  (2)  others  committed  as  insane 
with  the  knowledge  of  this  Board,  and  (3)  all  others  who  were 
admitted  from  almshouses  to  institutions  for  the  insane  during 
the  hospital  year  ending  September  30.  Although  some  of 
these  undoubtedly  became  inmates  after  January  1,  it  is  fair  to 
assume  that  substantially  all  were  committed  as  insane  by  reason 
of  the  State  care  act. 
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It  thus  appears  that  approximately  6,751  municipal  charges 
were  transferred  to  the  support  of  the  Commonwealth  because 
of  this  legislation. 

The  cost  to  municipalities  under  the  former  system  for  their 
support  for  one  year  at  established  rates  in  the  above  4ocations9 
and  $2.50  a  week  for  board  in  almshouses  and  families,  would 
have  amounted  to  $1,078,633.40. 

The  reduction  in  direct  expenditure  by  municipalities  for  the 
first  year  of  State  support  of  their  dependent  insane,  computed 
on  their  payments  for  such  patients  during  the  year  ending 
Sept.  30,  1903,  plus  an  estimated  increase  of  5  per  cent,  for 
the  year  1904,  would  be  $1,054,546.27. 

The  excess  of  State  appropriations  for  maintenance  of  the 
insane  for  1904,  under  the  new  system,  over  those  for  1903, 
under  the  old,  is  $1,087,878.91. 

There  are  obvious  sources  of  error  in  each  of  these  computa- 
tions, but  the  estimate  based  on  payments  by  municipalities  is 
the  most  reliable,  and  probably  represents  the  nearest  approxi* 
mation  to  the  amount  saved  in  direct  expenditure  by  cities  and 
towns  during  the  first  year  of  the  operation  of  the  State  care 
act ;  or,  in  other  words,  the  additional  expense  imposed  upon 
the  State  on  this  account. 

A  careful  census  of  the  insane  and  alleged  insane  in  the  care 
of  overseers  of  the  poor  in  almshouses  and  private  families  on 
Jan.  1,  1904,  showed  that  406  stood  in  the  legal  status  of  insan- 
ity, under  the  provisions  of  section  100,  chapter  87,  Eevised 
Laws,  whereby  former  patients  in  institutions  for « the  Insane 
were  continued  in  the  legal  custody  of  overseers  of  the  poor. 
These  passed  immediately,  on  January  1,  into  the  custody  of 
the  State  Board  of  Insanity  without  further  requirement  of 
law.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-four  alleged  insane  persons 
were  found  who  were  suitable  for  and  required  regular  commit- 
ment as  insane  in  order  to  come  under  State  care  and  support. 

Of  such  alleged  insane  persons,  99  were  committed  directly 
to  insane  hospitals,  but  the  remaining  175  were  continued  in 
almshouses  by  boarding  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  although 
all  the  requirements  of  an  insane  commitment  were  met. 

On  account  of  lack  of  accommodation  in  institutions,  it  be- 
came necessary  to  board  temporarily  437  insane  inmates  in 
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almshouses,  under  agreem^t  with  overseers  of  the  poor,  as 
follows :  — 

The  uDdersigDed,  overseers  of  the  poor  of  ,  hereby 

agree  with  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  to  receive  and  care  for  in  the 
almshouse  of  said  manicipality  such  insane  persons  as  may  be  placed 
therein,  according  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  400  of  the  Acts  of  the 
Legislature  of  1903,  provided  that  the  State  shall  pay  quarterly  for 
the  support  of  such  inmates  at  the  rate  of  t2.80  per  week  for  each 
person,  said  rate  covering  every  expense  except  burial ;  that  deceased 
inmates  of  this  class,  unless  claimed  by  their  relatives  or  friends, 
shall  be  decently  buried  by  us  at  an  expense  to  the  State  not  exceed- 
ing 1 15  for  each  burial,  and  that  this  agreement  may  be  cancelled  by 
either  party  giving  sixty  days*  notice. 

« 

So  far  as  the  insane  in  almshouses  were  not  receivino:  suit- 
able  care,  effort  was  made  to  effect  their  removal  as  soon  as 
possible;  but  the  selection  of  almshouses  for  boarding  was 
determined  by  reasons  of  convenience  and  feasibility,  as  well 
as  suitability  for  the  purpose,  so  that  the  following  list  does  not 
include  all  where  patients  would  have  been  left  had  necessity 
required. 

Such  an  agreement  was  made  with  30  cities  and  towns,  in 
whose  respective  almshouses  the  insane  were  boarded  in  num- 
ber and  length  of  time  indicated  in  the  following  tabulation  :  —

The  insane  inmates  of  other  almshouses  were  removed  by  the 
State  Board,  or  on  its  recommendation,  as  rapidly  as  transporta- 
tion facilities  permitted,  so  that  prior  to  May  1,  1904,  all  had 
been  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  State. 

The  fire  at  Taunton  Hospital  in  January,  which  necessitated 
vacating  three  wards,  accommodating  150  patients,  caused  some 
delay ;  but  additional  provision  in  new  buildings  at  the  differ- 
ent institutions  became  available  from  time  to  time,  allowing 
cancellation  of  agreements  with  overseers  of  the  poor  and  the 
removal  of  insane  boarders,  according  to  the  schedule  of  dates 
above  tabulated. 

At  the  close  of  the  hospital  year  all  almshouses  had  been 
relieved  of  their  insane  inmates  except  those  at  Worcester, 
Springfield  and  Holyoke,  where  221  continued  to  be  boarded. 
Notice,  however,  has  already  been  given  to  these  cities  that 
such  insane  boarders  will  be  removed  in  Decera^ber.*  It  is 
confidently  expected  that  State  care  of  the  insane  will  be  com- 
pletely established  prior  to  Jan.  1,  1905. 

A  summary  of  operations  removing  the  insane  from  alms- 
houses may  be  tabulated  as  follows  :  —

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  379  persons  are  known 
to  have  been  actually  admitted  during  the  year  to  institutions 
for  the  insane  from  the  custody  of  overseers  of  the  poor  in  alms- 
houses and  families,  and  constitute  56  per  cent,  of  the  increase 
in  their  insane  population  for  the  year. 


The   Method  or  dealing  with  Alleged  Insane  Persons 

and  the  liability  for  their  care  and  support  are  not  modified 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  care  act,  but  continue,  as 
heretofore,  up  to  the  actual  delivery  of  the  person  under  com- 
mitment as  insane  into  the  custody  of  the  hospital,  and  are 
resumed  by  municipal  authorities  whenever  authority  for  deten- 
tion under  commitment  is  terminated.  The  State's  direct  re- 
sponsibility for  care  and  support  relates  only  to  the  interval 
during  which  a  public  dependent  continues  in  the  legal  status 
of  insanity,  under  commitment  as  insane. 

As  soon  as  the  insane  now  boarded  in  almshouses  have  been 
removed, 
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The  Location  of  Insane   Persons  under  State   Support 

will  be  confined  to  State  institutions  for  such,  family  care,  and 
the  Boston  Insape  Hospital,  in  which  pauper  patients  having  a 
settlement  in  the  city  of  Boston  may  be  treated  to  the  limit  of 
its  capacity,  now  660,  at  an  expense  to  the  State  of  $3.25  a 
week  for  each  person.

The  Year's  Increase  in  Accumulation  of  the  Insane 

was  679  in  public  institutions,  54  in  family  care,  733  total. 
The  number  of  insane-in  public  institutions  was  augmented  by 
the  admission  of  379  from  almshouses  in  consequence  of  the 
inauguration  of  State  care,  so  that  the  actual  increase  in  their 
accumulation,  figured  on  the  basis  of  former  years,  is  only 
300,  compared  with  339  the  previous  year,  367,  the  average 
annual  increase  for  the  last  five  years,  and  357,  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years. 

The  Insane  under  Family  Care 

increased  54  for  the  year,  compared  with  35  the  previous  year, 
23,  the  average  annual  increase  for  the  last  five  years,  and  5, 
the  average  for  the  last  ten  years. 

Ninety-seven  aliens  were  deported  out  of  the  State  by  this 
Board  and  30  by  the  United  States  Immigration  Service,  com- 
pared with  127  and  21,  respectively,  the  previous  year, — 
a  total  of  127  deportations,  compared  with  148  the  previous 
year. 

Inasmuch  as  these  and  other  factors  operative  to  relieve  pub- 
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lie  institutions  of  accumulation  of  inmates  vary  from  year  to 
year,  for  reasons  not  always  apparent  and  impossible  to  fore- 
cast, it  is  not  considered  safe  to  depend  upon  the  increase  of  a 
single  year  in  estimating  the 

Minimum  Requirement  for  Additional  Accommodation, 

which  should  be  provided  for  by  the  incoming  Legislature  in 
order  to  avoid  overcrowding.  The  Board  considers  it  fair  to 
accept  as  the  minimuin  limit  in  this  connection  the  average 
annual  increase  of  accumulation  during  the  last  five  years,  — 
367. 

The  full  requirement  for  additional  provision  this  year  is  con- 
siderably in  excess  of  this  number,  inasmuch  as  there  is  still 
need  to  reduce  the  present  overcrowding  in  hospitals  and  asy- 
lums, although  they  are  beginning  to  feel  relief  through  the 
occupancy  of  new  buildings,  notwithstanding  the  inflow  of 
insane  inmates  of  almshouses.  The  year  closes  with  1,650 
beds  in  use  in  corridors  and  day  rooms,  of  which  956  are 
removed  each  morning,  compared  with  1,733  and  1,051  respec- 
tively the  previous  year. 

Furthermore,  over  100  other  beds  were  ready,  but  not  ac- 
tually occupied,  on  October  1,  when  this  census  was  taken,  so 
that  the  full  reduction  of  temporary  beds  was  in  excess  of  200. 
Some  900  new  beds  became  available  during  the  year,  exceed- 
ing the  increment  of  accumulation  by  over  200. 

It  has  been  customary  for  each  institution  to  figure  its  capacity 
on  the  basis  of  single  rooms  and  dormitory  space,  and  to  measure 
its  overcrowding  by  the  number  of  beds  used  in  corridors  and  day 
rooms.  Recent  investigations  by  this  Board  as  to  the  compara- 
tive areas  of  space  properly  available  for  night  and  day  use  in  each 
institution  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  such  method  is  inaccurate, 
and  tends  to  reduce  capacity  somewhat  below  the  standard  justi- 
fied by  a  liberal  allowance  of  space  to  each  inmate,  inasmuch  as 
the  day  space  in  the  institutions  generally  greatly  exceeds  the 
sleeping  space,  and  in  some  instances  is  nearly  double.  It  thus 
appears  that  a  considerable  number  of  temporary  bedg  in  day 
space  is  fully  justified  by  available  living  space,  although  their 
use  is  objectionable,  as  unsanitary,  inconvenient  and  destruc- 
tive to  buildings  and  furniture.     Such  necessity  should  be  obvi- 
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ated  by  converting  permanently  into  dormitories  such  part  of 

present  day  space  as  conditions  may  allow,  by  adding  new 

dormitories,  and  by  future  planning  of  new  buildings  so  as  to 

establish  a  right  relation  between  dormitory  and  day  spaces. 

A  comparative  rating  of  capacities  of  the  different  institutions 

is  being  prepared  on  a  definite  basis  of  space  allotment,  which 

will  be  brought  up  to  date  each  year  and  published  in  the  Board's 

annual  report. 

In  view  of  the  alwve  considerations,  the  Board  recommends 

that 

Additio:jal  Provision  in  Public  Institutions 

should  be  made  by  the  incoming  Legislature  to  accommodate 
500  patients,  which  will  not  only  provide  for  the  annual  increase, 
but  will  further  reduce  overcrowding.  For  this  purpose,  and 
for  making  necessary  repairs  and  improvements,  the  different 
institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  will  petition  the 
incoming  Legislature  for  appropriations  according  to  the  esti- 
mates which  are  here  classified,  and  accompanied  with  the  opin- 
ion of  the  State  Board  as  to  the  necessity  or  expediency  of 
granting  them  according  thereto,  in  compliance  with  section  4, 
chapter  87,  Revised  Laws. 

In  forming  its  opinion,  the  Board  has  regarded  as  of  first  im- 
portance additional  provision  for  patients  and  employees  and 
for  general  administration  proportionate  to  the  enlarged  capac- , 
ity  for  patients,  and  such  repairs  and  improvements  as  are 
necessary  to  keep  the  institution  in  good  condition. 

The  estimates  are  classified  under  each  institution,  as  fol- 
lows :  —

Constructing,  of  stone  and  brick,  and  famishing,  a  building  for  80 
male  nurses, (56,000 

Constructing  a  piggery, 8,000

hoQse  for  vegetables,  furnishing  and  equipping  new  pathological

Construction  of  a  sewerage  system, 15,000 

Total, 177,500 

The  Board  recommends  immediate  action,  granting  appro- 
priations according  to  the  above  estimates. 
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In  addition,  the  trustees  request,  in  their  annual  report, 
appropriations  to  erect  a  wire  fence  in  the  rear  of  the  hospital, 
at  a  cost  of  $1,000 ;  to  construct  a  coal  pocket  large  enough  to 
store  3,000  tons  of  coal,  at  a  cost  of  $5,770 ;  and  to  refurnish 
a  part  of  the  administration  building,  at  a  cost  of  $2,000.  The 
wire  fencing  and  construction  of  coal  pocket  are  desirable  im- 
provements, but  may  be  deferred  this  year  if  deemed  expedient 
by  the  Legislature.  The  refurnishing  is  necessary,  but  comes 
under  the  head  of  ordinary  repairs,  and  may  be  done  out  of 
maintenance  funds  without  special  authorization.

Finishing  and  furnishing  the  attic  of  house  for  male  nurses,  .  |3«800 
Alterations  and  addition  to  rear  centre  building,  and  installing  and 

equipping  therein  a  cold-storage  plant, 16,000 

Raising  the  roof,  and  constructing,  of  brick,  an  additional  story  to 

old  boiler  house, 5,000

The  Board  recommends  immediate  action,  granting  appro- 
priations according  to  the  above  estimates. 

The  trustees,  in  their  annual  report,  request  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  construction  of  a  stable  for  farm  horses  and  car- 
riages, at  a  cost  of  $8,000  ;  but  after  further  consideration  this 
request  was  withdrawn,  and  a  modified  plan  submitted,  which 
calls  for  an  appropriation  of  $5,000,  as  above.

The  Board  recommends  immediate  action,  granting  appro- 
priations according  to  the  above  estimates. 

The  trustees,  in  their  annual  report,  request  an  appropria- 
tion for  building  a  spur  track  from  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  to  the  hospital,  for  the  delivery  of  sup- 
plies.    They  estimate  that  the  saving  over  the  present  cost  of 
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cartage  woald  be  at  least  $1,000  yearly.  Negotiations  are 
in  progress  with  the  railroad  officials,  but  as  yet  no  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  such  work  has  l>een  made ;  therefore,  the  Board 
is  unable  at  this  time  to  express  any  opinion  as  to  the  advisa- 
bility-of  undertaking  its  construction,  although  the  nature  of 
the  work  would  allow  of  postponement  if  deemed  expedient  by 

the  Legislature.

The  Board  recommends  immediate  action,  granting  appro- 
priations according  to  the  above  estimates. 

The  trustees,  in  their  annual  report,  request  an  appropria- 
tion of  $20,000  for  the  erection  of  a  house  for  male  nurses. 
The  need  of  such  a  house  is  urgent,  but  no  definite  plan  has 
yet  been  matured,  so  that  the  Board  is  not  able  to  express  an 
opinion  as  to  its  cost.  In  general,  it  is  understood  that  the 
trustees  have  under  consideration  the  construction  of  a  two- 
story  house,  of  wood,  to  accommodate  about  50  persons.  This 
Board  believes  that  the  construction  of  two-story  wooden 
houses  for  officers  and  employees  is  economical,  and  on  the 
whole  desirable,  provided  they  are  not  too  large.  It  would 
recommend  that  the  size  should  not  exceed  provision  for  25 
persons,  that  they  be  separated  from  other  buildings  by  a  dis- 
tance of  not  less  than  100  feet,  and  shall  not  have  structural 
connection  with  each  other. 

Westborough  Hospital,  * 

Reimbursing  maintenance  funds  for  covering  in  water  tower,  $3,500 

Constructing,  of  wood,  a  one-story  laundry  for  the  Richmond  colony,  8,000 
Furnishing  superintendent's  house, 2,000 

Total, $8,600 

The  Board  recommends  immediate  action,  granting  appro- 
priations according  to  the  above  estimates. 

The  trustees,  in  their  annual  report,  request  authorization 
to  expend  for  furnishing  the  superintendent's  house  the  bal- 
ance of  $3,000  of  the  appropriation  for  nurses'  homes.     This 
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Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  $2,000  will  be  sufficient  to  furnish 
the  essentials  for  such  purpose. 

They  also  request  an  appropriation  of  $35,000  for  obtain- 
ing a  new  water  supply  from  the  metropolitan  water  system. 
Although  the  present  supply  comes  from  the  original  source 
available  since  the  opening  of  the  hospital,  it  has  always  been 
unsatisfactory.  It  contains  iron,  which  is  precipitated  as  a 
sediment ;  has  a  yellowish  color  and  disagreeable,  peaty  odor, 
so  that  the  patients  are  reluctant  to  drink  it.  After  careful 
consideration,  this  Board  has  no  doubt  that  a  better  water  sup- 
ply is  greatly  needed.  The  proposed  plan  involves  laying  a 
twelve-inch  pipe  from  the  metropolitan  water  main  about  one 
mile  to  a  point  on  the  hospital  land  where  could  be  erected  a 
pumping  station,  whence  a  ten-inch  pipe  would  be  extended  to 
the  present  water  tower.  An  annual  expense  of  about  $3,000 
would  be  incurred  for  the  purchase  of  water.  The  interest  on 
the  cost  of  the  new  plant  would  bring  this  annual  charge  up  to 
about  $4,000,  while  the  expense  of  pumping  and  maintenance 
would  remain  the  same  as  under  the  old  system.  The  Board 
believes  that  such  large  initial  expenditure  and  increased 
annual  outlay  would  be  fully  justified  if  there  is  no  better  and 
cheaper  method  of  obtaining  good  drinking  water.  However, 
after  consultation  with  the  engineers  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  this  Board  believes  that  it  is  at  least  possible  that 
further  investigation  would  show  either  that  a  new  local  ground 
water  supply,  free  from  iron,  may  be  obtained,  or,  if  not,  that 
the  present  drinking  water  may  be  purified  by  filtration  so  as 
to  be  satisfactory.  The  Board  would  recommend  further  study 
of  the  problem  before  action  is  taken.

The  trustees,  in  their  annual  report,  request  an  appropria- 
tion of  $60,000  for  enlarging  the  executive  building.  There 
is  need  of  additional  accommodation  for  the  medical  staff  and 
other  officers  proportionate  to  the  increasing  capacity  for 
patients.  No  definite  plan  has  been  matured,  but  in  general 
it  is  intended  to  construct  an  addition  to  the  present  adminis- 
tration building,  sufficient  to  provide  living  rooms  for  the 
superintendent  and  his  family,  the  medical  staff  and  clerical 
service.  This  Board  doubts  the  desirability  of  associating  all 
these  officers  together  in  the  same  building,  and  believes  that 
they  might  be  separated  in  suitable  two-story  houses,  of  wood, 
at  less  expense  than  would  be  required  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
posed  plan.     The   Board   recommends   further  consideration

The  increase  of  the  appropriation  for  salaries  of  officers  and 
employees  is  necessary  to  provide  for  doing  additional  work 
and  service. 
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The  increases  of  the  appropriations  for  support  of  insane 
paupers  boarded  out  under  the  charge  of  the  Board,  for  the 
board  of  insane  persons  in  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital,  and 
for  the  support  of  State  paupers  in  the  Hospital  Cottages 
for  Children,  are  necessary  to  provide  for  the  support  of  addi- 
tional patients. 

Other  Recommendations  for  Legislation. 

Voluntary  Admissions. 

For  many  years  a  person  suffering  from  mental  disease  of 
such  severity  as  not  to  render  it  legal  to  grant  a  certificate  of 
insanity  in  his  case  has  been  able  to  gain  admission  as  &  volun- 
tary patient  to  a  hospital  for  the  insane,  under  authority  of 
section  53,  chapter  87,  Revised  Laws,  namely:  — 

The  superintendent  or  keeper  of  any  hospital  as  aforesaid  may 
receive  and  detain  therein,  as  a  boarder  and  patient,  any  person  who 
is  desirous  of  submitting  himself  to  treatment  and  who  makes  written 
application  therefor,  but  whose  mental  condition  is  not  such  as  to 
render  it  legal  to  grant  a  certificate  of  insanity  in  his  case.  Such 
boarder  shall  not  be  detained  for  more  than  three  days  after  having 
given  notice  in  writing  of  his  intention  or  desire  to  leave  such  hospital. 

The  desirability  of  preserving  the  voluntary  relation  of 
patients  to  the  hospital  in  which  they  are  treated  cannot  be 
doubted.  The  idea  of  force  and  imprisonment  is  thereby 
eliminated,  and  a  spirit  of  co-operation  and  contentment 
encouraged.  The  stigma  of  a  formal  declaration  of  insanity 
is  averted.  The  expense  of  a  legal  commitment,  which  is 
considerable,  is  saved.  The  necessity  of  obtaining  additional 
authority  for  such  treatment  would  seem  to  be  obviated,  inas- 
much as  such  a  patient  cannot  be  detained  against  his  will 
beyond  three  days,  —  a  provision  needed  to  allow  suitable 
arrangements  to  be  made  for  his  care  if  he  should  be  incom- 
petent to  look  out  for  himself. 

During  the  last  five  years  520  voluntary  patients  have  been 
received  into  public  hospitals  for  the  insane  and  the  McLean 
Hospital,  compared  with  405  during  the  previous  five  years. 
McLean  Hospital  has  most  frequently  availed  itself  of  this  form 
of  admission,  having  received  during  these  ten  years  615  volun- 
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tary  patients.  Such  practice  has  been  steadily  growing  in  favor, 
until  during  the  past  year  46.8  per  cent,  of  its  patients  came 
voluntarily  under  its  treatment,  suggesting  the  great  usefulness 
of  this  method  under  the  most  favorable  conditions.  In  marked 
contrast  to  such  success  at  a  private  hospital,  only  179  volun- 
tary patients  have  been  received  into  the  six  public  hospitals 
during  the  last  five  years,  compared  with  131  during  the  pre- 
vious five  years,  making  a  total  of  such  admissions  during  these 
ten  years  of  only  310,  or  1.4  per  cent,  of  all  admissions. 
During  this  period  the  Worcester  Hospital  has  received  no 
voluntary  patients ;  Taunton,  6  ;  Northampton,  18 ;  Danvers, 
27  ;  Westborough,  218  ;  and  Boston,  41. 

So  striking  a  contrast  points  to  some  radical  cause  other  than 
the  more  favorable  situation  at  McLean.  The  study  of  the 
Board  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  there  are  two  obstacles  to 
progress  in  this  direction :  first,  the  strict  construction  of  the 
existing  law  imposes  too  great  limitation  of  the  class  of  patients 
eligible  for  such  humane  considei*ation  ;  and,  second,  no  provi- 
sion is  made  for  the  support  of  voluntary  patients  who  are  in 
indigent  circumstances,  and  cannot  obtain  assistance  in  paying 
their  board. 

As  to  the  first  obstacle,  many  patients  come  to  notice  who 
are  mentally  affected  to  a  degree  rendering  it  *•  legal  to  grant  a 
certificate  of  insanity,"  but  who  are  also  entirely  competent  to 
give  consent  to  treatment  in  a  hospital.  A  strict  interpreta- 
tion of  the  present  law  prohibits  such  patients  from  availing 
themselves  of  voluntary  treatment  in  an  insane  hospital,  and 
compels  their  commitment  as  insane,  in  order  to  gain  admission. 
This  would  seem  to  be  an  unnecessary  hardship  and  needless 
humiliation  of  the  patients,  and  a  useless  expense  to  the  public. 

The  second  obstacle  prevents  indigent  patients  from  coming 
under  voluntary  treatment,  because  no  provision  has  been  made 
for  paying  the  charges  for  their  support,  thus  restricting  this 
privilege  to  private  patients.  Probably  the  poor  would  most 
often  need  this  method  of  care,  and  would  be  most  benefited, 
because  they  can  go  only  to  the  public  hospital,  if  not  early  as 
voluntary  patients,  then  later,  in  many  cases  after  positive 
insanity  has  developed  and  the  hope  of  cure  lessened.  The 
Board  believes  that  it  is  both  humane  and  pecuniarily  advan- 
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tageous  for  the  State  to  furnish  the  means  for  the  poor  to  come 
under  voluntary  treatment  early.  The  possible  abuse  of  such 
privilege  should  be  guarded  against  by  requiring  the  written 
approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  in  each  case  whose 
support  is  assumed  by  the  State. 

The  Board  recommends  such  legislation  as  will  permit  any 
person  mentally  affected  to  be  received  as  a  voluntary  patient 
in  an  insane  hospital,  if  his  mental  condition  is  such  as  to  render 
him  competent  to  consent  to  such  treatment;  and  that  the 
provisions  of  law  governing  the  support  of  an  insane  person 
in  such  hospital  shall  be  made  applicable  to  such  voluntary 
patient,  provided  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity 
shall  be  obtained  in  writing. 

Temporary  Absences  of  Patients  from  Institutions. 

It  is  often  desirable  to  allow  patients  to  leave  an  institution 
before  they  have  reached  a  condition  warranting  final  discharge, 
after  which  a  return  would  necessitate  the  expense  of  a  new 
commitment.  This  may  be  advisable  to  test  their  mental  sta- 
bility, to  secure  surgical  treatment  in  a  general  hospital,  or  to 
afford  them  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  at  home  which  would  other- 
wise be  denied.  For  these  and  other  reasons  temporary  absences 
are  permitted  under  the  provisions  of  section  95,  chapter  87^ 
Revised  Laws,  namely  :  — 

Such  Buperintendent  may  permit  any  such  inmate  temporarily  to 
leave  the  hospital  or  asylum  in  charge  of  his  guardian,  relatives  or 
friends  for  a  period  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  and  may  receive  him 
when  returned  by  any  such  guardian,  relatives  or  friends,  within  such 
period,  without  any  further  order  of  commitment. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  limit  of  sixty  days  is  too  short. 
The  practice  has  grown  up  at  some  institutions  of  extending 
the  period  by  having  such  patients  return  at  the  end  of  sixty 
days,  and  immediately,  or  after  a  night's  stay,  leave  again,  the 
visit  being  thus  renewed  repeatedly.  Sometimes  the  same  end 
is  attained  by  placing  the  patient  under  family  care,  which 
requires  visitation  and  unnecessary  supervision  by  the  State 
Board.  The  patient  may  be  taken  ill  near  the  expiration  of  the 
period,  and  be  unable  to  return  within  the  limit.     The  superin- 
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tendent  may  wish  to  continue  his  observation  of  the  patient  for 
a  longer  time  before  he  feels  justified  in  granting  a  full  dis- 
charge. There  is  no  doubt  that  friends  of  patients  more  readily 
remove  them  when  they  are  assured  that  a  return  in  case  of 
failure  would  not  require  the  expense  and  trouble  of  a  new  com- 
mitment. This  provision  promotes  the  discharge  of  patients, 
and  has  always  been  beneficent  in  its  results. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  the  period  of  such  tem- 
porary absence  be  lengthened  to  six  months. 

Family  Oare  of  the  Insane. 

The  insane  hoarded  in  families  by  this  Board  have  been 
steadily  increasing  in  number  during  the  last  two  years.  Two 
years  ago  there  were  124,  one  year  ago  159,  at  present  213. 
The  time  seems  to  be  approaching  when  the  scope  of  the  work 
will  require  further  provision  for  its  development.  As  a  first 
step  to  this  end,  authority  should  be  extended  to  the  trustees 
of  the  different  institutions  to  do  this  work,  so  far  as  each  may 
be  interested  to  undertake  it.  This  Board  knows  of  no  good 
reason  against  such  extension,  and  believes  that  it  would  be  in 
the  line  of  progress. 

The  medical  officers  of  the  institutions  are  familiar  with  the 
mental  state  of  their  patients  and  acquainted  with  friends  and 
relatives,  as  a  necessary  part  of  their  duties,  —  knowledge 
which  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  selection  of  suitable  fami- 
lies and  to  intelligent  supervision,  and  which  can  be  acquired 
by  an  officer  of  this  Board  only  through  special  effort.  Loca- 
tions could  be  found  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  the  insti- 
tution, so  that  visits  could  be  easily  made,  medical  attendance 
and  clothing  furnished,  and  other  details  of  administration 
carried  out  more  conveniently  than  through  a  central  office  at  a 
greater  distance.  The  tendency  would  be  to  bring  the  hospital 
physicians  into  closer  touch  with  the  community,  to  strengthen 
public  confidence,  and  to  stimulate  effort  to  restore  suitable 
patients  to  natural  conditions  of  life.  The  general  relation  of 
such  boarder  to  the  institution,  as  regards  support  and  man- 
agement, should  continue  as  if  he  were  an  inmate. 

Experience  in  this  work  has  shown  the  need  of  greater  lati- 
tude in  the  discharge  of  patients.     It  sometimes  happens  that 
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a  patient  has  recovered,  but  is  not  immediately  able  without 
assistance  to  maintain  himself;  or  he  has  reached  such  a  stable 
mental  condition  that  it  is  entirely  proper  and  advisable  to 
allow  him  to  seek  occupation  on  his  own  responsibility,  either 
to  stimulate  his  eflbrt  or  to  relieve  him  of  the  embarrassment 
of  being  in  the  legal  status  of  insanity.  In  either  case  failure 
may  result,  necessitating  his  return  to  the  custody  of  the 
Board.  The  strict  construction  of  the  present  law  does  not 
permit  the  Board  to  render  any  assistance  to  such  a  patient 
after  he  has  been  discharged,  or  to  receive  him  back  under  its 
care  without  the  expense  and  trouble  of  a  new  commitment. 

The  Board  would  recommend  such  legislation  as  will  remedy 
such  defects  in  the  present  law. 

Oonimitment  of  the  Insane  by  a  Judge  of  Probate, 

Under  the  provisions*  of  section  33,  chapter  87,  Revised 
Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  459,  Acts  of  1904,  authority  to 
commit  a  person  as  insane  was  restricted  to  justices  of  police, 
district  and  municipal  courts,  and  withdrawn  from  a  judge  of 
probate  outside  of  the  city  of  Boston.  This  Board  advised 
against  such  legislation,  believing  that  it  would  cause  incon- 
venience and  delay  in  affording  hospital  treatment  to  patients 
in  urgent  need  of  such  care,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
less  accessibility  of  such  justices.  The  Board  is  informed  by 
the  judge  of  probate  of  Nantucket  County  that  no  police,  dis- 
trict or  municipal  court  has  been  established  therein,  and  there- 
fore there  is  no  court  authorized  to  make  an  insane  commitment. 
It  is  recommended  that  this  power  be  restpred  to  this  court. 

Statement  as  to  Previous  History  of  Epileptics. 

In  the  case  of  an  insane  person  committed  to  an  insane  hos- 
pital, section  39,  chapter  87,  Revised  Laws,  requires  to  be  filed 
with  the  application,  or  within  ten  days  after  commitment,  a 
statement  concerning  his  condition  and  previous  history.  No 
such  statement  is  now  required  in  the  case  of  a  sane,  voluntary 
admission  to  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Epileptics,  although 
it  would  greatly  facilitate  the  investigations  in  regard  to  his 
claim  for  support,  and  is  needed  for  the  hospital  records. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  provisions  of  the  above  sec- 
tion be  made  applicable  to  such  admissions  to  this  hospital. 
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Trespassing  on  State  Land, 

Complaint  has  been  made  of  trespassing  on  land  belonging 
to  State  institutions,  especially  those  having  large  tracts  of 
wild  land,  where  hunting  and  shooting  have  been  permitted  for 
many  years.  Such  land  is  now  being  brought  under  cultivation 
by  the  inmates  of  the  institutions,  who  may  at  any  time  be 
found  working  thereon,  and  would  l>e  disturbed  or  their  lives 
endangered  by  a  continuance  of  this  license.  It  appears  that 
legislation  has  been  enacted  to  prevent  such  trespassing  on 
State  land  appurtenant  to  State  and  county  prisons  and  jails^ 
according  to  section  112,  chapter  208,  Revised  Laws,  namely :  — 

Whoever  wilfully  trespasBes  upon  land  which  belongs  to  the  com- 
monwealth and  is  appurtenant  to  the  state  prison,  Ma&sachusettB 
reformatory  or  reformatory  prison  for  women,  or  upon  land  which 
belongs  to  any  county  and  is  appurtenant  to  a  jail  or  house  of  correc- 
tion, or,  after  notice  from  an  officer  of  any  of  said  institations  to 
leave  said  land,  remains  thereon,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
for  not  more  than  three  months  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty 
dollars. 

The  Board  would  recommend  extending  the  application  of 
the  above  provisions  to  all  the  institutions  for  the  insane, 
feeble-minded,  epileptic,  dipsomaniac  or  inebriate  under  its 
supervision. 

The  Care  and  Treatment  of  Menial  Cases  prior  to  Comtait- 

ment  as  Insane, 

There  are  two  stages  in  the  course  of  mental  disease  which 
dififer  essentially  in  the  requirements  of  the  patient  as  regards 
treatment,  method  of  control  and  provision  for  care.  One  is 
the  voluntary  period,  which  begins  with  the  earliest  symptoms, 
and  continues  so  long  as  the  sufferer  is  capable,  under  tactful 
and  persuasive  management,  of  exercising  self-control  and  co- 
operating with  care-takers  to  preserve  the  relations  prevailing 
in  ordinary  illness ;  the  other  is  the  period  of  legal  insanity 
and  forced  detention  under  commitment. 

Inasmuch  as  the  conditions  of  the  voluntary  period  are  more 
favorable  to  the  patient's  recovery,  and  in  general  tend  to 
prevent  the  development  of  confirmed  insanity,  supreme  effort 
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should  be  made  to  promote  their  continuance  as  long  as  pos- 
sible. To  this  end,  and  with  a  view  to  facilitate  the  earlier 
treatment  of  acute  insanity,  to  delay  or  obviate  the  necessity  of 
commitment  as  insane  in  as  many  cases  as  possible,  and  to  fur- 
ther the  better  care  of  the  insane  while  awaiting  the  completion 
of  legal  formalities  necessary  for  their  admission  to  an  insane 
hospital,  this  Board  found  it  advisable  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  to  send  out  to  some  three  thousand  physicians  throughout 
the  Commonwealth  a  circular  of  inquiry,  as  follows :  — 

The  State  Board  of  Insaoity  desires  information  conceming  pres- 
ent methods  of  caring  for  the  insane  pending  their  commitment  to  an 
insane  hospital,  and  as  to  the  need  of  provision  for  the  treatment  of 
persons  on  the  border  line  of  insanity  or. in  the  early  stages  of  mental 
disease.  Your  co-operation,  by  answering  the  following  qaestions  and 
making  such  suggestions  as  may  occur  to  you,  will  be  appreciated  :  — 

How  many  persons  aged  sixty  years  or  under,  who  were  insane  or 
on  the  border  line  of  insanity,  exclusive  of  delirium  tremens  and  acute 
alcoholism,  have  you  treated  during  the  past  year? 

How  many  of  these  were  committed  as  insane  ? 

How  many  others  remained  at  home  ? 

How  many  others  were  admitted  to  general  hospitals  ? 

How  many  of  such  patients  were  temporarily  cared  for  in  a  police 
station?    Lock-up?    Jail? 

How  many  others  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  police  ? 

What  additional  provision  for  the  care  and  temporary  treatment  of 
such  patients  do  you  need  in  your  locality? 

Under  such  conditions,  how  many  of  your  patients  might  probably 
have  avoided  commitment  as  insane? 

How  many  of  your  patients  were  acute  cases,  suitable  for  treatment 
in  special  wards  or  separate  pavilions  of  a  general  hospital,  if  such 
hospital  were  open  to  them  and  equipped  for  their  care  ? 

Would  you  advise  treatment  of  acute  cases  of  insanity,  so  far  as 
they  do  not  require  commitment  to  an  insane  hospital,  in  special 
wards  or  pavilions  in  connection  with  a  general  hospital?  If  not, 
what  provisions  would  you  suggest  ? 

What  further  suggestions  would  you  make  ? 

Eleven  hundred  and  thirty  physicians  responded,  —  rather 
more  than  one  in  three  of  those  addressed.  Four  hundrod  and 
fifty  merely  returned  the  blank  sheets,  because  they  were  spe- 
cialists in  other  diseases,  or  had  not  treated  any  such  patient 
during  the  year ;  but  the  other  685  furnished  much  valuable 
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and  suggestive  information,  which  may  confidently  be  assumed 
to  represent  present  medical  opinion  on  this  subject  in  the  State. 
Some  misapprehension  as  to  the  scope  and  purport  of  the  ques- 
tions was  inevitable,  and  wide  variation  of  view-point  was  to  be 
expected ;  but  such  misapprehension  was  limited,  and  does  not 
invalidate  any  of  the  conclusions  herein  drawn. 

While  appreciating  the  diflSculties  in  the  way,  and  differing 
radically  as  to  any  definite  method  of  improvement,  substan- 
tially all  agree  that  present  arrangements  for  dealing  with  the 
initial  phases  of  mental  illness  are  inadequate. 

Five  hundred  and  twelve,  or  75  per  cent.,  of  the  reporting 
physicians  were  located  in  cities  or  large  towns;  and  173,  or 
25  per  cent.,  in  country  districts,  — corresponding  closely  to 
the  percentages  of  the  general  population  in  these  localities, 
which  are  73.1  and  26.89  per  cent.,  respectively. 

The  representative  character  of  these  returns  is  further  con- 
firmed  by  the  fact  that  2,056  cases,  or  84.67  per  cent.,  were 
reported  from  cities  and  large  towns ;  and  372,  or  15.33  per 
cent.,  from  country  districts,  —  tallying  well  with  the  per- 
centages of  actual  insane  commitments  from  such  centres, 
which  were  81.25  and  18.69  per  cent.,  respectively,  during 
a  five-year  period. 

In  all,  2,*428  mental  cases  were  reported,  of  whom  1,344,  or 
55  per  cent.,  were  committed  to  an  insane  hospital ;  911,  or  38 
per  cent.,  were  treated  at  home;  109,  or  4  per  cent.,  were 
admitted  to  general  hospitals;  and  64,  or  3  per  cent.,  were 
cared  for  elsewhere  outside  of  institutions  for  the  insane. 

Therefore,  it  may  be  concluded  that  about  one  out  of  every 
two  mental  cases  requires,  under  present  conditions,  commit- 
ment as  insane. 

Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-nine  persons  under 
sixty  years  of  age,  not  suffering  from  acute  alcoholism  or 
delirium  tremens,  were  committed  last  year  from  the  whole 
State  to  insane  hospitals.  According  to  the  above  percentage 
of  commitments,  these  correspond  to  a  total  of  4,307  mental 
cases,  —  probably  an  under-estimate  of  the  actual  number  oc- 
curring in  the  community,  if  a  complete  enumeration  could  be 
made.  Should  alcoholic  and  senile  cases  be  included,  the  num- 
ber would  be  greatly  augmented. 
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Accordingly,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  at  least  2,000  mental 
cases  of  such  description  remain  under  treatment  in  the  com- 
munity every  year. 

The  final  disposition  of  such  cases  depends  upon  the  severity 
of  symptoms,  the  possession  of  means  to  pay  for  treatment,  the 
willingness  and  ability  of  friends  to  render  assistance,  the  in- 
terest and  competency  of  the  general  practitioner  to  treat  men- 
tal disease,  and  especially  the  public  provision  for  this  purpose 
available  outside  of  an  insane  hospital.  The  fate  of  the  indigent 
patient  rests  largely  with  the  physician,  and  his  action  is  nec- 
essarily controlled  by  the  availability  of  public  provision.  Care 
must  be  afforded,  and  if  the  insane  hospital  alone  is  open  to 
such,  thither  they  must  go. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  reporting  physicians,  21.5  per  cent,  of 
their  insane  commitments  might  have  been  avoided  if  suitable 
provision  for  treatment  had  been  available  outside  of  institu- 
tions for  the  insane.  If  this  opinion  is  justified,  and  the  ratio 
holds  for  the  whole  State,  509  insane  commitments  last  .year 
might  thus  have  been  rendered  unnecessary. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  physician  in  general  practice  has 
usually  received  but  meagre  instruction  in  mental  diseases  at 
the  medical  school,  and  has  little  incentive  or  interest  to 
acquire  familiarity  with  their  treatment  and  the  management 
of  such  patients  after  graduation.  It  is  practically  impossible 
for  those  without  considerable  means  to  obtain  competent  med- 
ical advice  and  appropriate  care  outside  of  an  insane  hospital. 
If  their  condition  warrants  remaining  at  home,  the  expense  is 
prohibitive  to  the  poor.  Some  of  necessity  go  to  the  almshouse 
temporarily,  but  this  is  inadequate.  The  general  hospital,  as 
a  rule,  is  closed  to  those  known  to  be  mentally  affected ;  only 
4  per  cent,  of  the  mental  cases  under  review  gained  admission 
for  any  reason. 

There  would  seem  to  be,  therefore,  imperative  call  for  some 
public  provision,  affording  them  adequate  treatment  under 
conditions  obtaining  in  ordinary  illness,  without  the  stigma  of 
insanity. 

The  duty  of  rendering  such  sendee  devolves  upon  the  general 
hospital,  so  far  as  the  voluntary  relation  of  patient  to  care- 
taker  can  be  maintained.  It  is  hard  to  understand  why  the 
claim  of  such  is  not  as  obligatory  upon  the  managers  of  public 
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institutions  of  this  character  as  that  of  any  other  acutely  dis- 
eased person. 

That  such  work  should  be  undertaken  in  this  way  is  the  em- 
phatic opinion  of  469,  or  84.5  per  cent.,  of  the  physicians  who 
have  returned  an  answer  to  the  question  upon  the  circular  of 
inquiry;  only  86,  or  15.5  per  cent.,  dissent. 

With  rare  exception  the  dissenters  have  misunderstood  the 
purport  of  the  inquiry,  and  the  conditions  under  which  the 
undertaking  should  be  carried  on.  Some  have  inferred  an 
intention  to  transfer  the  curative  functions  of  the  insane  hos- 
pital to  the  general  hospital;  others,  that  the  neurologist, 
regular  visiting  physician  and  general  nurse  would  supplant 
the  alienist  and  specially  trained  mental  nurse  ;  and  others,  that 
no  differentiation  would  be  made  between  mental  and  other 
cdses,  and  no  additional  equipment  provided. 

Under  no  circumstances  should  the  full  functions  of  an  insane 
hospital  be  assumed.  Its  noise  and  violence  should  be  elimi- 
nated. Forced  detention  should  not  be  permitted.  Only  suit- 
able applicants  who  are  willing  to  receive  treatment  should  be 
accepted,  and  their  stay  should  be  limited  to  a  short  and  definite 
period.  Special  wards  should  be  set  apart,  or,  preferably,  a 
separate  pavilion,  after  the  type  of  Pavilion  F  of  the  Albany, 
N.  Y.,  Hospital,  should  be  built  and  specially  equipped  for 
this  purpose.  An  alienist  service  should  be  created,  both  in 
the  house  and  out-patient  department. 

In  the  judgment  of  reporting  physicians,  29.9  per  cent,  of  all 
mental  cases  observed  and  21.5  percent,  of  their  patients  com- 
mitted as  insane  were  suitable  for  treatment  under  these  condi- 
tions. It  cannot  be  doubted  that  such  an  arrangement  would 
be  welcomed  by  a  considerable  number  of  patients  and  their 
friends,  who  would  thus  be  led  to  consent  to  much  earlier  care 
than  is  now  possible. 

Something  further  in  this  direction  may  be  accomplished  by 
more  frequent  use  of  authority  to  receive  voluntary  patients  in 
insane  hospitals,  although  the  associations  in  the  latter  are  such 
as  to  prevent  them  ever  filling  the  place  of  a  general  hospital 
in  this  regard.  Recommendation  has  been  made  on  a  previous 
page  that  the  law  be  broadened  to  facilitate  a  wider  application 
of  the  voluntary  principle. 

A  further  deficiency  in  the  present  system  of  care  of  the 
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insane  is  emphasized  by  the  results  of  this  inquiry.  The  legal 
formalities  of  insane  commitment  are  considerable,  requiring 
the  certificate  of  two  physicians  and  the  order  of  a  judge. 
Should  Sunday  or  a  holiday  intervene,  or  a  judge  be  inacces- 
sible, absent  temporarily,  or  taking  his  annual  vacation,  espe- 
cially in  the  case  of  a  few  judges  who  are  away  during  the 
month  of  August  without  providing  for  the  discharge  of  this 
important  duty  oftener  than  twice  a  week,  the  necessary  delay 
in  completing  these  preliminaries  to  hospital  treatment  may  be 
prolonged  to  some  length,  involving  perhaps  serious  conse- 
quences to  the  patient,  if  he  is  in  a  critical  stage  of  illness. 
Sometimes  he  may  remain  at  home,  and  some  public  officials 
are  considerately  in  the  habit  of  assisting  friends  under  special 
difficulties  to  afford  such  care ;  but,  for  reasons  before  stated, 
the  usual  recourse  is  to  the  lock-up,  police  station  or  city 
prison. 

Such  recourse  was  had  in  28.7  per  cent,  of  all  the  insane 
commitments  reported.  In  cities  and  large  towns  about  one 
in  every  three  insane  patients  was  so  restrained  before  going 
to  the  insane  hospital.  Aside  from  the  impropriety  of  asso- 
ciating the  insane  with  criminals,  whose  rights  also  may  be 
infringed  by  the  turbulence  of  violent  cases  of  insanity,  the 
provision  for  medical  attendance  and  nursing  is  wholly  inade- 
quate in  such  places  of  detention. 

In  a  large  centre  this  deficiency  could  be  met  by  establishing 
a  small  emergency  station,  under  general  hospital  auspices,  in 
an  accessible  place  and  available  at  all  times,  where  mental 
cases  of  every  description  could  be  temporarily  cared  for,  and, 
after  medical  examination,  distributed  at  the  earliest  moment 
to  appropriate  locations  for  full  treatment.  The  extent  of 
the  work  would  be  limited,  and  probably  not  sufficient  to 
warrant  independence ;  but  it  would  be  desirable  for  thorough- 
ness of  supervision  and  necessary  for  economy  of  administra- 
tion to  carry  it  on  in  connection  with  some  branch  of  hospital 
service. 

Outside  of  the  largest  centres,  Tvhere  alone  the  above  arrange- 
ment would  be  feasible,  an  extension  of  the  use  of  the  emer- 
gency commitment  law  would  afford  the  greatest  relief.  In 
this  way  a  patient  may  be  received  temporarily  into  an  insane 
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hospital  and  detained  not  longer  than  five  days,  on  the  certifi- 
cates of  two  physicians.  Within  this  period  a  regular  commit- 
ment must  be  made,  or  the  patient  discharged. 

Review  of  the  Year. 

New  Legislation. 

General  legislation  relative  to  the  institutions  and  persons 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Insanity  was  enacted  by 
the  Legislature  of  1904,  as  follows  :  —

Section  1.  Section  thirty- three  of  chapter  eighty-seven  of  the 
Revised  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  *'  A  Jus- 
tice of  the  supreme  judicial  court  or  of  the  superior  court,  in  any 
county,  and  a  judge  of  probate,  or  a  justice  of  a  police,  district  or 
municipal  court",  in  the  first,  second  and  third  lines,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words:  —  Either  of  the  judges  of  probate  for 
Suffolk  county,  or  a  justice  of  a  police,  district  or  municipal  court, 
except  the  municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Boston,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows :  —  Section  33,  Either  of  the  judges  of  probate  for  Suffolk 
county,  or  a  justice  of  a  police,  district  or  municipal  court,  except 
the  municipal  court  of  the  city  of  Boston,  within  his  county,  may 
commit  to  an  insane  hospital,  as  provided  in  section  thirty-one,  an 
insane  person  then  residing  or  being  in  said  county  who  in  his  opinion 
is  a  proper  subject  for  its  treatment  or  custody. 

Section  2.  Section  forty-seven  of  said  chapter  i^  hereby  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following :  —  Said  docket  or  record 
and  other  documents  required  to  be  kept  as  above  shall  be  trans- 
mitted, on  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  the  judge  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office. 

Section  3.  Section  forty-eight  of  said  chapter  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  first  eight  lines  thereof,  down  to  and  including  the 
word  '^  allowed  ",  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words :  —  If  the 
judge  is  required  to  go  from  his  office  or  place  of  business  to  see  and 
examine  the  alleged  insane  person  he  shall  be  allowed  all  necessary 
expenses  of  travel.

Section  5.     Section  one  hundred  and  eighteen  of  said  chapter  is

the  judge  is  required  to  go  from  his  office  or  place  of  business  to 
attend  such  hearing,  he  shall  be  allowed  all  necessary  expenses  of 
travel,  which  shall  be  paid  upon  the  certificate  of  the  judge  by  the 
county  in  which  such  application  was  heard. 

Section  6.  Section  thirty-one  of  chapter  eighty-six  of  the  Revised

Opinions  of  the  Attorney-General. 

Relative  to  the  liability  of  the  Commonwealth,  under  the 
statute  providing  for  State  care  and  support  of  the  dependent 
insane,  for  the  support  of  insane  persons  belonging  to  the 
classes  entitled  to  State  and  military  aid  and  soldiers'  relief, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  79,  sections  2,  3,  9  and  18, 
Revised  Laws :  —

Owen  Copp,  M.D.,  Executive  Officer^  State  Board  of  Insanity, 

Dear  Sir:  —  Yoor  inquiry  of  October  8  in  subBtance  presents 
two  points  for  determination.  First,  whether  persons  entitled  to  and 
receiving  State  and  military  aid,  under  the  provisioDs  of  Revised 
Laws,  chapter  79,  sectioDS  2,  3,  9  and  18,  are  persons  chargeable  to 
the  support  of  cities  and  towns  within  the  classification  established 
by  Revised  Laws,  chapter  87,  section  6,  the  care  and  control  of  whom 
will,  after  the  first  day  of  January  next,  be  vested  in  the  State  Board 
of  Insanity;  and  second,  whether,  if  such  persons  are  within  the 
classification  referred  to,  the  expenses  of  such  care  are  to  be  defrayed 
by  the  Commonwealth. 

The  effect  of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  87,  section  6,  is  to  place  upon 
the  Commonwealth  the  duty  to  assume  the  care,  control  and  treat- 
ment of  all  insane  persons,  the  care  of  whom  was,  on  July  11,  1900, 
vested  by  law  in  the  several  cities  and  towns ;  and  this  obligation 
must,  in  my  opinion,  be  construed  to  extend  to  and  include  persons 
in  receipt  of  State  or  military  aid  under  the  provisions  of  Revised 
Laws,  chapter  79,  if  the  care  and  custody  of  such  persons  were 
vested  in  cities  and  towns  within  the  meaning  of  chapter  87. 

The  aid  rendered  under  Revised  Laws,  chapter  79,  however,  is  not 
in  any  sense  pauper  aid,  but  is  baaed  upon  past  services  performed 
by  the  person  upon  whose  account  it  is  given,  and  is  not  in  any  way 
curtailed  or  affected  by  the  enactment  of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  87, 
section  6. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that,  while  the  care  and  control  of  persons 
within  the  classes  specified  in  your  inquiry,  in  accordance  with  the 
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terms  of  Revised  Laws,  cfaapter  87,  section  6,  devolve  upon  the  Com- 
monwealth, including  the  necessary  expense  incidental  therefor,  such 
persons  may  still  receive  the  benefits  conferred  by  Revised  Laws, 
chapter  79,  sections  2,  3,  9  and  18.

Dear  Sir  :  —  The  State  Board  of  Insanity  desires  my  opinion  upon 
certain  specific  questions  contained  in  a  communication  dated  April 
5,  and  hereinafter  quoted. 

By  the  provisions  of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  87,  section  6,  ''on 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
four,  the  Commonwealth  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
two  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
nineteen  hundred,  have  the  care,  control  and  treatment  of  all  insane 
persons,  the  care  of  whom  was  vested  by  the  provisions  of  law  in 
force  on  the  eleventh  day  of  July  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred'  in 
the  Commonwealth,  in  the  cities  or  town  or  in  any  board  of  ofiQcers 
thereof  or  who  may  be  committed  to  the  asylums  or  institutions  of 
the  Commonwealth  for  the  care  of  the  insane."  The  section  further 
provides  that  no  city  or  town,  except  Boston,  shall  establish  such 
asylum  or  institution  for  the  insane,  nor  after  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary maintain  one,  ''or  be  liable  for  the  board,  care,  treatment  or  act 
of  any  insane  person."  St.  1900,  chapter  451 ,  section  2,  provides 
that  "  the  hospitals  now  or  hereafter  established  and  maintained  by 
the  city  of  Boston  for  the  board,  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane, 
and  all  insane  persons  who  have  a  settlement  in  said  city,  shall  be 
excepted  from  the  operation  of  this  act  and  shall  be  and  remain 
under  the  operation  of  the  existing  acts  relating  to  insane  persons ; 
and  the  bills  for  the  board,  care  and  treatment  of  patients  in  said 
hospitals,  from  and  after  said  first  day  of  January,  at  the  rate  of 
three  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per  week,  or  as  hereafter  fixed  by 
the  Legislature,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Commonwealth,  except  the  bills 
of  patients  who,  or  whose  kindred  bound  by  law  to  support  such 
patients,  are  of  sufi9cient  ability  to  pay  for  such  board,  care  and 
treatment  as  determined  by  the  board  having  charge  of  said 
hospitals." 

Revised  Laws,  chapter  79,  sections  2,  3,  9  and  18,  deal  with  State 
and  military  aid  and  soldiers'  relief.  Section  2  provides  that  a  city 
or  town  may  raise  money,  and  under  certain  conditions  therein 
described,  may  "  pay  state  or  military  aid  to,  or  expend  it  for,  any 
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worthy  perBon,  subject  to  the  following  oonditions."  (See  seotioDB 
2,  8,  4,  et  seq,)  Section  9  determines  the  classes  or  persons  eligible 
for  military  aid.  Section  12  provides  that  no  person  shall  at  the 
same  time  receive  both  State  and  military  aid.  Section  14  provides 
for  the  reimbursement  of  the  amounts  expended  for  State  or  military 
aid,  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  Commonwealth.  Section  18  pro^des 
for  soldiers'  relief,  and  is  as  follows :  — 

If  a  person  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  the 
war  of  the  rebellion  and  received  an  honorable  discharge  from  all  enlist- 
ments therein,  and  who  has  a  legal  settlement  in  a  city  or  town  in  the 
Commonwealth,  becomes,  from  any  cause  except  his  own  criminal  or  wil- 
ful misconduct,  poor  and  entirely  or  partially  unable  to  provide  mainte- 
nance for  himself,  his  wife  and  minor  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  or  for  a  dependent  father  or  mother ;  or  if  such  person  dies  leaving 
a  widow  or  such  minor  children  or  a  dependent  father  or  mother  without 
proper  means  of  support,  he  or  they  shall  receive  such  support  as  may  be 
necessary  by  the  city  or  town  in  which  they  or  either  of  them  have  a  legal 
settlement.  .  .  . 

The  precise  questions  submitted  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity 
are  as  follows :  — 

First.  —  Are  cities  and  towns  required  to  furnish  the  relief  provided  for 
in  sections  2,  8,  9  and  18,  chapter  79,  Revised  Laws,  in  the  case  of  an  insane 
person  who  would  be  eligible  therefor  if  he  were  not  insane  P 

Second.  —  Is  the  city  of  Boston  required  to  furnish  such  relief  in  the  case 
of  an  insane  inmate  of  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital,  who  would  be  eligible 
therefor  if  he  were  not  insane  P 

This  question,  in  a  slightly  different  form,  has  already  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Attorney-General  for  his  consideration;  and  in  an 
opinion  dated  Dec.  22, 1908,  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  was  advised 
that  the  aid  rendered  under  the  provisions  of  Revised  Laws,  Chapter 
79,  above  referred  to,  was  not  pauper  aid,  and  was  not  necessarily 
curtailed  or  even  affected  by  the  enactment  of  Revised  Laws,  chap* 
ter  87,  section  6.  The  concluding  paragraph  of  this  opinion  is  as 
follows :  — 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  while  the  care  and  control  of  persons  within 
the  classes  specified  in  your  inquiry,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
Revised  Laws,  chapter  87,  section  6,  devolve  upon  the  Commonwealth,  in- 
cluding the  necessary  expense  incidental  therefor,  such  persons  may  still 
receive  the  benefits  confeiTcd  by  Revised  Laws,  chapter  79,  sections  2,  3,  9 
and  18. 

The  present  question  requires  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
duty  to  furnish  the  aid  provided  for  in  th^  sections  above  referred  to 
is  obligatory  upon  cities  and  towns. 
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Ab  to  State  and  military  aid  established  by  the  provisions  of 
Revised  Laws,  chapter  79,  sections  2  and  9,  the  statute  is  directory 
and  not  mandatory ;  and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  duty  to  care 
for  and  maintain  insane  persons  who  might  otherwise  be  a  charge 
upon  a  city  or  town  has  been  assumed  by  the  Commonwealth,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  the  local  authorities  may  well  decline  to  furnish 
further  assistance  in  the  form  of  State  or  military  aid.  In  the  case 
of  soldiers'  relief,  however,  a  different  question  is  presented.  Cities 
and  towns  are  by  law  required  to  furnish  such  support  as  may  be 
necessary  (Revised  Laws,  chapter  79,  section  18) ;  and  it  remains  to 
be  determined  whether  or  not,  since  the  Commonwealth  has  assumed 
the  care  and  control  of  insane  persons  who  may  be  otherwise  eligible 
to  receive  such  aid,  such  necessity  as  would  make  it  obligatory  upon 
cities  or  towns  to  furnish  aid  still  exists. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  of  Dec.  22,  1903,  already 
referred  to,  soldiers'  relief  is  stated  to  be  *'  not  in  any  sense  pauper 
aid,  but  is  based  upon  past  services  performed  by  the  person  upon 
whose  account  it  is  given ;  "  and  it  might  well  be  held  that  the  fact 
that  the  Commonwealth  must  in  the  first  instance  pay  all  expenses 
does  not  affect  the  necessity  of  the  person  so  aided,  as  between  such 
person  and  the  city  or  town  which  may  be  under  a  duty  to  support 
him,  for  the  reason  that  the  aid  furnished  by  the  Commonwealth  is  in 
the  nature  of  pauper  aid. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  with  much  force  contended  that,  since  the 
Commonwealth  has  assumed  the  duty  to  care  for  insane  persons,  no 
necessity  exists  which  imposes  upon  a  city  or  town  the  duty  to  furnish 
such  aid,  and,  therefore,  that  the  continuance  of  soldiers'  relief  is 
not  obligatory  in  such  cases. 

I  am  of  opinion,  however,  that  the  true  construction  of  the  statute 
requires  a  city  or  town  upon  which  an  insane  person  may  have  a 
claim  to  receive  soldiers'  aid,  under  the  provisions  of  Revised  Laws, 
chapter  79,  section  18,  to  furnish  such  support  as  may,  under  the 
circumstances,  be  necessary,  notwithstanding  the  passage  of  Revised 
Laws,  chapter  87,  section  6 ;  and  that  whether  or  not  such  necessity 
exists  must  be  determined  in  each  case  by  a  construction  of  the  par- 
ticular circumstances  under  which  it  arises.  It  may  well  be  that  in 
any  particular  case  upon  such  consideration  it  will  appear  that  no 
such  necessity  exists,  for  the  reason  that  the  insane  person  seeking 
soldiers'  relief  is  already  sufficiently  provided  for  by  the  Common- 
wealth ;  but  an  adjudication  to  that  effect  by  the  city  must  be  based 
upon  the  particular  facts  of  the  case,  and  not  solely  upon  the  passage 
of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  87,  section  6. 

The  second  question  of  the  Board  is  addressed  to  the  status  of 
inmates  of  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital,  which,  by  the  provisions  of 
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St.  1900,  chapter  451,  seotion  2,  is  excepted  from  the  provisions 
of  Revised  Laws,  chapter  87,  section  6,  to  the  extent  that  they  may 
still  continue  in  a  hospital  maintained  by  the  city,  although  the  Com- 
monwealth is  responsible  for  their  support  if  there  are  no  kindred  of 
sufficient  ability  to  pay  it.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  status  of  per- 
sons in  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital,  in  respect  of  soldiers'  relief,  is 
not  different  from  that  of  iiimates  of  other  institutions,  and  that  the 
principles  already  stated  are  applicable  to  such  inmates.

Relative  to  authority  to  supervise  correspondence  of  patients 
in  institutions  for  the  insane :  —

Dear  Sir:  —  I  have  received  your  communication  of  May  1,  re- 
questing my  opinion  upon  the  authority  vested  by  the  law  in  you  over 
mail  matter  addressed  to  insane  inmates  of  the  institution. 

You  state  in  your  letter  that  a  convict,  who  was  transferred  from 
the  State  Prison  at  Cbarlestown  to  the  State  Asylum  as  an  insane 
person,  and  afterwards  returned  to  the  State  Prison,  and  subsequently 
released  on  probation,  has  addressed  to  inmates  of  the  Asylum  for 
the  Criminal  Insane  communications  of  a  nature  tending  to  arouse 
and  disturb  such  inmates,  with  the  inevitable  result  of  retarding  or 
preventing  possible  recovery.  He  has  also  written  letters  to  the  offi- 
cers of  the  asylum,  threatening  to  bring  action  to  secure  the  release 
of  certain  inmates,  and  warning  such  officers  that  letters  to  the 
inmates  must  not  be  retained  or  examined.  > 

Revised  Laws,  chapter  87,  section  88,  provides  that  '^  All  patients 
in  any  institution  under  the  supervision  of  the  state  board  of  insanity 
shall  be  allowed,  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  board,  to  write 
freely  to  the  board,  and  letters  so  written  shall  be  forwarded,  un- 
opened, by  the  superintendent  or  such  person  in  charge  of  said  insti- 
tution to  said  board  for  such  disposition  as  it  shall  consider  right, 
and  said  board  may  send  any  letters  or  other  communications  to  any 
patients  in  any  of  said  institutions  whenever  it  may  consider  it  proper 
so  to  do." 

It  is  the  evident  intention  of  this  section  to  authorize  the  State 
Board  of  Insanity  to  exercise  a  supervision  over  all  communications 
written  by  or  to  insane  persons  confined  in  institutions  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  such  Board,  and  to  determine  and  control  the  manner 
and  method  by  which  all  letters  to  or  from  such  patients  may  be 
properly  inspected. 
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Apart  from  the  proyisions  of  this  section,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
medical  sapervisor  of  the  hospital  is  authorized  to  hold  and  examine 
letters  written  by  patients  under  his  charge  or  written  by  outside 
persons  to  them  ;  and  if  the  contents  of  letters  addressed  to  patients 
are,  in  his  judgment,  calculated  to  affect  them  injuriously,  he  is 
authorized  to  suppress  them  or  return  them  to  the  sender,  if  he  sees 
fit. 

Having  regard  to  the  important  fact  that  the  insane  persons  con- 
fined in  your  institution  are  insane  criminals  detained  not  only  for 
their  own  benefit,  as  is  the  case  with  the  ordinary  insane  patient,  but 
confined  for  the  safety  of  the  community,  and,  in  some  sense,  as  a 
punitive  provision,  it  must  follow  that,  as  such  inmates,  they  are 
subject  to  those  restrictions  which  the  proper  discipline  and  control 
of  the  institution  may  require ;  and  upon  this  ground  alone  I  am  of 
opinion  that  you  are  justified  in  exercising  a  discretionary  and  con- 
stant supervision  over  all  communications,  being  mindful  always  of 
the  statutory  provision  which,  upon  a  liberal  construction,  might  be 
held  to  be  applicable,  viz.,  that  communications  from  the  inmates 
addressed  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  sealed,  should  be  forwarded 
by  you,  unopened,  to  that  Board. 

Revised  Laws,  chapter  225,  section  71,  provides  that  inmates  of 
penal  or  reformatory  institutions  may  be  permitted  to  write  letters  to 
the  principal  officer  or  any  member  of  the  supervising  board  of  such 
institution,  but  they  are  not  permitted  by  statute  to  communicate 
freely  with  outside  persons.  I  think  the  true  rule  under  which  your 
administration  in  this  regard  should  be  conducted  is  that  the  disci- 
pline and  proper  maintenance  of  the  institution  shall  be  your  guide 
in  dealing  with  external  communications,  whether  written  or  per- 
sonal, and  that  this  discretionary  authority  that  you  have  is  modified 
or  controlled  only  by  speciflc  statutory  provisions. 

An  interesting  and  instructive  opinion  by  the  Assistant  Attorney- 
General  for  the  post-office  department  of  the  federal  government, 
dated  Feb.  6,  1894,  holds  that  the  authorities  of  an  insane  asylum 
are  required  to  exercise  a  proper  discretion  in  the  matter  of  deliver- 
ing mail  to  inmates  and  in  preventing  the  transmission  of  letters 
intended  for  delivery  by  such  inmates  to  outside  parties,  especially 
so  when  the  interests  or  recovery  of  patients  might  be  endangered  or 
the  safe  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution  interfered 
with.  Such  restrictions  in  dealing  with  insane  patients  not  of  the 
criminal  class  or  detained  as  criminals  fully  justify  the  restrictive 
procedure  that  your  letter  suggests.  Much  more,  then,  would  you 
be  justified  —  indeed,  I  believe  required  to  exercise  these  powers  in 
the  case  of  the  criminal  insane. 

I  think  it  would  be  wise  and  expedient  to  refer  the  matter  of  mail 
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addressed  to  your  inmateB  to  the  State  Board,  who,  in  my  judgment, 
certainly  have  authority  to  withhold  or  cause  it  to  be  delivered  to 
the  patient. 

I  entertain  doubt  whether  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to 
inmates  of  insane  hospitals  with  relation  to  visits  by  those  assuming 
to  be,  or  said  to  be,  counsel  or  attorneys  of  such  patients,  apply  to 
the  criminal  insane  confined  in  the  institution  set  apart  as  such  place 
of  detention ;  so  that  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  State  Board  may  safely 
and  lawfully  make  such  order  as  it  deems  the  public  interest  to  require 
in  the  matter  of  pennitting  visits  of  assumed  or  actual  counsel  for  a 
prisoner ;  for  I  believe  a  person  who  is  duly  and  lawfully  committed 
to  the  hospital  for  insane  criminals  is  to  be  considered  rather  as  a 
prisoner  than  a  patient.

Dear  Sir  :  —  Your  letter  of  January  4,  with  respect  to  the  estate 
of  Ann  Boyalston,  who  was  supported  as  a  State  charge  in  the 
Northampton  Insane  Hospital  from  Dec.  21,  1870,  to  the  date  of  her 
death,  July  8,  1903,  requires  an  opinion  apon  the  question  whether 
the  total  amount  of  expense  incurred  from  1870  to  1903  may  be 
charged  against  the  estate,  now  in  the  hands  of  a  public  administrator. 

Revised  Laws,  chapter  87,  section  78,  provides  that  the  ^^  charges 
for  the  support  of  insane  persons  not  having  known  settlements  in 
this  Commonwealth  •  .  .  may  be  recovered ,  by  the  treasurer  and 
receiver-general  from  such  insane  persons,  if  of  sufficient  ability,  or 
of  any  person  or  kindred  bound  by  law  to  maintain  them." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  in  the  present  case  the  claim  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  be  submitted  to  the  public  administrator  should  be  limited 
to  a  period  of  six  years  previous  to  the  date  of  her  death,  as  it 
appears  to  be  well  settled  that  the  statute  of  limitations  applies  to 
actions  of  this  character.  (See  Adams  v.  Ipswich,  116  Mass.  570; 
Jennison  v.  Roxbury,  9  Gray,  32 ;  State  v.  Dunbar,  99  Mich.  99.)

The  State  Board. 

Thirty-two  Board  meetings  were  held  during  the  official  year. 

Twenty-seven  conferences  with  the  trustees  and  superintend- 
ents of  the  different  institutions  were  arranged,  to  promote 
harmonious  action  with  relation  to  appropriations,  construction 
and  general  policy. 

Twenty  visits  of  inspection  to  institutions  were  made  by 
the  Board,  in  addition  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  by  the  exec- 
utive officer  or  his  deputy. 

Careful  attention  is  paid  to  all  complaints  as  to  commitment, 
discharge  or  treatment  of  patients,  whether  originating  with 
the  latter  or  otherwise.  Sixteen  special  investigations  were 
made  this  year  in  egard  to  these  and  kindred  matters  relating 
to  patients  in  institutions. 

During  the  year  licenses  to  maintain  a  hospital  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  insane  persons  have  been  granted  by  the 
Governor,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board,  to  Samuel  L, 
Eaton,  M.D.,  of  Newton  Highlands,  Harriet  E.  Reeves,  M.D., 
of  West  Medford,  George  B.  Coon,  M.D.,  of  East  Walpole, 
and  Mrs.  Maria  H.  Paul  of  Roxbury.

The  number  of  insane  commitments  was  3,166,  — 1,646 
men,  1,520  women ;  being  377  in  excess  of  the  previous  year. 
Two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-three  commitments 
were  made  to  public  institutions,  183  to  private  institutions. 

First  commitments  to  any  hospital  for  the  insane  numbered 
2,454,  — 1,295  men,  1,159  women;  being  424  in  excess  of 
the  previous  year.  Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  were  made  to  public  institutions,  117  to  private  institu- 
tions.

The  jffet  Cost  of  Maintenance  to  the  Public 

is  computed  by  deducting  from  the  total  expenditures  for  this 
purpose  receipts  from  board  of  private  patients,  reimburse- 
ments, sales  of  products,  rent,  interest,  etc.,  and  dividing  by 
the  average  number  of  public  charges.  The  average  weekly 
per  capita  cost  on  such  basis  is,  for  the  five  State  hospitals, 
$3.59 ;  for  the  Worcester  and  Medfield  asylums,  $2.93 ;  for 
all,  $3.37,  — compared  with  $3.32,  $2.97  and  $3.20  respec- 
tively the  previous  year. 

Worcester  Hospital. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was  1,220,  —  606 
men,  614  women,  —  a  gain  of  95  over  the  previous  year.  The 
capacity  of  the  hospital  was  increased  by  opening  a  house  for 
60  female  nurses,  whose  rooms  on  the  wards  became  available 
for  patients. 

The  whole  number  of  commitments  of  all  classes  was  691,  — 
351  men,  340  women,  —  a  gain  of  76  over  the  previous  year.

The  cause  of  mental  disease  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  hos- 
pital physicians,  alcoholic  excess  in  27.13  per  cent.,  exclusive 
of  unlcnown  causation ;  senility  in  12.06  per  cent. ;  syphilis 
in  7.79  per  cent.  In  addition,  alcoholic  intemperance  was  a 
contributory  cause  in  6.4  per  cent. ;  heredity  in  32  per  cent. 

The  form  of  mental  disease  was  alcoholic  insanity  in  19.68 
per  cent.,  exclusive  of  undiagnosticated  forms;  mental  de- 
ficiency in  4.82  per  cent. ;  senile  insanity  in  11.04  per  cent. ; 
general  paralysis  in  7.63  per  cent. ;  and  mental  deficiency, 
senile  insanity,  general  paralysis,  organic  brain  disease  or  epi- 
leptic insanity  in  29.92  per  cent. 

The  average  age  at  the  onset  of  mental  disease  was  thirty- 
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nine  years  ;  at  time  of  admission,  forty-three  years.  The  age 
on  admission  exceeded  sixty  years  in  107  persons,  being  20 
per  cent.  The  average  duration  of  insanity  before  admission 
was  2.08  years.

The  net  per  capita  cost  to  the  public  was  $3.51  per  week, 
compared  with  $3.59  in  the  five  State  hospitals. 

One  person  was  employed  for  every  5.03  patients,  —  a  rela- 
tive increase  of  2.50  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year,  com- 
pared with  4.93  and  4.05  per  cent,  respectively  in  the  five 
State  hospitals.  In  ward  service  1  person  was  employed  for 
every  9.38  patients,  —  a  relative  increase  of  3.39  per  cent,  for 
the  year,  compared  with  9.53  and  6.82  per  cent,  respectively 
in  the  five  State  hospitals.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  persons  employed  was  largely  confined  to  the 
ward  service,  owing  to  the  shortening  of  the  hours  of  duty. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  paid  service  per  patient  was 
$1.37,  —  an  increase  of  $0,008  over  the  preceding  year,  com- 
pared with  $1.40  and  $0.04  respectively  in  the  five  State  hos- 
pitals. The  average  weekly  cost  of  ward  service  was  $0.53,  — 
an  increase  of  $0.02  over  the  preceding  year,  compared  with 
$0.53  and  $0.03  respectively  in  the  five  State  hospitals.  The 
average  monthly  wage  for  all  persons  employed  was  $29.90, — 
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a  decrease  of  $0.25  from  the  previous  year,  compared  with 
$30.01  and  $0.29  respectively  in  the  five  State  hospitals.  The 
average  monthly  wage  of  persons  employed  on  the  wards  was 
$25.65  for  men,  $18.54  for  women,  —  an  increase  of  $0.16  and 
$0.77  respectively  over  the  preceding  year,  compared  with 
$25.55  for  men,  $19.09  for  women  and  an  increase  of  $0.11 
for  men  and  decrease  of  $0.08  for  women  in  the  five  State 
hospitals. 

Further  comparative  information  in  this  direction  may  be 
found  in  tables  VII.,  VIII.,  IX.  and  X.  of  the  Appendix. 

No  unusual  illness  and  no  epidemic  disease  occurred  among 
patients.  The  training  school  is  in  full  operation  for  the 
female  nurses,  and  is  showing  good  results.  The  separate 
dining  room  in  the  centre  building  has  been  opened  for  the 
women,  and  their  hours  of  duty  have  been  reduced  to  a  ten- 
hour  basis.  Similar  provision  and  reduction  will  be  made  for 
the  men  as  soon  as  a  nurses'  home  is  available.  A  gratifying 
decrease  in  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  and  seclusion  has 
been  observed,  and  its  practical  abolition  is  anticipated  in  the 
near  future.  The  installation  of  the  electric  lighting  and  power 
plant  has  been  steadily  progressing,  and  is  nearing  completion. 
An  extension  of  30  feet  has  been  made  to  the  laundry  building, 
affording  much  needed  space. 

The  pathological  building  and  morgue  is  about  ready  for 
occupancy.  It  is  a  one-story  brick  structure,  50  feet  square, 
with  high  basement,  situated  in  the  rear  of  the  main  building, 
and  connected  therewith  by  a  corridor. 

Such  improvement  in  the  facilities  for  research  and  patho- 
logical work  will  greatly  stimulate  effort  in  this  direction,  and 
should  meet  with  the  cordial  approval  of  all.  In  addition  to 
many  autopsies  and  the  necessary  microscopical  examinations, 
special  studies  have  been  pursued  in  lead-poisoning  and  path- 
ological chemistry.  The  following  publications  have  been

During  the  winter  clinical  opportunities  were  afforded  the 
students  of  Clark  University,  —  an  example  of  the  growing 
tendency  to  utilize  the  wealth  of  clinical  and  pathological 
material  available  in  every  institution  for  teaching  purposes. 

Taunton  Hospital. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was  902,  —  499  men, 
403  women,  —  a  loss  of  50  from  the  previous  year. 

The  capacity  of  the  hospital  was  temporarily  reduced  by 
vacating  three  wards,  accommodating  150  patients,  on  account 
of  the  destructive  fire  early  in  January.  The  damage  was, 
however,  rapidly  repaired,  and  the  wards  reoccupied  before 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  consequent  transfer  of  97  patients  to 
Medfield  Asylum  and  25  to  Westborough  Hospital  and  the 
discontinuance  of  Suffolk  County  commitments  account  for 
the  low  average  number  of  patients  and  the  diminution  in  the 
number  of  admissions. 

The  whole  number  of  commitments  of  all  classes  was  427,  — 
235  men,*192  women,  —  a  loss  of  20  from  the  previous  year.

heredity  in  19.11  per  cent. 
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The  form  of  mental  disease  was  alcoholic  insanity  in  10.51 
per  cent.,  exclusive  of  undiagnosticated  forms ;  mental  de- 
ficiency in  2.71  per  cent. ;  senile  insanity  in  17.63  per  cent. ; 
general  paralysis  in  6.44  per  cent. ;  and  mental  deficiency, 
senile  insanity,  general  paralysis,  organic  brain  disease  or 
epileptic  insanity  in  33.90  per  cent. 

The  average  age  at  the  onset  of  mental  disease  was  forty- 
four  years ;  at  time  of  admission,  forty-four  years.  The  age 
on  admission  exceeded  sixty  years  in  100  persons,  being  31 
per  cent.

One  person  was  employed  for  every  4.29  patients,  —  a  rela- 
tive increase  of  21.04  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year,  com- 
pared with  4.93  and  4.05  per  cent,  respectively  in  the  five 
State   hospitals.

for  every  8.25  patients,  —  a  relative  increase  of  27.58  per 
cent,  for  the  year,  compared  with  9.53  and  6.82  per  cent, 
respectively  in  the  five  State  hospitals.  It  is  to  be  noted  that 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  employed  was  confined 
to  the  ward  service,  owing  to  the  shortening  of  the  hours  of 
duty.  Such  excessive  increase  in  comparison  with  other  hos- 
{)itals  is  accounted  for  in  part  by  the  abrupt  decrease  in  the 
number  of  patients  because  of  the  fire,  without  a  correspond- 
ing reduction  in  the  number  of  employees,  which  of  necessity 
could  not  be  made. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  paid  service  per  patient  was 
$1.58,  —  an  increase  of  $0.23  over  the  preceding  year,  com- 
pared with  $1.40  and  $0.04  respectively  in  the  five  State  hos- 
pitals. The  average  weekly  cost  of  ward  service  was  $0.64, 
—  an  increase  of  $0.11  over  the  preceding  year,  compared 
with  $0.53  and  $0.03  respectively  in  the  five  State  hospitals. 
The  average  monthly  wage  for  all  persons  employed  was 
$29.35, — a  decrease  of  $1.15  from  the  previous  year,  com- 
pared with  $30.01  and  $0.29  respectively  in  the  five  State  hos- 
pitals. The  average  monthly  wage  of  persons  employed  on 
the  wards  was  $25.73  for  men,  $20.61  for  women,  —  a  de- 
crease of  $1.82  and  $0.94  respectively  from  the  preceding^ 
year,  compared  with  $25.55  for  men,  $19.09  for  women  and 
an  increase  of  $0.11  for  men  and  decrease  of  $0.08  for  women 
in  the  five  State  hospitals. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  greater  expense  for  service  was  due 
to  a  larger  number  of  employees  rather  than  to  a  more  liberal 
rate  of  compensation.  Further  comparative  information  in 
this  direction  may  be  found  in  tables  VII.,  VIII.,  IX.  and  X. 
of  the  Appendix. 

The  pathological  laboratory  is  located  in  the  basement  of  the 
women's  building,  whicli  was  burned.  Although  it  was  not 
reached  by  the  flames,  so  much  damage  was  done  by  water 
that  the  necessary  repairs  caused  much  interference  with  the 
work  of  the  department.  Fortunately,  the  library,  specimens 
and  other  equipment  suflfered  very  little  injury.  Nevertheless, 
commendable  progi'ess  was  made  during  the  year.  A  larger 
percentage  of  autopsies  was  made.  A  lab6i*atory  assistant, 
giving  his  constant  and  undivided  attention  to  the  detail  duties 
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of  the  laboratory,  is  greatly  needed,  and  would  allow  more 
time  for  the  clinical  study  of  the  patients  on  the  wards. 

There  was  no  death  from  accident  or  suicide  during  the 
year. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  continues  to  improve  the  effi- 
ciency and  elevate  the  tone  of  the  nursing  service. 

There  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  amount  of  mechanical 
restraint  during  the  year,  which  encourages  the  hope  that  its 
use  will  soon  be  practically  eliminated. 

In  August  a  second  fire  burned  the  hay  barn  and  damaged 
the  cow  barn,  causing  a  loss  in  stock  and  buildings  amounting 
to  about  $10,000.  The  cause  of  both  fires  is  not  positively 
known,  but  was  probably  accidental. 

The  year  has  been  unusually  full  of  activity  in  structural 
improvements.  In  addition  to  the  extensive  repairs,  the  male 
nurses'  home  for  65  persons  has  been  completed  but  not  occu- 
pied. The  attic  of  the  house  for  female  nurses  has  been  fin- 
ished, furnishing  rooms  for  14  persons.  A  12-inch  main  fire 
pipe  has  been  laid  around  the  buildings  and  through  the 
grounds,  this  need  having  been  demonstrated  by  the  insuffi- 
cient water  supply  from  the  old  6-inch  pipe  during  the  fire. 
The  laundry  building  has  been  extended  52  feet,  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  gradually  enlarging  institution.  The  dining 
room  for  female  nurses  was  occupied  in  May,  and  proves  to  be 
very  satisfactory,  in  enabling  them  to  dine  apart  from  patients. 
An  electric  lighting  and  power  plant  is  being  planned,  and  a 
good  beginning  has  been  made  in  wiring  the  diflFerent  buildings. 

At  the  Raynhara  farm  the  new  cottage  for  40  patients  is 

progressing  slowly,  but  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  during  the 

winter. 

Northampton  Hospital. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was  734,  —  365  men, 
369  women,  —  a  gain  of  77.  The  capacity  of  the  hospital  was 
enlarged  by  opening  the  infirmary  for  female  patients,  which 
accommodates  at  least  100  persons,  the  upper  story  being  used 
for  nurses,  whose  rooms  on  the  wards  became  available  for 
patients. 

The  whole  number  of  commitments  of  all  classes  was  360,  — 
188  men,  186  women,  —  a  gain  of  103  over  the  previous  year. 
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There  were  282

of  whom  108  were  born  in  Massachusetts,  153  in  the  United 
States,  being  54  per  cent,  of  those  whose  nativity  was  ascer- 
tained. Thirty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  fathers  and  34  per  cent, 
of  the  mothers  were  native  born.  Twenty-nine  per  cent,  were 
committed  from  country  districts,  71  per  cent,  from  cities  and 
large  towns. 

The  cause  of  mental  disease  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  hos- 
pital physicians,  alcoholic  excess  in  20.89  per' cent.,  exclusive 
of  unknown  causation  ;  congenital  in  11.94  per  cent. ;  senility 
in  12.44  per  cent. ;  organic  brain  disease  in  3.48  per  cent. ; 
syphilis  in  2.49  per  cent.  In  addition,  alcoholic  intemperance 
was  a  contributory  cause  in  6.74  per  cent. ;  heredity  in  22.61 
per  cent. 

The  form  of  mental  disease  was  alcoholic  insanity  in  12.35 
per  cent.,  exclusive  of  undiagnosticated  forms;  mental  defi- 
ciency in  13.94  per  cent. ;  senile  insanity  in  11.95  per  cent.  \ 
general  paralysis  in  4.78  per  cent. ;  and  mental  deficiency, 
senile  insanity,  general  paralysis,  organic  brain  disease  or 
epileptic  insanity  in  36.25  per  cent. 

The  average  age  at  the  onset  of  mental  disease  was  thirty- 
nine  years ;  at  time  of  admission,  forty-five  years.  The  age 
on  admission  exceeded  sixty  years  in  43  persons,  being  15  per 
cent.  The  average  duration  of  insanity  before  admission  was 
3.92  years.

The  general  health  of  the  patients  was  good,  although 
the  superintendent  feels  that  the  overcrowding  has  been  inju- 
rious. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  becomes  more  important, 
especially  in  stimulating  interest  in  the  work  and  welfare  of 
the  hospital.  Five  women  were  graduated  this  year.  Ten 
graduates  remain  in  the  nursing  serv'ice. 
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For  several  years  no  mechanical  restraint  has  been  used, 
without  increasing  the  amount  of  seclusion  or  sedatives. 
This  reflects  much  credit  upon  the  administration. 

A  dentist  has  been  engaged  to  visit  the  hospital  once  each 
week,  to  attend  to  the  teeth  of  the  patients.  It  is  noted  with 
satisfaction  that  increasing  attention  is  being  given  to  this  im- 
portant duty  in  most  of  the  institutions. 

Fire  protection  has  been  improved  by  the  erection  of  addi- 
tional standpipes  in  the  rear  centre  building.  Renovation  of 
the  heating  system  has  been  completed.  The  seven  old  water 
heaters  in  the  basement  under  the  wards  have  been  replaced 
by  two  large  Bundy  heaters  in  the  boiler  room.  An  electric 
motor  has  been  installed  to  operate  the  laundry  machinery. 

An  additional  ward  for  35  patients  has  been  finished  off  in 
the  basement  of  the  female  infirmary,  and  will  soon  be  occu- 
pied. Work  on  the  new  infirmary  for  male  patients  is  pro- 
gressing well.

The  form  of  mental  disease  was  alcoholic  insanity  in  14.56 
per  cent.,  exclusive  of  undiagnosticated  forms;  mental  defi- 
ciency in  6.75  per  cent. ;  senile  insanity  in  13.29  per  cent. ; 
general  paralysis  in  15.19  per  cent. ;  and  mental  deficiency, 
senile  insanity,  general  paralysis,  organic  brain  disease  or  epi- 
leptic insanity  in  42.40  per  cent.

There  has  been  special  activity  in  medical  and  research 
work.  The  use  of  the  prolonged  warm  bath  as  a  means  of 
allaying  excitement  of  patients  has  been  much  extended,  with 
good  results.  Interesting  bacteriological  studies  have  been 
pursued  in  the  laboratory.  Ninety-four  autopsies  were  made, 
being  57.3  per  cent,  of  all  deaths.  New  chemical  and  micro- 
photographic  rooms  have  been  provided.  The  list  of  select 
reference  books  has  been  materially  enlarged.  Five  medical 
and  scientific  papers  have  been  written  and  published  by  the 
staff. 

For  many  years  no  mechanical  restraint  of  patients  has  been 
used,  and  practically  no  seclusion  or  sedative  medication. 
This  has  been  possible  only  through  unremitting  eflFort  and 
resourcefulness  on  the  part  of  the  medical  officers  and  nurses, 
and  entitles  them  to  much  credit,  especially  in  so  large  an  in- 
stitution, which  has  had  comparatively  little  relief  by  transfer 
of  intractable  patients  to  asylums,  and  has  not  increased  its 
corps  of  nurses  out  of  proportion  to  other  hospitals  where 
mechanical  restraint  has  been  employed  with  some  frequency. 
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Extensive  repairs  have  been  going  on.  The  cold-storage 
plant  is  nearly  completed.  A  pavilion  for  tuberculous  patients 
is  under  construction. 

The  new  one-story  wooden  buildings  at  the  Middleton  col- 
ony are  admirably  adapted  to  the  care  of  quiet,  tractable 
patients.  Their  general  arrangement  and  relation  to  the  main 
plant  are  described  by  the  superintendent  as  follows  :  — 

The  buildiDgs  will  easily  accommodate  250  patients  and  the  neces- 
sary  employees.  The  construction  of  these  buildings  is  such  that 
patients'  quarters  are  all  located  on  the  ground  floor,  and  each  ward 
has  a  large  platform  or  veranda  floor  along  its  front,  upon  which 
patients  spend  the  greater  part  of  the  day,  weather  permitting. 

A  common  dining  room  is  provided  for  the  whole  community,  and 
a  covered  walk  connects  it  with  each  building  in  the  group.  The 
windows  are  wholly  unbarred,  except  by  mosquito  screens.  Under 
such  conditions  only  able-bodied  and  quiet  patients  can  be  main- 
tained there,  although  constant  supervision  both  day  and  night  is 
provided. 

The  colony  is  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Maginnis.  It  is  con- 
nected with  the  main  hospital  oflSce  by  telephone.  A  member  of  the 
medical  staff  visits  the  colony  almost  daily,  and  can  be  summoned 
whenever  needed.  It  is  intended  that  all  patients  requiring  special 
medical  attention  shall  remain  in  the  main  hospital.  If  such  cases 
develop  at  the  colony  they  will  be  brought  back. 

In  constructing  these  buildings  a  view  to  their  ultimate  extension 
has  been  maintained.  The  heating  plant  and  the  kitchen  would 
answer  the  requirements  were  the  wards  twice  their  present  capacity. 
About  $8,000  of  the  appropriation  for  these  buildings  remains  in  the 
treasury,  but  will  probably  be  expended  upon  another  building  the 
coming  year. 

Westborough  Hospital. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was  822,  — 336  men, 
486  women,  —  an  increase  of  68  over  the  previous  year.  The 
capacity  of  the  hospital  was  increased  by  opening  a  new  build- 
ing for  100  female  patients,  and  two  houses,  each  accommo- 
dating 18  female  nurses,  whose  rooms  on  the  wards  are  thus 
made  available  for  patients. 

The  whole  number  of  commitments  of  all  classes  was  391,  — 
175  men,  216  women,  —  an  increase  of  35  over  the  previous 
year.

of  whom  108  were  born  in  Massachusetts,  167  in  the  United 
States,  being  60.29  per  cent,  of  those  whose  nativity  was 
ascertained.  Thirty-nine  and  eighty-four  one-hundredths  per 
cent,  of  the  fathers  and  40.16  per  cent,  of  the  mothers  were 
native  born.  Twenty-two  and  sixty-six  one-hundredths  per 
cent,  were  committed  from  country  districts  and  77.34  per 
^ent.  from  cities  and  large  towns. 

The  cause  of  mental  disease  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  hos- 
pital physicians,  alcoholic  excess  in  14.35  per  cent.,  exclusive 
of  unknown  causation ;  congenital  in  6.09  per  cent. ;  senility 
in  13.48  per  cent. ;  organic  brain  disease  in  4.78  per  cent. ; 
syphilis  in  6.96  per  cent.  In  addition,  alcoholic  intemperance 
was  a  contributory  cause  in  .72  per  cent. ;  heredity  in  11.51 
per  cent. 

The  form  of  mental  disease  was  alcoholic  insanity  in  11.32 
per  cent. ,  exclusive  of  undiagnosticated  forms ;  mental  defi- 
ciency in  3.40  per  cent. ;  senile  insanity  in  13.96  per  cent. ; 
general  paralysis  in  9.81  per  cent. ;  and  mental  deficiency, 
senile  insanity,  general  paralysis,  organic  brain  disease  or 
epileptic  insanity  in  35.09  per  cent. 

The  average  age  at  the  onset  of  mental  disease  was  forty- 
two  years;  at  time  of  admission,  forty-three  years.  The  age 
on  admission  exceeded  sixty  years  in  57  persons,  being  20 
per  cent.  The  average  duration  of  insanity  before  admission 
was  2.4  years.

The  net  per  capita  cost, to  the  public  was  $3.51  per  week, 
compared  with  $3.59  in  the  five  State  hospitals. 

One  person  was  employed  for  every  4.17  patients,  — a  rela- 
tive decrease  of  .91  per  cent,  from  the  previous  year,  compared 
with  4.93  and  4.05  per  cent,  increase  respectively  in  the  five 
State  hospitals.  In  ward  service  1  person  was  employed  for 
every  8.21  patients,  —  a  relative  decrease  of  .08  per  cent,  for 
the  year,  compared  with  9.53  and  6.82  per  cent,  increase 
respectively  in  the  five  State  hospitals. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  paid  service  per  patient  was 
$1.55, — an  increase  of  $0.01  over  the  preceding  year,  com- 
pared with  $1.40  and  $0.04  respectively  in  the  five  State  hos- 
pitals. The  average  weekly  cost  of  ward  service  was  $0.58,  — 
a  decrease  of  $0.0002  from  the  preceding  year,  compared  with 
$0.53  and  $0.03  increase  respectively  in  the  five  State  hos- 
pitals. The  average  monthly  wage  for  all  persons  employed 
was  $28.12, — an  increase  of  $0.58  over  the  previous  year, 
compared  with  $30.01  and  $0.29  decrease  respectively  in  the 
five  State  hospitals.  The  average  monthly  wage  of  persons 
employed  on  the  wards  was  $24.28  for  men,  $17.96  for  women, 
—  an  increase  of  $0.06  and  decrease  of  $0.04  respectively  over 
the  preceding  year,  compared  with  $25.55  for  men,  $19.09  for 
women  and  an  increase  of  $0.11  for  men  and  decrease  of  $0.08 
for  women  in  the  five  State  hospitals.

Twenty-three  women  were  graduated  from  the  training 
school  for  nurses.  The  extension  of  the  course  from  two  to 
three  years  is  under  consideration. 

The  usual  interest  in  pathological  work  has  continued. 

There  has  been  a  most  notable  diminution  of  the  use  of 
mechanical  restraint  and  seclusion  of  patients,  ovring  in  part 
to  the  better  classification  of  patients,  permitted  by  the  occu- 
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pancy  of  the  new  wards  and  consequent  less  overcrowding. 
The  medical  officers  and  nurses  are  to  be  commended  for  spe- 
cial effort  in  this  direction. 

The  prolonged  warm  bath  has  been  resorted  to  many  times, 
^nd  has  been  helpful  in  allaying  excitement.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  near  future  will  witness  the  practical  abolition  of  mechani- 
cal restraint  here  and  elsewhere. 

This  hospital  has  taken  the  initiative  in  departing  from  the 
usual  provision  for  nurses  in  one  large  building,  by  erecting 
several  small  houses,  each  providing  for  18  persons.  The 
results  will  be  watched  with  interest.  At  the  present  time  it 
would  seem  to  l)e  a  step  in  the  line  of  progress,  affording 
better  grouping  of  nurses,  removing  from  them  many  little 
restrictions  of  privilege  which  are  necessary  when  a  large 
number  of  persons  are  associated  together,  and  allowing  them 
to  live  in  a  more  natural  and  homelike  way.  Three  such 
houses  are  being  built  for  female  nurses  and  a  like  number  for 
the  men.  They  are  plain,  inexpensive,  two-story  structures, 
of  wood,  costing  a  trifle  over  $400  per  capita,  including  fur- 
nishings. A  hospital  building  for  30  patients  of  the  acute 
<;lass  and  a  superintendent's  house  are  in  process  of  erection. 

Boston  Insane  Hospital. 

This  hospital  is  owned  and  managed  by  the  city  of  Boston, 
and  cares  for  those  who  have  a  Boston  settlement.  The  State 
reimburses  the  city  at  the  rate  of  $3.25  a  week  for  the  sup- 
port of  public  charges  therein,  inasmuch  as  it  pays  its  propor- 
tion of  the  State  tax  out  of  which  all  dependent  insane  are 
now  maintained. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was  595,  —  294  men, 
301  women.  The  capacity  of  the  hospital  has  been  extended 
to  660  by  the  opening  of  three  new  buildings,  together  pro- 
viding for  160  patients.  Nevertheless,  nearly  two  out  of 
every  three  Boston  patients  are  still  inmates  of  State  institu- 
tions. The  trustees  recommend  establishing  a  colony  near  the 
city  for  a  suitable  class  of  patients.  Such  a  policy  would  meet 
s,  pressing  need,  and  should  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  whole  number  of  commitments  of  all  classes  was  360,  — 
142  men,  218  women,  — a  loss  of  15  from  the  previous  year. 
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Forty-one  emergency  cases  were  received,  of  whom  30  were 
committed  to  this  hospital,  5  to  State  hospitals,  6  discharged 
within  the  five  days'  limit.

The  cause  of  mental  disease  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  hos-» 
pital  physicians,  alcoholic  excess  in  14.76  per  cent.,  exclusive 
of  unknown  causation;  congenital  in  3.28  per  cent. ;  senility 
in  34.97  per  cent. ;  organic  brain  disease  in  6.56  per  cent. ; 
syphilis  in  6.56  per  cent.  In  addition,  alcoholic  intemperance 
was  a  contributory  cause  in  2.67  per  cent. ;  heredity  in  8.39 
per  cent. 

The  form  of  mental  disease  was,  exclusive  of  undiagnosti- 
cated  forms,  mental  deficiency  in  3.45  per  cent.;  senile  in- 
sanity in  24.52  per  cent. ;  general  paralysis  in  16.09  per 
cent. ;  and  mental  deficiency,  senile  insanity,  general  paralysis, 
organic  brain  disease  or  epileptic  insanity  in  49.81  per  cent. 

The  average  age  at  the  onset  of  mental  disease  was  forty-five 
years;  at  time  of  admission,  forty-eight  years.  The  age  on 
admission  exceeded  sixty  years  in  71  persons,  being  27  per 
cent.  The  average  duration  of  insanity  before  admission  was 
2.51  years.

The  superintendent  feels  embarrassment  in  the  care  of 
patients,  resulting  from  short  service  and  inexperience  of  em- 
ployees, especially  of  male  nurses,  and  believes  that  the 
remedy  would  be  found  in  establishing  for  them  conditions  of 
life  more  in  keeping  with  those  prevailing  in  the  outside  com- 
munity. To  this  end  he  recommends  the  erection  of  nurses' 
homes  for  women,  and  comfortable  houses  allowing  home  life 
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for  men.    Other  saperintendents  share  these  sentiments,  which 
are  the  expression  of  the  present  trend  of  progress. 

Worcester  Asylum.

The  average  monthly  wage  for  all  persons  employed 
was  $29.53, — an  increase  of  $1.78  over  the  previous  year, 
compared  with  $30.01  and  a  decrease  of  $0.29  respectively  in 
the  five  State  hospitals.  The  average  monthly  wage  of  persons 
employed  on  the  wards  was  $24.39  for  men,  $17.04  for  women, 

—  an  increase  of  $0.65  and  $0.01  respectively  over  the  pre- 
ceding year,  compared  with  $25.55  for  men,  $19.09  for  women 
and  an  increase  of  $0.11  for  men  and  decrease  of  $0.08  for 
women  in  the  five  State  hospitals.

There  were  12  cases  of  diphtheria,  communicated  Arom  out- 
side sources,  afiecting  11  nurses  and  1  patient.  The  general 
health  of  the  patients  has  been  rather  better  than  usual. 

The  superintendent  makes  the  common  complaint  of  inability 
to  obtain  and  keep  suitable  nurses,  and  appreciates  the  impor- 
tance of  bettering  the  conditions  under  which  they  live  and 
work. 

A  refrigerating  plant  is  being  rapidly  installed  at  the  asylum. 
The  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  rear  centre  building 
are  nearly  finished,  and  will  afford  satisfactory  provision  for 
kitchen,  storerooms,  etc. 
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At  the  Grafton  colony  the  year  has  been  a  busy  one.  The 
central  heating  and  power  plants  are  expected  to  be  in  oper- 
ation for  the  winter^  A  building  for  60  disturbed  female 
patients  is  about  to  be  occupied,  and  another  for  100  is  being 
constructed  as  part  of  the  same  group.  Two  one-story  cot- 
tages of  wood  are  being  erected  for  50  additional  men  of  the 
quiet  class.  Nearly  300  patients  can  be  accommodated  at  the 
<x)lony  in  the  near  future. 


Medfield  Asylum.

The  general  health  of  patients  was  good. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  graduated  its  first  class  of  7 
women,  who  continue  in  the  asylum  in  positions  of  trust. 
There  have  been  fewer  changes  in  the  corps  of  employees  dur- 
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iqg  the  year,  —  an  encouraging  indication  of  the  good  results 
following  the  occupancy  of  the  nurses'  home,  a  more  liberal 
allowance  of  time  off  duty  and  a  moderate  advance  in  wages. 

A  home  for  70  male  nurses  is  nearly  completed.  The  con- 
tract for  a  building  accommodating  100  excitable  male  patients 
has  been  made  and  construction  is  about  to  begin.  The  new 
heating  and  power  plant  will  be  in  operation  early  in  the  winter. 

State  Colony. 

The  year  began  with  9  male  patients  and  closed  with  111. 
The  intention  has  been  to  select  for  transfer  only  working 
patients,  or  those  capable  of  quickly  becoming  such,  in  order 
that  the  grading,  road  building  and  other  work  of  development 
might  be  done,  so  far  as  possible,  without  expense  for  labor. 
A  more  demented  and  less  vigorous  class  of  patients  will  be 
eligible  for  admission  later  on,  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to 
delay  for  their  slower  training. 

The  administrative  building,  providing  kitchen,  laundry, 
bakery,  dining  rooms  and  officers'  quarters,  was  completed 
early  in  the  year.  Receiving  wards  for  male  patients  have 
been  occupied  since  May ;  the  administration  building  and  the 
receiving  wards  for  women  are  well  advanced  in  construction. 
The  main  sewerage  system  is  practically  finished.  Wal^r  is 
obtained  from  a  storage  basin  into  which  several  springs  flow, 
whence  it  is  pumped  by  a  gasoline  engine  into  a  tank  on  a  hill 
sufficiently  high  to  afford  good  pressure  to  all  the  buildings^ 
The  central  heating  and  power  plant  and  a  coal  trestle  have 
been  completed  and  are  in  use. 

A  farm  cottage  is  being  built  near  the  cow  barn,  at  some  dis- 
tance  Arom  the  administrative  group,  which  will  be  the  home 
of  25  patients.  A  farm  group  for  100  men  is  being  planned. 
Altogether,  when  plans  under  consideration  are  carried  out, 
about  400  patients  will  be  provided  for. 

Insane  Wards,  State  Hospital. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was  546,  — 159  men, 
387  women, — a  gain  of  40  over  the  previous  year.  The 
capacity  has  been  increased  by  opening  a  new  building  for  100 
male  patients. 
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The  whole  number  of  admissions  was  188,  —  75  admitted  by 
commitment,  113  by  transfer. 
There  were  68 

Insane  Persons  first  admitted  to  Any  Ho»pital^ 

of  whom  13  were  bom  in  Massachusetts,  23  in  the  United 
States,  being  35  per  cent,  of  those  whose  nativity  was  ascer- 
tained. Twenty-three  and  seventy-seven  one-hundredths  per 
cent,  of  the  parents  were  native  born.  Seventeen  per  cent, 
were  committed  from  country  districts  and  83  per  cent,  from 
cities  and  large  towns. 

The  cause  of  mental  disease  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  hos- 
pital physicians,  alcoholic  excess  in  11.11  per  cent.,  exclusive 
of  unknown  causation ;  congenital  in  14.28  per  cent. ;  senility 
in  28.57  per  cent. ;  syphilis  in  9.52  per  cent.  In  addition, 
alcoholic  intemperance  was  a  contributory  cause  in  17.64  per 
cent. ;  heredity  in  64.7  per  cent. 

The  form  of  mental  disease  was  alcoholic  insanity  in  5.97 
per  cent.,  exclusive  of  undiaguosticated  forms;  mental  defi- 
ciency in  11.94  per  cent. ;  senile  insanity  in  23.88  per  cent. ; 
general  paralysis  in  5.97  per  cent. ;  and  mental  deficiency, 
senile  insanity,  general  paralysis,  organic  brain  disease  or 
epileptic  insanity  in  56.72  per  cent. 

The  average  age  at  the  onset  of  mental  disease  was  thirty- 
one  years ;  at  time  of  admission,  forty-six  years.  The  age  on 
admission  exceeded  sixty  years  in  16  persons,  being  23  per 
cent.  The  average  duration  of  insanity  before  admission  was 
9.25  years. 

The  whole  number  of  recoveries  from  mental  disease  was  5.

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Tuberculosis  was  present  in  21.79  per  cent,  of  deaths  in  this 
hospital,  8.46  per  cent,  in  the  six  public  hospitals,  10.98  in 
the  State ;  disease  of  the  respiratory  organs,  exclusive  of  tuber- 
culosis, 11.63  per  cent,  in  this  hospital,  27.72  per  cent,  in  the 
six  public  hospitals,  23.48  per  cent,  in  the  State;  general 
paralysis  or  other  organic  brain  disease  in  7.69  per  cent,  in 
this  hospital,  24.04  per  c«nt.  in  the  six  public  hospitals,  21.26 
per  cent,  in  the  State. 

The  wards  for  the  insane  are  separate  from  those  for  the  sick 
and  for  paupers,  in  buildings  which  form  a  practically  inde- 
pendent group.  Some  700  patients  can  be  accommodated,  — 
a  sufficient  number  to  warrant  a  complete  and  special  organi- 
zation adapted  to  the  needs  of  this  class.  A  resident  physician 
of  experience  should  be  in  immediate  charge,  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  superintendent. 

A  new  building  for  100  women  patients  is  slowly  approach- 
ing completion.  This  probably  ends  provision  for  the  insane 
at  this  institution,  which  is  now  well  equipped  to  do  the  work 
which  naturally  comes  to  it  through  its  hospital  and  pauper 
departments. 

About  100  insane  paupers  are  annually  sent  to  this  hospital 
whose  mental  condition  before  admission  would  usually  have 
justified  commitment  directly  to  an  insane  hospital,  and  the 
expense  of  such  commitment  would  then  have  been  paid  by 
the  county  of  which  they  were  inhabitants.  By  their  admis- 
sion to  the  State  Hospital  and  their  commitment  as  insane 
therefrom,  such  expense  is  thrown  upon  the  county  in  which 
this  institution  is  located,  whereas  it  would  seem  justly  to 
belong  to  the  counties  of  which  they  were  inhabitants  before 
such  admission.  To  a  less  extent  a  like  injustice  follows  com- 
mitment of  inmates  of  the  State  Farm,  Hospital  for  Epileptics 
and  other  institutions.  Therefore,  the  Board  would  recom- 
mend such  legislation  as  may  be  necessary  to  place  such  expense 
upon  the  county  of  which  such  inmate  was  an  inhabitant  before 
his  admission  to  the  institution. 

Insane  Criminals. 

The  patients  in  institutions  for  the  insane  who  are  classed 
as  criminals  numbered  at  the  end  of  the  year  492  men,  15 
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women,  507  total;  of  whom  466  men  were  inmates  of  the 
Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals,  and  26  men,  15  women,  41 
total,  of  other  institutions. 

Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals. 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was  475,  — a  gain  of 
34  over  the  previous  year.  The  whole  number  of  admissions 
was  95,  —  89  admitted  by  commitment,  6  by  transfer.

of  whom  28  were  born  in  Massachusetts,  45  in  the  United 
States,  being  62.50  per  cent,  of  those  whose  nativity  was 
ascertained.  Thirty-two  per  cent,  of  the  fathers  and  24  per 
cent,  of  the  mothers  were  native  l)orn. 

The  cause  of  mental  disease  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
asylum  physicians,  alcoholic  excess  in  50.98  per  cent.,  ex- 
clusive of  unknown  causation;  congenital  in  11.76  per  cent. ; 
senility  in  3.92  per  cent. ;  syphilis  in  7.84  per  cent.  In  ad- 
dition, alcoholic  intemperance  was  a  contributory  cause  in 
18.9  per  cent. ;  heredity  in  5.4  per  cent. 

The  form  of  mental  disease  was  alcoholic  insanity  in  18.92 
per  cent.,  exclusive  of  undiagnosticated  forms;  mental  de- 
ficiency in  9.46  per  cent.;  senile  insanity  in  none;  general 
paralysis  in  4.05  per  cent. ;  and  mental  deficiency,  senile  in- 
sanity, general  paralysis,  organic  brain  disease  or  epileptic 
insanity  in  14.86  per  cent. 

The  average  age  at  the  onset  of  mental  disease  was  thirty 
years ;  at  time  of  admission,  thirty-four  years.  The  age  on 
admission  exceeded  sixty  years  in  2  persons,  being  2.70  per 
cent.  The  average  duration  of  insanity  before  admission  was 
4  years.

Tuberculosis  was  present  in  25  per  cent,  of  deaths  in  this 
asylum,  8.45  per  cent,  in  the  six  public  hospitals,  10.98  in 
the  State ;  disease  of  the  respiratory  organs,  exclusive  of 
tuberculosis,  5  per  cent,  in  this  asylum,  27.72  per  cent,  in  the 
six  public  hospitals,  23.48  per  cent,  in  the  State;  general 
paralysis  or  other  organic  brain  disease  in  30  per  cent,  in  this 
asylum,  24.04  per  cent,  in  the  six  public  hospitals,  21.26  per 
cent,  in  the  State. 
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The  construction  of  the  new  building  is  well  advanced.  The 
upper  floor  will  be  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  sick  and  infirm. 
Special  provision  will  be  made  for  tuberculous  patients.  An 
operating  room  for  surgical  cases  and  a  diet  kitchen  will  be 
provided. 

The  chair  shop,  which  formerly  furnished  employment  for 
about  150  patients,  has  been  closed  during  the  year,  because 
no  stock  could  be  obtained  for  the  workers.  The  superintend- 
ent considers  it  especially  harmful  for  this  class  of  patients  to 
be  idle.     He  thus  comments  in  his  report :  — 

It  is  not  well  for  the  inmates  of  any  institutioD  for  the  insaDe  to 
remain  in  enforced  idleness ;  especially  harmful  is  it  for  the  class  of 
patients  we  care  for.  We  safifer  because  we  are  helped  too  much.  It 
would  be  well  for  us  to  make  our  own  boots  and  shoes  and  other 
clothing,  do  oar  own  washing  and  ironing  and  mending.  If  the 
making  of  clothing  would  not  be  at  present  practicable,  the  washing, 
ironing  and  mending  would  be  entirely  feasible ;  and  I  would  like  the 
opportunity  to  put  100  men  to  work  with  old-fashioned  wash  tubs  and 
scrubbing  boards,  washing  for  themselves  and  the  other  400  patients, 
too  demented  or  feeble  to  do  their  own  work,  or  who  are  otherwise 
employed.  We  would  not  ask  for  expensive  laundry  machinery.  A 
good  sterilizer  would  be  a  necessity  for  the  clothing  of  those  with 

I 

infectious  diseases ;  but  we  could  do  without  a  mangle  and  without 
most  of  the  modern  machinery  which  makes  an  institution  laundry 
expensive.  Base  ball  and  other  out-of-door  games,  with  cards, 
checkers  and  chess,  books  and  papers  for  inside  diversion,  are  good 
as  far  as  they  go,  but  they  do  not  satisfy  our  pressing  need,  and  are 
not  good  substitutes  for  steady  natural  labor.  Our  old  chair  shop  is 
hardly  secure  enough  for  the  class  of  men  we  now  wish  to  keep  at 
work,  but  wonld  do  for  an  addition  to  our  dining  room,  which  will 
need  to  be  enlarged  not  far  in  the  future.  Indeed,  it  seems  as  if  we 
must  appropriate  this  old  shop  when  we  are  forced  to  make  an  addi- 
tional dining  room.  If  we  were  to  build  an  industrial  building,  as 
we  feel  the  need,  it  would  seem  to  be  the  natural  thing  to  build  a 
simple  two-story  stone  or  cement  building,  running  east  and  west,  in 
place  of  the  wall  marking  the  north  boundary  of  our  largest  recrea- 
tion court.  One  floor,  or  a  part  of  it,  would  seiTe  for  a  gymnasium 
and  smoking  room,  where  men  could  walk  and  run  and  play  at  ath- 
letic games  in  winter,  the  other  part  to  be  divided  into  separate  rooms 
for  the  employment  of  patients.

Tuberculosis  was  present  in  4  per  cent,  of  deaths  in  this 
hospital,  8.45  per  cent,  in  the  six  public  hospitals,  10.98  in 
the  State ;  disease  of  the  respiratory  organs,  exclusive  of 
tuberculosis,  12  per  cent,  in  this  hospital,  27.72  per  cent,  in 
the  six  public  insane  hospitals,  23.48  per  cent,  in  the  State ; 
general  paralysis  or  other  organic  brain  disease,  4  per  cent,  in 
this  hospital,  24.04  per  cent,  in  the  six  public  insane  hospitals, 
21.26  per  cent,  in  the  State. 

There  were  on  Oct.  1,  1904,  26  private,  7  reimbursing,  128 
town  and  298  State  patients.

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The  net  per  capita  cost  to  the  public  was  $4.53  per  week, 
compared  with  $3.59  in  the  five  State  hospitals. 

One  person  was  employed  for  every  4.02  patients,  — a  rela- 
tive increase  of  1.93  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year,  com- 
pared with  4.93  and  4.05  per  cent,  respectively  in  the  five 
State  insane  hospitals.  In  ward  service  1  person  was  em- 
ployed for  every  9.19  patients, — a  relative  increase  of  2.45 
per  cent,  for  the  year,  compared  with  9.53  and  6.82  per  cent, 
respectively  in  the  five  State  insane  hospitals. 

The  average  weekly  cost  of  paid  service  per  patient  was 
$1.72,  —  an  increase  of  $0.04  over  the  preceding  year,  com- 
pared with  $1.40  and  $0.04  respectively  in  the  five  State 
insane  hospitals.  The  average  weekly  cost  of  ward  service 
was  $0.54,  —  an  increase  of  $0.01  over  the  preceding  year, 
compared  with  $0.53  and  $0.03  respectively  in  the  five  State 
insane  hospitals.  The  average  monthly  wage  for  all  persons 
employed  was  $29.93,  —  an  increase  of  $0. 16  over  the  previous 
year,  comjmred  with  $30.01  and  decrease  of  $0.29  respectively 
in  the  five  State  insane  hospitals.  The  average  monthly  wage 
of  persons  employed  on  the  wards  was  $24.68  for  men,  $18.28 
for  women, — a  decrease  of  $0.32  and  $0.22  respectively  over 
the  preceding  year,  compared  with  $25.55  for  men,  $19.09  for 
women  and  an  increase  of  $0.11  for  men  and  decrease  of  $0.08 
for  women  in  the  five  State  insane  hospitals. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  greater  expense  for  service  was  due 
to  a  larger  number  of  employees  rather  than  to  a  more  liberal 
rate  of  compensation.  Further  comparative  information  in 
this  direction  may  be  found  in  tables  VII.,  VIII.,  IX.  and  X. 
of  the  Appendix. 

The  trustees  look  forward  to  the  creation  of  an  adequate 
department  for  scientific  investigation,  and  are  encouraged  by 
the  considerable  amount  of  research  work  being  done  by  the 
medical  staff",  and  their  manifest  interest  in  this  direction. 
The  importance  of  eflTort  to  this  end  can  hardly  be  overesti- 
mated. 

Immediate  attention  will  be  given  to  improving  provision 
for  the  care  of  the  less  tractable  male  patients,  by  erecting  a 
building  with  a  large  proportion  of  separate  bedrooms.  Much 
stress  is  laid  on  the  desirability  of  finding  suitable  occupation 
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for  patients,  —  a  more  than  ordinarily  difficult  task  here,  inas- 
much as  most  epileptics  have  grown  up  idle  and  untrained  to 
any  useful  labor.  The  extension  of  school  work  and  especially 
of  manual  training  is  noted  with  satisfaction. 

Grading,  road  building  and  improvements  of  the  grounds 
continue.  Two  thousand  young  trees  were  set  out  during  the 
year. 

In  addition  to  the  completion  of  the  two  farmhouses  before 
mentioned,  the  Plumley  house  has  been  remodelled  for  the  use 
of  the  farmer  and  his  helpers. 

Dipsomaniacs  and  InebriatEwS. 

There  were  under  supervision  Oct.  1,  1904,  180  inebriates 
and  dipsomaniacs,  —  161  men,  19  women.  With  the  exception 
of  2  in  private  institutions,  the  men  were  inmates  of  the  Hos- 
pital for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates,  and  the  women  of  the 
State  insane  hospitals.

The  daily  average  Dumber  of  patients  was  178,  being  39  in 
excess^  of  the  previous  year.  There  were  254  commitments,

when  admitted,  thirty-eight  years.  Twenty-eight,  or  13  per 
cent.,  were  over  fifty  years  old  when  admitted.  The  average 
known  duration  of  inebriety  was  15.57  years.  One  hundred 
and  eighty-six,  or  90  per  cent.,  came  from  cities  and  large 
towns ;  21,  or  10  per  cent.,  from  country  districts. 

Fifty-one  patients  were  granted  final  discharge,  as  not  to  be 
benefited  by  further  treatment.  One  hundred  and  fifty  were 
discharged  between  March  7,  1903,  and  March  6,  1904,  of 
whom  69,  or  46  per  cent.,  were  reported  wholly  abstinent  at 
the  end  of  four  months  or  longer;  22,  or  15  per  cent.,  drink- 
ing less  than  before  treatment. 

The  trustees  report  that :  — 

The  system  of  probationary  visitors  has  fulfilled  the  hope  of  useful- 
ness expressed  in  the  last  report.  Such  visitors  have  been  appointed 
in  twenty-three  cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  and  are  chosen  from 
men  interested  in  inebriates.  To  them  are  referred  patients  who  are 
given  leave  of  absence.  These  patients  report  at  stated  times  to  their 
respective  visitors,  who  interest  themselves  in  the  patients  and  make 
monthly  reports  to  the  superintendent.     The  visitors  had  an  enthusi- 
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astic  meeting  at  the  hospital  on  June  30, 1904,  and  great  interest  was 
shown  in  the  work  being  done. 

A  conference  has  been  held  at  the  hospital  daring  the  past  year 
with  the  judges  of  the  district  courts.  A  thorough  inspection  was 
made  by  them,  and  a  free  discussion  took  place  concerning  the  aims 
and  methods  of  the  institution.  It  is  believed  that  much  good  will 
result  from  this  meeting. 

Much  good  should  result  from  such  efforts,  which  lead  in  the 
right  direction. 

The  reception  of  voluntary  patients,  substantially  as  recom- 
mended by  the  trustees,  is  cordially  approved.  Everything 
should  be  done  to  gain  the  co-operation  of  the  patients  and 
emphasize  the  helpful  side  of  the  work  devolving  upon  the 
institution,  without  loss  of  effective  control  so  far  as  necessary 
for  their  proper  treatment. 

There  are  many  difficulties  confronting  this  hospital,  which 
are  accentuated  by  lack  of  consensus  of  opinion  as  to  the  defi- 
nition of  its  functions  and  the  best  methods  of  solving  its 
problems.  Progress  must  necessarily  be  slow  under  these 
conditions.  The  results  accomplished  during  the  first  decade 
of  its  existence  have  not  been  entirely  satisfactory,  and  have 
not  commanded  that  degree  of  public  approval  which  would  be 
desirable,  although  they  have  not  by  any  means  been  fruitless. 

The  experience  of  the  past  twenty  years  in  the  treatment  of 
this  class,  first  in  the  insane  hospitals  and  later  in  this  hospital, 
has  demonstrated  that  certain  inebriates  need  to  be  dealt  with 
according  to  the  general  principles  on  which  this  institution  is 
founded.  The  extent  of  such  work  has  not  been  determined, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that  proper  effort  along  these  lines  should 
be  continued.  The  stage  has  been  reached,  however, .  w^here 
progress  is  blocked  by  inability  to  obtain  the  means  with  which 
to  continue  the  advance  on  the  present  basis.  The  institution 
is  constantly  on  the  defensive,  against  adverse  criticism,  and 
much  energy  is  expended  in  the  struggle  for  mere  existence. 

This  Board  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  chief  obstacle 
lies  in  the  relatively  high  cost  of  maintenance,  which  is  about 
double  the  cost  at  the  average  State  institution.  Many  feel 
that  such  high  rate  of  expenditure  is  not  justifiable,  and  that 
greater  good  might  be  done  by  diverting  the  money  to  other 
charities.    The  high  cost  does  not  arise  out  of  the  nature  of  the 
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work,  but  out  of  the  small  size  of  the  institution.  The  ad- 
ministrative corps  is  capable  of  doing  much  more  work  in  con- 
nection with  its  present  operations.  Therefore  it  seems  to  the 
Board  that  it  would  be  advisable  in  some  proper  way  to  enlarge 
the  establishment. 

There  is  an  ever-present  need  of  additional  accommodation 
for  the  insane ;  and,  although  there  are  good  reasons  against 
the  association  of  such  with  inebriates  in  the  same  ward  or 
building,  or  in  such  proximity  that  they  would  react  unfavor- 
ably upon  each  other,  it  is  possible  to  obviate  .this  objection  by 
suitable  separation  of  buildings  and  eventually  the  develop- 
ment of  a  new  centre  for  inebriates,  under  the  same  general 
management  but  at  a  suitable  distance  from  the  present  insti- 
tution, and  aflbrding  a  larger  acreage  of  land  for  their  employ- 
ment. Thus  economy  of  administration  would  be  attained, 
and  the  foundation  laid  for  further  study  and  progress,  without 
opposition,  in  the  treatment  of  inebriety  as  a  disease  condition 
without  the  taint  of  criminality. 

Therefore  this  Board  recommends  legislation  as  follows : 
(1)  change  of  name  to  the  Foxborough  State  Hospital,  to 
which  all  existing  laws  pertaining  to  the  present  hospital  shall 
•  be  applicable;  (2)  that  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  be  au- 
thorized to  transfer  thereto  a  suitable  class  of  insane  patients, 
who  should  be  subject  only  to  the  laws  pertaining  to  the  in- 
sane ;  (3)  that  a  liberal  appropriation  should  be  made  for  the 
erection  of  new  buildings  and  development  of  the  hospital.

The  average  number  of  inmates  was  815,  against  785  the 
preceding  year.  The  year  closed  with  720  in  the  school  at 
Waltham,  127  at  the  Templeton  colony. 

The  superintendent  thus  comments  on  the  needs  of  the 
feeble-minded  and  the  operations  of  the  year  at  Waltham  and 
Templeton :  — 

There  were  240  applications  for  admission  daring  the  year.  Of 
these,  we  were  able  to  admit  only  a  small  number,  the  majority  of 
the  admissions  being  applicants  of  former  years,  who  have  long  been 
on  the  waiting  list. 

The  parents  of  these  children  pathetically  plead  for  an  opportunity 
for  the  training  and  education  of  their  children  while  they  are  young 
and  capable  of  improvement.  It  is  a  striking  fact,  however,  that  the 
reason  for  the  great  majority  of  the  applications  is  based  upon  the 
relief  needed  for  the  mother,  the  family  or  the  neighborhood,  with 
the  prospective  educational  benefit  to  the  child  himself  as  a  secondary 
consideration. 

The  great  majority  of  these  applicants  are  the  children  of  parents 
in  moderate  or  straightened  circumstances.  Few  laboring  men  or 
mechanics  or  small  farmers  are  able  to  pay  any  appreciable  rate  for 
the  care  and  education  of  the  defective  child,  without  depriving  other 
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children  of  proper  food  or  clothing  or  opportunitieB  for  ordinary 
edacation. 

The  new  manual  training  bnilding  is  completed  and  in  use.  On 
the  basement  floor  are  the  shops  for  the  repairing  of  shoes  and  gen- 
eral repairs  to  furniture,  etc.  On  the  first  floor  are  the  sloyd  class 
room,  the  class  room  for  general  manual  training,  a  small  printing 
oflSce,  and  the  room  for  band  practice.  On  the  second  floor  is  the 
girls' class  room  for  beginners  in  needlework,  darning,  mending,  etc., 
and  the  large  sewing  room.  These  new  class  rooms  are  well  lighted 
and  ventilated,  and  give  us  fine  facilities  for  carrying  on  this  most 
important  part  of  our  work. 

Here  at  Waltham  and  at  the  colony  we  have  had  eleven  new  build- 
ings, or  additions  to  buildings,  under  construction  during  the  year. 
These  building  operations  have  greatly  added  to  the  duties  and  cares 
of  the  entire  staff ;  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  testify  to  the 
willingness  and  fidelity  which  the  ofi9cers  and  employees  have  shown 
in  meeting  these  extra  responsibilities,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
work  of  the  institution.  Without  this  co-operation  it  would  have 
been  impossible  to  complete  our  buildings  within  the  sum  appropri- 
ated. Our  regular  force  of  employees  and  our  splendid  corps  of 
working  boys  have  excavated  the  basements,  dug  and  teamed  stone 
for  foundations,  dug  trenches  for  sewer  and  water  pipes,  mixed  con- 
crete, cut  and  handled  pipe  for  the  steam  fitter,  done  all  the  painting 
and  varnishing  inside  and  outside  the  buildings,  graded  around  all 
the  buildings,  and  teamed  much  of  the  building  material.  The  edu- 
cational value  of  this  constructive  work  for  our  boys  has  been  very 
noticeable.  One  big,  strong  boy  of  twenty,  for  years  destructive, 
idle  and  vicious,  has  worked  with  the  steam  fitter  for  over  a  year, 
cutting  and  threading  pipe  on  a  machine  as  well  as  a  skilled  mechanic 
would  do  it,  and  doing  a  full  day's  work  every  day. 

The  farm  colony  at  Templeton  is  one  of  the  most  successful  and 
satisfactory  departments  of  the  institution.  The  three  groups  of 
farm  buildings  now  accommodate  128  adult,  able-bodied  male  in- 
mates, who  lead  a  natural,  happy,  country  life,  with  a  minimum  of 
restraint  and  all  the  liberty  they  can  properly  use.  They  are  kept 
busy  with  the  farm  work,  the  development  of  the  estate  of  2,000 
acres,  and  the  rough  work  connected  with  the  construction  of  new 
buildings.  This  year  they  have  excavated  the  basements  for  the 
fourth  group  of  farm  buildings,  teamed  the  stone  for  the  foundation 
walls,  made  trenches  for  water  pipes  and  sewer,  and  dug  a  fine  well 
for  a  water  supply. 

This  year  we  had  about  50  acres  under  the  plough.  We  had  21 
acres  of  com  for  ensilage  and  fodder,  and  20  acres  of  potatoes.  We 
shall  harvest  over  2,000  bushels  of  potatoes,  400  barrels  of  apples, 
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and  other  bountiful  crops,  all  used  as  a  part  of  the  food  supply  of 
the  institution.  The  products  of  the  farm  not  used  at  the  colony  are 
shipped  to  the  home  school  at  Waltham.  The  boys  picked  and  sent 
to  the  school  over  1,000  boxes  of  blueberries.  The  fruit  and  vege- 
tables from  the  colony  have  enabled  us  to  make  the  inmates'  dietary 
much  more  varied  and  palatable. 

The  bread  for  the  colony  is  baked  at  the  school  at  Waltham  and 
sent  to  Templeton  in  barrels.  These  barrels  are  filled  with  fruit  and 
sent  back  to  the  school.  The  freight  charge  for  a  barrel  of  bread  is 
less  than  the  cost  of  an  empty  barrel  at  Templeton. 

We  are  developing  a  fine  herd  of  milch  cows,  and  within  a  few 
years  we  expect  to  supply  the  school  at  Waltham  with  pure  milk, 
raised  on  our  own  farm  largely  by  the  labor  of  our  boys.  The  old, 
worn-out  farm  land  is  being  gradually  ploughed  and  put  under  good 
cultivation.  The  boys  are  kept  busy  all  the  time.  They  are  rugged 
and  stalwait,  and  full  of  life  and  good  humor.  They  are  the  happi- 
est class  of  our  inmates.  Farm  work,  under  homelike  conditions,  is 
the  ideal  occupation  for  this  class  of  defectives.  The  fourth  group 
of  farm  buildings  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  within  a  few  months. 

Hospital  Cottages  for  Children. 

This  is  a  private  institution,  for  which  the  Governor  appoints 
five  trustees,  in  addition  to  those  selected  by  the  corporation. 
It  is  maintained  from  the  income  of  private  funds,  donations 
and  the  board  of  patients.  iJtate  and  town  charges  are  received 
for  $3.25  per  week,  although  the  weekly  cost  of  support  is 
considerably  in  excess  of  this  amount.  In  consideration  of 
this  service,  the  State  has  from  time  to  time  appropriated 
money  for  buildings  and  structural  improvements.  It  is  sub- 
ject to  supervision  by  the  Board  of  Insanity,  to  which  it  makes 
a  financial  statement,  and  furnishes  such  other  information  as 
may  be  required.

Of  the  38  patients  admitted,  23,  or  60  per  cent.,  were  epi- 
leptic. 

There  has  been  some  delay  in  completely  filling  the  new 
wards,  but  new  patients  are  coming  in  rapidly  at  the  present 
time. 

The  Private  Institutions  fob  the  Insane 

are  the  McLean  Hospital  and  eighteen  licensed  establishments. 
The  patients  therein  Oct.  1,  1904,  numbered  97  men,  145 
women,  242  total;  92  men,  94  women,  186  total,  were  in  the 
McLean  Hospital ;  5  men,  51  women,  56  total,  in  the  smaller 
institutions.  ^ 

During  the  year  licenses  to  care  for  the  insane  have  been 
granted  by  the  Governor  to  Samuel  L.  Eaton,  M.D.,  of  New- 
ton Highlands,  Harriet  E.  Reeves,  M.D.,  of  West  Medford, 
George  B.  Coon,  M.D.,  of  East  Walpole,  and  Mrs.  Maria  H. 
Paul  of  Roxbury. 

The  McLean  Hospital 

is  a  private,  corporate  institution,  being  a  branch  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  • 

The  average  daily  number  of  patients  was  178,  —  82  men, 
96  women.  The  whole  numjber  of  patients  committed,  inclu- 
sive of  voluntary  patients,  was  152,  —  81  men,  71  women, — a 
gain  of  23  over  the  previous  year.  Sixty-one  of  such  patients 
were  voluntary,  4  of  whom  were  afterward  committed.

Insane  I^ersoy^s  first  admitted  to  Any  Hospital^ 

of  whom  55  were  born  in  Massachusetts,  82  in  the  United 
States,  being  92.13  per  cent,  of  those  whose  nativity  was  ascer- 
tained.    Seventy-five  and  sixty-four  one-hundredths  per  cent. 
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of  the  parents  were  native  bom.  Thirty- two  and  fifty-eight 
one-hundredths  per  cent,  were  committed  from  country  dis- 
tricts, 67.42  per  cent,  from  cities  and  large  towns. 

The  cause  of  mental  disease  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  hos- 
pital physicians,  alcoholic  excess  in  12.24  per  cent.,  exclusive 
of  unknown  causation  ;  organic  brain  disease  in  2.04  percent. ; 
syphilis  in  8.16  per  cent. ;  heredity  was  a  contributory  cause 
in  40.44  per  cent. 

The  form  of  mental  disease  was  alcoholic  insanity  in  3.75 
per  cent.,  exclusive  of  undiagnosticated  forms;  mental  defi- 
ciency in  1.25  per  cent. ;  senile  insanity  in  5  per  cent.  ;  gen- 
eral paralysis  in  13.75  per  cent. ;  and  mental  deficiency,  senile 
insanity,  general  paralysis,  organic  brain  disease  or  epileptic 
insanity  in  25  per  cent. 

The  average  age  at  the  onset  of  mental  disease  was  forty 
years ;  at  time  of  admission,  forty-four  years.  The  age  on 
admission  exceeded  sixty  years  in  10  persons,  being  11.23  per 
cent.  The  average  duration  of  insanity  before  admission  was 
1.97  years.

Exclusive  of  cases  of  mental  deficiency,  senile  insanity,  gen- 
eral paralysis,  organic  brain  disease  and  epileptic  insanity,  the 
percentage  of  recoveries  to  commitments  was  34.42,  compared 
with  21.35  for  the  State. 

There  were  19  recoveries  of  persons  admitted  for  the  first 
time  to  any  hospital,  being  21.35  per  cent,  of  such  admissions, 
compared  with  17.03  for  the  six  public  hospitals  and  12.79 
for  the  State;  and  31.66  per  cent,  of  such  admissions  exclu- 
sive of  the  above  five  forms  of  disease,  compared  with  21.48 
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per  cent,  for  the  six  public  hospitals  and  22.01  per  cent,  for 
the  State.

Tuberculosis  was  not  reported  as  a  cause  of  death.  Disease 
of  the  respiratory  organs,  exclusive  of  tuberculosis,  was  present 
in  20  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  in  this  hospital,  27.72  per  cent, 
in  the  six  public  hospitals,  23.48  per  cent,  in  the  State;  gen- 
eral paralysis  or  other  organic  brain  disease  in  20  per  cent,  in 
this  hospital,  24.04  per  cent,  in  the  six  public  hospitals,  21.86 
per  cent,  in  the  State. 

The  work  of  the  laboratory  has  been  fully  maintained.  An 
assistant  in  pathological  physiology  has  been  added  to  the 
medical  staflF,  and  a  separate  department  created  for  such  in- 
vestigation. The  long-felt  need  of  an  appropriate  house  of 
worship  is  being  filled  by  the  erection  of  the  Samuel  Eliot 
Memorial  Chapel. 

The  year  is  marked  by  Dr.  Cowles's  resignation  of  the 
superintendency,  after  a  long  and  most  honorable  service, 
during  which  the  hospital  was  advanced  to  the  front  rank,  and 
his  own  attainments  in  psychiatry  were  unsurpassed. 


The  Smaller  Private  Institutions. 

There  are  eighteen  small  private  institutions  licensed  to  care 
for  the  insane.  As  a  rule,  they  receive  both  sane  and  insane 
patients.  Their  admissions,  discharges  and  numbers  remain- 
ing at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  hospital  year  are  shown  in

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The  average  number  of  patients  in  family  care  was  178.26, 
—  a  gain  of  34.36  for  the  year ;  the  number  remaining  October 
1,  213,  —  a  gain  of  54.  Ninety-four  cases,  92  persons,  were 
admitted,  compared  with  78  cases  and  76  persons  during  the 
previous  year.  Eighty-two  persons  were  admitted  for  the 
first  time,  11  for  the  second,  1  for  the  third. 

'  First  Admissions. 

Of  the  82  such  admissions,  20  had  been  in  institutions  con- 
tinuously for  less  than  a  year;  13,  one  to  two  years ;  5,  two 
to  three  years ;  6,  three  to  four  years ;  3,  four  to  five  years ; 
4,  five  to  six  years ;  3,  six  to  seven  years ;  3,  seven  to  eight 
years ;  3,  nine  to  ten  years ;  4,  ten  to  eleven  years ;  1,  eleven 
to  twelve  years;  3,  twelve  to  thirteen  years;  1,  thirteen  to 
fourteen  years;  2,  fourteen  to  fifteen  years;  7,  fifteen  to 
twenty  years  ;  1,  twenty  to  twenty-five  years  ;  3,  over  twenty- 
five  years.  The  average  hospital  residence  was  six  years, 
three  months.  Of  the  33  persons  so  residing  less  than  two 
years,  7  had  previously  been  insane  inmates  of  institutions. 

Of  the  82  patients  first  admitted,  15  were  returned  to  insti- 
tutions, 2  of  whom  were  placed  out  again  within  the  year. 
One  died,  1  failed  physically,  2  physically  and  mentally ;  the 
remainder,  63,  were  successfully  boarded,  of  whom  13  made 
decided  improvement  mentally  and  physically,  9  improved 
mentally,  9  physically,  and  2  were  discharged  to  self-support. 

Headmissions. 

Of  the  12  such  cases,  11  were  readmitted  for  the  first  time, 
1  for  the  third.  Ten  had  remained  in  institutions  after  return 
from  boarding  less  than  a  year;  2,  four  to  eight  years;  the 
average  duration  being  one  year,  five  months. 

Three  had  been  returned  to  institutions  as  unsuitable,  after 
boarding  an  average  of  three  years,  ten  months ;  3  as  ill,  after 
boarding  an  average  of  four  years,  nine  months  ;  4  temporarily, 
after  boarding  an  average  of  seven  months ;  and  2  had  been 
discharged  to  overseers  of  the  poor,  after  boarding  an  average 
of  three  years,  eight  months. 
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Discharges. 

Four  cases  were  discharged  to  friends ;  1  after  boarding  one 
year,  ten  months ;  1  after  one  year,  four  months ;  1  after  four 
months ;  1  after  three  years,  eight  months,  —  the  last  having 
been  twice  before  in  family  care. 

Two  had  been  continuously  inmates  of  institutions  prior  to 
boarding  out,  one  year,  nine  months ;  1,  one  year,  ten  months  ; 
1,  three  years,  four  months ;  such  average  residence  being  two 
years,  two  months.  Two  were  capable  of  self-support;  2 
required  further  care. 

Ti^ansfers  to  Institutions. 

Thirty-three  cases  were  transferred  to  institutions,  16  as 
unsuitable,  7  physically  ill,  10  temporarily. 

Of  the  16  so  transferred  as  unsuitable,  12  had  boarded  less 
than  a  year;  1,  one  to  two  years;  1,  two  to  three  years;  1, 
fourteen  to  fifteen  years  ;  1,  fifteen  to  sixteen  years ;  the  aver- 
age duration  being  two  years,  three  months.  Nine  were  tried 
in  one  family,  2  in  two,  2  in  three,  2  in  four,  and  1  in  seven. 

Of  the  7  so  transferred  as  ill,  1  had  boarded  one  to  two 
years  ;  1,  six  to  seven  years ;  1,  thirteen  to  fourteen  years ;  1, 
fourteen  to  fifteen  years ;  2,  fifteen  to  sixteen  years ;  1,  seven- 
teen to  eighteen  years;  the  average  duration  being  twelve 
years.  Six  remained  in  institutions ;  1  died  therein  in  less 
than  a  month. 

Of  the  10  so  transferred  temporarily,  9  had  boarded  less 
than  a  year;  1,  four  to  five  years.  Four  were  readmitted  to 
family  care  within  a  year. 

Deaths. 

One  patient  died,  after  boarding  thirteen  years  and  six 
months.  In  addition,  1  died  in  an  institution  within  three 
months  after  return. 

There  was  no  accident  of  a  serious  nature  during  the  year. 

Three  patients  left  their  caretakers.  One  is  believed  to  be 
with  relatives ;  of  two  no  trace  can  be  found,  but  they  are 
harmless,  and  capable  of  self-care. 
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Families. 

The  213  patients  remaining  Sept.  30,  1904,  were  in  108 
families, — a  gain  of  20.  Fifty-six  families  had  1  patient 
each ;  20  families,  2  ;   17  families,  3  ;  13  families,  4 ;  1  family, 

5  (temporary);  and  1  family,  6  (temporary).  Eleven  of 
these  patients  were  with  relatives ;  1  with  interested  friends ;  1 
in  a  family  in  each  case.  In  addition,  3  patients  were  self- 
supporting  in  families  of  their  own  choosing. 

Sixty  new  families  applied  for  patients,  7  being  rejected. 
Thirty-seven  of  these  families  were  given  boarders  during  the 
year.  Six  families  became  unsuitable,  and  patients  were  with- 
drawn. 

Towns, 

The  patients  were  distributed  in  55  towns,  —  again  of  11, 
as  follows :  Andover,  1 ;  Amesbury,  1 ;  Arlington,  1  ;  Ash- 
field,  5 ;  Ashland,  4 ;  Barre,  1 ;  Barnstable,  1 ;  Beverly,  2  ;

Support  Department. 

The  beginning  of  this  department  dates  back  to  April,  1902, 
when  an  officer  was  employed  to  investigate  (1)  whether  cer- 
tain inmates  of  State  institutions  were  entitled  to  support  by 
this  Commonwealth,  and,  if  not,  where  they  rightfully  be- 
longed, so  that  suitable  action  might  be  taken  with  regard  to 
their  deportation;  and  (2)  whether  any  funds  were  available 
for  the  maintenance  of  State  charges  whose  mental  condition  or 
claims  required  that  they  should  remain  in  State  institutions. 
It  was  found  that  some  relatives  and  other  persons  liable  and 
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able  to  maintain  such  charges  were  not  aware  of  their  obliga- 
tion to  do  so,  but  after  having  their  attention  called  to  the 
matter,  willingly  performed  their  duty.  In  other  cases  funds 
were  found  waiting  to  be  claimed  for  this  purpose. 

The  results  were  encouraging  from  the  start.  During  the 
first  six  months  the  sum  of  $1,129.09  was  collected  and  paid 
into  the  State  treasury,  and  in  addition  9  State  charges  were 
made  private  patients,  paying  directly  to  the  institutions. 
During  the  next  year  the  sum  of  $3,039.98  was  collected  and 
paid  into  the  State  treasury,  and  in  addition  1 1  State  charges 
became  private  patients. 

Thus  far  the  investigation  related  only  to  State  wards,  but 
during  the  succeeding  year  (that  is,  this  year),  under  the  State 
care  act,  which  became  operative  Jan.  1,  1904,  was  extended 
to  former  city  and  town  wards  who  passed  to  State  support. 
It  was  known  that  reimbursement  was  made  to  municipalities 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  considerable  number  of  these  cases, 
and  it  was  anticipated  that  such  reimbursement  would  be  likely 
to  diminish  unless  systematic  effort  were  made  to  keep  it  up 
and  to  increase  it.  Accordingly,  this  department  was  enlarged 
by  adding  two  visitors  and  a  clerk.  The  following  method  is 
pursued :  — 

A  visitor  goes  to  each  institution  monthly,  interviews  every 
State  patient  admitted,  and  takes  a  careful  history  as  to  his 
claim  for  support,  the  addresses  of  his  friends,  etc.,  of  which 
classified  record  is  filed  in  the  office.  Subsequent  inquiry  is 
made  by  correspondence  or  personal  visitation  as  to  any 
resources  available  for  his  support,  and  appropriate  action 
taken,  either  to  make  him  a  private  patient,  if  pecuniary 
resources  warrant,  or,  if  not,  to  collect  such  reimbursement 
as  may  be  justified. 

During  the  first  nine  months,  to  October  1,  57  visits  were 
made  to  institutions,  645  visits  to  relatives  and  friends;  1,460 
histories  were  taken  and  recorded.  As  a  result,  deportations 
by  the  United  States  immigration  service  or  by  this  Board 
have  been  made  according  to  a  tabulation  on  a  later  page 
of  this  report.  Thirty-four  State  charges  were  made  private 
patients,  and  9  other  cases  are  pending.  Reimbursement  was 
made  at  the  rate  of  $3.25  per  week  for  104  other  State  pa- 
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tients.  In  addition,  606  cases  were  investigated  by  reason 
of  information  received  from  overseers  of  the  poor,  of  which 
6  were  made  private  patients,  127  were  discharged  or  died,  86 
were  unable  to  pay,  and  387  continued  to  be  reimbursing 
patients.  There  were  altogether  at  the  end  of  the  year  474 
reimbursing  patients. 

On  Oct.  1,  1904,  $31,882.11  had  been  collected  for  board 
during  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  calendar  year  and  paid  into 
the  State  treasury,  and  bills  were  due  for  the  third  quarter 
amounting  to  $24,043.55,  distributed  as  follows  :  —

Prior  to  Jan.  1,  1904,  while  the  collections  were  small  in 
amount,  this  Board  acted  as  agent  of  the  State  Treasurer  in 
receiving  such  payments ;  but  this  method  became  impracti- 
cable later,  when  the  amounts  increased,  unless  special  pro- 
vision were  made  for  such  work,  at  considerable  expense. 
Moreover,  such  payments  could  be  more  conveniently  made  at 
the  institution,  when  friends  were  visiting  patients.  There- 
fore, by  mutual  agreement  with  the  State  Treasurer,  the  State

The  State  Board  of  Insanity  arranges  for  such  reimburse- 
ment, keeps  the  accounts  and  sends  out  the  bills.  The  treas- 
urer of  the  State  institution  caring  for  the  patient  receives  the 
money,  receipts  the  bills,  and  pays  the  receipts  into  the  State 
treasury,  as  agent  of  the  State  Treasurer.  The  State  Board 
continues  to  receive  small  miscellaneous  reimbursements  for 
the  support  of  patients  outside  of  State  institutions.

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Since  Oct.  1,  1898,  714  persons  have  been  deported  by  the 
State  Board.  Of  these,  14  reappeared  once,  5  twice.  Of 
those  reappearing,  8  were  in  institutions  on  Oct.  1,  1904. 
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The   Alleged  Insane,   Feeble-minded   and  Epileptic  in 

Almshouses  and  in  the  Community. 

Fifty-three  visits  were  made  to  almshouses  during  the  year 
in  arranging  for  the  transfer  of  the  insane  to  State  institutions, 
for  the  supervision  of  the  insane  boarded  therein  by  the  State, 
and  for  the  investigation  of  special  cases.  The  systematic 
visitation  of  former  years  would  seem  to  be  unnecessary  after 
the  removal  of  the  insane,  inasmuch  as  such  duty  devolves 
upon  the  State  Board  of  Charity.  Hence  a  tentative  ar- 
rangement was  made,  as  explained  in  the  following  correspond- 
ence :  —

Mr.  John  D.  Wells,  Clerk  of  the  Stale  Board  of  Charily. 

Dear  Sir  :  —  I  wish  to  suggest  a  modification  of  the  existing  ar- 
rangement as  to  the  visitation  of  alleged  insane,  feeble-minded  or 
epileptic  persons  who  may  be  cared  for  in  almshouses  or  private 
families,  and  are  supported  by  cities  or  towns  or  the  State. 

Inasmuch  as  it  seems  probable  that  all  such  who  are  mentally 
affected  to  a  degree  requiring  institutional  care,  or  the  special  super- 
vision of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity,  will,  under  the  operation  of 
the  State  care  act,  be  committed  to  institutions,  there  would  seem  to 
be  no  necessity  of  continuing  its  regular  visitation  of  any  outside  of 
institutions.  However,  questions  may  arise  from  time  to  time  as  to 
the  mental  condition  and  the  proper  treatment  of  such  paupers,  which 
may  properly  be  referred  to  this  Board. 

Such  cases  will  usually  first  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of 
Charity  through  its  regular  annual  visitation  of  paupers  in  general. 
I  would  therefore  request  you  to  continue  the  practice  of  informing 
me  of  the  name  and  location  of  any  pauper  who,  in  your  judgment, 
is  insane,  feeble-minded  or  epileptic,  in  order  that  I  may  keep  a  gen- 
eral census  of  them. 

For  the  present,  and  as  a  tentative  arrangement,  the  Board  of  In- 
sanity will  make  no  regular  visitation  of  such.  However,  if,  in  your 
judgment,  any  case  is  not  receiving  proper  treatment,  the  Efoard 
would  like  to  be  so  informed,  in  order  that  it  may  investigate  and 
take  appropriate  action.

During  the  year  special  investigation  was  made  of  9  cases 
in  almshouses,  4  in  the  community,  resulting  in  the  commit- 
ment of  5  as  insane,  and  1  to  the  State  Hospital.  In  the 
other  cases  satisfactory  care  was  provided  for  without  commit- 
ment.

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TEUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Danvers  Insane  Hospital  respectfully 
present  their  twenty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  management 
of  the  institution. 

The  new  Middleton  colony  has  been  nearly  completed,  and 
about  200  patients  have  been  removed  there  from  the  main 
hospital.  It  was  expected  that  we  should  have  room  for  200 
patients  only,  but  we  find  we  can  care  for  about  250  and  will 
have  that  number  there  at  an  early  date.  Our  heating  and 
sewerage  systems  are  working  satisfactorily,  and  the  wards  are 
all  pleasant  and  sunny,  and  the  patients  generally  are  satisfied 
with  their  new  home. 

The  main  hospital  is  about  as  full  as  a  year  ago,  owing  to 
the  large  number  of  patients  transferred  from  city  and  town 
institutions.  The  number  of  patients  at  the  close  of  last  year 
was  1,160,  and  the  number  at  the  close  of  this  year  is  1,348,  a 
daily  average  through  the  year  of  1,235. 

We  understand  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  do  not  consider 
it  necessary  to  build  any  large  buildings  this  year  for  the  care 
of  the  insane,  so  no  appropriation  will  be  asked  for  that 
purpose. 

The  trustees  do  feel  that  there  should  be  erected  two  bath 
houses,  one  for  each  wing  of  the  main  hospital,  as  the  present 
room  is  insufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  institution. 
Also,  there  should  be  erected  a  suitable  building  for  the  male 
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nurses  of  the   hospital.     And  for  this  work  we  would  ask 
special  appropriation  as  follows  :  — 

For  two  new  bath  houses, 1 15,000 

For  a  home  for  male  nurses, 20,000 

Also  for  a  new  silo  for  the  Middleton  colonv,  .        .  500 

Last  year  we  were  allowed  to  expend  out  of  the  fund  of  the 
hospital  $2,000  for  two  small  barracks  for  patients  affected 
with  tuberculosis,  one  of  which  is  near  completion.  They 
were  considered  as  a  sunmier  home,  but  by  little  additional 
expense  they  can  be  occupied  through  the  year,  making  so 
much  more  permanent  room,  and  to  complete  the  two  barracks 
will  require  more  money.  We  would  ask  to  be  authorized  to 
expend  for  this  purpose,  out  of  the  hospital  fund,  a  further 
sum  of  $1,000. 

The  trustees  have  made  every  effort  to  settle  the  water 
question  with  the  town  of  Danvers,  and  have  made  no  prog- 
ress. They  have  made  the  town  propositions  which  some  if 
not  all  of  the  trustees  feel  were  more  liberal  than  was  reason- 
able, and  these  were  rejected  by  the  committee  of  the  town, 
and  were  consequently  withdrawn  by  the  trustees. 

The  town,  after  giving  the  committee  fiiU  power  to  settle 
the  question  with  the  trustees,  at  a  later  meeting  voted  that 
they  should  report  back  to  the  town  for  its  approval  before  a 
contract  should  be  made.  The  committee  considered  the  mat- 
ter again  and  reported  to  the  town  their  action,  and  asked  for 
its  approval  of  the  same ;  after  several  meetings,  at  intervals 
of  a  month,  the  town  voted  not  to  approve  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  committee.  So  &ils  the  last  hope  that  the  town 
will  ever  approve  of  any  proposition  which  the  trustees  will 
feel  justified  in  accepting. 

The  contract  says  that  the  '*  State  and  the  town  shall  agree 
as  to  the  amount  the  State  shall  pay."  If  the  trustees  are  the 
State  in  this  matter,  and  there  is  no  probability  of  an  agree- 
ment, the  price  for  water  each  year  must  be  settled  by  the 
courts,  unless  Your  Excellency  and  your  honorable  council 
take  the  matter  in  hand,  and,  with  the  Legislature,  confer  upon 
us  the  authority  and  provide  means  for  an  independent  supply. 

The  bill  belfbre  the  Legislature  at  the  last  session  of  the 
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General  Court,  and  by  it  referred  to  the  next  General  Court, 
in  our  opinion  furnishes  the  only  satisfactory  solution  of  the 
question,  and  the  difference  between  the  future  cost  of  water 
with  an  independent  supply  and  the  amount  claimed  by  the 
town  will  pay  all  expenses  of  building  a  complete  water  plant, 
with  interest  on  the  same,  in  less  than  fifteen  years,  and  after 
that  time  the  future  expense  of  water  to  the  State  would  be 
very  small. 

The  claim  of  the  town  is  really  that  the  State  should  pay 
for  the  water  it  uses  in  proportion  to  the  expense  of  distribut- 
ing the  water  to  all  parts  of  the  town,  or  to  any  other  towns, 
which  they  might  contract  to  furnish,  so  that  the  more  water 
the  town  shall  sell  to  others  the  more  the  State  must  pay  for 
the  amount  it  uses,  and,  further,  the  State  must  furnish  a 
reservoir,  and  keep  it  clean  and  in  repair  without  any  con- 
sideration. 

The  commissioners  appointed  by  the  court,  and  the  court 
itself,  agree  that  the  town  should  furnish  water  to  the  State 
without  profit,  and  that  the  State  should  be  allowed  fair  recom- 
pense for  the  use  of,  and  care  of,  the  reservoir.  So  the  ques- 
tion at  issue  should  be,  what  it  cost  the  town  to  place  water  in 
the  reservoir  from  which  the  State  takes  its  supply,  and  in 
computing  the  cost,  interest  upon  the  cost  of  the  reservoir  and 
the  plant,  and  expenses  above  the  reservoir,  should  be  con- 
sidered, but  not  the  cost  of  the  plant  below  the  reservoir,  and 
the  expense  of  distributing  the  water  to  the  patrons  of  the 
town,  or  other  towns,  which  may  be  the  case  in  the  future. 

The  cost  to  other  water  companies  to  pump  their  water,  or 
the  price  at  which  they  may  sell  the  water  to  their  patrons, 
may  not  be  a  right  basis  upon  which  to  fix  the  price  in  this 
case,  still  it  is  true  that  other  water  companies  in  the  State 
furnish  water  to  their  patrons  at  much  lower  rates  than  that 
claimed  by  the  town  of  Danvers ;  some  sell  as  low  as  2^  cents 
to  5  cents  per  1,000  gallons.  Still,  after  six  years  of  negotia- 
tion and  a  costly  commission,  we  have  failed  to  come  to  any 
satisfactory  agreement,  and  with  no  hope  for  any  settlement 
for  future  supply. 

We  must  ask  the  Legislature  of  the  coming  year  to  consider 
the  bill  referred  to  it  by  the  General  Court  of  1904,  and  give 
us  the  benefit  of  the  same. 
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The  mechanical  reMgerating  plant  authorized  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  last  year  will  soon  be  cooipleted  and  ready  for  use. 

F.  Robertson  Sims,  M.D.,  has  been  added  to  the  staff  the 
past  year,  and  Henry  M.  Swift,  M.D.,  resigned  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  trustees. 

Mr.  Arthur  S.  Richardson  resigned  as  engineer  after  a  long 
and  faithful  service,  and  Mr.  George  W.  Tibbetts  was  ap- 
pointed in  his  place.  Mr.  Arthur  Hatfield  was  appointed 
engineer  for  the  Middleton  colony. 

The  officers  and  employees,  with  few  exceptions,  have  given 
full  satisfaction,  and  have  shown  great  patience  and  industry 
in  dealing  with  the  many  changes  necessary  under  the  new 
law.  Such  large  transfers  with  commitments  to  the  hospital 
through  the  year  caused  much  extra  labor. 

We  submit  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Consulting  Physicians 
for  your  consideration,  and  the  reports  of  the  superintendent 
and  treasurer  as  a  part  of  our  report.  Only  with  the  faithful 
and  loyal  service  of  the  superintendent,  officers  and  employees 
of  the  hospital  could  we  present  the  report  of  the  satis&ctory 
condition  in  which  we  find  the  institution  at  the  close  of  the 
most  trying  year  of  its  existence.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Danvers  Insane  Hospital, 

Herewith  is  presented  the  annual  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  hospital  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1904. 

The  number  of  admissions  in  the  last  hospital  year,  764,  is 
the  highest  received  in  any  one  year  since  the  hospital  opened, 
being  332  in  excess  of  the  number  admitted  the  previous  year* 
This  large  increase  in  our  admissions  was  due,  in  a  measure,  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  State  care  act,  which  transferred  to  State 
hospitals  the  insane  in  town  and  city  almshouses.  It,  there- 
fore, has  no  significance  as  regards  the  increase  of  insanity. 
The  number  of  patients  discharged,  576,  exceeded  the  number 
discharged  the  previous  year  by  151,  and  yet  the  net  gain  for 
the  year  was  188. 

The  number  reported  as  recovered  upon  discharge,  52,  is  1 
less  than  the  recoveries  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of 
deaths,  165,  is  37  in  excess  of  the  deaths  for  the  year  previous. 

Such  results  naturally  follow  the  operations  of  the  State  care 
principle.  The  large  proportion  of  advanced  chronic  cases 
received  can  but  reduce  our  percentage  of  recoveries,  and  the 
increasing  number  of  senile  and  feeble  cases  the  State  is  now 
called  upon  to  care  for  by  local  overseers  of  the  poor  naturally 
increases  our  death-rate. 

Among  the  admissions  .there  were  55  cases  of  constitutional 
inferiority,  or  imbecility,  3  idiots,  23  epileptics,  84  general 
paralytics,  27  cases  of  organic  dementia,  and  59  senile  dements. 
Of  those  who  died,  49  had  general  paralysis,  17  had  organic 
dementia,  43  had  senile  debility  with  dementia,  9  were  imbe- 
ciles, and  2  were  epileptics. 

Two  men  and  one  woman  died  from  accidental  causes.  One 
man,  in  attempting  to  escape  through  an  upper  window,  fell 
upon  the  frozen  ground,  fracturing  his  pelvis  and  several  ribs. 
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He  lived  only  two  days.  The  other  man,  a  general  paralytic, 
who  was  restricted  to  a  liqaid  diet,  surreptitiously  obtained 
some  bread  which  became  lodged  in  his  throat,  causing  his 
death.  One  woman  strangled  through  partially  swallowing 
rags,  which  she  was  habitually  chewing.  Another  woman 
committed  suicide  by  wrapping  a  stocking  twice  around  her 
neck.  One  male  patient  was  found  dead  in  the  Ipswich  Biver. 
The  medical  examiner  gave  a  certificate  of  **  probable  suicide." 
This  man  had  been  in  the  hospital  eleven  years,  during  several 
of  which  h^had  been  a  voluntary  worker  on  the  farm.  While 
idle  one  Sunday  afternoon  he  wandered  away,  and  was  found 
in  the  river,  which  borders  a  section  of  the  farm,  the  following 
Tuesday.  To  those  of  us  who  were  acquainted  with  the  man, 
and  never  heard  him  speak  of  suicide,  or  knew  him  to  act  in  a 
manner  suggesting  suicide,  it  seemed  more  probable  that  in 
attempting  to  cross  the  narrow  but  deep  river  he  was  accident- 
ally drowned. 

During  the  year,  94  autopsies,  57%o  P^^  cent,  of  all  deaths, 
have  been  made  in  the  laboratory.  An  autopsy  means  a  thor- 
ough examination  of  internal  organs  and  brain,  and  in  many 
cases  the  spinal  cord ;  also  bacteriological  cultures  from  the 
various  organs  and  microscopical  examinations  of  diseased 
organs,  especially  hardened  sections  of  the  cortex  and  spinal 
cord.  A  full  description  of  condition  found  is  written  out, 
and  frequently  such  reports  are  illustrated  by  photographic 
impressions  of  diseased  tissue. 

From  the  autopsies  and  clinical  sources  there  have  been  sub- 
mitted for  microscopical  examinations  in  the  laboratory  2,609 
specimens.  The  specific  bacillus  of  tuberculosis  was  discovered 
in  7  of  the  41  specimens  of  sputum  examined.  Three  serum 
reactions  for  typhoid  were  studied,  2  of  which  were  positive. 

The  malarial  organism  was  found  in  4  of  the  6  blood  speci- 
noens  examined  for  malaria.  Throat  cultures  from  41  patients 
were  developed  and  examined,  the  K.  L.  bacillus  being  found 
in  2.  For  general  clinical  purposes,  969  specimens  of  urine 
were  chemically  and  microscopically  examined.  Thus  the 
laboratory  aids  clinical  diagnosis  of  the  living,  and  confirms  or 
corrects  the  medical  diagnosis  of  those  who  die. 

Especially  interesting  has  been  the  discovery  during  the 
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year  of  a  series  of  7  cerebral  tumors,  1  of  which  has  been 
made  the  subject  of  a  paper  that  is  to  be  published. 

Another  line  of  interesting  work  has  been  undertaken  in 
connection  with  an  epidemic  of  pneumonia.  In  15  cases  that 
died  there  was  found  in  the  internal  organs  a  pseUdo-K.  L. 
bacillus,  which  presented  such  variations  from  the  common 
type  that  an  exhaustive  study  of  its  characteristics  seemed 
warranted.  About  3,000  cultures  have  been  made  in  this  con- 
nection,  with  considerable  experimental  work  upon  guinea 
pigs. 

Space  in  the  laboratory  has  beeu  rearranged,  providing  a 

new  chemical  room  and  a  micro-photographic  room.     That 

department  has  been  supplied  with  select  reference  books,  the 

trustees  having  authorized  an  expenditure  of  $1,000  for  that 

piurpose. 

Ward  Work. 

Waxd  work  has  been  carried  on  with  the  same  aims  and 
efforts  as  in  former  years,  but  against  rather  more  than  the 
usual  obstacles  to  success.  The  disinclination  of  candidate 
nurses  to  follow  such  an  exacting  (filing  has  resulted  in  fre- 
quent changes.  The  too  rapid  introduction  of  new  patients 
and  the  crowded  conditions  of  the  wards .  injuriously  affect 
tranquillity  and  the  best  results.  However,  we  have  not 
lowered  our  ideals  and  have  faith  in  continued  efforts.  The 
training  school  for  nurses  graduated  Miss  Marion  Amanda 
Winslow,  Miss  Charlotte  Jei-myn,  Miss  Olive  Cornelia  Smith, 
Miss  Mary  Caroline  Beckett,  Miss  Katheryn  Killelea. 

Cost  of  Maintenance. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  in  this  report  will,  by  comparison 
with  the  cost  in  former  years,  appear  high.  The  increase  in 
the  .pay  roll,  $7,500,  is  due  in  part  to  the  increased  number  of 
nurses  required  to  supply  new  wards  and  to  supply  the  places 
of  nurses  absent  under  the  new  rule,  —  viz.,  to  grant  all  ward 
workers  twenty-four  consecutive  hours  off  dpty  each  week,  — 
and  to  the  increased  number  of  mechanics  called  for  by  the 
extraordinary  repairs  undertaken  this  year. 

Several  hundred  new  iron  beds  and  mattresses  have  been 
purchased  and  several  hundred  old  mattresses  have  been  made 
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over.  Fire  appliances,  cotton  hose,  hydrants  and  connecting 
water  mains  have  cost  $1,500.  More  than  the  usual  amount 
of  coal  has  been  purchased,  so  that  there  is  on  hand  more 
than  twelve  months'  supply. 

It  is  not  believed  that  the  per  capita  cost  of  salaries,  wages, 
food  and  clothing  much  exceeds  the  average  of  former  years. 

Construction. 

The  new  buildings  for  women,  located  just  beyond  the  line 
separating  Danvers  from  Middleton,  which  were  under  con- 
struction at  the  time  of  my  last  annual  report,  were  completed 
early  in  the  present  year.  The  transfer  of  patients  from  the 
main  hospital  to  these  new  wards  commenced  in  March.  From 
time  to  time  additional  patients  have  been  sent  there,  until 
they  now  number  178.  The  buildings  will  easily  accommo- 
date 2«^0  patients  and  the  necessary  employees.  The  con- 
struction of  these  buildings  is  such  that  patients'  quarters  are 
all  located  on  the  ground  floor,  and  each  ward  has  a  large 
platform  or  veranda  floor  along  its  front,  upon  which  patients 
spend  the  greater  part  of  the  day,  weather  permitting. 

A  common  dining  room  is  provided  for  the  whole  com- 
munity, and  a  covered  walk  connects  it  with  each  building  in 
the  group.  The  windows  are  wholly  unbarred,  except  by 
mosquito  screens.  Under  such  conditions  only  able-bodied 
and  quiet  patients  can  be  maintained  there,  although  constant 
supervision  both  day  and  night  is  provided. 

The  colony  is  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Maginnis.  It 
is  connected  with  the  main  hospital  office  by  telephone.  A 
member  of  the  medical  staff  visits  the  colony  almost  daily,  and 
can  be  summoned  whenever  needed.  It  is  intended  that  all 
patients  requiring  special  medical  attention  shall  remain  in  the 
main  hospital.  If  such  cases  develop  at  the  colony  they  will 
be  brought  back. 

In  constructing  these  buildings  a  view  to  their  ultimate  ex- 
tension has  been  maintained.  The  heating  plant  and  the 
kitchen  would  answer  the  requirements  were  the  wards  twice 
their  present  capacity.  About  $8,000  of  the  appropriation 
for  these  buildings  remains  in  the  treasury,  but  will  probably 
be  expended  upon  another  building  the  coming  year. 

The  wards  for  tuberculous  patients,  adjacent  to  the  main

hospital,  for  which  we  were  authorized  to  spend  $2,000,  have 
not  been  completed.  One  for  male  patients  is  now  ready  for 
plastering.  When*  these  wards  were  projected  only  light  bar- 
racks adopted  for  summer  use  were  proposed.  Subsequently 
it  was  concluded  by  the  building  committee  to  so  improve  them 
that  they  would  be  available  at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  These 
changes  in  the  plans  will  necessitate  additional  funds,  conse- 
quently only  one  ward  is  under  construction  this  season.  The 
fact  that  17  patients  died  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year  is 
a  strong  argument  that  such  wards  are  necessary. 

A  contract  for  installing  the  cold  storage  plant  authorised 
by  the  Legislature  was  made  early  in  the  summer  and  the  work 
is  well  under  way. 

During  the  past  year  extensive  repairs  in  several  depart- 
ments have  seemed  important.  Barn  room  for  the  increasing 
stock  of  cattle  has  become  necessary.  It  was  deemed  expedi- 
ent that  a  small  bam  on  the  Middleton  premises  be  moved  into 
a  new  position,  where,  by  excavating  for  a  cellar,  some  forty 
young  cattle  could  be  wintered.  The  bam  was  too  frail  for 
the  proposed  trip  and  collapsed,  but  it  is  being  re-erected  over 
the  new  cellar. 

The  unoccupied  Crawford  farm-house  was  moved  to  a  spot 
near  the  engine  room  of  the  Middleton  colony  and  fitted  up  as 
two  tenements,  —  one  being  occupied  by  the  engineer  and  the 
other  by  male  patients,  whose  labor  is  greatly  needed  about 
the  place,  especially  in  the  kitchen. 

An  accumulation  of  rust  in  the  iron  pipe  supplying  the 
hydraulic  lifts  in  the  wards  rendered  the  system  almost  useless 
until  it  was  refitted  with  brass  pipe.  The  water  heater  con- 
nected with  the  douche  room  also  gave  out  through  the  de- 
structive action  of  rust.  A  new  Berryman  heater,  with 
considerable  brass  connecting  pipe,  had  to  be  provided.  The 
heater,  pressure  tanks,  etc.,  were  relocated  in  the  boiler  or 
engine  room,  where  extensive  changes  and  repairs  have  been 
made  to  fEicilitate  the  economical  employment  of  exhaust  steam 
from  the  dynamo  room. 

The  floors  in  patients'  rooms  had  from  long  and  hard  usage 
become  rough  and  splintery.  Those  in  the  women's  wards 
have  been  replaced  by  a  better  quality  of  hard  pine,  and  work- 
men are  still  engaged  in  relaying  those  in  the  men's  wards. 
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Much  repairing  will  be  required  in  the  main  barn  the  com- 
ing year.  Floors  must  be  relaid  and  the  Stewart  grates  must 
be  renewed  or  some  substitute  provided.  The  proposed  bath 
rooms,  one  for  each  wing,  are  urgently  needed. 

The  need  of  a  detached  building  for  male  nurses  becomes 
clearer  each  year.  The  wards  are  overcrowded  with  patients, 
which  condition  calls  for  additional  nurses  and  sleeping  rooms 
for  them.  If  nurses  room  on  the  wards,  the  space  demanded 
for  the  patients  is  contracted  to  that  extent.  Then  the  effi- 
ciency of  nurses  is  enhanced  by  the  quiet  rest  afforded  in  de- 
tached buildings.  It  is  desirable  to  provide  in  such  buildings 
a  few  double  rooms,  where  married  attendants  can  be  placed. 

Every  Sunday  afternoon  a  regular  chapel  service  has  been 
conducted  by  local  Protestant  clergymen  in  rotation,  and  every 
second  Sunday  morning  a  Catholic  service  has  been  held  by 
Rev.  Father  Sullivan. 

For  eight  months  in  the  year  a  Monday  evening  dance  and 
a  Friday  evening  entertainment  have  been  provided  for  patients 
and  employees.  We  are  under  special  obligation  to  the  pastor 
and  members  of  the  Sunday  school.  Church  of  the  Annuncia- 
tion in  Danvers,  for  an  elaborate  musical  entertainment  about 
Christmas  time.  Dramatic  entertainments  have  been  given  by 
the  Rebecca  Lodge  of  Salem,  the  Sawyer  Club  of  Danvers,  the 
St.  Johns  C.  T.  Association,  Peabody,  Mr.  Frederick  Knell, 
etc.  Rev.  Robert  McFadden  of  Danvers  very  kindly  and  gni- 
tuitously  gave  three  interesting  lectures.  Rev.  F.  C.  Holden 
gave  one  lecture.  Readings  were  given  by  Miss  Henrietta 
Cushing  of  Boston,  Miss  Lila  G.  Cole,  Detroit,  and  Miss  Ellen 
Bo  wick  of  London.  Musicals  were  given  by  the  Arlington 
quartette,  Mr.  Salvatore  Gracia,  etc. 

Gifts  to  the  Hospital. 

Miss  Harriet  B.  Lee  of  Salem  and  Miss  Florence  Lyman  of 
Boston,  formerly  trustees  of  the  hospital,  have  contributed  to- 
wards gifts  for  patients,  the  former  $10  and  the  latter  $20. 
Hon.  Francis  H.  Appleton  gave  a  double  carriage  to  the  insti- 
tution. Mrs.  A.  C.  Dunbar  gave  a  porti-ait  of  Mrs.  Milo  C. 
Jewett ,  former  principal  of  the  training  school .  Reading  matter 
has  been  received  from  Miss  Mary  Keegan,  Boston,  Miss  Harriet 
R.  Lee,  Salem,  Mrs.  Jacob  Rogers,  Peabody,   Beebe  Town 
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Library,  Wakefield,  Miss  Carrie  Hale,  Danvers,  Dr.  E.  B, 
Carter,  Danvers,  Mrs.  L.  C.  Manchester,  Lowell,  Miss  Bessie 
Putnam,  Danvers,  Mr.  Stephen  Boberts,  Rockport.  Mr.  Geo. 
W.  Cook  of  Haverhill  gave  a  collection  of  pictures  for  fi-aming. 

Officers. 

There  has  been  but  one  addition  to  the  medical  staff  during 
the  year.  Dr.  Hoag  desiring  to  pursue  special  laboratory  work, 
Dr.  F.  R.  Sims  from  the  Boston  City  Hospital  was  appointed 
to  a  staff  position  in  July.  Dr.  H.  M.  Swift,  who  has  very 
acceptably  filled  a  staff  position  for  about  three  years,  has  re- 
signed to  engage  in  a  special  course  of  study  elsewhere,  and 
will  retire  immediately. 

The  medical  staff  has  had  to  contend  with  an  unusual  amount 
of  routine  professional  work  the  past  year.  At  the  daily  staff 
meetings  594  cases  have  been  formally  presented  through  a 
carefully  written  report,  followed  in  nearly  all  cases  by  a  clin- 
ical demonstration  of  the  diagnosis  advanced.  New  cases  are 
assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  members  of  the  staff  and  all 
paiticipate  in  the  discussion  which  follows  the  daily  demon- 
strations. 

To  have  maintained  the  standard  we  have  set  for  this  work, 
with  the  unusually  rapid  inflow  of  patients,  has  been  quite  a 
tax  upon  the  staff,  and  yet  five  members  have,  in  addition  to 
their  other  work,  written  papers  for  societies  or  journals. 

Mr.  A.  S.  Richardson  resigned  his  position  as  engineer  and 
Mr.  George  W.  Tibbetts  was  elected  to  succeed,  assuming  the 
engineer's  duties  in  March  last.  Mr.  Tibbetts  has  had  wide 
experience  as  an  engineer  in  manufacturing  and  electric  plants. 

In  closing  this  report  I  not  only  wish  to  thank  personally, 
but  to  commend  to  your  favorable  consideration,  the  assistant 
physicians  and  other  officials  who  have  labored  diligently  and 
conscientiously  to  promote  the*  administration  of  the  hospital 
through  the  year,  and  I  beg  to  again  place  on  record  my  grate- 
ful appreciation  for  the  friendly  cordial  support  I  have  invari- 
ably received  as  your  executive  officer.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSULTING  BOARD  OF 

PHYSICIANS. 


To  the  Trustees  of  (he  Danvers  Insane  Hospital, 

The  overcrowding  of  the  hospital,  which  tends  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  institution,  to  the  lowering  of  the  morale,  and  to 
the  general  inconvenience,  and  which  still  continues,  since  the 
supply  keeps  up  with  such  increased  accommodations  as  are 
provided,  looms  foremost  in  the  eyes  of  the  members  of  this 
Board  upon  their  visits.  It  goes  without  saying  that  corridors 
were  not  made  for  dormitories,  and  ill  fulfill  that  purpose ; 
but,  further,  imagination  can  only  guess  what  horror  this  con- 
tinued shiftlessness  might  create  in  case  of  fire.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  desire  to  express  our  satisfaction,  so  far  as  our  obser- 
vation goes,  with  the  new  buildings,  the  relief  they  afford,  their 
admirable  construction,  their  econoniical  administration. 

The  bathing  facilities  are  utterly  inadequate  and  unsuitable. 
The  older  arrangements  were  wasteful  in  all  respects,  not  alone 
of  time  and  the  services  of  the  attendants,  but  also  of  water 
and  of  heat.  Those  by  which  they  were  succeeded  are  limited 
in  extent,  and  have  to  be  made  to  do  for  both  sexes,  not  to 
mention  the  fact  that  the  quarters  now  occupied  are  needed  to 
enlarge  the  general  dining  room,  insufficient  for  its  own  needs. 
There  should  be  different  and  better  bathing  apartments,  with 
entire  separation  of  the  sexes. 

On  the  scientific  side  of  the  hospital  the  library  needs  more 
journals  and  books,  those  of  the  latter  in  possession  of  the 
hospital  being  mostly  out  of  date.  This  is  not  the  place,  nor 
is  there  need,  to  discuss  the  question  as  to  whether  the  hospital 
should  be  expected  to  contribute  to  the  advancement  of  medical 
science.  That  the  general  knowledge  of  insanity  is  thereby 
increased,  and,  ipsofacto^  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane 
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improved  ought  to  settle  that  matter.  But  we  cannot  expect 
advancement  in  scientific  study  without  adequate  facilities,  and 
these  we  have  not  at  present  at  the  hospital.  Then,  too,  now 
that  the  operating  room  is  completed,  there  are  needed  instru- 
ments to  go  with  it.  It  is  unreasonable  and  inconvenient  to 
expect  the  operator  to  bring  his  own  instruments  with  him, 
upon  summons,  as  the  practice  now  is. 

On  the  governing  side,  the  general  accommodations  should 
be  enlarged.  There  should  be  less  crowded  quarters  for  the 
clerical  department,  and,  to  this  end,  there  should  be  a  separate 
residence,  outside  of  the  hospital  walls,  for  the  superintendent, 
and  the  home  for  the  female  attendants  should  be  supplemcilted 
by  another  for  males. 

To  these  suggestions  and  strictures  we  add  a  hearty  commen- 
dation of  the  general  management  and  regret  that  the  State's 
habit  of  parsimony  in  salaries  still  puts  a  premium  upon  brief 
tenures  of  office.

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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Oovemor  of  the  CommonweaUh  and  the  Honorable 

Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Northampton  Insane  Hospital  respect- 
fully submit  their  forty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  business 
affairs  of  the  hospital,  including  as  a  part  of  it  the  reports  of 
the  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

The  most  important  work  of  the  year  has  been  the  erection 
of  the  infirmary  ward  for  men.  Construction  of  this  building 
was  begun  in  the  spring  and  has  progressed  rapidly.  It  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  ready  for  use  early  next  spring.  The 
location  selected  for  it  is  a  very  favorable  one,  about  100  feet 
north  of  the  old  building,  far  enough  away  to  permit  unob- 
structed light  and  air  for  both  old  and  new  buildings.  It  is 
connected  with  the  old  building  by  a  corridor  one  story  high, 
which  has,  midway,  an  octagonal  sun  room.  The  main  build- 
ing faces  the  south,  and  is  so  planned  that  every  room  occupied 
by  patients  gets  sunshine  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the 
day.  In  the  centre  is  a  sun  room  with  windows  facing  east, 
south  and  west.  The  building  will  accommodate  92  patients 
and  34  nurses.  The  transfer  of  some  of  the  latter  from  the 
old  building  will  vacate  rooms  which  will  be  available  for  the 
patients. 

The  changes  in  the  heating  department,  for  which  appro- 
priation was  made  last  year,  have  been  completed  and  the 
results  are  very  satisfactory. 
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The  alterations  in  the  old  barn  have  been  nearly  completed. 

The  ward  on  the  lower  floor  of  the  infirmary  building  for 
women  has  been  finished  except  for  a  few  details,  and  will  soon 
be  occupied. 

The  Legislature  authorized  our  Board  to  expend  from  the 
maintenance  appropriation  the  sum  of  $2,800  for  a  system  of 
telephones  and  night  watchman's  clocks  and  for  the  repair  and 
construction  of  sidewalks,  but  we  have  thought  it  unadvisable 
to  undertake  these  improvements  till  it  could  be  seen  whether 
the  amount  mentioned  could  be  spared  from  the  maintenance 
fimd. 

We  approve  of  the  suggestions  made  in  the  superintendent's 
report,  and  shall  ask  the  Legislature  to  make  appropriations 
as  follows  :  for  a  new  engine  and  electric  generator,  to  replace 
the  one  now  in  use,  the  sum  of  $4,000 ;  for  a  hot-house  for  the 
farm  and  garden,  the  sum  of  $1,500;  and  for  a  spur  txack 
from  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  to 
our  grounds,  a  sum  which  we  shall  estimate  after  a  conference 
with  the  railroad  officials,  now  pending. 

The  most  important  matter  in  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  to 
be  considered  by  the  trustees  is  the  serious  overcrowding  of 
our  wards,  due  to  the  transfer  of  the  insane  from  the  alms- 
houses of  this  district  to  the  hospital.  The  new  buildings  of 
last  year  and  this  will  not  provide  room  enough  for  them.  In 
our  opinion,  it  is  not  advisable  to  enlarge  this  institution, 
because  of  the  great  expense  involved.  If  relief  cannot  be 
afforded  by  transfer  to  one  of  the  three  State  institutions  for 
the  chronic  insane,  as  we  hope  will  be  done,  we  must  continue 
to  provide  for  them,  and  the  most  economical  way  would 
appear  to  be  to  establish  colonies.  This  plan  was  suggested 
two  years  ago  by  this  Board,  but  the  Legislature  did  not 
approve  of  granting  money  for  the  purpose. 

So  far  as  we  are  concerned,  we  believe  the  small  hospital  is 
much  more  advantageous  for  patients  and  employees,  and  we 
should  prefer  to  remain  at  our  present  size  rather  than  to 
expand  to  a  larger  institution. 

Regular  monthly  meetings  of  the  trustees  have  been  held  at 
the  hospital,  at  which  times  the  hospital  was  inspected,  and 
many  visits  of  members  of  the  Board  have  been  made  between 
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the  times  of  the  stated  meetings.  We  have  always  found  the 
hospital  in  excellent  order,  and  affairs  progressing  quietly  and 
smoothly. 

There  has  been  but  one  change  on  the  medical  staff;  in 
November  Dr.  Grace  E.  B.  Rice  was  appointed  to  serve  for  a 
term  of  one  year. 

The  trustees  desire  to  again  express  their  approval  of  the 
efficient  service  of  the  superintendent  and  the  staff  of  medical 
and  other  officers.

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SUPERmTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Northampton  Insane  Hospital 

The  superintendent  respectfully  presents  the  following  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1904. 

There  were  692  patients  in  the  hospital  on  Oct.  1,  1903 ; 
333  were  admitted,  making  1,025  under  treatment,  — 108 
more  than  last  year ;  273  were  dismissed,  leaving  752  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  largest  number  on  any  one  day  was  772. 
The  daily  average  number  was  734,  —  77  larger  than  last  year, 
which  at  that  time  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  hospital. 

These  figures  represent  cases  who  were  actually  under  treat- 
ment at  the  hospital,  and  do  not  agree  with  those  given  in  the 
statistical  tables  accompanying  this  report,  because  the  latter 
include  59  cases  in  various  almshouses  who  were  committed 
for  the  purpose  of  transferring  them  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
State  Board  of  Insanity,  and  were  dismissed  from  our  author- 
ity without  having  been  admitted  in  person  to  the  hospital. 
For  the  purpose  of  record,  however,  we  were  requested  to 
treat  the  cases  in  our  tables  of  statistics  as  though  they  had 
actually  been  brought  to  the  hospital. 

Of  the  persons  admitted,  235  had  never  been  in  any  hospital 
for  the  insane,  though  51  had  been  cared  for  in  almshouses 
before  being  brought  here  ;  76  had  been  here  before,  of  whom 
13  had  been  in  almshouses  since  leaving  the  hospital;  21  had 
been  in  other  hospitals  than  this.  Only  140  of  the  persons 
admitted  were  born  in  Massachusetts,  and  but  195  were  bom 
in  the  United  States.  Forty-two  per  cent,  were  of  foreign 
birth. 

The  chief  causes  of  insanity  in  the  cases  admitted  were 
heredity,  intemperance,  senility,  congenital  causes,  and  or- 
ganic lesions  of  the  brain,  in  the  order  given. 
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The  great  majority  of  the  patients  admitted  had  an  incurable 
form  of  mental  disease  ;  in  31  cases  the  disease  was  congenital ; 
in  164  it  had  existed  for  more  than  a  year.  Thirty-three  of 
the  patients  admitted  were  more  than  sixty  years  of  age,  21 
were  over  seventy  years  of  age  and  10  were  over  eighty  years 
of  age. 

Of  the  discharged,  27  were  considered  recovered,  29  much 
improved,  38  improved,  34  not  improved. 

The  number  of  recoveries  is  smaller  than  for  many  years, 
but  is  as  large  as  the  character  of  the  patients  admitted  in  the 
past  year  would  warrant.  Recoveries  can  only  be  expected  in 
certain  types  of  insanity  recognized  as  curable,  and  in  such 
types  the  condition  of  the  patients  on  admission,  their  age  and 
the  duration  of  the  attack,  are  most  important  factors.  For 
instance,  during  the  past  year  5  patients  having  a  recognized 
curable  form  of  mental  disease  died,  because  they  were  in  a 
dying  condition  when  committed,  several  of  them  living  but  a 
day  or  two  after  reaching  the  hospital.  The  great  majority  of 
insane  patients  are  of  the  incurable  types,  and  in  any  given 
year,  the  more  of  these  there  are  admitted,  the  fewer  will  be 
the  recoveries. 

Many  of  the  patients  discharged  as  much  improved  continued 
to  improve  after  leaving  the  hospital,  some  of  them  going  on 
to  recovery.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  hospital  for  years  to 
discharge  patients  as  soon  as  they  can  get  along  at  home 
comfortably,  provided  the  being  at  home  does  not  lessen  the 
prospects  of  recovery  in  curable  cases.  For  this  reason  we  are 
not  credited  with  as  many  recoveries  as  we  should  have  if  we 
kept  the  patients  longer. 

Sixty-five  patients  died,  —  6.34  per  cent,  of  the  whole  num- 
ber under  treatment,  which  is  about  the  usual  percentage  for 
this  hospital. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  patients  were  allowed  to  leave 
the  hospital  on  trial  visits.  The  law  limits  the  length  of  these 
visits  to  sixty  days,  during  which  period  the  patient  may  be 
brought  back  to  the  hospital  without  the  necessity  of  being  re- 
conmiitted.  This  method  of  dismissal  from  the  hospital  has 
proved  very  beneficial  in  our  experience.  Many  cases  can  be 
and  are  allowed  to  go  on  trial,  whose  final  discharge  is  not  ad- 
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visable  at  the  time  of  leaving  the  hospital.  In  my  opinion,  the 
length  of  the  visit  which  may  be  allowed  is  too  short.  Quite 
frequently  patients  have  been  able  to  remain  away  from  the 
hospital  sixty  days,  but  soon  after  have  had  to  be  returned  to 
the  hospital,  which  of  course  necessitates  a  new  commitment. 
I  believe  it  would  be  wise  to  extend  the  length  of  visit  to  six 
months. 

The  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  we  have 
had  to  care  for  during  the  past  year  is  due  to  the  operations 
of  the  law  which  went  into  effect  Jan.  1,  1904,  by  which  the 
State  assumed  the  care  of  all  the  insane,  whether  in  hospitals 
or  in  almshouses,  who,  prior  to  January  1,  were  chargeable  to 
cities  and  towns.  By  a  further  provision  of  the  law,  all  the 
insane  then  in  almshouses  must  be  transferred  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible to  the  State  hospitals.  We  received  51  patients 'of  that 
class  from  various  almshouses,  and  not  a  few  besides,  quiet  and 
harmless  but  feeble-minded  persons  who  were  not  in  almshouses, 
who  in  all  probability  would  not  have  been  sent  here  if  the 
towns  had  still  been  chargeable  for  their  support.  We  have 
been  informed  that  about  80  more  of  this  class  will  be  sent  to 
us  before  1905. 

The  coming  of  these  patients  to  our  already  too  crowded 
wards  has  entailed  discomforts  upon  themselves  and  the  other 
patients,  and  has  added  burdens  to  a  nursing  force  which  was 
already  overburdened. 

The  effects  of  their  admission  will  long  be  shown  in  our 
annual  reports,  diminishing  our  proportion  of  recoveries  and 
increasing  our  death  rate. 

The  general  health  throughout  the  hospital  has  been  good, 
though  there  have  been  many  feeble  old  men  and  women  ad- 
mitted who  have  needed  care  in  bed.  It  has  been  noticeable, 
however,  that  during  the  winter  months  there  has  been  a  lower- 
ing of  the  physical  tone  and  a  decrease  in  the  powers  of  resist- 
ance of  many  patients,  due  to  the  serious  overcrowding  of  the 
wards. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  continues  to  be  of  much  value 
to  the  hospital,  and  the  nurses  show  increased  interest  in  the 
work  and  in  the  hospital.  Five  nurses  were  graduated  this 
year :  Alice  E.  Bedell,  Hannah  B.  Mann,  Katherine  R.  Maloney, 
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Belle  McLaurin  and  Maud  L.  Wheeler.  The  term  closed  with 
graduating  exercises.  Miss  Yale  and  Mr.  Barrus,  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  Miss  Catton,  matron  of  the  Springfield  City 
Hospital,  addressed  the  graduating  class.  The  presentation 
of  diplomas  by  the  superintendent  was  followed  by  an  evening 
of  music  and  dancing.  The  hospital  is  foi*tunate  in  retaining 
ten  graduates  of  the  school  in  the  service,  but  a  few  of  these 
expect  to  leave  soon  to  take  up  general  nursing. 

Dr.  Nathan  W.  Williams  of  Northampton,  dentist,  has  been 
employed  to  visit  the  hospital  one  day  each  week  to  attend  to 
the  teeth  of  the  patients,  and  has  found  plenty  of  work  to  be 
done.  His  work  has  added  much  to  the  appearance  and  to  the 
comfort  of  a  large  number  of  patients. 

Occupation  has  been  found  for  as  many  patients  as  possible 
during  the  year.  As  usual,  many  are  kept  busy  in  the  different 
departments.  The  farm  and  grounds  furnish  places  for  a  large 
number  of  men,  and  the  grading  and  ditching  operations  always 
in  progress  about  a  large  institution  provide  ideal  occupation 
for  feeble-minded  patients.  During  the  past  year  patients 
have  cut  down  a  knoll  about  7  feet  high,  extending  over  an 
area  of  150  feet  square,  the  site  of  the  new  infirmary  building 
for  men,  and  have  excavated  for  the  foundations  and  basement 
of  the  same.  Thousands  of  loads  of  soil  were  removed  in  hand 
carts,  and  were  used  to  grade  and  fill  in  low  places  in  the  grove 
in  front  of  the  hospital.  Patients  dug  a  trench  for  the  sewer 
for  the  same  building,  475  feet  long ;  another  trench  for  the 
steam  pipes  and  for  the  electric  wires  for  the  same  building, 
235  feet  long ;  and  still  another,  325  feet  long,  for  water  pipes 
and  for  the  relocation  of  the  fire  hydrant.  They  also  laid  a  new 
steam  pipe  for  the  piggery  and  barns,  525  feet  in  length.  A 
number  of  the  patients  are  becoming  very  efficient  helpers  to 
the  pipe  fitters,  and  one  has*made  himself  useful  in  the  tin 
shop.  All  mechanics,  carpenters,  painters,  plumbers,  etc., 
have  one  or  more  patients  as  helpers,  who  take  much  interest 
in  their  work. 

The  farm  has  had  a  very  favorable  year,  and  many  of  the 
crops  are  larger  than  usual.  The  list  of  products  of  the  farm 
accompanying  this  report  shows  the  great  variety  of  vegetables 
raised,  the  quantities  and  the  market  values.     It  is  a  very 
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profitable  department  of  the  hospital.  By  reason  of  the  large 
quantities  of  staple  products  it  furnishes,  our  cost  of  living  is 
kept  much  lower  than  it  could  be  otherwise,  and  many  vege- 
tables are  furnished  that  we  should  not  feel  warranted  in  pur- 
chasing ;  and  not  the  least  of  its  advantages  is  that  it  furnishes 
employment  of  a  simple,  healthful  nature  to  so  many  patients. 

The  farm  could  be  made  still  more  profitable  by  the  addition 
of  a  hot-house,  and  I  advise  your  Board  to  petition  the  Legis- 
lature for  an  appropriation  to  build  one. 

The  following  important  improvements  have  been  made 
during  the  year:  — 

A  motor  has  been  installed  to  operate  the  laundry  machinery. 

Three  standpipes  for  fire  protection  have  been  erected  in  the 
working  department,  one  near  each  stairway  in  the  rear,  so  as 
to  be  easily  accessible,  each  having  a  fire  plug  and  hose  on  each 
floor,  making  ten  such  stations  in  all. 

The  most  important  change  made  in  our  equipment  was  the 
substitution  of  two  «*  Bundy  "  water  heaters  for  the  old  heaters, 
seven  in  number,  which  were  located  under  the  wards,  some  of 
them  more  than  500  feet  from  the  boilers.  The  old  heaters 
were  operated  by  high-pressure  steam.  The  two  new  ones 
located  near  the  engine  room  are  heated  by  exhaust  steam. 
Circulation  of  water  is  maintained  by  a  small  pump,  so  that 
the  water  will  not  stand  in  the  pipes  to  cool.  The  new  system 
will  be  much  more  economical  than  the  old  one. 

An  imperative  need  the  coming  year  will  be  a  larger  engine 
and  electric  generator,  to  replace  the  ones  installed  twelve 
years  ago.  They  were  large  enough  for  the  institution  at  that 
time,  and  seemed  likely  to  answer  the  hospital's  requirements 
for  many  years  to  come,  but  the  unlooked-for  increase  in 
niunber  of  patients  has  put  more  work  upon  the  engine  in 
many  ways.  The  addition  of  the  women's  infirmary,  with  its 
ventilating  fan  and  150  lights,  has  overtaxed  the  engine  at 
times,  and  it  will  be  impossible  to  do  the  work  when  the 
lighting  of  the  new  building  for  the  men  is  added  to  its  load. 

Another  very  pressing  need  is  the  building  of  a  spur  track 
from  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  to  our 
grounds.  At  present,  all  coal,  flour  and  other  heavy  supplies 
must  be  hauled  by  team,  up  a  steep  hill,  at  great  expense  and 
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labor.  A  low  estimate  of  the  saving  in  cost  of  hauling  coal 
alone,  at  prevailing  rates,  would  be  $1,000  a  year.  The  greater 
part  of  the  track  would  be  on  land  owned  by  the  institution, 
but  right  of  way  would  have  to  be  obtained  over  two  parcels 
of  land  not  belonging  to  the  hospital. 

Next  to  occupation  come  amusement  and  recreation  as  a 
measure  of  treatment  of  the  insane.  During  the  summer 
months  out-of-door  recreations  are  encouraged,  —  croquet, 
basket  ball,  tennis,  excursions  by  electric  railways,  little 
picnics  on  our  own  grounds,  attendance  at  circuses,  agricul- 
tural shows  and  the  like.  In  the  winter  assemblies  are  held 
regularly  three  or  four  times  a  week.  The  nature  of  these 
may  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  following  list  for  the  past 
season:  October  12,  Mr.  Wheeler  and  accompanist,  musicale; 
October  19,  nurses  and  patients,  play,  "Peak  Sisters;" 
October  27,  Mr.  Brignati,  legerdemain ;  November  9,  Mr. 
Pike,  phonograph  entertainment;  November  13,  Misses  Pratt 
and  Booth,  musicale;  November  24,  Mr.  Taggart,  songs  and 
readings;  December  25,  Christmas  tree;  January  13,  Mrs. 
Childs,  musicale;  January  18,  nurses  and  patients,  play,  '*  My 
Aunt  from  California;"  February  1,  stereopticon  lecture; 
February  22,  •*  Washington's  birthday  "  party  ;  March  1,  Miss 
Eastman,  with  Mt.  Holyoke  college  glee  and  banjo  club; 
March  9,  Miss  Flood,  elocutionist;  March  14,  stereopticon 
lecture ;  March  22,  Mr.  Eccles,  songs  and  readings ;  March 
29,  Mr.  Reynolds,  songs  and  readings ;  April  8,  Mr.  Norris 
and  class,  operetta,  '<  Florenda ;  "  April  23,  nurses  and  patients, 
assisted  by  Misses  Macomber,  Graves  and  Brown,  and  Mr. 
Fred  Brown,  musicale  and  broom  drill ;  September  27,  Mr. 
Richards,  readings.  Besides  these  there  were  sixty-nine  even- 
ings of  readings  by  some  member  of  the  staff,  with  music  by 
the  hospital  choir,  and  twenty-five  dances,  besides  numerous 
«*  parties  "  on  the  wards. 

On  every  Sunday  afternoon  one  of  the  clergymen  of  this 
vicinity  has  conducted  religious  services  in  our  assembly  hall, 
which  were  regularly  attended  by  an  audience  numbering  about 
425.  The  following  clergymen  are  entitled  to  our  grateful 
appreciation  :  Rev.  Mr.  Bartlett,  Rev.  IVlr.  Breaker,  Rev.  Mr.

From  four  to  five  bushels  of  green  sweet  corn  in  the  ear  is  consumed  in 
its  season,  daily,  with  the  exception  of  Sunday. 

Strawberries,  tomatoes,  cucumbers  and  melons  are  furnished  in  liberal 
quantities  in  their  season. 

In  the  spring,  cowslips  and  dandelions  are  largely  used  as  greens,  and 
horse-radish  as  a  condiment. 

During  eight  months  of  the  year,  apples  are  distributed,  daily,  among  the 
patients.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council 

The  trustees  of  the  Taunton  Insane  Hospital  have  the  honor 
to  submit  the  fifty-first  annual  report  of  this  institution. 

In  April  last  .occurred  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  hospital,  and  its  history  has  notably  exemplified  the 
great  advance  that  has  since  been  made  in  methods  for  the  care, 
treatment  and  classification  of  the  insane.  As  to  its  growth, 
in  the  superintendent's  report  for  the  year  1854  it  is  stated, 
'*  281  patients  are  as  many  as  ought  ever  to  be  enclosed  within 
our  walls."  To-day  (October  1)  the  institution,  since  con- 
siderably enlarged,  to  be  sure,  but  disproportionately  to  the 
accommodation  of  inmates,  is  overcrowded  with  922.  The 
grounds,  which  originally  covered  133  acres,  now  extend  over 
300,  including  the  Baynham  farm  colony  and  other  outlying 
land.  In  this  time  also  16,582  cases  have  been  admitted,  of 
which  3,962,  or  24  percent,  (of  admissions  and  readmissions), 
are  classed  as  recoveries. 

During  the  past  year  239  men  and  214  women,  a  total  of 
453,  have  been  admitted,  and  1,422  cases  treated;  176  were 
discharged,  among  whom  were  55  recovered.;  130  died. 

It  is  doubtful  if  any  year  has  seen  a  greater  variety  of  work 
in  progress  in  the  way  of  construction,  rebuilding  and  repair  on 
the  premises  than  the  present  one.  The  house  for  male  nurses 
has  been  completed,  and  will  be  occupied  in  November.  The 
attic  of  the  house  for  female  nurses  has  been  finished  so  as  to 
afford  accommodation  for  fifteen  nurses.  The  enlargement  of 
the  laundry  building  isnearing  completion,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  finished  and  the  machinery  purchased  and  in  running 
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order  for  it  early  in  the  winter.  The  cottage  at  the  Baynham 
farm  will  soon  be  completed.  A  twelve-inch  water  main  has 
been  laid  from  Hodges  Avenue  through  the  hospital  grounds 
and  around  the  circuit  of  the  buildings.  This  takes  the  place 
of  the  six-inch  main  which  had  been  used  twenty-two  years, 
and  will  give  four  times  the  water  supply  for  aU  future  pur- 
poses that  the  hospital  has  had  from  the  city  water  works  here- 
tofore. The  repairs  of  the  east  wing,  which  was  burned,  have 
been  completed,  and  the  building  is  now  occupied.  All  the 
wooden  ventilating  flues  in  the  attics  have  been  removed,  and 
their  place  supplied  by  galvanized-iron  flues.  Fire-proof  doors 
between  the  several  wings  in  the  hospital  and  the  centre  are  now 
being  made,  and  will  soon  be  in  place.  Bepairs  on  the  cow 
barn  and  the  hay  barn,  which  were  burned  in  August,  are  pro- 
gressing, and  will  be  completed  the  first  of  December,  the  ex- 
pense of  which  will  be  paid  from  the  current  income  of  the 
hospital  or  from  the  hospital  fund  in  the  treasury.  The  east 
wing,  the  house  for  male  nurses  and  the  industrial  building 
have  all  been  wired  for  electric  lighting,  and  work  in  that  di- 
rection will  be  continued  through  the  year.  Plans  for  enlarg- 
ing the  present  boiler  house  and  erecting  a  building  for  the 
engines  and  dynamos  necessary  for  the  electric  plant  are  being 
completed,  and  work  on  the  same  will  be  commenced,  it  is 
hoped,  very  early  in  the  spring.  The  dining  room  for  female 
nurses  has  been  completed  and  occupied  since  the  iBrst  of  May ; 
and  the  dining  room  for  male  nurses  is  nearly  completed,  and 
will  soon  be  occupied. 

Appropriations  for  the  coming  year,  amounting  to  $36,300, 
will  be  needed  as  follows :  for  a  cold-storage  plant,  including 
extension  of  the  rear  centre  building  and  additional  rooms  re- 
quired for  the  purpose,  $15,000.  This  is  much  needed,  as  the 
present  ice-room  is  antiquated  and  entirely  inadequate.  For  a 
stable  for  the  farm  horses  and  carriages  $8,000  is  asked ;  for 
finishing  the  attic  of  the  house  for  male  nurses,  $3,800 ;  for 
raising  the  old  boiler  house  one  story,  to  afford  room  for  the 
apparatus  supplying  power  for  the  cold-storage  plant  and  for 
other  storage  supplies,  $5,000;  for  the  purchase  of  the  Leon- 
ard farm  at  Eaynham,  which  is  now  being  cultivated  by  the 
hospital  as  a  part  of  the  Baynham  farm  under  a  lease  which 
wall  expire  this  coming  year,  $4,500. 
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The  disoipline  and  efficiency  of  the  hospital  officers  and  em- 
ployees in  an  emergency  were  successfully  tested  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  alarming  fire  which  occurred  in  January.  The  fact 
that  none  of  the  135  inmates  of  the  burning  building  were  in- 
jured or  escaped  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  and  of  in- 
creased confidence  in  the  future  safety  of  our  charges. 

Dr.  Roy  V.  Baketel  resigned  as  third  assistant  in  November, 
and  Dr.  H.  Walton  Wood,  senior  interne,  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  Dr.  Wood  resigned  in  June.  Both  rendered 
efficient  service  to  the  hospital. 

We  would  again  commend  the  management  of  the  hospital 
in  all  its  branches,  especially  that  which  relates  to  the  immedi- 
ate care  of  the  patients,  and  its  able  direction  by  Dr.  Brown, 
the  superintendent.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  Insane  Hospital, 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  your  Board,  I  present  to 
you  the  lifty-first  annual  report  of  the  superintendent,  for  the 
year  ending  Sept.  30,  1904. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  in  the  hospital  972 
patients,  —  498  men  and  474  women.  There  were  admitted 
during  the  year  463,  —  242  men  and  221  women,  —  237  men 
and  196  women  by  commitment,  4  men  and  25  women  by 
transfer;  making  the  whole  number  under  treatment  1,435, 
which  is  17  less  than  were  under  treatment  the  previous  year. 

There  were  discharged  during  the  year  509  patients,  —  215 
men  and  294  women,  as  follows :  55  were  discharged  as  re- 
covered, 52  as  much  improved,  46  as  improved,  28  as  unim- 
proved, 4  as  not  insane,  130  died,  171  were  transferred,  4  of 
those  who  escaped  were  still  at  large,  and  19  were  out  on  a 
visit  at  the  close  of  the  hospital  year.  The  daily  average  pum- 
ber  was  901.6,  which  is  50  less  than  the  previous  year,  the 
daily  average  being  decreased  by  a  greater  number  of  dis- 
charges. Of  those  discharged  recovered,  1  had  been  insane 
less  than  one  month,  19  less  than  six  months,  10  less  than 
twelve  months,  and  the  duration  of  insanity  in  54  per  cent,  of 
those  recovered  did  not  exceed  oiie  year. 

The  transfers  to  other  institutions  by  the  State  Board  of  In- 
sanity were  as  follows :  97  were  transferred  to  the  Medfield 
Insane  Asylum,  1  to  the  State  Colony  for  the  Insane  at  Gard- 
ner, 1  to  the  School  for  the  Feeble-minded  at  Waverley,  1  to 
the  Hospital  for  Epileptics  at  Monson,  1  to  the  Worcester  In- 
sane Hospital  and  29  to  the  Westborough  Insane  Hospital ;  19 
patients  were  removed  to  be  boarded  out  in  families,  and  19 
were  removed  from  the  State,  having  no  settlement  in  the 
State. 
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The  number  of  recoveries  was  less  than  the  previous  year, 
also  the  number  discharged  as  much  improved.  The  percent- 
age of  recoveries  calculated  on  the  admissions  was  11.8  per 
cent. ;  calculated  on  the  discharges  it  was  10.8  per  cent.  The 
number  of  deaths  was  130.  The  percentage  of  deaths  calcu- 
lated on  the  daily  average  number  of  patients  was  14.4  per 
cent. ;  calculated  on  the  whole  number  under  treatment  it  was 
9  per  cent.  The  explanation  of  the  lower  percentage  of  re- 
coveries on  the  admissions  than  in  some  previous  years  is  that 
a  greater  number  of  incurable  cases  were  admitted,  more  cases 
of  senility,  organic  brain  disease,  congenital  defectives  and 
other  forms  of  chronic  insanity,  in  most  of  whom  some  im- 
provement from  the  regulated  life  of  the  hospital  was  all  that 
could  be  expected.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  based  on  the 
curable  cases,  or  those  that  would  be  diagnosed  as  curable  on 
admission,  would  be  as  large  as  usual ;  but  the  number  of  ad- 
missions of  that  class  compared  with  the  whole  number  of  ad- 
missions is  discouragingly  small. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  greater  than  in  any  year  for 
several  years  past,  and  most  of  them  occurred  from  exhaustion 
from  chronic  mental  or  physical  diseases.  Fourteen  died  of 
general  paralysis  and  7  of  apoplexy  or  cerebral  hemorrhage. 
There  was  an  unusual  number  of  deaths  from  pneumonia,  18 
in  all,  mostly  old  and  feeble  subjects,  who  easily  succumb  to 
acute  diseases.  The  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  at  one 
time  during  the  winter  seemed  to  indicate  that  the  disease  was 
epidemic,  and  produced  from  the  same  causes  which  produced 
an  increase  of  pneumonia  in  the  community,  as  reported  in  the 
daily  papers  and  medical  journals.  Ten  died  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  not  a  larger  number  than  usual ;  and  the  number 
of  tuberculous  cases  in  the  hospital  has  not  apparently  in- 
creased, as  might  have  been  expected  in  buildings  which 
have  been  occupied  so  long  and  so  greatly  crowded  with 
patients.  There  was  an  unusual  exemption  from  infectious  and 
contagious  diseases.  There  was  no  typhoid  fever,  measles, 
scarlatina  or  diphtheria,  and  fewer  cases  of  erysipelas  than  for 
the  two  previous  years.  Malaria  was  less  prevalent  among  the 
employees  and  patients.  No  death  occurred  from  accident  or 
suicide. 

A  somewhat  less  number  of  patients  have  been  employed  than 
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in  previous  years  —  378  men  and  327  women  —  in  the  various 
departments  of  the  hospital.  The  character  of  the  admissions 
from  almshouses  and  of  old  and  feeble  patients  from  private 
families  has  not  permitted  the  development  of  so  many  working 
patients  as  has  been  usual  when  a  greater  number  of  acute  cases 
have  been  admitted.  While  a  less  number  have  been  employed, 
a  greater  amount  of  valuable  work  has  been  done  by  the  men 
patients.  The  laying  of  the  new  water  main  through  the 
grounds  and  around  the  buildings  furnished  employment  to  a 
large  number  of  men.  Nearly  all  the  excavating  and  filling 
in  of  the  pipe  was  done  by  patients'  labor.  This  lessened 
very  materially  the  expense  of  the  work,  and  was  largely  bene- 
ficial to  the  patients,  as  each  one  worked  but  a  few  hours  a  day, 
and  regarded  it  as  a  recreation  rather  than  an  irksome  task. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  has  done  good  work,  under 
the  charge  of  its  superintendent,  Miss  Harriet  M.  Seaver. 
Eight  nurses,  five  women  and  three  men,  were  graduated  last 
June,  after  having  passed  the  necessary  examinations  for  the 
full  course.  The  benefits  of  a  training  school  to  a  hospital  for 
the  insane  are  not  to  be  measured  by  the  number  of  its  gradu- 
ates alone,  but  rather  by  the  amount  of  instruction  imparted  to 
the  whole  number  of  pupils  in  the  school,  to  those  who  do  not 
graduate,  as  well  as  those  who  do  graduate,  as  to  the  proper 
care  of  the  insane,  those  on  the  wards,  as  well  as  those  sick  in 
bed,  and  indirectly  the  whole  tone  of  the  hospital  service  is 
elevated  by  the  influence  the  school  exerts  throughout  the  in- 
stitution. 

For  information  regarding  the  pathological  work  that  has 
been  done,  —  the  work  in  the  laboi'atory  and  the  study  and 
recording  of  cases,  —  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Dr.  Miller, 
the  pathologist,  which  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  to  the  hospital,  and 
which  might  easily  have  been  most  disastrous  in  its  results,  was 
the  fire  which  burned  the  third  story  and  roof  of  the  east  wing 
on  the  night  of  January  4,  the  coldest  night  of  the  winter.  But 
the  silver  lining  to  the  cloud  was  that  no  person  received  any 
bodily  injury  from  it,  and  no  life  was  lost ;  for  that  we  were 
devoutly  thankful,  and  much  credit  is  due  the  nurses,  em- 
ployees and  oflicers  of  the  hospital  for  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  each  did  his  duty ;  and  where  all  did  so  nobly  it  were 
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invidious  to  commend  especially  any  one  or  class  of  individuals 
who  rendered  assistance.  The  details  of  the  fire  were  so  fully 
narrated  in  the  daily  papers  at  the  time  that  it  is  not  necessary 
to  rehearse  them  in  this  report.  Fortunately,  the  Legislature 
was  in  session  when  it  occurred,  and  very  promptly  made  an 
appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of  repairing  the  building, 
which  was  conmienced  at  once,  and  has  been  advanced  as 
,  rapidly  as  was  possible  under  the  circumstances.  It  was  found 
that  the  middle  and  lower  stories  were  damaged  more  by  the 
water  used  to  extinguish  the  fire  than  was  expected,  and  tliat 
delayed  the  progress  of  the  work  very  materially.  The  two 
lower  wards  were  occupied  in  June,  and  the  upper  ward  will 
be  occupied  about  the  first  of  November,  the  work  being  sub- 
stantially completed  at  the  present  time. 

Repairs  are  progressing  rapidly  on  the  old  hay  barn,  which 
was  burned  on  the  night  of  August  18,  and  will  be  finished 
on  or  before  the  first  of  December.  Repairs  on  the  cow  bam, 
which  was  considerably  injured  by  the  fire,  have  been  completed. 

The  building  for  male  nurses  has  been  completed,  and  will 
be  occupied  some  time  in  November.  It  is  located  about  300 
feet  west  of  the  male  infirmary,  and,  fronting  the  south-east, 
each  of  its  rooms  will  receive  the  sunlight  some  part  of  the  day. 
It  has  a  pleasant  outlook  down  the  valley,  in  firont  of  the  hos- 
pital and  greenhouse,  especially  in  the  morning,  when  the 
landscape  is  lighted  by  the  rising  sun.  The  building  is  almost 
a  counterpart  of  the  home  for  women,  but  has  twelve  more 
rooms,  and  seven  large  double  rooms  which  are  intended  to  be 
occupied  by  married  nurses.  On  the  first  floor  is  a  suite  of 
rooms  designed  for  one  of  the  medical  assistants,  who  will  have 
charge  of  the  building.  The  attic  can  be  finished  into  fourteen 
rooms,  giving  additional  accommodations  for  about  20  more 
nurses.  I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose 
be  asked  for  this  year.  The  building  has  been  completed  and 
furnished  as  designed  within  the  appropriation  which  was  made 
for  it. 

The  attic  of  the  home  for  women  nurses  has  been  finished, 
and  is  now  occupied,  furnishing  good  accommodations  for  15 
niurses,  the  whole  building  now  having  accommodations  for  64 
nurses. 

The  twelve-inch  water  main,  to  take  the  place  of  the  six-

inch  main,  has  been  laid  through  the  grounds  of  the  hospital 
and  extended  around  the  buildings,  which  will  give  an  ample 
supply  of  water  in  case  of  fire,  and  for  all  other  purposes. 
The  whole  cost  of  it  will  not  exceed  the  appropriation  there- 
for. 

The  cottage  for  patients  at  the  Baynham  farm  is  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  the 
winter.  It  will  afford  excellent  accommodations,  and  make  a 
pleasant  home  for  patients  employed  on  the  farm. 

The  laundry  building  has  been  extended  52  feet,  making  the 
whole  length  of  the  building  130  feet,  the  width  being  39  feet. 
The  building  will  now  have  ample  space  to  do  the  laundry  work 
for  1,200  or  1,500  people,  and  probably  will  be  large  enough 
for  all  future  needs  of  the  hospital.  It  is  expected  that  the 
new  machinery  for  the  laundry  will  be  set  in  place  early  in  the 
winter,  and  that  everything  in  that  department  will  be  in  com- 
plete running  order.  When  it  is  stated  that  over  30,000  pieces 
of  clothing  and  bedding  are  sent  to  the  laundry  each  week, 
some  idea  can  be  formed  of  the  requirements  for  space  and 
machinery  to  do  the  work.  Next  to  the  kitchen,  the  laundry 
may  be  considered  the  most  important  adjunct  to  a  well- 
equipped  hospital. 

The  dining  room  for  female  nurses  was  completed  and  occu- 
pied the  first  of  May.  It  proves  to  be  convenient  and  sat- 
isfactory, and  meets  every  requirement  that  was  anticipated. 
The  dining  room  for  the  men  will  be  in  readiness  for  occupar- 
tion  in  November. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  toward  establishing  the  elec- 
tric plant  for  lighting  the  hospital.  The  two  nurses'  homes, 
the  industrial  building  and  one  wing  of  the  hospital  have  been 
wired,  and  plans  for  enlarging  the  boiler  house  and  providing 
a  building  for  the  engines  and  dynamos  are  being  prepared, 
and  the  buildings  can  be  placed  under  contract  and  conmienced 
early  in  the  spring  and  completed  before  autumn.  The  wiring 
of  the  hospital  will  be  continued  through  the  winter,  and  can 
be  completed  as  soon  as  the  power  plant  is  in  readiness  for  use. 
The  work  is  being  done  under  the  supervision  of  HoUis  French 
and  Allen  Hubbard,  consulting  engineers. 

Appropriations  for  the  coming  year  will  be  needed  as  fol- 
lows :  to  provide  a  stable  for  the  farm  horses  and  carriages. 
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$8,000.  The  farm  horses  have  heretofore  been  stabled  in  the 
hay  bam,  which  was  ill  fitted  for  them,  and  the  space  that  was 
occupied  by  them  is  needed  for  hay  and  other  farm  supplies. 
For  a  cold  storage  plant,  and  to  provide  rooms  for  the  same, 
$15,000.  The  best  and  most  feasible  plan,  as  it  seems  to  me, 
to  provide  rooms  for  this  purpose,  will  be  to  extend  the  rear 
centre  one  story,  about  26  feet,  leaving  a  space  of  30  feet  be- 
tween the  extension  and  the  old  carpenter  shop,  which  will  be 
ample  for  a  driveway  between  the  buildings ;  then  use  one-half 
of  the  new  extension  and  one-half  of  the  present  flour  room, 
with  the  basements  beneath  the  two  rooms,  for  the  cold  storage ; 
the  rooms  on  the  first  floor  to  be  used  for  the  storage  of  meat, 
eggs,  butter,  milk  and  all  other  kitchen  supplies,  and  the  base- 
ment rooms  for  fruit  and  vegetables.  The  old  boiler  house 
should  be  raised  one  story  and  a  new  roof  put  on,  to  provide 
more  rooms  for  storage  purposes.  The  attic  could  be  used  to 
store  lumber  for  the  general  repairs  of  the  buildings.  This 
would  be  especially  convenient  to  the  carpenter  shop,  as 
the  two  buildings  join  each  other.  Lumber  kept  in  store 
would  always  be  dry  and  ready  for  use,  and  it  would  be  more 
economical  to  purchase  it  in  larger  quantities  than  has  been 
possible  heretofore .  The  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  change 
in  this  building  is  $5,000.  There  will  be  required  $3,800  to 
finish  the  attic  of  the  home  for  male  nurses,  and  $4,500  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Leonard  estate  at  the  Baynham  farm.  The 
substantial  reasons  for  this  purchase  have  been  amply  set  forth 
in  previous  reports  of  the  trustees  and  superintendent,  and 
need  not  be  repeated  here ;  but  it  may  be  said  that  the  house 
on  this  estate  now  accommodates  10  patients  very  comfortably, 
which  is  worth  to  the  State  at  least  the  interest  on  $4,000,  and 
the  income  from  the  farm  the  present  year  has  been  about  $200 
above  the  cost  of  cultivating  it.  The  whole  property  is  worth 
four-fold  more  to  the  hospital  than  it  could  be  to  any  private 
individual,  and  it  would  be  a  good  business  proposition  for  the 
State  to  purchase  it. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  shows  that  the  total  expenditures 
for  the  current  year  have  been  $201,370.02,  which  is  $19,189.42 
in  excess  of  the  previous  year.  This  increase  of  expenditure 
with  a  less  average  number  of  patients  has  increased  the  weekly 
per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  to  $4.29   which  is  61    cents 
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above  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  increase  of  expenditure 
has  been  general  in  every  department,  but  it  has  been  greatest 
in  that  of  salaries,  wages  and  labor,  incident  to  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  nurses  and  attendants,  which  was  necessary  to 
reduce  the  time  of  weekly  service  to  seventy  hours,  and  to  the 
increase  in  the  wages  of  nurses.  More  has  been  spent  for  re- 
pairs and  improvements,  including  a  new  fire  pump  especially 
authorized  by  the  Legislature ;  and  more  for  food  supplies,  by 
reason  of  the  rise  in  the  price  of  provisions.  The  cost  of  fuel 
was  also  greater ;  more  coal  at  a  greater  cost  per  ton  was  re- 
quired to  heat  the  extra  buildings,  the  two  nurses'  homes, 
dining  rooms  and  other  parts  of  the  hospital,  which  were  in- 
sufficiently heated.  The  yearly  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  two 
nurses'  homes  will  be  not  less  than  $3,000.  The  expenditures 
hereafter  in  every  department  will  be  greater  than  they  have 
been,  with  the  increased  number  of  buildings  and  other  con- 
veniences for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  patients  and  nurses, 
and  provision  therefor  will  have  to  be  made. 

The  usual  number  of  entertainments  have  been  given  during 
the  year.  During  the  summer  months  several  picnics  and  ball 
games  were  given  on  the  hospital  grounds,  which  were  much 
enjoyed.  Christmas  was  celebrated  by  a  Christmas  tree  and 
music,  with  a  distribution  of  presents  from  Santa  Claus ;  and 
during  the  Christmas  holidays  extra  entertainments  were  pro- 
vided. Several  highly  interesting  and  instructive  lectures, 
descriptive  of  home  and  foreign  scenery,  illustrated  by  the 
stereopticon,  were  given  by  Dr.  Goss  and  Dr.  Abbot.  The 
weekly  dance  was  held  once  a  week  during  most  of  the  winter. 
The  Bristol  County  Fair  gave  tickets  of  free  admission  to 
the  residents  of  the  hospital,  and  as  usual  a  large  number  of 
patients  attended  it. 

Magazines  and  newspapers  for  the  patients  have  been  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  Milton  Reed  of  Fall  River,  Dr.  Henry  R. 
Stedman  of  Brookline,  and  from  several  others  whose  names 
were  not  given.  Thanks  are  due  to  each  for  his  contribution 
and  the  friendly  spirit  which  prompted  it.  The  *  *  Daily  Mer- 
cury" and  **  Old  Colony  Memorial"  continue  to  be  received 
free  of  charge. 

Several  changes  have  occurred  in  the  medical  staff.  Dr. 
William  T.  Hanson,  a  recent  graduate  of  Dartmouth  Medical 
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College,  was  appointed  medical  interne,  and  entered  upon  his 
duties  the  first  of  March.  Dr.  Horace  G.  Ripley,  a  gi-aduate 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  at  Baltimore,  was 
appointed  senior  interne,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  the  first 
of  May.  After  four  years  of  very  satisfactory  service  as 
interne  and  third  assistant.  Dr.  Roy  Y.  Baketel  resigned  in 
November  to  enter  upon  the  general  practice  of  medicine  at 
Manchester,  N.  H.  Aside  from  his  medical  duties,  he  ren- 
dered valuable  service  to  the  hospital  in  organizing  and  train- 
ing a  home  choir,  composed  entirely  of  employees  and  patients, 
and  it  was  the  opinion  of  good  judges  that  it  gave  better  music 
for  the  chapel  service  than  had  been  furnished  for  many  years. 
Dr.  H.  Walton  Wood,  who  was  senior  medical  interne,  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  position  of  third  assistant,  made  vacant  by  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  Baketel,  and  after  several  months  of  very 
efficient  service  resigned  the  position  to  go  into  general  prac- 
tice at  Fairhaven,  Mass. 

To  the  medical  staff  and  other  officers  of  the  hospital  I  return 
sincere  thanks  for  their  loyal  support  and  the  very  efficient 
service  they  have  rendered  the  hospital  during  the  past  year ; 
and  to  all  nurses,  attendants  and  other  employees  who  have 
given  faithful  service,,  and  upon  whom  the  highest  success  of 
the  institution  so  much  depends.  To  the  trustees  for  their 
continued  confidence  and  cordial  support  I  am  deeply  grateful.

PATHOLOGIST'S  REPORT, 


I  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  brief  report  of  the  work  accom- 
plished in  the  pathological  and  clinical  departments  daring  the 
year  ending  Sept.  30,  1904. 

The  work  in  the  pathological  laboratory  has  been  interfered 
with  to  a  considerable  extent  as  a  result  of  the  fire  in  January. 
The  department  rooms  located  beneath  the  burned  wing  were 
so  much  damaged  by  water  that  extensive  repairs  were  re- 
quired. Fortunately,  the  equipment,  the  library  and  the 
specimens  were  almost  wholly  preserved  uninjured,  so  that 
the  only  inconvenience  was  caused  by  the  confusion  and  dis- 
order incident  to  the  making  of  the  necessary  repairs. 

The  technical  work  was  fiirther  handicapped  by  the  lack  of 
a  regular  laboratory  assistant.  The  clinical  observations  of  the 
patients  necessarily  absorb  the  greater  part  of  the  time  of  the 
two  internes,  and  their  time  in  the  laboratory  is  limited,  and 
confined  to  the  more  strictly  clinical  work.  An  assistant  whose 
time  could  be  devoted  exclusively  to  the  laboratory  is  much 
desired. 

It  has  been  our  endeavor,  as  mentioned  in  a  previous  I'eport, 
to  make  the  pathological  laboratory  a  helpftil  adjunct  to  the 
clinical  investigations ;  and  with  this  end  in  view  numerous 
examinations  of  urine,  sputa,  blood,  etc.,  have  been  made. 

A  glance  at  the  mortality  tables  shows  the  number  of  deaths 
to  have  been  130.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  held  in  47 
cases.  This,  while  only  a  percentage  of  36.2  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  deaths,  is  an  encouraging  increase,  and  indicates  the 
greater  interest  and  zeal  of  the  assistants  who  obtained  the 
permission  from  the  relatives.  The  undoubted  advantages  of 
such  investigations  to  complete  the  study  of  the  morbid  process 
scarcely  need  to  be  again  emphasized.

Among  this  number  several  present  conditions  of  special  in> 
terest. 

One,  a  male,  seventy-two  years  of  age,  in  whom  the  clinical 
symptoms  were  very  confusing,  presented  post-mortem  all 
the  gross  and  microscopic  findings  characteristic  of  general 
paralysis. 

Another,  a  male,  fifty-eight  years  of  age,  with  a  strong 
psychopathic  taint,  died  after  an  acute  psychosis  of  three  weeks' 
duration,  the  symptoms  of  which  cannot  well  be  briefly  ab- 
stracted. Here  the  changes  described  as  <' central  neuritis" 
were  discovered. 

In  a  sudden  death  in  a  case  with  katatonic  stupor  a  profuse 
frontal  hemorrhage  was  revealed. 

A  tumor  in  the  left  frontal  lobe  was  found  in  a  patient  who 
for  years  was  regarded  as  an  epileptic. 

Two  cases  of  aphasia  were  of  especial  interest,  particularly 
when  combined  with  the  clinical  studies. 

The  findings  in  a  case  of  Korsakoff's  psychosis,  in  which  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  was  the  chief  etiological  factor,  adds  to 
our  knowledge  of  this  interesting  disease. 

Other  cases  presented  features  of  interest,  but  the  above  are 
cited  merely  to  make  prominent  the  value  of  the  post-mortem 
pathology  of  mental  disease,  and  to  give  some  idea  of  the  nature 
of  the  work  done. 

In  our  clinical  studies  we  feel  that  we  are  making  progress, 
to  which  the  more  careful  records  bear  witness.  While  the 
year  may  not  have  been  as  productive  ot  results  as  we  have 
wished,  our  attempt  to  more  accurately  observe  and  record  data 
of  scientific  value  is,  we  trust,  more  successful  each  succeeding 
year.     The  importance  of  exhaustive  studies  of  the  symptoms. 
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coarse  and  outcome  of  abnormal  mental  conditions  for  the 
elucidation  of  the  underlying  process  is  a  fact  that  should  ever 
be  kept  in  the  foreground  in  the  study  of  psychiatry.  We 
regret  that  more  investigation  along  the  line  of  experimental 
psychology  cannot  be  attempted. 

The  staff  conferences,  which  are  held  four  times  a  week, 
serve  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  established  by  stimu- 
lating the  interest  and  promoting  discussion.  One  day  each 
week  is  reserved  for  the  report  of  literature.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


7b  His  Excellency  (he  Oovemor  and  the  Honorable  CounciL 

The  trustees  of  the  Worcester  Insane  Hospital  respectfully 
submit  their  seventy-second  annual  report,  together  with  the 
reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer  and  the  statistical  ^ 
tables,  showing  in  detail  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

For  the  past  year  the  average  number  of  patients  has  been 
1,219, — an  increase  of  94  over  *the  preceding  year,  and  the 
largest  number  ever  in  the  institution.  This  increase  was 
rendered  practicable  by  the  completion  of  the  nurses'  home, 
which  furnishes  accommodation  for  60  female  nurses  and 
leaves  the  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  them  in  the  main 
building  available  for  patients.  The  opening  of  the  home  and 
the  establishment  of  the  training  school  mark  a  new  era  in  the 
history  of  the  institution,  and  the  trustees  are  confident  that 
these  changes  will  be  of  great  benefit  not  only  to  the  nurses  for 
whose  good  they  were  primarily  intended  but  to  the  patients 
under  their  charge. 

All  the  work  for  which  appropriations  were  made  last  year 
is  well  under  way.  The  pathological  building  is  nearly  com- 
pleted and  will  be  a  great  addition  to  our  equipment.  The 
laundry  is  practically  finished.  The  electric  lighting  plant, 
for  which  an  appropriation  was  made  two  years  ago,  progresses 
more  slowly,  as  it  is  exceedingly  diflicult  to  install  such  work 
while  the  building  is  occupied.  All  the  machinery  for  it  is 
in  ;  the  heating  plant  is  finished ;  the  work  of  wiring  the  rear 
centre  and  part  of  the  wards  is  done. 

The  grounds  are  growing  more  and  more  attractive  each 
year  and  are  better  cared  for.     Many  young  trees  have  been 
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set  out  and  much  interesting  work  has  been  done  in  raising 
trees  and  shrubs  from  seed.  A  large  number  of  the  quiet 
patients  work  about  the  grounds,  and  receive  great  benefit 
from  this  healthful  occupation.  Many  of  the  changes  have 
been  carried  out  as  much  for  the  purpose  of  giving  employ- 
ment to  the  patients  as  for  the  improvement  of  the  grounds. 

The  library  now  contains  4,297  volumes, — again  of  159 
volumes  during  the  year.  These  books  add  much  to  the  pleas- 
ure of  patients  and  employees. 

It  is  proposed  to  ask  the  Legislature  this  year  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $55,000  for  building  and  fiurnishing  a  home  for  80 
male  nurses.  This  is  an  imperative  want,  as  the  men  are  in 
great  need  of  better  accommodations  and  shorter  hours  of  ser- 
vice. There  has  been  some  dissatisfaction  among  them  and  it 
is  likely  to  continue  until  they  are  as  well  cared  for  as  the 
women.  The  rooms  in  the  hospital  which  are  now  occupied 
by  the  male  attendants  are  needed  for  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  patients.  We  also  need  a  small  sum  for  wire  fencing 
in  the  rear  of  the  gi'ounds ;  for  more  coal  pockets,  the  old 
ones  being  entirely  inadequate  for  the  supply  of  coal  now 
used  ;  for  a  new  piggery,  which  should  be  located  at  the  farm 
in  Shrewsbury ;  for  moving  and  remodelling  the  old  piggery 
to  adapt  it  for  use  as  a  storehouse  for  vegetables ;  for  building 
a  forcing  house ;  for  repairing  the  old  farm-house  for  use  of 
the  farmer ;  for  equipping  and  furnishing  the  new  pathological 
building ;  for  re-covering  the  steam  pipes  and  for  refurnishing 
some  of  the  rooms  in  the  administration  building.  The  sum 
of  $19,000  is  needed  for  these  improvements,  and  we  respect- 
fully ask  that  we  be  allowed  to  use  that  amount  from  the  sur- 
plus Avhich  we  turn  back  to  the  Commonwealth. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  been  called  to  the  sewage 
beds  bv  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  while  we  do  not  think 
that  the  lake  is  in  any  way  polluted  by  the  present  disposal  of 
the  sewage  we  are  consulting  an  expert,  and  are  ready  to  make 
any  chang(»  in  the  beds  that  may  be  recommended  by  him  with 
the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  An  appropriation 
may  be  needed  for  this  work. 

The  hospital  has  met  with  a  serious  loss  within  a  short  time. 
Dr.  Thomas  II.  Gage  served  the  Commonwealth  faithfully  for 
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twenty-seven  years  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He 
was  appointed  before  the  completion  of  these  buildings.  He 
kept  himself  in  touch  with  every  part  of  the  work,  always 
eager  for  progressive  work  yet  studying  the  best  interests  of 
the  institution,  a  sympathetic  friend  of  the  poor  unfortunates 
treated  here,  a  kind  adviser  of  superintendent  and  oflScers  and 
a  wise  and  respected  member  of  this  Board.  He  endeared 
himself  to  all,  and  after  he  could  no  longer  perform  the  more 
active  duties  of  the  position  was  always  ready  to  give  the  most 
thoughtful  advice,  and  was  consulted  on  every  difficult  problem 
that  came  before  the  Board.  His  retirement  was  a  great  loss 
to  his  fellow- workers  and  to  the  hospital. 

In  the  death  of  his  successor,  Mr.  Philip  W.  Moen,  the  hos- 
pital has  suffered  a  new  misfortune.  Young,  energetic,  of 
gi-eat  executive  ability  and  interested  in  everything  connected 
with  the  institution,  he  proved  himself  admirably  fitted  for  the 
position.  The  vacancy  caused  by  his  death  has  not  yet  been 
filled. 

During  the  year  Dr.  Henry  S.  Chafiee  resigned  his  position 
as  assistant  physician  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  Dr.  Charles 
T.  Fisher  leit  to  go  into  private  practice.  Their  places  were 
filled  by  the  promotion  of  Dr.  Melvin  J.  Rowe  and  Dr.  James 
H.  Turner,  junior  assistants. 

The  trustees  appreciate  the  faithful  service  of  superintendent, 
officers  and  employees.  It  is  owing  to  them  that  the  hospital 
takes  such  high  rank  among  the  public  institutions  of  this  Com- 
monwealth.

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The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Worcester  Insane  Hospital, 
having  also  in  charge  the  Worcester  Insane  Asylum,  has  lost 
a  most  valued  and  efficient  member  in  the  death  of  Philip  W. 
Moen,  Sept.  12,  1904.  He  was  appointed  trustee  in  March, 
1903. 

The  affairs  of  each  institution  afford  in  their  administration 
an  opportunity  for  the  exercise  of  widely  differing  abilities. 
Mr.  Moen's  training  and  previous  experience  enabled  him  to 
bring  to  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  administrative  and  con- 
structive abilities  of  a  high  order,  a  wide  acquaintance  and 
knowledge  of  men,  a  cultivated  taste,  the  love  of  plants,  trees, 
animals  and  all  out-door  things,  health,  vigor,  leisure,  and, 
best  of  all,  the  desire  and  capacity  to  use  his  gifts  and  abilities 
in  the  service  of  his  fellow  men. 

The  State  of  Massachusetts  is  fortunate  that  she  could  have 
called  such  a  man  as  Mr.  Moen  to  this  interesting,  philan- 
thropic, gratuitous  service.  His  sudden  death  is  her  great 
loss. 

The  members  of  the  Board  have  lost  an  agreeable  and  re- 
spected associate. 

It  is  voted  that  this  expression  of  regard  be  entered  upon 
the  records  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  his  family  by  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Board. 
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SUPERINTBNDEN^T'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Worcester  Insane  HospUaL 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
hospital  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1904,  it  being  the 
seventy-second  annual  report. 

There  remained  at  the  hospital  Oct.  1,  1903,  1,184  patients, 
—  577  men  and  607  women.  During  the  year  673  patients  — 
341  men  and  332  women  —  were  admitted ;  436  patients  —  183 
men  and  253  women  —  were  discharged,  and  90  men  and  61 
women  died,  leaving  at  the  end  of  the  oflScial  year  1,226 
patients,  —  619  men  and  607  women.  Of  this  number,  1,053 
were  supported  by  the  State,  1  by  town,  and  172  by  friends. 
Of  the  436  persons  discharged,  121,  including  6  haliitual 
drunkards  (women),  were  reported  recovered,  62  much  im- 
proved, 63  improved  and  184,  including  1  habitual  drunkard, 
not  improved  ;  5  were  discharged  not  insane.  Twenty  men  and 
90  women  were  transferred  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  to  the 
Medfield  Insane  Asylum,  25  men  to  the  State  Colony  at  Gardner, 
2  men  and  5  women  to  Tewksbury,  2  men  each  to  Danvers  and 
Bridgewater,  1  man  each  to  McLean,  Westborough  and  Palmer, 
and  1  woman  to  Taunton.  Twenty-four  men  and  17  women 
were  removed  from  the  State  and  10  women  were  boarded  out. 

There  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  42  more  patients  than 
at  the  beginning.  The  smallest  number  under  treatment  on 
any  one  day  was  1,139  and  the  largest,  1,303.  The  daily 
average  number  was  1,219.82. 

The  percentage  of  recoveries,  calculated  upon  the  number  of 
discharges  and  deaths,  was  20.6;  calculated  upon  the  number 
of  admissions  it  was  17.9. 
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The  death-rate  was  8.1,  calculated  on  the  whole  number  of 
patients  under  treatment;  and  12.4,  calculated  upon  the  daily 
average  number. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  hospital  has  been  called 
upon  to  provide  for  a  daily  average  of  over  200  patients  in 
excess  of  its  normal  capacity,  it  has  had  a  year  of  uninterrupted 
prosperity  and  exemption  from  acute  or  epidemic  disease  or 
serious  accident. 

Our  nurses'  home  was  completed  and  occupied  early  in 
October,  and  a  little  later  a  dining  room  was  opened  in  the 
Sargent  building  for  the  female  nurses.  A  training  school 
was  organized,  and  in  order  that  the  nurses  might  have  time 
for  study  and  proper  opportunity  for  recreation,  their  hours  on 
duty  were  reduced  to  seventy  per  week.  Such  a  radical  change 
in  our  household  economy  could  not  be  carried  out  without  a 
considerable  increase  in  our  number  of  employees,  and,  like 
most  new  departures,  it  was  not  accomplished  without  a  certain 
amount  of  friction.  At  the  time,  it  was  found  difficult  to  get 
proper  persons  to  fill  these  new  places,  and  we  were  for  some 
months  obliged  to  get  along  with  a  very  inadequate  corps  of 
attendants,  but  the  school  has  gone  on  steadily  and  success- 
fully, and  we  now  have  our  full  complement  of  nurses. 

The  work  on  our  electric  light  plant  has  been  subject  to 
many  delays,  due  chiefly  to  the  conditions  under  which  this 
work  had  to  be  done.  On  account  of  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  building  it  has  been  impossible  to  vacate  any  portion  of  it 
for  the  purpose  of  wiring  ;  neither  were  we  able  to  shut  down 
our  steam  or  power  plant  except  for  a  few  hours  each  week. 
We  have  not  only  been  obliged  to  keep  the  old  system  in  full 
running  order,  while  installing  the  new,  but  to  make  many 
additions  and  changes  in  the  old  plant.  It  was  necessary  to 
enlarge  both  our  engine  and  our  boiler  room ;  change  the 
piping  on  our  old  boilers  to  adapt  them  to  high-pressure ;  put 
in  a  series  of  reducing  valves  between  the  high-pressure  pipes 
and  our  kitchen,  laundry  and  general  heating  system ;  make 
the  necessary  connections  to  enable  us  to  utilize  our  exhaust 
steam  in  the  latter  and  put  in  two  additional  boilers.  This 
has  been  done  as  opportunity  offered,  and  the  entire  plant. 
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with  the  exception  of  the  wiring  of  a  portion  of  the  wards, 
is  now  practically  completed.  The  boilers  were  furnished 
by  the  Stewart  Boiler  Works  and  the  piping  was  done 
under  the  direction  of  S.  A.  Norcross  of  O.  S.  Kendall 
&  Son.  Power  for  our  new  plant  is  furnished  by  three 
165  horse-power  horizontal  non-condensing  engines  of  the 
automatic,  high-speed  type,  built  by  the  Ames  Iron  Works  of 
Oswego,  New  York.  To  each  of  these  are  directly  connected 
two  55  kilowatt,  128  volt,  direct  current,  generators,  made 
by  the  General  Electric  Company,  which  also  furnished  the 
motors  for  our  carpenter  shop  and  laundry.  The  switch-board 
was  put  up  by  the  Albert  and  J.  M.  Anderson  Manufacturing 
Company  of  Boston.  The  wiring  is  done  by  the  hospital  em- 
ployees. The  entire  work  has  been  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  Hollis  French  and  Allen  Hubbard,  consulting 
engineers,  and  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  made 
by  them,  and  they  are  to  be  commended  for  the  thorough  and 
satisfactory  manner  in  which  the  work  has  been  planned  and 
completed. 

The  sum  of  $10,000  was  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of 
1904  for  a  pathological  building  and  morgue.  The  contract 
for  this  building  was  awarded  to  E.  J.  Crqss,  and  work  was 
begun  thereon  early  in  August.  It  is  now  well  under  way  and 
will  soon  be  ready  for  occupancy.  It  is  a  one-story  brick 
building,  50  feet  square,  with  a  high  basement,  situated  in 
the  rear  of  the  women's  wards  and  connected  therewith  by 
a  short  basement  corridor.  It  will  be  completed  within  the 
appropriation,  but  on  its  completion  a  small  additional  sum 
will  be  needed  for  furnishings  and  equipment. 

An  extension  of  thirty  feet  has  been  made  to  our  laundry 
and  alterations  begun  for  the  purpose  of  putting  in  new  lava- 
tories in  the  administration  building.  Both  of  these  improve- 
ments are  to  be  paid  for  out  of  hospital  funds. 

Nothing  has  been  done  as  yet  towards  carrying  out  the 
repairs  and  improvements  in  our  ward  dining  rooms  pro- 
posed in  my  last  report  and  authorized  by  the  Legislature, 
the  crowded  condition  of  the  wards  having  made  it  impos- 
sible to  undertake  this  work  at  present.     In  the  mean  time  it 
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has  become  evident  that  radical  changes  must  soon  be  made  in 
these  dining  rooms  if  we  would  provide  proper  and  sufficient 
table  accommodations  for  our  increased  number  of  patients. 
Originally  these  rooms  were  barely  large  enough  for  the  mini- 
mum number  for  which  the  hospital  was  designed.  They  have 
been  enlarged  from  time  to  time,  as  our  numbers  have  increased, 
until  all  of  the  space  available  for  this  purpose  has  been  utilized. 
They  now  seat  800  persons.  With  our  present  number  of 
patients,  therefore,  from  400  to  500  must  be  served  on  trays 
taken  out  upon  the  wards.  This  makes  it  impossible  to  look 
after  the  individual  patient,  adds  greatly  to  the  work  of  the 
attendants,  increases  the  liability  to  accident,  and  in  m.any 
other  ways  seriously  embarrasses  the  administration.  In  try- 
ing to  formulate  some  plan  that  would  effectually  remedy  this 
difficulty  it  became  evident  that  no  additional  room  could  be 
made  within  the  hospital  itself,  and  that  the  only  adequate 
remedy  would  be  the  erecting  of  a  separate  building  or  build- 
ings. As  our  present  wards  are  arranged,  however,  it  was 
found  difficult  to  devise  a  suitable  plan  for  a  congregate  dining 
room,  or,  at  least,  one  that  could  be  carried  out  within  reason- 
able cost,  and  we  are  not  therefore  prepared  to  urge  such  a 
building  at  preseqt,  although  we  feel  assured  that  some  such 
provision  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  near  future.  With  this 
prospect  in  view  it  becomes  a  question,  therefore,  whether  it 
is  desirable  to  spend  any  large  sum  on  these  dining  rooms  in 
the  way  of  improvements  and  repairs. 

I  would  again  urge  the  necessity  for  a  building  for  the  male 
attendants.  With  the  increase  in  their  number  the  quarters 
originally  designed  for  them  have  been  for  a  long  time  inade- 
quate, and  the  surplus  has  from  necessity  been  provided  for 
in  single  rooms  upon  the  wards.  The  attendants  have  come  to 
occupy,  therefore,  a  disproportionally  large  space  as  compared 
with  the  patients,  a  space  which  is,  at  present,  much  needed  for 
the  latter.  We  are  now  making  up  every  night  from  175  to  200 
beds  upon  the  floor,  and  this  necessity  would  be  obviated  in 
the  main  if  we  could  devote  to  the  use  of  the  patients  the  room 
now  occupied  by  the  male  attendants.  With  the  completion 
of  the  building  for  women  and  the  changes  in  their  hours  and 
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mode  of  life  which  were  thus  made  possible,  the  necessity  for  a 
similar  building  for  the  men  became  only  the  more  evident. 
There  is  no  essential  difference  in  the  ward  service  on  either 
side  of  the  house,  and  it  is  only  proper  that  the  same  hours  and 
the  same  conditions  should  apply  in  the  one  cskf^^  as  in  the 
other.  This  cannot  l>e  brought  about,  howe^  .,  without  a 
material  addit  on  to  our  present  number  of  attendants;  but  to 
add  to  our  number  is  impossible  on  account  of  lack  of  room. 

I  am  again  obliged  to  call  attention  to  our  piggery.  Aside 
from  its  being  undesirably  located,  and  a  constant  source  of 
offence  and  complaint  on  the  {mrt  of  our  neighbors,  it  has 
become  so  dilapidated  as  to  be  beyond  repair.  Notwithstand- 
ing every  precaution  used,  we  have  for  several  years  in  succes- 
sion lost  many  of  our  pigs  from  cholera,  and  no  effort  to  stamp 
out  the  disease  proved  availing  as  long  as  they  were  confined 
in  the  old  building.  To  put  it  in  a  sanitary  condition  and 
keep  it  so  has  proved  to  be  impossible,  and  we  have  therefore 
felt  compelled  to  abandon  it  and  dispose  of  our  pigs  elsewhere. 
This  has  left  us  without  sufficient  accommodations  for  the 
number  requisite  to  consume  the  refuse  from  our  tables,  which, 
if  allowed  to  accumulate,  soon  becomes  offensive  and  not  easily 
disposed  of.  The  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  pork  is 
practically  net  gain  to  the  hospital,  and  in  ordinary  years 
would  go  far  toward  paying  the  entire  estimated  cost  of  a  new 
building  such  as  is  proposed. 

Our  coal  pocket  is  much  too  small  for  our  present  needs, 
and,  since  the  change  in  our  boiler  room,  has  become  inconven- 
ient. It  holds  only  about  one-third  of  our  yearly  supply,  so 
that  the  bulk  of  our  coal  has  to  be  stored  out  of  doora.  The  only 
place  available  for  such  storage  is  in  the  space  next  our  clothes 
yard,  and  on  a  windy  day  the  dust  from  the  coal  makes  it  next 
to  impossible  to  use  the  yard  for  drying  purposes.  I  would 
recommend,  therefore,  that  a  new  coal  pocket  be  built  to  store 
three  thousand  tons  of  coal,  at  an  estimated  expense  of  $5,770. 

The  grounds  on  the  west  side  and  along  the  rear  of  the 
building  have  never  been  adequately  enclosed,  and  our  pa- 
tients are  often  much  annoyed  by  boys  and  men  congregating 
about  the  rear  wards  or  wandering  about  the  premises.     Our 
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property  should  be  enclosed  along  this  line  by  a  substantial 
wire  fence.     Such  a  fence  could  be  erected  for  $1,000. 

The  greater  part  of  our  steam  pipe  needs  re-covering.  The 
original  covering  was  a  poor  quality  of  hair  felt,  most  of  which 
has  become  disintegrated  and  has  fallen  off,  leaving  the  pipe 
bare  except  for  the  cloth  used  to  keep  the  felt  in  place.  This 
would  cost  $1,500. 

Our  old  farm-house,  now  used  for  storage  purposes,  should 
be  repaired  and  put  in  order  for  the  use  of  the  farmer  and  his 
family,  who  now  live  off  the  premises.  Some  place  should  be 
provided  for  our  tools  and  garden  implements  and  the  storage 
of  straw.  A  small  forcing  pit  is  also  needed  for  growing 
early  plants  for  the  garden,  and  a  cellar  should  be  built 
suitable  for  the  keeping  of  vegetables  through  the  winter. 
The  abandoned  piggery  could  be  moved  and  adapted  to  these 
purposes  at  a  small  relative  expense,  and  the  whole  work  done 
probably  for  $1,500. 

Little  or  nothing  has  been  expended  for  furniture  in  the  ad- 
ministration building  since  the  opening  of  the  hospital,  and 
many  of  the  rooms  need  to  be  entirely  refurnished.  An  ap- 
propriation of  $2,000  would  be  required  for  this  purpose. 

The  medical  service  of  the  hospital  has  been  kept  fully  up 
to  the  standard  of  former  years  as  regards  the  character  and 
amount  of  the  work  done.  With  the  completion  of  our  labo- 
ratory our  facilities  in  this  direction  will  be  greatly  improved, 
and  we  confidently  expect  that  the  outlay  will  tind  its  full  jus- 
tification in  the  increased  interest  manifested  by  the  staff  and 
by  the  better  work  which  the  building  will  make  possible. 

Within  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  unusually  large 
amount  of  material  available  for  pathological  study,  and  it  has 
been  utilized  as  in  previous  years.  The  same  general  plan  of 
routine  examination  has  been  followed,  more  especially  of  the 
nervous  system,  with  a  view  to  studying  cell  changes  and  the 
finer  microscopical  structures  of  the  brain  and  c<Hrd.  Careful 
records  have  been  kept  of  all  the  findings. 

Many  interesting  problems  were  presented  and  special  study 
made  of  the  more  unusual  cases.  Among  these  were  two 
cases  of  polyneuritic  psychosis,  two  of  miliary  tuberculosis, 
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involving  the  brain  and  meninges,  one  each  of  lead  encephal- 
itis, Huntington's  chorea,  hemichorea  and  chorea  insaniens,  be- 
sides numerous  cases  of  organic  brain  disease.  Experimental 
studies  in  lead  poisoning  were  carried  out,  and  many  of  the 
newer  histological  methods  received  considerable  attention, 
among  them  more  especially  the  demonstration  of  neurofibrils 
by  the  method  of  Ramon  y  Cajal. 

During  the  winter  months  the  pathologist  gave  weekly  talks 
and  demonstrations  on  the  anatomy  of  the  brain  and  cord,  and 
the  same  plan  is  being  followed  this  year. 

The  chemical  work  has  consisted  of  routine  examinations  of 
blood,  sputum,  urine  and  occasionally  gastric  contents,  and 
also  the  analysis  of  pathological  fluids  for  points  of  special 
interest.  Special  chemical  work  has  also  been  pursued  by  Dr. 
Coriat  along  the  lines  of  nerve  chemistry,  with  particular  ref- 
erence to  cyto-diagnosis  and  chemistry  of  the  cerebro-spinal 
fluid,  with  the  occurrence  of  cholin  therein,  and  the  isolation 
of  various  normal  and  ])athological  products  from  both  animal 
and  human  brain  material.  The  publications  from  the  chemi- 
cal laboratory  during  the  last  year  include  * '  The  Occurrence 
of  the  Bence-Jones  Albumin  in  a  Pleuritic  EiFusion"  (Amer- 
ican Journal  of  Medical  Sciences,  October,  1903);  **  Emul- 
sion Albuminuria"  (Medical  Record,  Nov.  14,  1903)  ;  «'The 
Cerebro-Spinal  Fluid  in  Hydrocephalus  "  (American  Journal 
of  Physiology,  Vol.  X.,  No.  3)  ;  ''The  Chemical  Findings  in 
the  Cerebro-Spinal  Fluid  and  Central  Nervous  System  in  Va- 
rious Diseases"  (American  Journal  of  Insanity,  Vol.  LX.,  No. 
4,  1904).  Among  other  work  in  course  of  publication  is  a 
paper  on  the  lecithin-splitting  ferment  of  the  brain,  and 
studies  in  metabolism  of  two  cases  of  mental  disturbance  asso- 
ciated with  renal  disorders.  A  paper  also  by  Dr.  Coriat,  on 
"  Reduplicative  Paramnesia,"  has  appeared  in  the  Journal  of 
Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases,  Vol.  31,  Nos.  9  and  10. 

During  the  winter  material  was  furnished  by  the  hospital 
to  illustrate  a  series  of  valuable  and  interesting  clinical  lec- 
tures given  by  Dr.  Edward  Cowles  to  the  students  of  Clark. 
Oniversity. 

The  current  expenses,  less  the  amount  received  from  articles 
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sold,  have  been  $244,112.69;  dividing  this  by  1,219.82,  the 
daily  average  number  of  patients,  gives  $200.12,  as  the  annual 
cost  of  support,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  weekly  cost  of  $3.85. 
We  wish  to  thank  the  proprietors  of  the  "  Worcester  Spy" 
and  the  "Fitchburg  Sentinel"  for  copies  of  their  papers,  Miss 
Frances  Lincoln  for  pictures  and  Mrs.  William  H.  Bliss  for 
periodicals  and  for  a  pair  of  candlesticks  for  the  nurses'  home, 
and  the  employment  society  for  sewing.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council, 

The  trustees  of  the  Worcester  Insane  Hospital,  in  charge  of 
the  Worcester  Insane  Asylum,  respectfully  submit  their  twenty- 
seventh  annual  report,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  treasurer. 

The  asylum  is  in  good  condition  and  ably  managed.  The 
average  number  of  patients  for  the  past  year  has  been  624.46, 
against  577.97  for  the  previous  year.  The  general  health  of 
the  inmates  has  been  good. 

The  work  in  the  kitchen  is  not  yet  completed.  This  work 
is  necessarily  slow  as  it  is  done  in  large  part  by  our  own  work- 
men, and  it  must  also  be  done  in  such  manner  that  the  daily 
work  of  the  institution  can  be  carried  on  as  well  as  the  ordinary 
repairs  made.  The  machinery  for  the  refrigerating  plant  is 
being  installed  and  the  excavations  are  being  made  for  the  cold- 
storage  rooms.  The  work  in  the  dining  room  for  the  male  side 
of  the  house  will  be  carried  on  during  the  winter.  This  work 
is  to  be  done  by  our  own  workmen  and  from  our  own  resources. 
It  has  been  left  until  this  time  as  there  was  more  pressing  work 
on  hand.  A  small  enlargement  of  the  chapel  has  resulted  from 
the  changes  in  the  kitchen. 

The  work  at  the  colony  is  progressing  rapidly.  Forty-seven 
men  are  now  cared  for  in  the  various  farm-houses.  They  seem 
contented  and  happy  and  many  of  them  are  able  and  willing 
to  work. 
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The  building  for  60  women,  begun  last  year,  will  soon  be 
completed  and  occupied.  It  is  a  model  for  convenience  and 
is  well  adapted  for  the  care  of  the  insane.  The  water  tower  is 
finished  and  the  pipe  connections  are  being  made.  Active  work 
in  the  electric  lighting  plant  will  be  prosecuted  as  soon  as  the 
power  house  is  finished. 

The  contract  for  the  new  building  for  100  disturbed  women 
has  been  let  and  the  work  is  well  under  way.  The  foundations 
are  in  and  it  is  thought  the  building  will  be  roofed  in  before 
winter.  The  erection  of  several  one-story  wooden  buildings, 
to  be  used  as  dormitories  for  men  of  the  colony  type,  is  con- 
templated. Plans  for  such  buildings  have  been  made  and  one 
of  them  is  now  in  process  of  erection. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Philip  W.  Moen  the  asylum  has  lost  a 
useful  and  interested  member  of  its  Board  of  Trustees.  His 
great  practical  knowledge  and  experience  were  invaluable,  par- 
ticularly in  the  plans  and  location  of  the  power  house  and  side 
tracks.  He  took  great  interest  in  all  that  pertained  to  the 
colony  and  was  ever  ready  to  give  time  and  thought  to  the 
work  there.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  but  a  short  time, 
but  had  already  made  himself  a  power  in  it. 

For  the  proper  development  of  the  colony  the  Board  will 
ask  the  Legislature  this  year  for  an  appropriation  of  $85,000 
to  erect  and  furnish  a  building  for  100  disturbed  men,  also  for 
$15,000  for  a  one-story  wooden  building  for  50  men  of  the 
colony  type,  and  for  $25,000  for  further  colony  development. 
Under  this  head  will  come  a  bridge  over  the  tracks  of  the  Bos- 
ton &  Albany  railroad,  the  equipment  of  the  laundry,  bakery 
and  carpenter  shop,  a  fence  on  each  side  of  the  raihroad  and 
other  necessary  improvements. 

For  the  asylum  we  respectfully  request  permission  to  use 
$9,000  of  our  accumulated  surplus  for  the  purpose  of  install- 
ing an  interior  telephone  system,  for  new  ovens  for  our  bakery, 
for  two  new  boilers  and  for  some  new  plumbing  on  the  male 
side. 

The  asylum  has  again  been  indebted  to  the  publishers  of  the 
*  *  Worcester  Evening  Gazette  "  and  the  *  *  Worcester  Daily  Spy  " 
for  copies  of  their  papers,  to  the  Hospital  Newspaper  Society 
for  contribution  of  books  and  papers,  to  Mrs.  Penelope  S.  Can- 
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field  and  Miss  Mary  F.  Sargent  for  liberal  gifts  of  books  and 
magazines,  to  Mrs.  John  C.  Whitin  for  a  handsome  carriage 
to  be  used  at  the  colony,  and  to  the  Worcester  Employment 
Society  for  a  large  amount  of  sewing  for  the  new  building  at 
the  colony.  For  all  these  favors  we  desire  to  return  our  grate- 
ful thanks. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  staff  since  our  last  report. 
The  superintendent,  oflScers  and  employes  have  been  faithful 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  merit  the  thanks  of  the 
trustees.

I  respectfully  present  the  twenty-seventh  annual  report  of 
the  Worcester  Insane  Asylum. 

Oct.  1,  1903,  there  remained  in  this  institution  621  pa- 
tients, —  298  men  and  323  women.  There  have  been  admitted 
46  persons,  —  20  men  and  26  women,  —  making  the  whole  num- 
ber under  treatment  during  the  year  667,  —  316  men  and  351 
women.  Of  this  number,  15  men  and  22  women  died,  1  man 
was  discharged  as  much  improved,  6  women  were  transferred 
elsewhere,  and  2  men  escaped  and  have  not  since  been  returned 
to  the  institution.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  has 
been  624.46,  as  against  577.97  for  the  previous  year. 

More  than  one-half  of  the  admissions  were  cases  of  chronic 
delusional  insanity.  Dementia,  as  usual,  was  a  predominant 
mental  feature,  affording  little  hope  of  improvement  in  the 
majority  of  cases.  The  general  character  of  the  admissions  for 
the  past  few  years  has  been  quite  degenerative.  With  the 
subordination  of  the' mental  powers  the  lower  instincts  have 
become  more  unrestrained,  making  a  class  of  persons  at  once 
more  diflBcult  and  more  unpromising  to  care  for.  I  still  be- 
lieve, however,  that  something  can  be  done  even  for  this  class 
of  cases,  and  in  the  evolution  of  our  colony  work  an  effort 
should  be  made  in  this  particular  direction.  An  increased  in- 
terest in  surroundings  has  already  been  noted  in  some  of  the 
cases  transferred  there. 

Among  the  causes  of  death  pulmonary  tuberculosis  no  longer 
holds  the  important  place  which  it  has  occupied  in  years  past, 
in  but  four  cases  the  fatal  result  being  attributed  to  this  disease, 
a  more  or  less  direct  result,  no  doubt,  of  the  maintenance  of 
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better  sanitary  conditions  and  the  application  of  better  and 
more  scientific  methods  of  treatment.  The  average  death-rate 
still  continues  abnormally  low  for  the  class  of  chronic  and  en- 
feebled  cases  for  which  the  institution  cares,  the  ratio  computed 
on  the  daily  average  being  5.!)2,  as  against  6.40  of  last  year. 
There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  acute  disease,  chiefly  confined 
to  employees.  Three  cases  of  measles  developed,  one  being  a 
patient.  No  serious  results  followed  in  either  case  and  the 
contagion  was  easily  lunited  by  prompt  isolation.  Twelve 
cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year,  a  fatal  result 
following  in  the  person  of  one  male  nurse.  All  the  other  cases 
yielded  readily  to  antitoxin.  Of  the  whole  number  in  but  one 
instance  was  a  patient  attacked.  These  cases  have  been  scat- 
tered throughout  the  year,  the  original  cause  of  each  outbreak 
being  evidently  from  an  outside  source.  At  the  present  time 
the  institution  is  entirely  free  from  all  acute  contagious  disease 
and  I  feel  very  sure  that  no  focus  of  infection  exists  in  our 
midst. 

Much  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  and  retain- 
ing proper  and  efficient  help  for  conducting  the  operations  of 
the  institution.  The  situation  has  now  become  a  little  less 
acute,  but  the  help  problem  is  still  a  serious  matter  in  many  of 
our  departments.  Our  training  school  has  continued  to  afford 
instruction  which  has  been  of  very  great  assistance  in  securing 
a  more  intelligent  and  efficient  cooperation  of  the  nursing  with 
the  medical  staff,  thus  raising  the  standard  of  care.  Every 
effort  consistent  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  primary  object 
of  the  establishment  of  the  institution  has  been  made  to  render 
the  service  here  as  attractive  as  possible  to  the  young  men  and 
women  who  seek  employment  here.  The  Legislature  of  last 
year  having  granted  permission  to  devote  $5,000  of  the  asylum 
fund  to  the  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  the  general  din- 
ing room  of  the  male  department,  when  this  work  is  completed 
it  will  be  possible  to  provide  the  male  nurses  with  a  private 
dining  room,  in  the  same  way  as  is  now  done  for  the  female 
nurses.  The  stress  of  other  operations  has  somewhat  delayed 
the  carrying  out  of  this  plan,  but  it  is  now  intended  to  advance 
the  work  to  as  early  a  completion  as  possible. 

The  installation  of  the  refrigerating  plant,  funds  for  which 
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work  were  provided  by  the  last  Liegislature,  is  now  being  rapidly 
pushed  forward.  The  kitchen  reconstruction  is  also  approach- 
ing completion,  and  with  the  finishing  of  these  two  undertak- 
ings the  various  domestic  departments  will  be  placed  in  a  much 
better  position  than  ever  before. 

At  the  Grafton  colony  of  this  institution  the  work  of  devel- 
opment has  been  carried  rapidly  forward.  In  the  construction 
of  the  building  for  60  women  a  considerable  amount  of  the 
work  has  been  accomplished  with  our  own*forces.  This  method 
is  more  economical,  but  is  much  slower  than  entire  contract 
construction  and  has  occasioned  some  delay.  Occupancy  of 
this  building  will  take  place  at  an  early  date.  The  building 
for  100  women  is  being  erected  wholly  by  contract  work,  the 
completion  of  which  is  called  for  by  April  1,  1905.  Plans 
for  the  erection  of  two  one-story  wooden  colony  buildings, 
which  will  provide  accommodations  for  50  men  of  the  more 
quiet  class,  are  abeady  perfected  and  the  work  on  one  of  these 
buildings  is  well  under  way.  This  work  will  be  carried  on 
largely  by  our  own  mechanics  and  by  the  labor  of  the  patients, 
so  far  as  possible.  As  these  buildings  are  much  more  simple 
in  construction  than  the  brick  buildings  we  shall  probably  be 
able  to  push  the  work  to  completion  at  a  reasonably  early  date 
during  the  coming  winter. 

The  power  house  is  approaching  completion  and  promises 
occupancy  at  an  early  date.  Much  of  the  apparatus  enter- 
ing into  the  make-up  of  our  electric  plant  is  ready  for  de- 
livery, and  the  remainder  is  coming  so  rapidly  forward  that  it 
seems  that  the  machinery  will  be  in  hand  nearly  if  not  quite 
as  soon  as  the  building  will  be  ready  to  receive  it.  If  no  un- 
expected delays  occur  our  electrical  plant  should  be  in  opera- 
tion before  the  setting  in  of  winter. 

A  stone  water  tower  has  been  erected,  surmounted  by  a 
wooden  tank.  The  elevation  of  this  structure  is  such  as  to 
give  a  water  pressure  at  each  of  our  buildings  which  is  deemed 
adequate  for  both  domestic  and  fire  purposes.  Cast-iron  pipe 
is  being  rapidly  laid,  and  our  nearer  and  more  important  build- 
ings will  receive  an  immediate  water  service.  The  pipe  is  in 
hand  to  carry  the  water  supply  across  the  railroad  to  our  other 
groups  of  colony  buildings.     The  extension  of  this  pipe  line 
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will  be  pushed  as  rapidly  as  the  prosecution  of  our  general 
work  will  permit.  Our  present  source  of  water  is  a  springs 
flowing  firom  a  ledge  of  broken  rock.  The  State  Board  of 
Health  has  made  an  examination  of  this  water  and  has  pro- 
nounced it  of  excellent  quality  and  adapted  for  our  use.  It  is 
expected  that  the  flow  of  this  spring  will  be  sufficient  for  pres- 
ent purposes.  Should  an  additional  supply  be  required  other 
springs  are  at  hand,  lying  at  a  lower  level,  the  flow  from  which 
seems  abundant.  A  short  extension  of  our  pipe  line  would  be 
suflSicient  to  reach  these  springs. 

A  part  of  our  system  of  sewer  piping  is  already  installed 
and  pipe  enough  to  provide  for  its  completion  is  already  on 
the  ground.  An  abundance  of  gravel  is  at  hand  for  the  con- 
struction of  filter  beds,  and  no  doubt  whatever  exists  as  to 
providing  an  easy  and  efficient  method  of  sewage  disposal  in 
all  parts  of  the  colony. 

In  the  conduct  of  our  colony  work  many  new  and  unex- 
pected expenses  have  arisen  which  ]^\e  necessarily  been  met 
from  current  funds.  This,  together  with  the  materially  in- 
creased cost  of  general  supplies,  has  added  somewhat  to  the 
ordinary  cost  of  operation. 

In  the  prosecution  of  the  colony  plans  patients  have  been 
encouraged  to  work  wherever  possible.  They  have  rendered 
valuable  assistance  in  the  domestic  departments  and  in  the 
more  active  out-of-door  labor  of  our  farming  operations. 
They  have  been  of  material  help  in  the  laying  of  our  various 
pipe  lines  and  in  the  general  work  of  colony  development. 
The  niunber  of  patients  at  the  colony  up  to  the  present  time 
has  necessarily  been  small  and  the  ratio  of  employees  large. 
With  the  added  accommodation  which  will  soon  become  avail- 
able this  ratio  will  be  reversed,  and  it  will  be  possible  to  still 
further  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  work  which  can  be  accom- 
plished by  patients  with  profit  both  to  themselves  and  to  the 
institution.  As  several  of  our  most  efficient  colony  workers 
were  before  their  transfer  there  lazy  and  seemingly  incorri- 
gible, there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  with  the  advent  of  in- 
creased numbers  there  will  be  a  corresponding  increase  in 
active  workers.  In  the  more  ordinary  grades  of  manual  labor 
every  year  should  see  an  increase  in  the  proportion  accom- 
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plisbed  by  patients.  The  new  power  building  at  the  colony 
will  not  only  accommodate  the  power  plant  but  will  also  serve 
in  some  measure  as  a  general  industrial  building,  where  such 
industries  can  be  established  as  it  is  found  profitable  or  advis- 
able. 

In  the  construction  of  our  buildings  for  excitable  patients  at 
the  Grafton  colony  the  chief  provision  up  to  the  present  time 
has  been  for  women.  With  the  opening  of  the  two  large  build- 
ings now  being  made  ready  decided  relief  should  be  given  to 
the  overcrowding  of  our  female  department  at  the  asylum.  In 
my  opinion  some  action  shoulcl  now  be  taken  for  making  special 
provision  at  the  colony  for  excitable  men.  A  site  well  adapted 
for  the  erection  of  a  group  of  buildings  for  this  purpose  exists 
in  another  part  of  the  colony,  reasonably  remote  from  the 
present  group.  I  recommend  that  the  Legislature  be  asked 
for  an  appropriation  of  $85,000  for  the  erection  of  a  building 
for  100  excitable  men,  special  provision  being  made  in  connec- 
tion with  the  same  for  the  installation  of  a  central  heating  plant 
which  could  serve  to  supply  heat  for  the  whole  group  should 
other  buildings  be  erected  later.  I  also  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  of  $15,000  be  asked  for  the  erection  of  a  one- 
story  wooden  building  for  50  men  of  the  colony  type. 

An  easier  means  of  communication  should  be  provided  be- 
tween our  side  track  and  power  house  at  the  Grafbon  colony 
and  the  groups  of  buildings  lying  across  the  railroad  and  to  the 
south.  In  this  direction  lies  the  site  of  the  proposed  group  of 
new  buildings  for  excitable  men.  An  overhead  bridge  across 
the  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  railroad  near  the  present 
side  track  would  afford  a  more  direct  avenue  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  building  and  other  materials  used  in  the  colony  develop- 
ment, and  would  greatly  simplify  grades.  In  accordance  with 
an  act  of  the  last  Legislature  the  institution  will  hereafter  be 
expected  to  care  for  the  public  highways  running  through  and 
bordering  upon  its  colony  property.  To  properly  accomplish 
this  end  some  road-making  machinery  will  be  needed.  A  con- 
siderable amount  of  fencing  should  be  done  along  the  tracks 
of  the  Boston  &  Albany  railroad.  Several  of  our  farm  build- 
ings, on  which  no  work  has  yet  been  attempted,  could  profit- 
ably be  repaired  and  adapted  to  colony  use.     Machinery  should 
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be  supplied  for  the  laundry  and  carpenter  shop.  The  bakery 
should  have  ovens  installed.  The^eneral  colony  development 
should  be  continued.  To  accomplish  the  above  purposes  I 
recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  be  asked  for. 

At  the  institution  in  Worcester  no  special  appropriation  will 
be  needed  if  permission  can  be  obtained  to  make  use  of  a  cer- 
tain amount  from  the  asylum  fund.  For  some  years  a  more 
efficient  means  of  general  telephonic  communication  between 
the  various  departments  of  the  institution  has  been  demanded, 
but  other  matters  have  hitherto  prevented  any  active  measures 
being  taken  in  the  matter.  The  dispensary  and  adjacent 
rooms  should  be  remodelled  and  refurnished.  A  general  bath 
room  with  hydrotherapeutic  apparatus  for  the  male  department 
is  needed.  New  ovens  are  needed  in  the  bakery.  Two  new 
steam  boilers  should  be  installed  in  our  boiler  room.  I  recom- 
mend that  permission  be  asked  from  the  Legislature  to  use 
$9,000  from  the  asylum  fund  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
above  purposes. 

I  am  again  indebted  to  the  officers  of  the  institution  for  the 
cordial  and  efficient  co-operation  which  has  at  all  times  been 
given  to  me  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

I  wish  to  thank  your  Board  for  your  continued  counsel  and 
support.

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TEUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Oovemor  and  the  Honorable  Council, 

In  conformity  to  the  requirements  of  the  Kevised  Laws  of 
Massachusetts,  the  trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  and  the  State 
Farm  submit  their  fifty-first  annual  report,  relative  to  the  con- 
dition and  work  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  Sept. 
30,  1904. 

The  report  of  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols,  superintendent  and 
resident  physician,  together  with  the  tabulated  information 
acQompanying  the  same,  all  of  which  are  presented  as  a  part 
of  this  report,  give  in  detail  an  account  of  the  service  ren- 
dered the  wards  of  the  State  by  the  hospital  during  the  year 
now  in  review. 

From  the  statements  embodied  in  and  accompanying  the 
superintendent's  report  it  appears  that  there  were  admitted 
during  the  year  3,901  persons,  or  408  more  than  were  received 
during  the  preceding  year,  and  103  more  than  were  ever  before 
admitted  during  any  year.  The  whole  nimiber  of  inmates 
under  care  during  the  year  was  5,104,  or  416  more  than  last 
year,  and  293  beyond  the  highest  previous  record.  Of  these, 
684  were  insane  patients.  The  largest  number  under  care  at 
any  one  time  was  1,767,  and  the  smallest  1,206,  the  weekly 
average  being  1,491,  or  147  more  than  last  year,  and  142  more 
than  the  highest  previous  weekly  average.  Thus  the  increasing 
demand  upon  the  capacity  of  the  hospital  is  strikingly  illus- 
trated. 
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As  showing  the  relative  prominence  of  the  hospital  feature 
of  the  work  done  at  this  institution,  it  may  be  stated  that,  of 
the  total  number  under  care,  4,094  were  treated  as  patients  in 
the  hospital. 

During  the  year  now  under  review  there  was  expended 
$212,095.21  for  current  maintenance,  of  which  $49,029.81  was 
for  salaries,  wages  and  labor,  and  $163,065.40  for  general  ex- 
penses. This  gives  a  gross  per  capita  cost  of  $2.74  per  week, 
or  38  cents  below  last  year's  record. 

If  from  this  total  expenditure  for  maintenance  there  should 
be  deducted  the  amounts  received  by  the  State  for  articles  sold 
and  the  sums  collected  from  cities  and  towns  and  from  the 
United  States,  there  would  remain  a  net  outlay  from  the 
treasury  of  the  State  of  $188,472.52. 

The  annual  inventory,  which  is  i*equired  by  chapter  84,  sec- 
tion 7,  of  the  Ke vised  Laws  of  Massachusetts,  has  been  taken 
by  Charles  H.  Littlefield  of  Lawrence.  The  appraisal  of  the 
real  and  personal  property  connected  with  this  institution  and 
belonging  to  the  Conmionwealth  shows  a  total  valuation  of 
$1,136,398.34,  classified  as  shown  in  a  table  submitted  by  the 
appraiser  and  accompanying  this  report. 

Under  special  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  for 
permanent  improvements  in  the  institution  plant  there  has 
been  expended  during  the  year  the  sum  of  $33,853.86,  as 
shown  by  tables  accompanying  this  report. 

The  major  portion  of  the  money  thus  expended  has  been 
employed  in  the  construction  of  the  new  ward  for  insane 
women,  authorized  by  chapter  434  of  the  Acts  of  1902.  This 
building  is  so  far  advanced  that  its  roof  will  be  completed 
before  winter  sets  in.  During  the  year  a  corresponding  build- 
ing for  insane  men  was  occupied,  to  the  relief  of  previously 
overcrowded  quarters,  and  to  the  advantage  of  the  institution 
in  that  better  classification  of  patients  was  thus  made  possible. 
The  provision  for  safe  sewage  disposal,  made  by  legislative 
act,  has  been  so  &r  expended  that  the  sewage  is  all  carried 
away  from  the  west  side  of  the  institution.  As  rapidly  as  the 
circumstances  will  allow  the  plans  for  sewage  disposal  will  be 
carried  to  completion. 

The  spur  track  for  use  in  landing,  near  the  boiler  house, 
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coal  and  other  heavy  supplies,  which  has  been  in  use  since 
January,  has  proved  a  very  great  boon,  obviating  the  long 
team  haul  which  has  been  previously  necessary. 

Most  of  the  wooden  buildings  belonging  to  the  institution 
have  been  painted  during  the  year.  A  plain  open-air  con- 
sumptives camp  has  been  provided,  as  a  feature  of  the 
consumptives  hospital,  and  is  now  in  the  experimental  stage. 
Those  occupying  it  do  so  at  their  own  option. 

The  farm  yield  of  the  year  was  a  good  average,  hay  and 
corn  being  good,  apples  and  potatoes  fair,  with  an  increase  in 
eggs  and  milk  produced  and  beef  slaughtered. 

The  general  hospital  work  has  increased  even  out  of  pro- 
portion to  the  advance  in  number  of  inmates.  We  invite 
attention  to  the  superintendent's  discussion  of  this  feature  of 
the  work  of  the  institution,  which  is  becoming  more  and  more 
characteristic,  and  to  his  statements  as  to  the  training  school 
for  nurses  and  the  courses  in  theory  and  practice  which  are 
required. 

As  in  so  many  previous  reports,  we  have  occasion  to  note 
the  call  of  a  medical  officer  to  higher  service  elsewhere.  This 
year  we  have  to  record  the  fact  that  Dr.  Charles  E.  Thompson, 
one  of  our  assistant  physicians  and  our  pathologist,  has 
accepted  a  call  to  become  the  first  assistant  physician  at  the 
State  Colony  for  the  Insane  at  Grardner. 

Concurring  with  the  recommendations  of  the  superintendent, 
to  which  special  attention  is  invited,  the  trustees  present,  as 
the  most  immediate  among  the  needs  of  the  hospital,  a  build- 
ing adjacent  to  the  spur  track,  for  freight  and  storage ;  an 
extension  of  the  men's  hospital  to  accommodate  a  hundred 
patients ;  the  replacement  of  some  of  the  steam  piping  with 
pipe  of  larger  dimensions,  to  provide  for  the  heating  of  new 
buildings  ;  and,  for  the  same  reason,  funds  to  begin  the  instal- 
lation of  new  boilers  and  dynamos  of  greater  capacity  at  the 
boiler  house  and  at  the  pumping  station.  An  appropriation 
for  the  purchase  of  land  is  recommended,  as  also  for  a  some- 
what augmented  force  of  attendants,  in  order  to  provide  a 
needed  relief  in  the  existing  demand  on  certain  officers. 

We  cannot  close  this  review  of  the  work  of  the  year  without 
again  giving  our  testimony  to  the  fidelity  and  efficiency  of  the 
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adminiatration  under  the  capable  and  devoted  leadership  of 
the  superintendent,  Dr.  John  H.  Nichols,  to  whose  alert  and 
discreet  oversight  of  its  affiiirs  the  hospital  owes  much.  Sup- 
ported as  the  superintendent  has  been  by  an  experienced 
and  fikithful  medical  and  executive  staff,  and  by  a  large  corps 
of  nurses  and  assistants  in  the  various  lines  of  service,  the 
hospital  has  successfully  met  the  extraordinary  demands  upon 
its  resources  which  the  year  witnessed.  To  all  who  con- 
tributed to  this  success  the  trustees  make  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment.

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SUPERmTElSTDENT'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  8tcUe  Hospital  and  State  Farm, 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  fifty-first  annual 
report  of  the  State  Hospital. 

The  records  show  5,104  people  cared  for  and  3,901  admis- 
sions during  the  year.  The  lowest  daily  census  was  1,206  on 
Oct.  1,  1903,  and  the  highest  daily  census,  1,767,  on  Feb.  25, 
1904.  The  weekly  average  was  1,491,  which  is  147  more  than 
last  year. 

The  cash  disbursements  were  $212,095.21  and  the  weekly 
per  capita  cost  was  $2.74. 

Income . 

During  the  year  $1,022.57  was  turned  in  to  the  State  treas- 
lu-y  for  articles  sold,  etc.,  the  State  Board  of  Charity  has 
collected  $21,497.01  from  towns,  cities  and  individuals,  and 
$1,052.71  from  the  federal  government,  and  the  State  Board 
of  Insanity  has  collected  $50.40  for  cases  boarded  here  ;  thus, 
with  a  total  income  of  $23,622.69,  the  net  outlay  for  running 
the  institution  was  $188,472.52. 

Farm  and  Garden. 

The  average  yield  of  the  farm  and  garden  has  been  main- 
tained. Good  crops  of  hay  and  com  have  been  harvested  and 
fair  yields  of  apples  and  potatoes. 

There  was  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  milk  and 
eggs  produced  and  the  amount  of  beef  slaughtered. 

Hospitals. 

The  general  hospital  work  has  increased  a  great  deal  during 
the  last  year,  even  beyond  the  regular  proportionate  increase 
of  the  preceding  years,  and  there  has  consequently  been  much 
overcrowding  in  these  departments. 
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In  the  hospital  wards  were  treated  4,094  patients,  —  3,008 
males  and  1,086  females.  Of  these,  3,125  were  classified  as 
medical  cases  and  969  as  surgical.  Among  the  diseases  treated 
were  548  cases  of  phthisis  and  68  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis, 
59  of  pneumonia,  129  of  syphilis,  35  of  cancer,  3  of  sarcoma,  16 
of  erysipelas,  10  of  malaria,  33  of  measles,  10  of  varicella,  3  of 
trichinosis  and  1  of  membraneous  croup. 

There  were  499  deaths,  including  78  insane  cases,  —  363 
males  and  136  females.  Of  these,  182  were  due  to  phthisis  and 
16  to  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  24  pneumonia,  93  cardiac 
diseases,  24  cancer,  16  cerebral  hemorrhage,  27  enteritis  and  5 
general  paralysis.  Twenty-four  deaths  were  of  patients  under 
one  year  of  age,  3  between  one  and  five  and  143  over  sixty. 
There  were  109  births,  —  57  males  and  52  females.  Three 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  surgical  operations  were  performed.  In 
the  out-patient  department  2,592  cases  were  treated,  —  2,169 
medical  and  423  surgical  cases.  In  the  hospital  for  consump- 
tives 439  cases  were  treated.  Two  were  discharged  well,  187 
improved,  18  not  improved  and-140  died.  There  were  92  re- 
maining in  the  wards  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  department 
is  considerably  overcrowded. 

The  laboratory  work,  pathological  and  bacteriological,  has 
been  very  satisfactory.  The  excellent  system  and  thorough- 
ness of  the  examinations  have  led  to  beneficial  results  in  the 
general  hospital  work. 

Further  information  concerning  diseases  treated,  surgical 
operations  performed,  out-patient  cases,  births,  deaths  and 
laboratory  work  can  be  found  in  the  tables  under  hospital 
statistics,  beginning  page  3. 

Department  for  the  Insane. 

On  January  1  the  new  asylum  for  men  was  opened,  and  by 
transfer  from  other  institutions  and  by  diminishing  the  number 
in  our  overcrowded  wards  the  building  was  piuctically  filled 
early  in  the  spring. 

There  were  admitted  during  the  year  188  cases,  — 113  by 
transfer,  75  by  commitment.  The  daily  average  number  of 
patients  has  been  546.  The  number  remaining  Sept.  30,  1904, 
was  564.     There  were  78  deaths,  —  36  males  and  42  females. 
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Five  were  discharged  recovered,  1  much  improved,  7  improved 
and  6  not  improved. 

The  infirmary  tables  record  279  cases  treated,  of  which  225 
were  medical  and  54  surgical. 

Medical  Staff  . 

As  previously  m.entioned,  Dr.  Arthur  K.  Drake  resigned 
Nov.  1,  1903,  to  accept  a  position  as  superintendent  of  the 
Lowell  General  Hospital.  Dr.  Ohas.  E.  Thompson,  assistant 
physician  and  pathologist,  has  just  been  called  to  a  position  as 
first  assistant  physician  at  the  State  Colony  for  the  Insane  at 
Grardner,  Mass.  His  standards  have  been  so  high  and  his 
results  so  excellent  that  I  cannot  refirain  from  expressing  my 
appreciation  of  his  services  in  our  hospital  ever  since  he  began 
his  interne  service  three  and  a  half  years  ago. 

Certificates  of  satisfactory  service  as  internes  have  been  pre- 
sented to  Dr.  George  E.  Emerson,  Dr.  George  L.  Baker 
and  Dr.  Julius  M.  Dutton.  On  the  1st  of  January,  1904, 
Dr.  Dutton  was  appointed  to  the  staff,  and  now  succeeds 
Dr.  Thompson  as  pathologist  and  assistant  in  the  insane 
department.  Dr.  George  L.  Baker  has  received  an  appoint- 
ment as  instructor  in  bacteriology  at  the  Harvard  Medical 

School. 

Training  School  for  Nurses. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  now  completes  its  thirteenth 
year.  The  courses  have  been  extended  and  improved  in  accord- 
ance with  the  ideas  and  customs  now  prevailing  in  the  best 
training  schools. 

A  careful  course  of  clinical  instruction  has  been  arranged 
for  the  third-year  pupils.  For  the  first  and  second  year  pupils 
the  number  of  lectures  on  insanity  has  been  increased  and 
illustrated  with  cases  of  the  common  forms  of  mental  diseases. 
The  course  in  therapeutics  has  been  much  improved,  and  recita- 
tions in  materia  medica  are  supplemented  with  practical  demon- 
strations in  the  hospital  pharmacy.  The  course  in  bacteriology 
and  pathology  has  been  elaborated.  With  the  superintendent 
of  the  training  school,  her  assistant  nurses,  the  medical  staff, 
the  internes  and  the  pharmacist  for  a  corps  of  instructors,  and 
with  the  great  amount  of  hospital  cases  and  the  wide  range  of 
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diseases,  our  pupils  have  many  advantages  which  cannot  be 
found  in  other  schools.  Application  has  been  made  to  the 
regent's  office  of  the  University  of  New  York,  and  our  school 
has  been  accepted  among  those  whose  graduates  are  eligible 
to  the  New  York  registry  of  nurses. 

The  following  nurses  have  graduated  during  the  year :  Eliza- 
beth C.  Devine,  M.  Alice  Sweeney,  Sara  A.  Yorgey,  Martha 
A.  Dunn,  Maude  A.  Taft,  Agnes  V.  Innes,  Florence  E.  Fer- 
guson, M.  Alice  Roach,  M.  Alice  Morrill  and  Edith  C.  Abbott. 

Improvements  made  during  the  Year. 

The  spur  track  has  been  completed  and  operated  since  the 
1st  of  January. 

Work  on  the  sewerage  system  has  begun.  The  pipes  have 
been  laid  connecting  all  of  the  outflow  of  sewage  from  the  west- 
em  and  northern  sides  of  the  institution,  so  that  it  is  all  dis- 
charged on  the  east  slope  of  our  hill. 

Further  work  on  cellar  and  other  finishing  of  the  stable  have 
been  done.  There  have  also  been  repairs  and  improvements  to 
the  bridge  and  sheds  connected  with  the  stock  bam,  and  most 
of  our  wooden  buildings  have  been  painted. 

Work  on  the  new  asylum  for  women  was  commenced  early 
in  the  year  and  it  has  been  erected  as  tar  as  the  roof. 

A  camp  has  been  built  near  the  hospital  for  consumptives, 
where  we  are  able  to  cany  out  a  little  more  eflfectively  tlie 
continuous  fresh-air  treatment  for  certain  of  our  patients. 

Improvements  suggested. 

A  building  for  freight  and  store  purposes  is  needed  near  the 
spur  tmck.  At  present  our  stores  are  kept  in  the  basement  of 
the  men's  asylum,  which  space  is  needed  for  the  daily  opera- 
tions of  that  department,  and  because  of  the  very  inflammable 
nature  of  materials,  boxes  and  packing,  it  is  unsafe,  consider- 
ing that  nearly  100  patients  are  domiciled  directly  overhead. 

Further  extension  of  our  men's  hospital  wards  is  a  very 
urgent  need,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  building  to  accom- 
modate 100  patients  be  erected  for  that  purpose. 

Because  of  the  great  demand  upon  our  heating  and  lighting 
plant  for  the  additions  to  the  institution  of  recent  years,  it  is 
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necessary  to  replace  many  of  the  present  lines  of  steam  pipe 
with  {)ipes  of  larger  dimensions,  and  also  to  begin  the  installa- 
tion of  new  boilers  and  dynamos  of  greater  capacity  at  the  main 
boiler  house  and  at  the  pumping  station. 

There  are  certain  pieces  of  real  estate  in  the  market  which 
would  be  of  value  to  us  in  the  future,  for  the  purchase  of  which 
I  would  suggest  an  appropriation. 

As  there  have  been  most  urgent  requests  for  this  hospital  to 
receive  and  care  for  cases  of  leprosy  (3  in  number),  and  as  it 
seems  to  me  most  undesirable  that  a  disease  of  such  nature 
should  be  brought  to  an  institution  or  community  of  1,500 
patients,  I  believe  that  an  effort  should  be  made  in  line  with 
suggestions  previously  made  by  medical  authorities  and  others, 
in  this  and  other  States,  that  a  federal  establishment  should  be 
created  somewhere  for  the  care  of  such  patients,  to  which  they 
might  be  sent,  provided  that  the  patient  was  willing;  and, 
furthermore,  that  the  law  protecting  our  other  patients  from 
the  transfer  of  cases  of  certain  contagious  diseases  should  be 
revised. 

Some  increase  in  the  number  of  employees  beyond  the  pres- 
ent number  is  of  importance  to  more  thoroughly  cover  all  of 
the  important  posts  or  duties  without  overtasking  the  officers 
of  some  of  the  departments,  for  which  increased  appropriation 
would  be  needed. 

I  wish  to  say  a  word  of  appreciation  in  behalf  of  the  institu- 
tion and  its  charges  for  the  tireless  and  kindly  ministrations 
of  the  Rev.  Father  Duffy  and  Rev.  Father  Sirois,  who  have 
been  in  daily  attendance  in  the  hospital  wards,  and  also  at  the 
Sunday  services  in  the  chapel. 

For  those  of  the  Protestant  faith,  the  Rev.  W.  Byron  Wil- 
liams and  Rev.  W.  J.  Minchin  have  most  acceptably  performed 
the  chaplain's  duties  during  the  past  year. 

The  usual  number  of  books,  periodicals,  etc.,  have  been 
received  from  friends  of  the  institution. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  and  en- 
couragement given  me  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  all  my 
work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  Ei8  ExceUency  the  Cfdvernor  and  the  Eonorable  Council, 

The  trustees  of  the  Westborough  Insane  Hospital  respect- 
fully present  their  twentieth  annual  report  as  follows  :  — 

Probably  the  one  fact  common  to  all  annual  reports  from 
the  trustees  of  insane  hospitals  and  asylums  in  Massachusetts 
is  the  increase  of  population  from  year  to  year.  This  £eict  will 
be  especially  prominent  in  the  reports  for  the  past  year  by 
reason  of  the  so-called  State  care  law,  which  went  into  effect 
Jan.  1,  1904,  and  under  the  operation  of  which  many  of  the 
insane  hitherto  cared  for  in  town  almshouses  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  State  institutions.  Four  hundred  and  forty-four 
patients  have  been  received  at  this  hospital  during  the  past 
year  and  404  have  been  discharged.  There  has  been,  there- 
fore, a  net  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  Sept.  30,  1904, 
over  the  number  Sept.  30,  1903,  of  40,  and  an  increase  in  the 
daily  average  number  of  patients  from  753.68  to  822.34.  In 
spite  of  this  increase,  however,  the  patients  have  been  better 
cared  for  during  the  past  year  than  during  previous  years. 
This  has  been  made  possible  by  reason  of  the  occupancy  of  the 
recent  new  buildings,  and  especially  of  the  new  west  wing,  as  it 
has  been  called,  a  convenient  and  fireproof  addition,  arranged 
to  accommodate  100  chronic  disturbed  cases.  The  rear  wards 
of  the  hospital,  where  there  was  the  greatest  crowding,  noise 
and  confusion,  have  been  greatly  relieved,  beds  have  been 
removed  from  corridors,  and  many  patients  who  formerly  were 
crowded  into  dormitories  now  have  single  or  double  rooms. 

The  weekly  per  capita  cost  appears  from  the  treasurer's  state- 
ment to  be  |4.01yi^.  In  these  figures,  however,  have  been  in- 
cluded several  items  for  extraordinary  repairs,  and  if  these  are 
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excluded  the  weekly  per  capita  cost  becomes  $3.88-^^.  A  large 
factor  in  the  determination  of  this  cost  is  the  number  of  nurses 
and  attendants.  This  number  is  slightly  greater  than  in  former 
years,  but  the  trustees  do  not  feel  that  it  can  be  reduced  with- 
out sacrificing  the  wel&re  of  the  patients  and  requiring  of  the 
nurses  and  attendants  unusual  hours  of  service. 

The  new  construction  is  reviewed  by  the  superintendent  in 
his  report.  The  trustees  have  been  particularly  pleased  with 
the  nurses'  homes,  two  of  which  have  been  finished  and  occu- 
pied during  the  past  year,  and  the  third  is  almost  finished. 
The  Legislature  appropriated  $25,000  for  the  construction  of 
these  nurses'  homes.  They  will  be  built  at  a  total  expense  of 
less  than  $22,000,  and  the  work  has  been  done  entirely  by  hos- 
pital employees,  under  the  supervision  of  the  hospital  carpenter. 
These  three  nurses'  homes  will  accommodate  54  nurses  at  a 
total  cost  considerably  less  than  half  of  what  has  been  spent  to 
construct  the  large  institutional  nurses'  homes  elsewhere  for 
the  same  or  a  smaller  number  of  nurses. 

This  experiment  has  proved  so  successful  that  the  three 
buildings  for  occupancy  by  the  engineer  and  male  employees 
and  male  attendants  are  now  being  built  according  to  this  same 
plan,  and  also  the  superintendent's  house.  Unless  unforeseen 
difficulties  arise  these  buildings  will  be  constructed  at  a  great 
saving  over  the  probable  cost  under  the  ordinary  plan  of  award- 
ing contracts. 

During  the  severe  winter  of  1903-04  much  difficulty  vras 
experienced  by  reason  of  ice  which  formed  in  the  unprotected 
water  tank,  which  is  the  principal  source  of  supply  for  the 
hospital  for  all  domestic  purposes.  This  tank  was  constructed 
some  eighteen  years  ago  of  boiler  plates  of  varying  thickness, 
placed  upon  a  high  masonry  tower.  These  plates  are  single 
riveted  at  intervals  somewhat  further  apart  than  is  usual.  Ice 
formed  on  the  inside  of  the  tower  to  a  thickness  of  two  or  three 
feet  and  in  the  centre  to  the  thickness  of  six  feet.  Several  of 
the  rivets  were  broken  and  the  plates  severely  strained.  In 
the  judgment  of  an  experienced  boiler  maker  and  of  competent 
engineers  it  has  been  deemed  unsafe  to  expose  this  tank,  in  its 
unprotected  condition,  to  the  severe  cold  of  another  winter, 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  and  of  the 
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Governor  and  Council,  before  whom  these  facts  were  placed, 
the  trustees  have  arranged  to  cover  this  entire  structure  with 
boards,  paper  and  shingles,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $3,500. 
This  has  been  done  in  order  to  avert  the  imminent  danger  of 
serious  calamity  which  would  result  in  case  of  the  failure  of 
thi«  tank  in  the  depth  of  winter,  when  it  would  be  exceedingly 
difficult  to  repair  it.  Such  a  disaster  would  cripple  the  entire 
pumping  and  heating  apparatus  of  the  hospital,  and  would 
surely  increase,  in  a  very  great  degree,  the  danger  of  loss  of 
life  in  case  of  fire.  This  money  has  been  taken  from  the  cur- 
rent receipts  of  the  hospital,  and  the  trustees  request  that  an 
appropriation  be  granted,  reimbursing  the  hospital  funds  for 
this  expenditure. 

The  trustees  are  much  concerned  over  the  question  of  an 
adequate  and  permanent  water  supply,  and  have  already  called 
attention,  in  their  former  reports,  to  the  possibility  of  obtain- 
ing water  from  the  metropolitan  water  aqueduct.  They  have 
caused  a  survey  and  plan  to  be  made  to  accomplish  this  end, 
and  they  attach  to  this  report  the  report  of  the  engineer  out- 
lining this  work.  The  total  cost  of  this  will  not  exceed  $35,000. 
Thi8  is  larger  than  the  estimate  first  given  to  the  trustees  and 
seems  a  large  appropriation.  In  view,  however,  of  the  absolute 
necessity  to  an  institution  of  large  and  increasing  population, 
already  numbering  1,200  persons,  ofasatis&ctory  and  sufficient 
water  supply,  and  of  the  permanent  character  of  this  improve- 
ment, we  feel  that  this  expenditure  is  justified.  We  also  feel 
that,  in  view  of  the  participation  of  the  Commonwealth  as  a 
whole  in  the  construction  of  the  metropolitan  water  system, 
and  of  the  &ct  that  the  credit  of  the  Commonwealth  is  pledged 
to  provide  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  great  object,  generous 
(irovision  should  be  made  for  an  institution  of  the  Common- 
wealth located  near  the  metropolitan  water  aqueduct,  so  that 
water  can  be  obtained  at  a  nominal  cost. 

The  only  other  object  requiring  appropriation  is  the  building 
of  a  laundry  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  Richmond 
colony,  for  which  the  trustees  request  an  appropriation  of 
$3,000.  No  provision  has  been  made  to  furnish  the  superin- 
tendent's house,  which  will  be  finished  in  the  spring.  The 
trustees  in  the  beginning  requested  $12,000  to  construct  and 
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furnish  this  house.  This  amount  was  reduced  to  $8,000,  with- 
out provision,  however,  for  furnishings.  The  trustees  have 
saved  at  least  $3,000  from  the  appropriation  for  nurses' homes, 
and  request  that  the  unexpended  balance  of  this  appropriation 
be  made  available  for  fixtures  and  furniture  for  the  superin- 
tendent's house.  In  this  way  this  object  will  be  accomplished 
without  additional  appropriation. 

This  report  is  the  twentieth  annual  report  submitted  by  the 
trustees  of  this  hospital.  The  act  incorporating  this  hospital 
was  approved  June  3,  1884,  and  provided  for  the  establishment 
at  Westborough,  in  the  building  then  occupied  by  the  State 
reform  school,  of  a  hospital  to  be  conducted  upon  the  principles 
of  medicine  known  as  homoeopathic.  This  legislation  met  with 
considerable  opposition,  and  it  is  intei*esting,  therefore,  to  re- 
view briefly  the  development  of  the  hospital  in  these  twenty 
years  of  its  existence.  The  discarded  buildings  of  the  State 
Refonn  School  were  remodelled  and  made  available  for  325 
patients.  The  hospital  was  opened  in  the  year  1886,  and  re- 
ceived before  Oct.  1,  1887,  309  patients.  The  average  popu- 
lation, as  has  already  been  stated,  during  this  past  year  was 
822.34,  and  the  largest  population  at  any  time  was  863.  In 
*  the  history  of  the  institution  6,181  different  cases  of  insanity 
are  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  hospital. 

The  buildings  of  the  old  reform  school,  even  when  remodelled, 
proved  utterly  inadequate  for  this  increasing  population.  Ad- 
joining farms  from  time  to  time  have  been  purchased,  so  that 
now  the  hospital  grounds  almost  encircle  Chauncy  Lake,  the 
total  acreage  being  547.22.  Colonies  for  100  men  and  100 
women  have  been  established  at  some  distance  from  the  older 
buildings.  A  modem  building  for  the  convalescent  quiet  in- 
sane has  been  constructed  and  equipped,  and  a  like  building 
for  the  cases  of  acute  mania  is  now  in  process  of  construction. 
The  new  nurses',  attendants'  and  employees'  homes  will  furnish 
to  the  occupants  a  quiet,  homelike  environment,  which  will 
contribute  much  to  contentment  and  length  of  service. 

The  classification  aflbrded  by  these  additions  and  improve- 
ments has  promoted  the  scientific  care  and  treatment  of  the 
insane.  From  the  beginning  the  treatment  at  the  Westborough 
Insane  Hospital  has  resulted  in  a  uniformly  high  rate  of  recov- 
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eries.  During  the  year  1902-03  71  persons  were  discharged  as 
recovered,  52  as  much  improved  and  47  as  improved,  and  dur- 
ing the  past  year  78  have  been  discharged  as  recovered,  34  as 
much  improved  and  34  as  improved.  Certain  classes  of  in- 
sanity are  recognized  by  alienists  as  incurable.  In  the  remain- 
ing classes  there  is  hope  of  recovery.  The  percentage  of 
recoveries  based  upon  the  total  number  of  these  curable  cases 
has  approximated  75. 

The  trustees  feel  that  it  is  due  their  superintendent  and  his 
assistant  physicians  that  emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  this 
record  at  this  time.  For  the  past  two  years  the  immediate  care 
of  all  curable  cases  has  been  assigned  to  the  assistant  superin- 
tendent, Dr.  Henry  I.  Klopp,  who  has  given  to  this  work  un- 
tiring devotion,  with  marked  success.  The  large  number  of 
voluntary  patients  at  Westborough  is  further  evidence  of  the 
successful  efforts  of  the  superintendent  and  his  assistants  in 
relieving  the  harsh  conditions  formerly  surrounding  life  at  an 
insane  hospital.  In  1902-03  there  were  29  cases  of  voluntary 
patients  in  the  five  State  insane  hospitals  and  of  these,  16  were 
at  Westborough. 

The  hospital  has  been  fortunate  in  its  physicians  and  other 
officers,  particularly  in  their  length  of  service  and  their  loyalty 
to  the  institution.  Both  the  superintendent  and  assistant  super- 
intendent have  declined  positions  with  far  greater  pecuniary 
returns  than  their  present  salaries.  No  changes  have  taken 
place  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  during  the  past 
year. 

The  records  of  the  superintendent,  pathologist,  treasurer 
and  consulting  board,  together  with  the  statistics  required  by 
law,  are  appended  to  this  report.

During  the  hospital  year  there  were  444  admissions,  this 
being  87  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these,  409  were 
commitments  of  the  insane  and  10  commitments  of  inebriates. 
There  were  received  by  transfer  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity 
51  and  there  were  25  voluntary  patients.  Two  escaped 
patients  were  returned.  There  were  404  patients  dismissed 
within  the  year,  176  of  these  going  to  their  homes  and  friends. 
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The  State  Board  of  Insanity  removed  70  persons,  sending  31 
to  other  institutions,  17  to  boarding  out  and  22  to  outside  of 
the  State.  There  were  107  deaths.  There  were  7  patients 
who  escaped  and  were  not  returned,  and  there  are  45  patients 
out  on  visit. 

The  hospital  has  been  very  free  from  contagious  disease  the 
past  year.  One  case  of  scarlet  fever  required  isolation  and 
there  were  two  mild  cases  of  measles.  ' 

We  have  adopted  this  year  the  classification  of  Kraeplin  in 
making  diagnosis  of  mental  disease.  This,  although  unfortu- 
nate in  some  of  its  terminology,  is  much  better  than  any  other 
hitherto  presented  to  alienists,  and  the  name  given  to  a  disease 
means  no  letting  up  in  the  measures  for  treatment  of  cases. 

The  training  school  has  graduated  23  nurses  in  the  past 
hospital  year.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  matter  of 
extending  the  course  to  three  years,  whenever  it  is  possible  in 
the  third  year  to  give  the  nurses  suflBcient  return  for  an  addi- 
tional year  of  service. 

The  building  for  chronic  disturbed  patients,  under  construc- 
tion a  year  ago,  was  completed  and  occupied  last  June,  and  I 
can  report  that  these  wards  are  admirably  well  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  this  class  of  patients,  making  them  happier  and  also 
rendering  the  work  of  the  nurses  easier. 

Two  of  the  cottages  for  women  nurses  are  completed,  fur- 
nished and  occupied,  and  the  third  is  nearly  ready  for  use.^ 
These  cottages  are  really  homes,  where  the  nurses,  when  away 
from  labor,  can  drop  all  feeling  of  responsibility  and  get  the 
entire  change  and  rest  that  best  prepares  them  for  their  hours 
of  duty.  The  nurses  now  in  the  homes  appreciate  these  privi- 
leges very  much. 

Under  the  appropriation  of  the  Legislature  of  1904  the  work 
of  construction  has  been  forwarded  as  follows  :  — 

Plans  for  the  building  for  acute  disturbed  cases  were  pre- 
pared, approved  and  the  contract  given  to  the  lowest  bidder, 
Mr.  Ernest  T.  Wilson  of  Natick,  Mass.  This  building  is  situ- 
ated convenient  to  the  Talbot  building,  but  so  placed  that  the 
noise  made  by  the  patients  will  not  annoy  those  in  the  other 
buifding.  It  is  externally  similar  in  construction  to  the  Talbot 
building,  but  inside  is  of  cement,  concrete  construction  and 
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practically  fire  proof.  I  expect  the  building  to  be  completed 
and  occupied  by  March  1,  1905. 

Plans  for  buildings  for  male  employees  and  nurses  were 
made  and  approved ;  and  one  building  for  male  employees, 
with  the  engineer  and  family,  in  charge  of  the  hospital  car- 
penter, Mr.  Richardson,  is  approaching  completion,  and  the 
foundations  have  been  put  in  for  two  other  buildings  for  male 
nurses,  which  are  similar,  in  construction,  to  those  for  women 
nurses.     These  will  not  he  ready  until  some  time  in  the  spring. 

The  plan  for  a  house  for  the  superintendent  was  approved 
and  work  begun  during  the  past  summer.  The  erection  is  also 
in  charge  of  the  hospital  carpenter  and  will  be  finished  in  the 
early  spring. 

The  appropriation  of  $5,000  by  the  Legislature  of  1902,  for 
better  accommodations  for  the  pathologist  and  for  an  operating 
room,  was  continued  by  the  General  Court  of  1904.  The 
State  Board  of  Insanity  has  approved  plans  for  an  operating 
room,  material  has  been  ordered,  and  undoubtedly  the  room 
will  be  completed  in  the  early  winter.  The  $7,000  for  a  fire- 
proof building  for  the  pathologist  will  be  used  for  that  purpose 
after  a  site  is  available.  In  order  to  be  convenient  to  the 
building  for  acute  cases,  it  will  be  erected  on  the  foundation 
of  the  old  Peters  house,  which  will  be  torn  down  when  the -new 
buildin<j^  for  employees  is  occupied.  It  is  planned  to  construct 
a  concrete  building,  that  will  insure  the  safety  of  the  collection 
of  pathological  material,  which  is  becoming  more  valuable  each 
vear. 

The  Lcofislature  permitted  the  use  of  $12,000  of  current  ex- 
pense money  for  changes  in  our  electric  lighting  plant.  The 
Westinghouse  Electric  and  Manufacturing  Company  received 
the  contract  for  generators,  motors  and  switch  board,  and 
the  American  P^ngine  Company  the  contract  for  a  one  hundred 
and  fifty  horse-power  high-speed  engine,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  changes  will  be  completed  by  the  middle  of  November. 

The  State  Board  of  Insanity  did  not  approve  of  our  request 
of  a  year  ago  for  an  appropriation  for  a  permanent  good  supply 
of  water,  believing  other  matters  more  urgent  at  the  time.  In 
the  past  year  conditions  have  become  worse.  The  State  Board 
of  Health  pronounces  our  drinking  water  as  safe,  and  it  is  true 
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that  we  have  had  no  diseases  resulting  from  contaminated  water 
since  we  have  been  using  driven  well  water  for  drinking  pur- 
poses ;  but  it  has  a  perceptible  odor  and  an  unpleasant  taste, 
and  many  of  our  inmates  fail  to  drink  as  much  water  as  they 
should  on  account  of  this.  The  lake  water  is  not  clean  and  is 
becoming  worse  for  laundry  purposes  for  this  reason. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Van  Valkenburgh,  our  engineer,  has  made  a  care- 
ful survey  and  plan  of  the  best  route  to  enter  the  open  aqueduct 
of  the  metropolitan  water  system,  which  is  9,000  feet  away, 
and  can  be  reached  without  land  damages,  as  the  route  will  be 
wholly  upon  land  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  and  our 
own,  and  easy  of  access  by  our  engineer.  I  recommend  that 
we  ask  for  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose  and  for  the  neces- 
sary legislation  that  may  be  required  to  give  us  the  right  to 
enter  the  aqueduct. 

The  Richmond  building  for  100  women  has  now  been  oc- 
cupied for  over  a  year  and  has  been  satisfactory  in  inducing 
many  chronic  patients,  previously  idle,  to  become  helpful. 
Mojst  of  these  patients  wish  to  do  their  own  washing  and  iron- 
ing, and  the  hospital  laundry  has  reached  its  capacity  for  work 
in  caring  for  our  present  population.  Relief  would  come  if 
these  wom(»n  could  do  their  own  laundry  work,  and  I  believe 
that  they  can  do  this  and  do  not  only  their  own  but  that  of 
another  hundred  persons,  and  I  recommend  that  we  ask  for  an 
appropriation  of  $3,000  for  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  a 
simple  building  back  of  the  centre  of  the  Richmond  group  for 
these  patients. 

I  recommend"  that  an  appropriation  for  furnishing  the  super- 
intendent's house  be  asked  for. 

Mrs.  John  Felt  Osgood  gave  $100  for  the  entertainment  of 
the  patients.  This  money  has  been  devoted  to  this  purpose 
during  the  winter  and  spring.  Mrs.  Lewis  Day  gave  $10  as 
an  Easter  gift  to  the  patients,  which  was  used  for  that  purpose. 
The  Hospital  Newspaper  Society  sent  three  barrels  of  maga- 
zines for  the  use  of  patients.  Mr.  Martin  Greene  sent  the 
*' Scientific  American." 

Dr.  Alberta  S.  Boomhower  was  appointed  woman  physician 
April  (),  1904,  the  large  increase  of  women  patients  and  the 
amount  of  work  required  from  the  physician  making  such  an 
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addition  desirable.  Dr.  F.  A.  Webst^  resigned  his  position 
as  assistant  physician  to  enter  general  practice,  and  Dr.  W.  W. 
Coles,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University  School  of  Medicine, 
1904,  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

I  thank  the  officers  and  heads  of  departments  for  their  loyal 
service  and  efficient  assistance  in  the  interests  of  the  hospital. 
I  am  grateful  to  the  trustees,  individually  and  collectively,  for 
their  continued  assistance  and  counsel,  and  tmst  that  it  may 
continue  in  the  year^to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSULTING  BOARD  OF 
PHYSICIANS  AND  SURGEONS. 


To  the  T}ru8Ue9  of  the  Weslborough  Insane  HospUaL 

During  the  year  the  regular  annual  and  semi-annual  meetings 
of  the  Board  have  been  held,  and  the  members,  acting  upon 
sub-committees  for  various  months,  have  visited  the  hospital 
throughout  the  year. 

Dr.  Horace  Packard  has  performed  nine  operations  upon  6 
patients :  three  for  ovarian  disease ;  two  for  i)erineum  and 
cervix  lacerations;  and  one  was  suture  of  the  median  nerve. 

Dr.  Suffa  examined  the  eyes  of  31  patients  and  prescribed 
the  glasses  most  suitable  for  the  various  eve  difficulties  that 
were  disclosed. 

The  matter  of  the  training  school  for  nurses  has  been  discussed 
by  the  Board  for  a  number  of  years.  We  recognize  the  fact 
that  the  course  in  most  schools  is  changing  from  one  of  two 
years'  to  one  of  three  years'  duration.  We  believe  it  advisable 
for  the  course  to  be  lengthened  in  this  hospital,  in  order  to 
conform  to  that  in  other  hospitals.  We  still  believe,  however, 
that  a  two-year  course  is  sufficiently  long  in  one  hospital, 
especially  in  hospitals  for  the  insane,  and  that  the  added  year 
should  be  devoted  to  study,  observation  and  experience  in 
forms  of  disease  not  provided  in  the  two7year  course.  We 
recommend,  therefore,  that  nurses  of  this  hospital,  after  two 
years  of  satisfactory  work,  be  offered  an  additional  year  in 
some  general  hospital,  where  they  may  learn  the  nursing  needs 
of  surgical,  medical  and  obstetrical  cases.  We  believe  that 
this  widened  experience  will  be  an  advantage  to  the  nurses,  to 
the  hospital,  and,  most  of  all,  to  the  public. 
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Oar  opinion  was  embodied  in  the  following  resolution  passed 
recently  at  the  semi-annual  meeting :  — 

That  the  ConsultiDg  Board  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
that  a  three-years  course  for  the  training  school  of  nurses  be  instituted 
as  soon  as  the  superintendent  can  arrange  such  courses  as  would  offer 
proper  advantages]for  the  nurses.

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PATHOLOGIST'S  KEPORT. 


Dr.  George  S.  Adams,  SuperitUendent  Westboraugh  Insane  Ho9pU<U, 

A  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  pathological  laboratory  for 
the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1904,  is  herewith  presented. 

As  in  the  years  preceding  it  has  been  the  object  to  make  the 
work  of  the  laboratory  useful  to  the  hospital.  Each  successive 
year  has  shown  an  increase  in  the  number  of  clinical  examina- 
tions made  and  a  better  co-operation  of  the  laboratory  with  the 
ward  service.  The  result  has  been  a  correlation  of  observa- 
tions ;  and  it  is  believed  that  through  this  correlation  we  are 
coming  more  and  more  to  appreciate  more  of  the  psychiatric 
conditions  with  which  we  have  to  deal. 

The  appropriation  which  is  now  available  for  the  new  labora- 
tory will  give  us  better  facilities,  and  it  is  hoped  that  through 
these  we  will  be  able  to  approach,  at  least,  a  solution  of  some 
of  the  problems  which  confront  us  in  a  hospital  of  this  char- 
acter. Much  of  the  work  which  has  been  done  heretofore  has 
been  in  the  line  of  the  hospital's  clinical  needs,  and  this  will 
continue  to  be  the  case.  Still,  as  data  accumulate,  it  may  be 
possible,  later  on,  through  careful  analysis,  to  apply  our  ob- 
servations to  specijQc  psychiatric  questions  in  a  way  that  will 
be  valuable.  Moreover,  with  increased  laboratory  fitcilities, 
opportunity  will  be  afforded  other  members  of  the  staff  to  un- 
dertake the  study  of  special  problems  in  connection  with  their 
work.  While  it  is  recognized  that  for  each  physician  there  is 
a  special  feature  of  the  service  which  is  {)aramount  and  to  which 
it  is  necessary  to  give  the  most  of  his  attention,  nevertheless, 
the  exact  methods  required  in  most  laboratory  procedures, 
and  the  imperative  attention  to  details,  will  tend  not  only  to 
closer  observations  of  clinical  symptoms,  but  it  is  believed  will 
give  a  correspondingly  broader  view. 
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During  the  year  there  were  twenty-four  autopsies,  of  which 
twenty-three  were  complete  and  one  in  which  permission  to 
examine  the  brain  only  was  granted.  The  psychoses  of  these 
cases  were  as  follows :  —

The  cerebral  cortex,  cord  and  body  tissues  of  all  these  sec- 
tions have  either  been  studied  or  are  in  course  of  preparation. 
In  addition  there  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  exami- 
nation 1,448  specimens,  a  total  of  1,472  separate  examinations.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ElfGINEER.

Dr.  George  S.  Adams,  SuperiniendetU^  Westbarough^  Mass, 

Dear  Sir  :  —  You  have  requested  me  to  report  on  the  best 
method  of  obtaining  from  the  metropolitan  aqueduct  a  water 
supply  for  the  hospital,  and  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
building  a  station,  installing  pumping  machinery  and  laying 
the  necessary  pipe  line  to  connect  the  said  aqueduct  with  the 
water  tower  of  your  present  system  ot  water  works. 

I  have  made  surveys  to  determine  the  best  route  for  the  pipe 
line  and  herewith  present  to  you  a  plan  showing  its  location. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  pumping  station  is  located  on  land  of 
the  hospital,  at  a  distance  of  3,000  feet  from  the  power  plant. 
The  open  channel  of  the  metropolitan  water  works  is  tapped 
at  a  point  about  750  feet  southerly  of  the  gate  house,  and  the 
water  conducted  by  a  12-inch  cast-iron  suction  pipe  a  distance 
of  5,070  feet  to  the  said  station,  where  it  is  forced  through 
3,660  feet  of  10-inch  pipe  into  the  water  .tower  at  the  hospital 
by  means  of  a  triplex  power  pump.  This  pump  is  to  be  driven 
by  electricity,  furnished  by  your  present  power  plant. 

The  cost  of  the  pipe  line  would  be  somewhat  reduced  were 
the  pumping  station  located  at  the  source  of  supply  and  the 
5,070  feet  of  suction  changed  to  a  force-main ;  for  then  this 
section  of  nearly  a  mile  would  not  have  to  be  laid  to  the  low 
grade  indicated  on  the  plan.  But  it  is  believed  that  the 
advantage  of  having  the  pumping  station  comparatively  near 
at  hand  and  on  your  own  land,  and  the  saving  in  the  cost  of 
electrical  construction  and  transmission,  will  more  than  offset 
the  expense  of  laying  the  suction  to  the  grade  as  established. 

Calling  the  surface  of  the  water  in  the  open  channel  elevation 
100  feet,  then  the  inlet  of  the  suction    pipe  is  4  feet  below,  at 
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elevation  96  feet.  This  pipe  has  a  grade  of  6  inches  in  its 
entire  length,  so  that  at  the  pumping  station  it  is  at  elevation 
96.5  feet.  The  force-main  follows  the  general  contour  of  the 
ground  and  has  a  cover  of  about  41/^  feet. 

The  force-main  has  an  upward  grade  throughout  its  entire 
length  in  order  that  the  accumulating  air  may  readily  pass  up 
into  the  tank.  Therefore,  a  short  section  of  pipe  northerly  of 
the  institution  is  laid  somewhat  deeper  than  usual. 

The  top  of  the  water  tower  is  191.6  feet  above  the  water  in 
the  open  channel,  and  is  at  elevation  291.6  feet. 

It  is  thought  advisable  to  have  the  pumping  station  of  such 
dimensions  as  will  admit  at  any  time  of  the  introduction  of 
pumping  machinery  in  duplicate.  It  frequently  happens  that 
pumping  machinery  breaks  or  must  be  overhauled,  and  at  such 
times  the  necessity  of  having  a  reserve  pump  is  very  apparent. 

The  proposed  triplex  power  pump  has  a  capacity  of  350 
gallons  per  minute,  or  21,000  gallons  per  hour  against  a  head 
of  200  feet.  It  will  run  at  about  30  revolutions  per  minute 
and  will  require  about  a  twenty-five  horse-power  motor  to  do 
the  specified  work. 

The  station  is  brick,  with  a  slate  roof  and  concrete  floor. 
The  estimated  cost  of  constructing  this  pumping  plant  is  as 
follows :  —

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TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 


To  Eis  Excellency  (he  Chvemor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs 
and  Inebriates  submit  their  thirteenth  annual  report,  accom- 
panied by  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

The  daily  average  of  patients  is  larger  than  last  year,  177.74, 
as  against  139.05  in  1903.  The  per  capita  cost  is  $5.81  this 
year,  as  against  $6.22  in  1903. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  continued  improvement  in  the 
character  of  the  patients  committed  to  the  hospital.  Some 
were  seriously  ill,  when  committed,  with  diseases  that  follow 
the  excessive  use  of  alcohol,  but  under  treatment  most  of  them 
have  recovered.  Such  cases  as  these  cannot  be  discharged  at 
once  as  unsuitable  patients,  for  though  the  hope  of  permanent 
improvement  in  their  disease  of  inebriety  is  not  great,  they  are 
fit  subjects  for  hospital  treatment  and  the  results  are  often  very 
encouraorinof.  If  the  trustees  become  confident  that  no  further 
benefit  can  be  derived  from  a  longer  stay  in  the  hospital,  they 
give  such  patients  a  final  discharge  as  soon  as  they  are  well  of 
their  ailments. 

The  exercise  in  the  gymnasium  in  connection  with  the  baths 
continues  to  be  one  of  the  most  important  remedial  agents  in 
the  treatment  of  the  patients.  This  work  is  under  the  care  of 
Mr.  Albert  C.  Eames. 

The  elopement  of  patients  is  still  a  serious  problem,  although 
it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  number  is  15  per  cent,  less 
than  last  year.  It  has  always  been,  and  always  will  be,  a 
source  of  trouble  until  there  is  still  greater  improvement  in  the 
class  of  men  committed  here.  The  facilities  for  escape  are 
easy,  and  cannot  be  removed  wholly  without  changing  the 
character  of  the  institution  and  defeating  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  established.  No  effort  is  spared  to  return  elopers 
and  46  per  cent,  of  those  escaping  have  been  brought  back. 
Not  a  few,  however,  find  their  way  to  Rhode  Island,  the  border 
of  this  State  being  but  fifteen  miles  distant  from  Foxborough, 
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where  they  remain  until  their  period  of  commitment  has  ex- 
pired. In  order  to  meet  this  problem  and  discourage  such 
elopements,  the  trustees  ask  legislation  providing  that  the  time 
a  patient  is  absent  on  elopement  shall  not  be  reckoned  as  a 
paiii  of  his  original  commitment. 

The  trustees  also  recjuest  legislation  by  which  refractory 
patients  may  be  sent  to  the  State  Farm  or  to  Concord  Reform- 
atory, and  that  the  period  of  their  stay  in  either  of  these 
institutions  shall  not  be  counted  as  a  part  of  their  original 
commitment. 

Some  persons  in  the  early  stages  of  inebriety,  who  could  be 
benefited  by  a  stay  of  several  months  in  the  hospital,  object  to 
being  committed  for  the  period  the  law  recjuires,  and  therefore 
do  not  come  when  there  is  the  best  hope  of  recovery.  It  is 
much  easier  to  stop  a  man  on  his  downward  course  before  he 
has  fallen  far  than  to  lift  him  from  the  bottom  of  the  pit.  The 
trustees  believe  that  good  results  would  be  attained  in  reach- 
ing cases  of  this  kind  by  permitting  such  men  to  enter  volun- 
tarily and  to  make  an  agreement  with  the  Board  as  to  their 
length  of  stay  in  the  hospital.  The  trustees  likewise  believe 
that  such  cases  should  be  subject,  either  by  agreement  or  pro- 
vision of  law,  to  the  rules  of  the  hospital,  and  that  they  should 
pay  for  treatment  such  sums  as  the  Board  might  determine. 
This  method  of  admission  would  enable  the  trustees  to  study 
the  cases  and  to  decline  unsuitable  ones.  Twelve  European 
countries  admit  voluntary  patients  into  similar  institutions,  as 
well  as  Connecticut,  California  and  North  Dakota  in  the  United 
States.  The  trustees  therefore  ask  for  legislation  which  will 
allow  them  to  admit  voluntary  patients  for  such  periods  as  may 
be  agreed  upon,  who  shall  be  amenable  to  the  rules  of  the  hos- 
pital during  their  stay,  and  who  shall  pay  such  sums  for  board 
as  the  trustees  may  fix,  in  no  event  less  than  the  actual  cost 
of  maintenance. 

The  system  of  probationary  visitors  has  fulfilled  the  hope  of 
usefulness  expressed  in  the  last  report.  Such  visitors  have 
been  appointed  in  twenty -three  cities  and  towns  of  the  State, 
and  are  chosen  from  men  interested  in  inebriates.  To  them 
are  referred  patients  who  are  given  leave  of  absence.  These 
patients  report  at  stated  times  to  their  respective  visitors,  who 
interest  themselves  in  the  patients  and  make  monthly  reports 
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to  the  superintendent.  The  visitors  had  an  enthusiastic  meet- 
ing at  the  hospital  on  June  30,  1904,  and  great  interest  was 
shown  in  the  work  being  done. 

A  conference  has  been  held  at  the  hospital  during  the  past 
year  with  the  judges  of  the  district  courts.  A  thorough  in- 
spection was  made  by  them  and  a  free  discussion  took  place 
concerning  the  aims  and  methods  of  the  institution.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  much  good  will  result  from  this  meeting. 

On  Jan.  6,  1904,  Dr.  Benjamin  H.  Hartwell  of  Ayer,  a 
trustee  since  189^5,  died  after  a  short  illness  of  pneumonia. 
Dr.  Hartwell  was  a  man  of  great  public  spirit,  giving  freely 
of  his  time  and  thought  to  charitable  and  philanthropic  in- 
terests. His  duties  in  connection  with  this  hospital  were 
discharged  with  the  same  wisdom  and  faithfulness  which 
characterized  all  his  public  service.  His  death  was  a  great 
loss  to  the  State,  to  the  hospital  and  to  the  community  in 
which  he  lived.  Hon.  Frederick  Fosdick  of  Fitchburg  was 
appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Dr.  Hartwell's  death. 
He  ([ualified  March  1(>,  1904. 

The  trustees  have  learned  with  great  regret  of  the  resigna- 
tion of  Hon.  Henry  E.  Cobb,  chairman  of  the  Board,  caused 
by  the  pressure  of  his  private  affairs.  His  successor  has  not 
yet  been  appointed. 

Dr.  Clarence  J.  Bell  was  appointed  first  assistant  and  began 
his  duties  on  April  12,  1904.  Dr.  Leslie  E.  Coffin  was  ap- 
pointed junior  assistant,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  res- 
ignation of  Dr.  Edward  Melius,  and  commenced  his  work  on 
Aug.  11,  1904. 

The  trustees  request,  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  superintendent,  that  a  special  appropriation  of 
$1,600  be  granted  them  for  the  repairing  and  painting  of  the 
barn  and  stable  and  for  the  painting  of  the  administration 
building  and  the  house  of  the  superintendent.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the   Trustees   of  the   Masscushuselts  HospUal  for   Dipsomaniacs  and 

Inebriates, 

The  hospital  year  opened  with  142  patients  under  treatment 
and  closed  with  159.  The  number  of  admissions  was  290. 
The  largest  number  under  treatment  at  any  time  was  231, 
March  1.  The  smallest,  142,  October  1  and  August  18.  The 
daily  average  was  177.74,  an  increase  of  37. (>9  over  last  year. 
The  whole  number  of  cases  under  treatment  was  531.  The 
number  of  discharges,  both  final  and  conditional,  was  372  ;  the 
number  of  admissions,  including  returns  from  leave  of  absence 
and  elopement,  was  369. 

This  year,  as  last,  the  action  of  your  Board  in  giving  a  final 
discharge  to  unsuitable  cases  has  been  a  decided  factor  in 
keeping  the  number  well  within  the  capacity  of  the  hospital ; 
that  such  action  has  not  been  taken  as  often  as  last  year  de- 
notes  that  a  higher  standard  has. been  reached  in  the  main  in 
those  who  are  committed,  51  having  been  finally  discharged, 
against  106  last  year.  It  is  still  to  be  deplored  that  17.50 
per  cent,  of  those  committed  should  have  become  a  burden 
upon  the  State  until  trial  and  investigation  at  the  hospital  had 
demonstrated  their  unfitness. 

It  is  of  great  importance  that  the  ends  for  which  the  hospital 
was  created  should  be  attained,  and  to  further  this  I  have  for  a 
long  time  been  of  the  opinion  that  much  could  be  accomplished 
by  the  admission  of  voluntary  cases,  those  w^ho  would  come  to 
the  hospital  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  in  practice  at  the  hos- 
pitals for  the  insane.  As  the  laws  governing  this  hospital  fol- 
low the  same  lines,  and  in  many  respects  are  alike,  it  would 
seem  as  if  such  a  provision  could  be  easily  applied  here. 
There  are  many  points  in  favor  of  such  a  law,  and  not  the 
-  least  is  the  satisfaction  that  a  patient  would  feel  under  such 
^  conditions,  he  being  a  free  agent  in  the  matter ;  these  patients 
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could  only  be  a  private  and  not  a  public  charge.  This  is  a 
matter  which  I  know  has  already  engaged  the  attention  of  your 
Board,  but  I  venture  the  hope  that  you  will  ask  for  the  enact- 
ment of  a  statute  giving  authority  to  carry  the  idea  into  actual 
practice. 

Escapes. 

In  an  institution  like  this,  sfiii  generic  as  it  is,  we  have  on 
the  one  hand  a  hospital,  on  the  other  a  custodial  department, 
so  intermingled  as  to  make  the  problem  of  proper  administra- 
tion exceedingly  difficult.  Our  English  friends,  while  begin- 
ning later  but  working  on  the  same  lines,  are  much  in  advance 
of  us  ;  they  have  separate  departments  for  hospital  or  voluntary 
cases,  and  for  those  needing  custodial  care ;  we,  in  trying  to 
do  both  with  proper  equipment  for  hospital  cases  only,  have 
many  patients  of  the  custodial  class  violating  their  agreement 
and  running  away.  Some  deterring  influence  which  shall  at 
least  lessen  if  not  stop  entirely  this  pernicious  evil  should  be 
brought  to  bear. 

I  beg  to  suggest  for  your  consideration  that  the  Legislature 
be  asked  to  enact  a  law  whereby  the  time  which  elapses  while 
an  escaped  patient  is  absent  be  not  counted  as  a  part  of  his 
two  years'  commitment,  but  remain  in  abeyance  until  his  re- 
turn to  the  hospital.  Such  a  law  would,  in  my  opinion,  bring 
about  the  desired  results,  and  escaped  patients  would  no  longer 
go  out  of  the  State  to  remain  until  the  declared  jurisdiction  of 
the  hospital  has  passed.  Such  a  law  would  leave  its  applica- 
tion entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  patient,  as  only  by  his  own 
act  could  it  be  enforced.  Here  he  will  be  given  opportunity 
and  assistance  in  all  possible  ways  to  effect  a  cure  ;  a  resistance 
on  his  part  will  show  most  clearly  the  need  of  enforced  deten- 
tion. 

Maintenance. 

The  expenditures  for  this  year  have  been  a  little  in  excess 
of  last,  occasioned  by  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  for 
which  no  special  appropriation  was  made,  also  by  the  increased 
number  under  treatment.  Several  matters  have  been  left  un- 
done, owing  to  lack  of  funds,  of  which  mention  will  be  made 
later.  The  sum  of  $53,755.57  has  been  paid  out  on  account 
of  current  expenses,  making  the  weekly  per  capita  cost  $5.81. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  daily  average  of  patients  and 
the  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  since  the  opening  of 
the  hospital :  —

Treatment  of  Cases. 

The  practice  of  keeping  patients  employed  so  far  as  possible 
has  been  continued  with  good  results,  and  a  more  apparent 
acquiescence  on  the  part  of  the  employed.  The  gymnasium 
plays  an  important  part  in  both  the  physical  training  and  in 
the  baths  which  follow  exercise;  by  the  use  of  the  Baruch 
bath  apparatus  hydrotherapy  has  been  practised  in  a  large 
number  of  cases  with  marked  benefit.  In  many  cases  (differ- 
ing from  alcoholic  neuritis  a  cure  has  been  effected  when  other 
means  had  failed. 

Special  Appropriations. 

An  enactment  by  the  Legislature  of  1902  gave  us  $7,800; 
$1,300  was  used  in  the  erection  of  a  large  shed,  $1,000  for 
construction  of  a  recreation  court,  $5,500  for  purchase  and 
installation  of  a  new  "  direct  connected  engine  and  electric 
generator,  and  a  ten  horse-power  motor,  all  of  which  has  been 
expended.  These  additions  lend  much  to  the  efficiency  and 
convenience  of  administration. 


Farming. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  call  your  attention  to  the  amount 
pt  work  accomplished  in  this  important  department.     Nearly 
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all  of  the  available  tillage  land  has  been  under  active  cultiva- 
tion, more  than  50  acres  having  been  under  the  plough.  A 
sufficient  amount  of  vegetables  was  raised  last  season  to  sup- 
ply all  with  good  variety  throughout  the  year,  except  a  few 
potatoes  bought  in  the  summer.  The  list  of  products  on 
another  page  is  of  interest.  Patients'  labor  forms  a  large 
factor  on  the  farm,  with  benefit  to  them  and  to  the  hospital. 
It  has  been  necessary  to  buy  additional  farm  implements,  and 
there  is  urgent  need  of  another  span  of  horses,  as  we  have 
been  obliged  to  hire  at  times  to  get  the  work  done. 

Needs. 

Lack  of  funds,  and  a  disinclination  to  include  money  paid 
for  extraordinary  repau'S  in  our  current  expenses,  has  deferred 
some  important  work.  The  barn  and  stable  need  extensive 
repairs  and  painting.  The  administration  house  and  superin- 
tendent's house  also  need  the  latter;  it  is  neither  creditable 
nor  economical  to  wait  longer.  The  sum  of  $1,600  will  be 
required  for  that  puri)ose,  which  I  recommend  that  the  Legis- 
lature be  asked  to  appropriate. 

Religious  Services  and  Entertainments. 

Each  Sunday  services  are  held  in  the  chapel  by  clergymen 
from  this  and  neighboring  parishes.  Attendance  is  not  obliga- 
tory, but  those  not  attending  are  required  to  be  in  their  wards 
during  the  hour  of  service. 

Entertainments  by  the  patients  have  been  given  frequently, 
and  with  much  success.  Several  lectures,  illustmted  by  the 
stereopticon,  by  officers  and  others  were  delivered  during  the 
winter.  Also,  a  literary  and  musical  society,  composed  of 
and  managed  by  patients,  was  in  most  successful  operation  and 
a  source  of  much  pleasure  and  profit. 

Library. 

This  is  increasing  steadily ,  and  numbers  over  1,000  volumes. 
It  is  well  patronized  and  much  enjoyed.  We  are  again  in- 
debted, each  month,  to  Mrs.  John  C.  Phillips  for  copies  of  the 
"  Century,"  "  Harper's,"  '' Scribners,"  ''Atlantic  Monthly," 
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*' Cosmopolitan," '' McClure's,"  and  **New  England*'  maga- 
zines. Interested  friends  have  contributed  books,  magazines 
and  papers. 

In  General. 

■ 

Invitations  were  sent  to  the  committing  magistrates  of  the 
State  to  visit  the  hospital  June  30,  1904.  In  response  to  this 
a  large  number  honored  us  by  their  acceptance  and  presence. 
Others  unable  to  come  sent  most  courteous  letters  of  regret. 
An  inspection  of  the  hospital  and  its  work  was  made,  and  our 
guests  expressed  themselves  as  much  pleased.  The  mutual 
exchange  of  views  then  had  enables  us  to  assist  the  courts 
much  better  than  before  in  the  arduous  task  of  reformation 
and  cure  of  the  inebriate. 

The  Board  of  Probationary  Visitors,  constituted  during  the 
year,  has  done  excellent  work,  and  through  it  we  are  enabled 
to  keep  more  closely  in  touch  with  discharged  patients.  These 
are  required  to  report  frequently  to  the  visitor,  who,  in  turn, 
reports  in  writing  to  the  hospital.  Our  cordial  thanks  are 
due  these  gentlemen,  who  give  freely  so  much  of  their  time  to 
this  work. 

Dr.  Clarence  J.  Bell  was  appointed  senior  assistant  April 
12,  1904.  The  term  of  service  of  Dr.  Edward  Melius  having 
expired,  Dr.  Leslie  E.  Coffin  was  appointed  junior  assistant,  to 
fill  the  vacancy,  Aug.  11,  1904.  Mr.  Albert  C.  Eames  was 
appointed  director  of  physical  training,  and  assumed  his  duties 
Oct.  25,  1903. 

I  desire  to  express  my  approval  and  thanks  to  the  members 
of  my  staft'  for  their  loyalty  and  hearty  co-operation  in  the 
trying  and  difficult  work  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

To  your  Honorable  Board,  for  your  cordial  support  and 
kind  advice,  I  am  sincerely  grateful.

An  Act  to  increase  the  number  op  the  trustees  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts HOSPITAL  FUR  DIPSOMANIACS  AND  INEBRIATEvS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  number  of  trustees  of  the  Massa-  JJ^S^J**' 
chusetts  hospital  for  dipsomaniacs  and  inebriates  is  hereby  increased, 
increased  to  seven  ;  and*the  governor  is  hereby  authorized 
and  rc(iue8tcd  to  appoint,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  the  two  additional  trustees  thus  provided  for.  In 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  and  each  fifth  year 
thereafter,  three  trustees  shall  be  appointed,  and  in  every 
other  year  one  trustee  shall  be  appointed. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Oovemor  and  the  Honorable  GounciL 

The  trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum  respectfiiUy 
submit  their  ninth  annual  report  of  the  institution,  together 
with  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer. 

The  number  of  patients  at  the  close  of  the  year,  September 
30,  was  1,549.  The  number  has  steadily  increased  from  year 
to  year  since  the  asylum  was  first  opened,  and  provision  for 
this  increase  has  been  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  erection 
of  new  buildings,  but  in  spite  of  this  additional  accommoda- 
tion the  wards  have  at  all  times  been  much  crowded.  During 
the  year  the  new  building  for  100  excited  women  has  been 
completed  and  occupied.  The  home  for  male  attendants  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  a  few  weeks.  Work  has  been  com- 
menced on  a  ward  building  for  100  men  of  the  excited  class. 

The  new  steam  plant  for  heat,  power  and  light,  together 
with  the  spur  track  from  the  New  York,  Now  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad,  is  about  completed.  This  is  of  sufScient  capacity 
to  heat  all  the  buildings  now  in  use  and  provide  for  others 
which  may  be  added  in  the  future.  A  pump  for  supplying 
the  water  tower  has  been  installed  in  the  new  power  house, 
doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  maintaining  a  separate  pump- 
ing plant. 

As  the  number  of  patients  has  increased,  the  dining  rooms, 
especially  the  women's  room,  have  become  very  much  crowded, 
and  many  patients  who  could  take  their  meals  in  the  central 
dining  rooms  have  been  fed  in  the  ward  buildings.  Plans 
have  been  completed  for  enlarging  these  rooms  and  providing 
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a  separate  dining  room  for  attendants  and  employees.  Changes 
in  the  attics  of  the  dining  rooms  will  give  accommodation  for 
a  limited  number  of  employees  who  now  have  to  be  cared  for 
in  the  wards.  The  outside  wood- work  and  wire  screens  of  the 
entire  group  of  asylum  buildings  have  been  newly  painted 
during  the  year.  Attention  has  been  given  to  securing  plans 
for  buildings  for  tuberculous  patients.  The  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature making  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose  specified  that 
accommodation  should  be  provided  for  about  40  patients. 
The  trustees  have  not  at  the  date  of  making  this  report  been 
able  to  erect  buildings  which  would  give  satis&ctory  results 
for  this  number  with  the  sum  appropriated.  The  executive 
building,  which  never  fully  met  the  demands  upon  it,  needs  to 
be  enlarged  in  order  to  facilitate  the  proper  transaction  of  the 
increasing  business  of  the  institution  and  furnish  suitable  rooms 
for  the  assistant  officers. 

An  inspection  of  the  treasurer's  report  will  show  that  the 
finances  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  that  the  usual  econ- 
omy in  the  purchase  of  supplies  has  been  observed.  The  trus- 
tees believe  that  the  superintendent  and  assistant  officers  have 
had  constantly  in  view  under  difficult  and  often  trying  condi- 
tions the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the  large  number  of  patients 
under  their  charge. 

They  ask  the  Legislature  for  the  following  appropriations  : 
for  defraying  the  cost  of  the  support  of  patients  above  the 
amount  established  bylaw,  $20,000;  for  continuing  improve- 
ments upon  the  grounds,  $1,000 ;  for  enlarging  the  executive 
building  the  sum  of  $60,000 ;  for  erecting  three  cottages  for 
employees,  $15,000  ;  for  a  refrigerating  plant  for  cold  storage 
for  supplies,  $18,000.

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SUPERmTENDBNT'S  REPORT. 


MxDFiKLD,  Mabb.,  Sept.  30,  1904. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Medfield  Insane  Asylum, 

I  herewith  present  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Medfield 
Insane  Asylum,  for  the  year  beginning  Oct.  1,  1903,  and  end- 
ing Sept.  30,  1904. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  favorable  one  for  the  health  of  the 
patients.  We  have  had  no  epidemic  or  serious  accident.  The 
large  number  of  deaths  occurring  this  year  is  to  be  expected 
for  some  years  to  come,  until  many  of  the  old  patients  have 
passed  on.  In  our  first  admissions,  from  seven  to  eight  years 
ago,  were  many  old  feeble  people,  and  for  the  past  two  years 
these  have  been  dying.  The  patients  received  by  transfer 
during  the  past  three  years  have  been  younger  and  in  better 
bodily  health.  The  per  capita  cost  this  year  is  the  lowest  that 
it  has  ever  been  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  The  weekly 
cost  per  patient,  including  everything  but  new  additions,  has 
been  practically  $2.72. 

Improvements. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past  year. 
These  do  not  make  as  much  show  as  in  previous  years,  for  the 
labor  of  the  patients  has  been  utilized  in  doing  grading  and 
ditching  made  necessary  by  new  buildings.  Among  some  of 
these  improvements  may  be  mentioned  five  fire-escapes  which 
have  been  erected  on  the  four  D  buildings  and  on  the  adminis- 
tration building.  New  double  walls  have  been  built  on  the 
farm  and  considerable  blasting  has  been  done  in  clearing  up 
new  land.  This  not  only  adds  to  the  appearance,  but  gives 
us  more  land  to  cultivate.  A  new  switch-board  has  been  in- 
stalled for  our  private  telephone  exchange.  New  walks  have 
been  built  about  the  grounds,  in  accordance  with  the  authori- 
zation of  the  Legislature  granting  us  $1,000  for  cement.     The 
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work  as  usual  has  been  done  largely  by  patients'  labor.  lAst 
fall  the  clean-out  pipe  to  the  settling  basin  for  our  sewerage 
system  became  clogged  and  we  were  unable  to  remove  the  plug. 
It  became  necessary  to  dig  it  up.  This  necessitated  employ- 
ment of  some  paid  labor,  as  it  was  eighteen  feet  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground  and  in  a  soil  composed  largely  of  small 
stones  which  were  constantly  caving,  thus  making  it  unsafe  for 
patients  to  work  in  the  trench.  Advantage  was  taken  of  the 
opportunity  offered  to  replace  the  eight-inch  clean-out  pipe 
with  a  twelve-inch  pipe.  Also  a  new  gate-valve  was  placed  at 
the  entrance  of  this  clean-out  pipe. 

Expenditures  of  Appropriations. 

The  special  appropriations  granted  by  the  Legislature  have 
been  utilized  as  follows :  — 

The  male  nurses'  home  is  approaching  completion.  The 
building  for  violent  male  patients  has  been  begun  and  the 
foundations  are  now  being  put  in  place.  The  additions  to  the 
dining  room  and  the  alteration  of  the  attics  of  the  present 
general  dining  rooms  are  planned,  ready  to  commence  work. 
The  buildings  for  tuberculous  patients  and  the  new  barn  are 
planned,  and  probably  by  the  time  this  report  is  published  they 
will  be  under  way.  The  new  power  house  is  approaching  com- 
pletion. This  has  been  a  work  of  considerable  difficulty  and  one 
which  necessarily  had  to  proceed  slowly,  but  it  will  be  a  great 
improvement,  both  in  efficiency  and  in  economy  of  manage- 
ment. The  painting  of  the  outside  of  the  buildings  and  outside 
iron-work  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  and  will  probably  be 
completed  by  cold  weather. 

Recommendations  . 

Our  greatest  needs  at  present  are  more  rooms  for  female 
nurses  and  attendants,  as  the  erection  of  new  buildings  has 
necessitated  the  hiring  of  more  attendants  and  the  nurses'  home 
for  women  only  provides  for  about  two-thirds  of  the  employees 
engaged  in  the  care  of  the  patients.  I  recommend  that  future 
accommodations  be  in  the  shape  of  single  houses  accommodating 
a  man  and  his  wife  and  not  more  than  five  or  six  nurses.  Our 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  also  requires  additions  to  the 
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medical  staff,  bat  at  present  we  have  not  accommodations  for 
more  physicians,  and,  in  fact,  those  akeady  on  the  staff  have 
not  the  proper  rooms  and  conveniences  for  their  accommoda- 
tion. The  best  provision  for  this  defect  would  be  the  addition 
of  a  head  house  upon  our  present  administration  building, 
which  is  entirely  too  small  for  our  needs.  It  is  also  insignifi- 
cant in  appearance,  and  strangers  frequently  go  to  one  of  the 
ward  buildings  instead  of  the  office,  as  it  appears  more  likely 
to  be  th^  office  building  than  the  administration  building  does. 
One  thousand  dollars  for  continued  improvements  on  the 
grounds  should  be  asked  for.  As  soon  as  practicable  a  refrig- 
erating plant  for  the  cold  storage  of  supplies  and  for  cooling 
water  should  be  installed  which  would  lessen  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance. 

Training  School  for  Nurses. 

Last  June  the  first  class  in  the  training  school  for  nurses  was 
graduated.  Seven  passed  all  examinations  and  requirements 
of  the  school  and  were  given  diplomas  by  your  board.  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  they  are  all  still  in  the  employ  of  the  asylum 
and  are  in  positions  of  trust.  They  have  added  efficiency  to 
our  nursing  service  and  I  am  very  favorably  impressed  with 
the  work  of  the  school.  The  following  are  the  names  of  these

Changes  in  the  Office  Staff. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  medical  staff  since  last 
December,  and  I  am  glad  to  testify  to  the  interest  and  faithful 
work  of  my  assistants.  Dr.  George  Allen  Troxell  was  ap- 
pointed as  fourth  assistant  Deo.  1,  1903,  this  position  being 
vacant  at  the  time  of  publication  of  the  last  asylum  report. 
Miss  Susan  R.  Haynes,  who  had  been  employed  by  the  build- 
ing committee  in  their  office  in  Boston  and  as  bookkeeper  at 
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the  asylum  for  a  period  of  eleven  years,  resigned  in  March. 
In  point  of  service  she  was  the  oldest  official.  Mr.  F.  L. 
Brown  of  Stoneham,  Mass.,  succeeded  her  as  bookkeeper. 
In  July  Mrs.  L.  Ada  Mixer  resigned  as  matron.  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Broughton  was  appointed  to  succeed  her. 

Acknowledgments. 

As  usual  many  kind  friends  have  donated  books  and  papers 
to  be  distributed  about  the  wards.  There  have  also  been  two 
entertainments  given  by  outside  people.  There  have  not  been 
as  many  changes  among  the  employees  this  year  as  during  the 
previous  year.  Changes  are  not  desirable  unless  employees 
are  unfitted  to  the  work  or  unsatisfactory  in  other  ways.  This 
improvement  and  permanency  have  been  increased  by  giving 
the  nurses  and  attendants  more  time  off  from  their  duties  and 
by  an  increase  in  wages.  This  has  proved  apparently  the  key 
to  the  situation,  and  has  resulted  in  a  more  satisfactory  service 
since  it  has  been  tried. 

Thanking  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their 
help  and  support  during  the  past  year,  I  respectfully  present 
this  report.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Qovernor  of  the  Commonwealth  and  to  the  Honorable 

CounciL 

The  trustees  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Sanatorium  respect- 
fully submit  their  eighth  annual  report. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  and  treasurer  is  endorsed 
by  the  Board.  The  same  officers  continue  in  the  local  manage- 
ment, and  have  been,  without  exception,  satisfactory.  To  their 
skill  and  tact  is  due  much  of  the  success  of  the  sanatorium. 

As  bearing  upon  the  administration  of  the  sanatorium  and 
as  a  very  important  contribution  to  the  whole  question  of  the 
prevention  and  cure  of  tuberculosis,  very  special  attention  is 
called  to  the  annexed  report  of  Drs.  Clapp  and  Bowditch,  who 
continue  to  be  visiting  and  chief  examining  physicians.  The 
cordial  and  a})preciative  interest  of  the  State  Board  of  Charity 
in  this  })art  of  the  work  for  the  prevention  and  cure  of  tuber- 
culosis should  have  special  mention. 

New  Cottages  and  New  Heating  Plant. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  statute  of  1903,  chapter  445, 
and  under  chapter  75  of  the  Resolves  of  1904,  the  Board  have 
completed  two  of  the  brick  cottages,  and  the  same  are  fully 
equipped  and  patients  would  have  been  received  at  the  date 
of  this  report  except  that  there  was  an  unexpected  delay  in 
the  completion  of  the  contract  for  heating  the  buildings.  We 
have  also  nearly  completed  a  second  dining  room,  by  the  use 
of  which  sufficient  accommodations  will  be  provided  for  the 
expected  increase  in  number  of  patients.     A  separate  building 
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to  contain  the  heating  plant,  with  the  laundry  in  the  second 
story,  is  under  construction.  The  new  boilers  are  being  placed 
in  position.  It  is  expected  that  the  same  will  be  in  readiness 
for  use  during  the  inclement  weather  of  the  winter  and  that  the 
old  heating  plant  will  be  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  institu- 
tion up  to  that  time. 

Places  of  Examination. 

The  office  in  Boston  has  been  removed  and  is  now  at  the 
new  out-patient  department  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital.  Applicants  for  admission  are  examined  there  on 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  at  1.30  p.m.

Time  at  each  of  the  last  four  places,  on  Wednesdays  and 
Saturdays,  at  2  p.m. 

No  charge  is  made  to  the  applicants. 

The  system  of  local  examiners  is  working  well. 

Farm  Buildings. 

The  need  of  suitable  farm  buildings  to  replace  the  very  old, 
inconvenient  and  insufficient  buildings  which  were  on  the  land 
when  purchased  grows  more  and  more  urgent.  The  old  farm 
barn,  the  only  stable  for  nine  horses  and  forty  cows,  stands  at 
the  very  front  of  the  law^n  in  front  of  the  sanatorium.  It  is 
unsightly  and  unsuitable.  It  should  not  be  enlarged.  It  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  increase  our  own  milk  supply.  We 
deem  it  expedient  to  double  it;  this  cannot  be  done  unless 
a  new  barn  is  provided.  Xo  other  State  institution  is  so  des- 
titute in  this  respect. 

There  is  also  re(|uired  a  house  for  the  farmer,  with  an  ell 
having  sleeping  rooms  for  farm  laborers. 

The  amount  asked  for  farm  buildings  and  farmer's  house,  as 
requested  in  previous  reports,  is  $15,000. 
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Purchase  of  Additional  Land. 

Pursuant  to  authority  given  by  chapter  85  of  the  Resolves 
of  1904,  the  sanatorium  has  purchased  from  Charles  R.  Bartlett 
about  130  acres  of  land  for  the  sum  of  $10,000.  It  is  and  will 
be  more  and  more  valuable  as  an  addition  to  sanatorium  grounds. 

Nem:  Road. 

Economy  in  transportation  between  the  sanatorium  and  the 
railroad  station  at  Muschopauge  requires  a  much  better  high- 
way than  now  exists.  The  Board  have  invited  the  Massa- 
chusetts  Highway  Commission  to  examine  the  matter.  The 
commission  have  made  surveys  and  submitted  a  plan  for  a 
new  road  which  avoids  a  difficult  hill.  It  extends  from  a 
point  on  the  State  land  near  the  north-westerly  end  of  Mus- 
chopauge Lake  to  a  point  on  the  present  road  to  the  station. 
The  plan  also  contemplates  improving  the  road  from  that  point 
to  the  station,  so  that  the  whole  shall  be  up  to  the  standard  of 
State  road. 

The  commission  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  that,  it 
being  aside  from  the  general  plan  of  State  highways,  it  is  not 
within  their  province  to  build  it. 

We  are  authorized  to  quote  them  as  thinking  that  an  ap- 
propriation of  $4,000  for  such  a  new  road  would  be  economical 
on  the  part  of  the  State.  While  the  saving  thereby  cannot 
be  mathematically  determined,  the  members  of  the  Highway 
Commission  think,. and  the  trustees  think,  that  the  whole  ex- 
pense would  be  saved  in  a  short  teim  of  years  by  the  saving 
in  the  expense  of  hauling  coal  and  other  freight.  All  trans- 
portation to  and  from  the  sanatorium  is  over  this  road. 

As  we  understand  it  arrangement  can  be  made  so  that  the 
town  will,  if  necessary,  lay  out  the  part  of  the  proposed  road 
which  is  on  a  new  location  and  the  State  need  be  at  no  expense, 
or  merely  nominal  expense,  for  land  damages.  The  town  of 
Rutland  cannot  fairly  be  called  upon  to  build  this  road.  The 
benefit  will  be  almost  wholly  to  the  State  Sanatorium.  For 
this  purj)ose  the  trustees  ask  an  appropriation  of  $4,000. 
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The  Immediate  Locality  benefited  not  injured  by  the 

Sanatorium. 

The  question  is  often  asked,  How  does  the  presence  of  the 
sanatorium  affect  the  town  of  Rutland,  in  which  it  is  located? 
The  information  obtained  by  inquiry  of  town  authorities  may 
be  valuable. 

The  report  tends  to  show  that  the  town  has  benefited  largely, 
and  has  not  suffered  at  all  in  health.  The  assessors'  books 
show  that  the  entire  365  acres  now  belonging  to  the  sanatorium 
was  taxed  on  a  valuation  of  $14,000.  Since  the  sanatorium 
opened  in  October,  1898,  new  houses  and  improvements,  with 
a  tax  valuation  of  $30,000,  have  been  built.  The  demand  for 
them  is  attributed  directly  to  the  sanatorium.  The  gain  from 
this  source  in  valuation  is  $16,000.  Farms,  small  homesteads 
and  village  houses  have  increased  in  value ;  they  are  now  at 
all  times  in  demand.  There  is  also  an  unprecedented  demand 
for  skilled  and  unskilled  labor.  On  the  assessors'  books  the 
total  valuation  of  the  town  in  the  current  year  is  $704,183; 
in  1895,  before  the  sanatorium  acquired  any  land,  it  was 
$518,180,— a  gain  of  $186,000. 

Because  the  sanatorium  must  have  a  water  supply  and  would 
be  a  customer,  the  town  was  enabled  to  put  in  a  public  water 
system.  About  one-half  the  rental  comes  from  the  sanatorium, 
enabling  the  system  to  be  self-supporting ;  but  for  this  aid  a 
public  water  supply  to  Rutland  would  have  been  impossible. 

The  number  of  inhabitants  has  increased.  The  exact  figures 
to  date  are  not  at  hand.  In  1895  it  was  978  and  had  not  ex- 
ceeded 1,060  in  twenty  years;  in  1900  it  was  1,334;  in  1904 
it  is  estimated  at  1,500.  The  number  of  taxable  polls  was  in 
1895  268 ;  in  1904  it  was  333,  an  increase  of  65  polls. 

The  public  health  has  not  suflered.  The  number  of  deaths 
in  the  town  from  tuberculosis  (exclusive  of  those  who  came  to 
the  town  to  be  treated  for  the  disease)  for  the  whole  time  since 
patients  were  first  received,  viz.,  1899  to  1904  inclusive,  six 
years,  was  8 ;  for  the  period  of  six  years  immediately  preced- 
ing (1893  to  1898  inclusive),  11 ;  for  the  period  of  six  years 
1887  to  1892  inclusive,  11  ;  for  the  period  of  six  years  1881 
to  1886  inclu-sive,   14.     The  town   has  thus  averaged  for  the 
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ladt  twenty-four  yearis  two  deaths  per  year  from  tuberculosis 
in  a  population  averaging  about  1,000.  During  the  last  six 
years,  with  increased  population,  the  deaths  from  this  cause 
have  been  less  than  before.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  AND 

TREASURER. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  MassachuseUs  State  Sanatarium. 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  mj  report  for  the  year 
ending  Sept.  30,  1904. 

During  this  year  1,754  applicants  have  been  examined,  of 
whom  817,  or  46  per  cent.,  were  considered  favorable  for 
admission ;  639,  or  36  per  cent.,  unfavorable,  and  298,  or  17 
per  cent.,  doubtful.  A  certain  number  of  these  doubtful  cases, 
after  subsequent  examinations,  were  favorably  considered  and 
admitted.  It  has  seemed  wise  to  keep  all  beds  full,  if  possible, 
although  to  accomplish  this  it  has  been  necessary  to  admit 
certain  cases  who  were  advanced  in  the  disease,  and  whose 
prospects  of  recovery  were  not  good.  The  report  of  the  visit- 
ing physicians  and  the  figures  given  above  show  a  deplorable 
percentage  of  unfavorable  applicants  and  of  cases  admitted. 
It  is  to  be  most  earnestly  hoped  that  with  a  wider  spread 
knowledge  concerning  the  requirements  of  admission  to  the 
sanatorium,  a  much  larger  percentage  of  really  incipient  cases 
will  be  sent  to  our  examiners,  and  thus  the  benefit  of  sana- 
torium treatment  will  be  given  to  a  greater  number  of  individ- 
uals at  a  time  when  there  is  more  hope  of  permanent  recovery. 
Many  applicants  are  sent  by  former  patients,  which  shows  one 
phase  of  the  educational  value  of  the  institution.  From  time 
to  time  old  patients  apply  for  readmission,  but  unless  there  is 
a  vacancy  for  which  no  new  application  is  filed  J  have  not 
deemed  it  wise  to  consider  favorably  a  readmission. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  discharge  16  patients  during  the 
year  for  violation  of  rules.  The  most  serious  offence  is  the 
drinking  of  liquor.  Very  little  alcoholic  liquor  is  prescribed 
in  the  treatment  of  the  disease.  Generally  speaking  it  is  con- 
sidered harmful  to  consumptives.  Moreover,  liquor  drinking 
is  prejudicial  to  the  mordle  of  the  institution,  and  on  this 
gi-ound  also  cannot  be  allowed.     For  the  good  of  the  patient

The  expense  for  the  past  year  for  food  materials  per  day  per 
patient  has  been  57  cents.  The  daily  ration  for  all  inmates, 
patients  and  employees,  has  averaged  41  cents. 

Our  weather  bureau,  established  in  1902,  is  in  constant 
touch  with  the  official  meteorologists  in  Boston,  to  whom  we 
are  indebted  for  valuable  suggestions  and  assistance.  The 
appended  report  of  1903  is  endorsed  by  them.

Dividing  this  amount  by  the  daily  average  number  of  patients,  257,  gives 
an  average  annual  cost  of  9486.86,  equivalent  to  an  average  weekly  cost  of 
19.36.  Deducting  from  the  total  current  expenses,  1125,124.90,  the  cash 
receipts  from  patients,  145,752.45,  gives  979,372.45,  the  total  current  ex- 
pense to  the  Commonwealth,  which  is  equivalent  to  an  average  weekly  cost 
of  t5.93. 
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The  crematory  provided  for  in  1903  has  not  yet  been  built. 
It  seemed  best  to  delay  its  construotion  until  definite  plans 
were  made  for  the  new  heating  plant.  We  have,  therefore,  at 
present  under  construction  a  most  admirable  brick  building  for 
the  cremation  of  paper  cuspidores  and  other  infected  material. 
This  building  is  to  be  connected  directly  with  the  chimney  of 
the  boiler  house,  but  entirely  apart  from  that  building.  It  is 
to  be  equipped  with  a  brick  furnace,  will  have  its  walls  painted 
in  oils,  a  cement  floor,  a  connection  with  sewer,  and  will  be 
well  lighted  on  three  sides. 

We  have  completed  this  year  six  fire  stops.  These  are 
built  midway  in  the  connecting  corridors,  extending  through 
the  walls  and  roofs  of  the  corridors,  are  of  brick  with  tinned 
doors,  and  are  eminently  satisfactory. 

This  year  58  patients  have  been  supported  in  the  sanatorium 
by  cities  and  towns,  by  the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston 
and  other  cities,  the  Invalid  Aid  Society,  and  other  charitable 
organizations.  The  Boston  Association  for  the  Relief  and 
Control  of  Tuberculosis  has  rendered  valuable  assistance  in 
tracing  discharged  patients  and  in  many  ways  helping  them  to 
continue  the  sanatorium  treatment  in  their  homes.  To  these 
friends,  and  to  all  others  who  have  assisted  us  in  the  work,  we 
express  our  grateful  acknowledgments. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  here  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
faithful  services  of  the  resident  officers  of  the  institution,  the 
nurses,  attendants  and  all  other  employees,  many  of  whom 
were  formerly  patients.

In  comparing  the  results  obtained  this  year  with  those  of 
former  years,  we  may  notice  the  significant  fact  that  the  per- 
centage of  incipient  cases  which  have  been  discharged  as  **  ar- 
rested "  or  **  apparently  cured  "  has  steadily  increased,  a  proof 
of  the  importance  of  sending  cases  early  in  the  history  of  dis- 
ease, instead  of  waiting  until  the  symptoms  become  more 
marked. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  percentage  of  ** arrested"  or 
''.apparently  cured"  of  the  total  number  of  cases  is  somewhat 
less  this  year  than  last,  which,  at  first  sight,  would  seem  to  be 
discouraging.  When  we  study  the  facts,  however,  we  find 
reason  to  be  encouraged.  The  acts  of  the  Legislature  have 
twice  increased  the  capacity  of  the  sanatorium.  In  1899  the 
capacity  was  175  beds.  The  past  year  it  has  been  260.  The 
new  brick  buildings  provided  for  will  bring  the  capacity  up  to 
nearly  400  beds.  In  order  to  fill  the  260  beds  available  dur- 
ing  the  past  year,  a  larger  proportion  of  advanced  cases  has 
been  admitted  than  before.  The  average  length  of  stay,  more- 
over, has  for  several  reasons  been  lessened  during  the  past 
year,  with  a  consequent  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  ad- 
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mitted.  Both  of  these  facts  naturally  tend  to  diminish  the  . 
relative  number  of  cases  discharged  as  '*  arrested"  or  *'  appar- 
ently cured,"  although  the  actual  number  of  such  cases  is 
larger  than  before  (258).  Taking  these  facts  into  considera- 
tion, therefore,  we  feel  that  there  is  every  reason  for  encour- 
agement, and  that  by  properly  meeting  new  conditions  we  can 
increase  the  amount  of  good  done  to  the  community  by  the 
sanatorium. 

The  recent  act  of  the  Legislature  providing  for  additional 
brick  buildings  will  increase  the  total  number  to  nearly  400, 
as  before  stated.  The  work  of  the  medical  department  is  nat- 
urally made  much  more  difficult.  An  increase  in  the  number 
of  intelligent  assistants,  therefore,  is  an  absolute  necessity,  and 
a  sine  qua  non  of  success. 

The  difficulty  and  great  importance  of  the  work  ahead  of  us 
leads  us  to  emphasize  certain  points  which  should  be  known 
not  only  to  the  laity  but  to  our  own  profession. 

During  the  past  few  years  an  astonishing  change  has  come 
over  the  community  in  regard  to  the  question  of  tuberculosis. 
Marked  apathy  has  changed  to  extraordinary  zeal,  and,  as  is 
often  the  case,  those  who  have  been  among  the  first  to  advo- 
cate certain  measures  which  they  know  to  be  of  great  use,  find 
themselves  not  infrequently  obliged  to  take  a  rather  conserva- 
tive position,  lest  the  often  extravagant  claims  made  by  recent 
converts  shall  result  only  in  a  reaction  of  sentiment  in  the 
community,  and  a  consequent  unreasonable  prejudice  against 
methods  of  treatment  which,  beyond  a  shadow  of  a  doubt  in 
the  minds  of  those  who  are  best  able  to  judge,  are  of  infinite 
value  to  thousands  of  sufferers  when  rationally  used. 

This  reaction  is,  to  a  certain  extent,  now  showing  itself  in 
regard  to  the  work  at  Rutland,  and  is  largely  due  to  the  often 
extravagant  claims  made  by  recent  converts  to  the  ''  open-air 
treatment,"  who  have  only  superficially  studied  the  subject. 

While  warmly  acknowledging  what  we  owe  to  the  press, 
and  while  not  wishing  to  underrate  its  value  in  promulgating 
the  ideas  which  are  essential  for  the  proper  use  of  these  meth- 
ods, yet  we  feel  compelled  to  say  that  the  flaring  and  exag- 
gerated statements  which  often  appear  in  our  daily  papers  of 
what   has  been  accomplished  at  such  institutions  as  Rutland 
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have  often  been  such  as  to  make  "  the  judicious  grieve."  Such 
exaggerations  of  true  &cts  only  serve  to  weaken  the  cause  in 
the  end,  for  the  misguided  individuals  who  rush  for  aid  in  the 
hope  of  healing  a  far-advanced  process  only  meet  with  dis- 
appointment in  the  majority  of  cases.  In  their  bitterness, 
they  and  often  their  friends  denounce  the  whole  system  as  a 
fraud,  simply  because  they  have  been  misled  by  the  false  state- 
ments of  those  who  are  not  in  authority,  and  in  spite  of  the 
vain  explanations  of  those  in  charge  of  the  institutions. 

Our  own  profession  is  often  to  blame  in  this  particular,  we 
regret  to  say.  Greater  caution  than  now  should  be  used  in 
speaking  of  a  '*  cure,"  before  a  number  of  months  have  passed, 
during  which  time  the  patient  has  remained  well  under  ordi- 
nary conditions  of  life,  after  he  has  left  a  sanatorium.  The 
often  careless  method  of  speaking  of  cases  as  '*  cured"  when, 
after  a  stay  of  a  few  weeks,  possibly  months,  the  patients  have 
the  appearance  of  health  only,  is,  on  the  face  of  it,  with  our 
knowledge  of  the  disease,  absurd,  and  is  apt  to  bidng  discredit 
upon  those  who  do  their  utmost  to  correct  these  felse  impres- 
sions. In  this  report  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  ''  ar- 
rested" and  ''apparently  cured"  are  used  together.  They 
simply  represent  our  different  expressions  for  what  is  virtu- 
ally the  same  idea,  viz.,  an  outward  appearance  of  health,  with 
an  apparent  cessation  of  abnormal  symptoms,  which  may  or 
may  not  be  permanent,  and  to  prove  which  the  test  of  time 
must  be  applied.  In  spite  of  these  conservative  terms  state- 
ments to  the  effect  that  patients  are  discharged  "cured"  are 
continually  put  into  our  mouths  by  ex-patients  and  their  friends, 
to  the  detriment,  naturally,  of  the  methods  used  when  relapses 
have  occurred. 

In  regard  to  the  class  of  cases  which  are  admitted  to  the 
sanatorium  there  exists  a  very  mistaken  idea,  even  among  the 
profession .  As  our  circulars  announcing  the  wish  of  the  trustees 
state  that  only  inci[)ient  cases,  or  at  least  those  susceptible  of 
improvement,  should  be  admitted,  it  is  a  very  common  idea 
that  most  of  our  cases  have  really  few,  if  any,  symptoms  of 
active  disease.  This  is  the  exact  reverse  of  the  truth,  the  fact 
being  that  really  incipient  cases  form  but  a  small  percentage 
of  those  treated,  the  majority  having  well-marked  sjinptoms. 
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many  having  advanced  signs  of  disease  in  the  chest.  This 
being  the  fact,  then,  it  speaks  all  the  better  for  sanatorium 
treatment  that  we  are  able  to  accomplish  as  much  as  our 
statistics  show. 

When  we  state,  as  we  are  able  to  in  recent  years,  that  be- 
tween 45  and  50  per  cent,  of  all  cases  haveleft  with  the  disease 
arrested,  we  are  massing  all  our  cases  together.  When  we 
show  that  among  the  cases  which  seem  to  be  really  incipient 
between  70  and  80  per  cent,  leave  with  the  disease  arrested, 
it  is  only  a  proof  of  what  we  are  constantly  endeavoring  to 
teach,  viz.,  not  to  wait  until  the  symptoms  are  well  marked, 
but  to  send  the  patients  at  once,  when  the  first  symptoms 
appear.  Until  the  profession  learns  this  we  are  wasting  valu- 
able time ;  in  spite  of  repeated  requests  to  the  contrary,  how- 
ever, patients  far  beyond  the  incipient  stage  of  tuberculosis, 
and  for  whom  there  is  little  or  no  hope  of  anything  other 
than  possibly  a  temporary  amelioration  of  symptoms,  are  often 
recommended  by  physicians. 

Frequent  and  gratifying  reports  are  received  from  the  ma- 
jority of  patients  who  have  regained  their  health  at  Rutland, 
most  of  them  being  active  wage-earners  and  enthusiastic  advo- 
cates of  methods  which  they  know  to  have  been  beneficial  to 
them. 

It  is  our  constant  endeavor  to  induce  patients  to  seek  em- 
ployment which  shall  give  them  as  much  out-door  life  as 
possible.  To  help  in  this  most  important  feature  of  the  after- 
treatment  of  those  who  leave  the  sanatorium,  the  establishment 
of  some  bureau  whose  business  shall  be  to  find  suitable  places 
for  ex-paticnts  is  most  desirable,  and  would  greatly  aid  us  in 
our  work.     • 

Jn  closing,  we  desire  again  to  express  our  keen  appreciation 

of  the  faithful  and  efficient  work  of  our -assistants.  Dr.  Henry 

B.   Dunham,   Dr.  George  N.  Lapham  and   Dr.   George  W. 

Derrick.     To  Dr.  Marcley,  Miss  Thrasher  and  the  nurses  we 

extend  our  thanks  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  co-operation 

in  our  work.

Adelaide  A.  Calkins  has,  to  our  great  regret,  found  it  advis- 
able to  resign  from  the  Board,  and  Mrs.  Mary  P.  Townsley  of 
Springfield  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mrs. 
Calkins  has  been  a  trustee  since  the  establishment  of  the  insti- 
tution. She  has  been  a  witness  and  an  active  participant  in  its 
growth  and  pros{)erity,  and  the  loss  of  her  judgment  and  her 
interest  in  its  affairs  cannot  be  replaced. 

The  trustees  did  not  consider  it  necessary  during  the  past 
year  to  ask  for  any  large  appropriation.  On  the  contrary,  the 
work  in  hand  and  for  which  the  funds  had  been  already  provided 
was  more  than  sufficient  to  fully  employ  the  time  and  thought 
of  the  officers  of  the  institution,  when  taken  together  with  their 
routine  duties  and  the  necessary  details  which  always  arise. 
Moreover,  it  was  the  view  of  the  Board  that  in  every  pro- 
gressive institution  a  certain  period  of  comparative  rest  is 
required,  in  order  to  better  organize  and  arrange  the  already 
existing  plant,  and  to  think  out  and  formulate  the  best  methods 
for  future  advance  and  extension.  In  this  way  the  general  plan 
and  policy  can  best  be  carried  out,  with  the  least  risk  of  taking 
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any  steps  which  would  need  later  to  be  retraced  or  modified. 
For  these  reasons,  the  only  appropriation  asked  for  was  one  of 
$10,000,  for  the  purpose  of  doing  certain  extra  work  and  com- 
pleting certain  details,  as  follows  :  —

A  portion  of  this  work  has  already  been  completed,  and  the 
rest  will  be  as  soon  as  the  general  arrangements  will  allow. 
'  The  two  new  buildings  in  the  farm  group,  whose  erection 
and  furnishing  was  provided  for  by  an  appropriation  in  1902, 
have  been  completed  during  the  past  year  and  furnished,  and 
the  patients  are  now  being  moved  in.  They  are  similar  and 
not  unattractive  in  appearance,  situated  on  the  slope  of  the  hill 
which  formerly  formed  part  of  the  Plumley  farm  and  feced  the- 
old  farm  dwelling.     They  are  one  story  high  above  the  base- 
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ment,  not  including  the  attics.  The  basements,  which  are  made 
partly  of  stone,  are  used  for  the  kitchens,  dining  rooms  and 
other  purposes. 

These  buildings  are  planned  to  accommodate  60  male  pa- 
tients^ who  can  work  on  the  farm  or  grounds,  and  who  are 
fitted  to  live  in  open  buildings.  They,  together  with  the  brick 
house,  which  was  purchased  with  the  Plumley  farm  and  its 
attendant  buildings,  form  the  farm  group.  During  the  past 
year  this  brick  house  has  been  fully  put  in  order  and  fitted  up 
for  the  farm  employees.  The'  barns  attached  to  it  are  now  in 
good  repair  and  in  full  use. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  on  this  year  on 
the  farm,  the  grounds  and  the  gardens,  by  groups  of  patients 
under  the  care  of  suitable  attendants.  Road  making  and  grad- 
ing has  occupied  much  time  and  attention,  and  the  position 
of  the  new  farm  buildings  on  the  hill  slope  has  made  a  large 
amount  of  this  necessary  around  them.  We  find  that  in  most 
places  nothing  short  of  concrete  walks  will  resist  the  force  of 
the  torrents  of  water  which  sweep  down  the  hillsides.  We 
have,  however,  improved  steadily  on  the  former  conditions, 
and  by  means  of  catch-basins  have  succeeded  in  controlling  the 
floods  to  a  considerable  extent.  This  work  must,  however,  be 
continued  persistently. 

A  large  amount  of  outdoor  work  has  also  been  done  in  turn- 
ing back  or  returning  to  its  old  channel  a  brook  which  had, 
previous  to  our  occupation  of  the  farm,  broken  a  new  passage 
for  itself,  and  was  ovei-flowing  and  rendering  useless  some  of 
our  most  fertile  meadow  land. 

The  trustees  cannot  too  strongly  state  their  belief  that  suitable 
work  and  occupation  is  one  of  the  most  important  requisites  in 
the  care  and  treatment  of  the  conditions  for  which  our  inmates 
seek  relief.  For  a  large  proportion  of  our  male  patients  out- 
door laboring  work  in  one  form  or  another  is  the  best  that  can 
be  provided.  The  patients  must  be  graded,  and  each  placed 
where  he  can  do  what  is  best  suited  to  his  capacity.  Some  can 
work  but  a  short  time  consecutively,  and  can  do  only  the  sim- 
plest kinds  of  work,  such  as  stone  breaking ;  others  are  capable 
of  much  more  ;  and  some  are  at  times  at  least  actively  intelli- 
gent.    Constant  and  unremitting  supervision  and  care  must 
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always  be  exercised,  and  it  is  oar  aim  that  this  shoald  be  done 
in  the  surest  and  safest  but  least  conspicuous  manner. 

So  much  de})ends  on  the  character,  skill  and  judgment  of  the 
attendants  in  such  an  institution  as  ours,  that  too  much  care 
cannot  be  taken  in  their  selection.  No  questionable  or  doubt- 
ful actions  can  be  permitted.  We  believe  that  those  now  em- 
ployed are  satisfactory.  It  is  one  of  the  most  responsible, 
difficult  and  delicate  duties  of  the  superintendent  to  accomplish 
this. 

A  full  list  in  detail  of  the  manifold  kinds  of  work  carried  out, 
undertaken  and  completed  during  the  year  will  be  given  in  the 
superintendent's  report.  It  is  hardly  necessary  for  us  to  re- 
peat that  this  year  has  purposely  been  devoted  largely,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  building,  furnishing  and  repairing  of  the  new  farm 
buildings  and  the  land  around  them,  to  the  arranging,  improv- 
ing, repairing,  strengthening  and  rendering  more  valuable  the 
property  under  our  charge. 

Certain  of  the  old  sheds  which  were  so  unsightly  in  front  of 
the  administration  building  have  been  removed,  one  torn  down 
and  its  sound  lumber  utilized,  one  carried  where  it  can  be  use- 
fully employed  elsewhere.  Two  barns  on  the  Northrop  farm 
were  removed  from  their  rotten  foundations,  properly  repaired, 
and  are  now  stored  with  hay. 

Two  thousand  trees  have  been  set  out  on  the  grounds. 

All  the  property  not  already  surveyed  has  been  carefully 
gone  over,  and  bounds  set.  Two  of  the  patients  have  been 
agreeably  employed  in  this  work. 

The  trustees  have  sometimes  been  asked  why  they  have  not 
made  more  discoveries  in  relation  to  the  causation,  the  treat- 
ment and  the  cure  of  epilepsy.  The  answer  to  this  is  evident  to 
those  who  have  studied  the  problem.  It  is  two-fold.  Firstly, 
a  good  deal  of  work  has  been  done  in  this  direction,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  necessarv  routine  and  other  duties  of  the 
officers  must  often  leave  them  but  little  spare  time.  Secondly, 
—  and  this  is  a  point  not  always  thoroughly  appreciated, — 
both  time  and  money  are  required  to  follow  out  the  most  prom- 
ising paths  of  investigation  ;  and,  even  were  these  unlimited, 
it  is  still  important  to  have  a  specially  skilled  expert  for  much 
of  the  work  of  this  character.     One  of  the  great  drawbacks  to 
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the  undeitaking  of  special  scieDtific  investigation,  aside  from 
its  cost,  is  the  fact,  which  must  be  plainly  recognized  in  the 
beginning,  that  it  is  almost  the  only  form  of  valuable  and 
important  work  from  which  no  given  results  can  be  predicted 
in  any  special  case.  After  the  expense  of  time,  labor  and 
money,  the  result  may  be  magnificent  or  it  may  be  insignifi- 
cant. The  more  able  and  the  more  learned  the  expert  inves- 
tigator, the  more  probable  it  is  that  the  results  of  his  work 
will  be  valuable,  but  in  no  case  is  it  certain.  Considering  our 
resources  and  opportunities,  much  good  research  work  has 
been  performed  this  year.  Extended  observations  on  blood 
pressure  have  been  made,  and  a  form  and  method  of  adminis- 
tration of  certain  remedies  has  been  determined. 

Every  institution  that  does  not  progress  falls  behind  its  duties 
to  the  public  and  its  privileges.  Every  active  institution  of 
the  size  and  character  of  this  one  has  many  needs,  some  more 
or  less  absolute,  some  less  pressing,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
governing  board  to  set  these  forth  plainly.  The  trustees  have 
no  desire  to  ask  for  anything  which  is  not,  in  their  opinion, 
required  for  the  maintenance,  advance  and  progress  of  the 
hospital,  and  for  its  best  present  and  future  welfare. 

We  have,  after  mature  deliberation,  determined  that  our 
most  important  duty  now  is  to  provide  better  facilities  for  the 
care  of  our  more  actively  afflicted  men.  While  we  are  not 
required  b}^  the  law  to  care  for  the  violent,  we  necessarily  have 
some  patients  who  at  times  may  create  disturbances  and  be 
harmful  to  themselves  and  obnoxious  to  others.  It  is  there- 
fore imperative  that  suitable  rooms  for  such  persons  should  be 
provided,  and  we  ask  for  a  building  to  accommodate  100  men, 
in  which  a  sufficient  number  of  these  rooms  shall  be  placed. 
The  numbers  of  epileptics  waiting  in  other  institutions  to  be 
transferred  here  would  more  than  fill  such  a  building  at  once. 
It  is  evident  that  by  such  transference  space  will  be  left  for  an 
equal  number  of  other  patients  in  the  institutions  from  which 
they  are  taken. 

In  addition  to  tliis  important  matter,  we  need  comparatively 
small  sums  for  completing  our  former  work,  for  repairs  and 
minor  details.  It  is  desirable  for  us  to  move  the  old  cow  barn 
and  the  hay  barn,  together  with  the  other  old  buildings,  from 
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their  present  position  opposite  and  in  front  of  the  administra- 
tion building  to  a  more  suitable  place.  For  this  purpose  we 
ask  for  $8,300;  for  the  expense  of  the  moving,  $3,300,  and 
$3,000  for  the  pew  foundations  required';  for  concrete  floors 
and  fire-proof  walls  and  floors,  $2,000  are  required.

I  am  glad  to  record  the  outlines  of  some  of  our  work,  and  to 
announce  a  year  of  unbroken  prosperity,  to  note  the  general 
contentment  of  our  patients  and  to  testify  to  the  exceptional 
faithfulness  of  employees.  The  multitude  of  details  to  which 
you  have  patiently  attended  during  the  year  would  be  too 
lengthy  to  rehearse. 

Your  medical  staff  is  fully  alive  to  the  opportunities  and  re- 
sponsibilities here.     While  we  feel  the  need  of  more  expert 
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guidance,  and  hope  for  this  to  come  in  time,  we  are  constantly 
alert  for  methods  by  which  we  can  improve  the  condition  of  the 
patient. 

The  tendency  of  patients  to  go  home  if  they  remain  free 
from  attacks  a  few  months,  calling  themselves  cured,  is  great, 
and  the  relapses  which  follow  are  discouraging.  Going  home 
on  a  visit  is  nearly  always  harmful,  and  hence  we  always  advise 
to  the  contrary. 

So  far  the  large  number  of  improved  cases  furnishes  our 
main  encouragement.  Nearly  all  gain  here,  and  some  remain 
free  from  attacks  so  long  as  they  continue  the  routine  life  and 
are  obedient  to  our  slight  restrictions. 

We  deal  in  a  degree  with  feeble-minded  and  insane,  and  yet 
even  with  them,  improvement  that  might  be  classed  as  recovery 
from  the  epileptic  seizures  occurs ;  with  the  balance,  form- 
ing the  more  hopeful  portion,  much  better  results  as  to  perma- 
nent recovery  and  a  restoration  to  a  self-supporting  basis  ought 
to  be  possible. 

The  treatment  carried  on  now  and  the  research  work  under 
way  are  fully  discussed  in  separate  publications.  We  hope  to 
improve  upon  these  methods  during  the  coming  year. 

The  advantages  of  a  treatment  room  are  great.  We  plan  ex- 
tending its  usefulness  in  several  directions,  by  the  addition  of 
another  electric  light  cabinet  for  the  patient  to  be  wheeled  into 
in  a  recumbent  position,  for  some  further  apparatus  for  me- 
chanical massage,  and  for  an  enlarged  static  machine. 

In  the  hospitals  of  Massachusetts  there  are  149  epileptic 
cases  that  are  practically  of  the  same  grade  as  our  present 
ward  patients,  and  should  be  cared  for  here.  This  also  agrees 
with  the  plans  which  the  State  Board  of  Insanity  has  outlined. 

The  asylum  cases,  numbering  175,  the  State  Board  do  not 
plan  to  transfer  to  us,  and  hence  we  need  not  try  to  provide 
accommodations  for  them.

The  main  portion  of  epileptic  persons  in  Massachusetts  still 
reside  in  their  own  homes.  The  entire  number  in  the  State 
cannot  be  estimated  at  less  than  10,000.  At  least  10  per 
cent,  of  them  desire  treatment  away  from  home,  as  is  evi- 
denced  by  applicants  here,  and  an  experience  of  some  years 
with  the  friends  of  these  persons.  For  this  class,  home- 
like cottages  having  small  numbers  in  each  are  manifestly 
best.  Twelve  thousand  dollars,  for  each  such  cottage,  to  care 
for  a  family  of  25,  would  be  about  right.  There  should  be 
many  single  rooms  and  cheerful  exteriors,  with  gardens, 
hedges,  etc. 

A  small  sum  can  be  paid  for  treatment,  so  that  this  large 
number  of  persons  need  not  be  of  much  expense  to  the  State 
beyond  the  cost  of  suitable  residences. 

Many  weak  persons  outside  of  hospital  care  are  upheld  and 
sustained  momlly  and  mentally  by  considerate  friends,  and 
this  is,  of  course,  the  ideal  mode  of  life  for  them ;  but  when 
these  friends  no  longer  help,  the  institution  comes  in  as  a  sub- 
stitute to  protect  the  patient  himself  and  the  public  as  far  as 
possible. 

The  i)lan  for  future  growth  is  essentially  the  same  that  has 
been  advocated  so  many  times  already  in  these  reports. 

A  little  more  definite  recommendation  can  be  made  than  ever 
before,  as  our  needs  become  more  clearly  outlined. 

The  wise  provisions  of  the  past  have  supplied  many  of  the 
needs  originally  felt,  and  for  those  remaining  new  conditions 
require  only  slight  modifications.  I  therefore  recommend  to 
your  Board  that  eflforts  be  made  to  secure  this  year  suitable 
provisions  for  men  who  need  single  rooms,  as  a  means  of  caring 
for  those  who  are  at  times  disturbed,  and  to  give  separate 
accommodations  to  the  better  and  more  appreciative  men,  who 
need  a  little  moral  restraint  and  who  are  not  happy  under  the 
cottage  system.  Such  a  building  should  give  us  four  distinct 
groups,  and  very  much  aid  in  classification. 

The  list  proposed  will  then  stand  as  before :  a  general  em- 
ployees' dining  room ;  a  single-room  building  for  each  sex ; 
a  cold-storage  plant ;  a  laboratory. 

To  this  I  wish  to  add  for  your  consideration  needs  which 
appear  to  me  to  be  following  closely  :  a  general  assembly  room  ; 
a  stable ;  a  cow  barn . 
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One  large  building  to  use  with  our  present  plant  for  men, 
and  in  time  a  similar  one  for  women,  and  the  small  cottages 
each  under  an  independent  house  father  and  mother  will  fur- 
nish the  desired  units.  Several  institutions  for  the  epileptic 
have  already  signified  their  plan  to  work  in  this  line  after  the 
example  of  the  Bethel  Colony.  I  believe  this  to  be  in  the 
main  the  right  course. 

Incidental  to  our  progress  has  appeared  much  sooner  than  *I 
expected  the  urgent  call  for  the  removal  of  all  oiu*  farm  build- 
ings to  the  new  farm  centre  on  the  Plumley  farm.  This  will 
improve  the  appearance  of  our  main  front,  and  will  commend 
itself  to  .every  one  familiar  with  the  situation  as  necessary  for 
the  economical  management  of  the  farming  operations. 

The  amusements  and  entertainments  provided  for  the  patients 
have  consisted  as  formerly  of  dances  one  evening  and  one  after- 
noon each  week,  one  evening  each  week  with  a  hired  enter- 
tainer, outdoor  games  and  picnics. 

The  dancing  school  which  we  hold  each  Saturday  afternoon 
is  much  appreciated,  and  is  a  wholesome  and  helpful  adjunct  to 
our  work.  I  cannot  conceive  of  there  being  any  harmful  influ- 
ences from  this  or  from  the  weekly  evening  dances. 

The  Sunday  services,  the  Saturday  mass  and  the  Sunday- 
school  are  valued  aids.  The  receptivity  of  religious  ideas  is 
noticeable.  We  plan  to  keep  this  wholesome  and  normal,  and 
not  to  introduce  any  sentimental  excess.  The  demand  among 
these  patients  for  religious  things  is  especially  attended  to  at 
the  Bethel  Colony ;  to  a  much  less  extent  here ;  but  even 
there  the  methods  are  always  commendable,  and  the  patient 
helped  and  encouraged,  taught  self-restraint  and  pharity,  and 
the  whole  work  sweetened  to  a  remarkable  degree. 

While  our  schools  do  as  efficient  work  as  can  be  expected, 
the  value  of  manual  training,  to  such  patients  as  we  have,  is 
very  evident,  and  can  never  be  equalled  by  mere  book  culture. 
To  the  most  of  them  our  efforts  come  too  late  in  life  to  yield 
full  results.  A  few  have  been  intelligently  trained  at  home  ; 
but  nearly  all  are  badly  managed,  dosed  with  harmful  medicine, 
and  are  the  victims  of  misdirected  though  affectionate  advice 
from  unskilled  friends  and  from  mercenary  dispensers  of  dearly 
bought  drugs  and  deceitful  literature.     I  am  sure  there  is  a 
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great  field  of  usefulness  for  general  instruction  as  well  as  for 
the  special  manual  training  department  of  our  school,  which 
you  have  already  authorized  me  to  develop. 

We  still  keep  up  the  extra  meals  served  to  the  feeble  patients 
in  the  morning  and  afternoon  intervals  between  meals,  and  in 
many  instances  at  bed  time  or  in  the  night.  A  faithful,  inter- 
ested nurse  can  dispense  a  large  amount  of  food,  generally 
bread  and  butter,  egg-nog,  oatmeal  gruel  or  plain  milk,  and 
do  the  greatest  possible  service. 

The  value  of  regular  work  to  our  patients  is  constantly  meet- 
ing with  proof.  In  many  cases  the  short  hours  of  service  re- 
quired are  cheerfully  given ;  but  with  some,  whose  minds  are 
defective,  and  who  look  upon  this  as  a  place  only  for  rest, 
amusement  and  abundant  food,  much  difficulty  is  experienced. 
We  persist  patiently  in  trying  to  teach  the  lesson  of  industry, 
and  the  results  are  good.  In  some  instances  it  is  found  unwise 
to  urge  the  patient  too  much,  for  the  reason  that  exertion  of 
any  kind  is  positively  harmful,  and  after  many  careful  tests  we 
have  to  allow  those  cases  to  sink  into  inevitable  dementia. 

I  consider  that  the  work  in  the  various  departments  has  been 
carried  on  admirably.  The  heads  of  departments  especially 
deserve  commendation.  K  we  can  in  some  way  provide  so 
that  our  ward  service  will  be  more  permanent,  I  shall  feel 
well  satisfied. 

The  pay  of  nurses  is  a  subject  for  much  consideration.  We 
need  high-minded  persons,  who  are  laboring  for  something 
more  than  a  monthly  stipend. 

Our  teaching  tends  to  inculcate  the  right  ideas  and  to  protect 
as  much  as  possible  our  difficult  class  of  patients  from  ordinary 
misuse.  An  effort  is  made  not  only  to  free  our  service  from 
actual  abuse,  but  to  avoid  uncharitable  acts,  and  to  introduce 
a  spirit  of  friendliness  and  forbearance  among  all  who  deal  with 
these  affiicted  persons.  We  are  often  encouraged  by  apprecia- 
tion, but,  as  a  rule,  have  to  persist  in  these  efforts  in  the  face 
of  misunderstanding. 

On  any  but  the  German  basis  of  unpaid  service,  we  cannot 
hope  to  reach  the  ideal  without  paying  much  better  wages  than 
conditions  now  allow.  I  cannot  recommend  the  method  to  fol- 
low, but  I  know  a  pressing  need  exists  in  all  our  institutions.

On  account  of  the  lengthening  of  the  coarse  for  the  nurses 
to  three  years,  no  class  graduated  last  year,  but  the  annual 
nurses'  night  was  held.

The  training  school  work  for  both  men  and  women  will  be 
continued  as  formerly.  On  account  of  the  short  stay  here  of 
most  men,  we  have  to  modify  the  teaching  to  meet  the  con- 
ditions ;  but  yet  we  believe  in  the  usefulness  of  this  training 
work  for  our  men. 

The  work  on  the  special  appropriation  of  last  year  has  been 
carried  along  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Each  of  the  twenty  items 
has  had  its  appropriate  share  of  attention,  and  shows  satis- 
fectory  progress.  I  consider  the  new  plan  for  the  vegetable 
gardens  and  the  hen  house  associated  with  the  plant  a  most 
promising  arrangement. 

We  can  now  occupy  pleasantly  at  least  12  more  men  and 
boys  in  all  weather,  and  they  enjoy  the  situation,  and  are 
willing  to  be  regular  in  their  attendance  upon  this  work. 
Very  few  of  our  patients  have  been  trained  manually,  so  that 
any  special  provision  which  enables  us  to  give  acceptable 
work  has  double  advantages.  I  shall  grasp  every  opening  we 
have  for  such  groups  of  workei-s,  and  constantly  seek  others. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  enumerate  all  the  work  done  in 
each  department,  but  this  would  take  too  much  space,  and  I 
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therefore  name  only  the  main  portions  of  special  work,  making 
DO  mention  of  the  bulk  of  the  routine  work,  which  has  of 
course  occupied  the  most  of  the  time  of  the  several  depart- 
ments, with  the  purpose  merely  of  making  a  written  record  for 
future  reference. 

Our  buildings  have  been  kept  in  excellent  repair.  The 
additions  have  been  well  adapted  to  our  needs.  The  south 
reservoir  has  had  some  attention  to  keep  up  connection  with 
the  fountains.  The  large  west  reservoir  has  been  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  the  dam  repaired.  The  ice  pond  dam  has  required 
much  attention,  but  now  is  in  permanent  order. 

The  largest  portion  of  such  work,  that  represented  by  the 
additions  to  the  greenhouse,  moving  buildings,  repairing  the 
barns,  construction  of  storage  cellar,  etc.,  is  not  enlarged  upon, 
as  these  have  been  enumerated  under  their  appropriations.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


Methods  of  Admission. 

The  methods  by  which  patients  are  admitted  to  this  hospital 
are  as  follows  :  — 

1.  The  regular  insane  coDaimitment,  such  as  is  used  at  the 
insane  hospitals. 

2.  The  sane  indigent;  in  this  case  the  approval  of  a  judge 
is  required,  in  addition  to  the  physicians'  certificates  and  the 
notification  of  the  town  authorities. 

3.  The  sane  private,  in  which  two  sureties  are  required  to 
sign  the  patient's  application. 

Each  patient  is  required  to  work  as  much  as  he  is  able. 
Patients  are  not  allowed  to  go  to  town  alone,  nor  to  walk  out 
alone.  They  are  expected  to  live  on  plain  diet,  and  to  go  to 
bed  early.  These  restrictions  are  not  irksome  when  they  are 
fully  understood,  and  can  be  complied  with  easily. 

Patients'  Clothing. 

The  outfit  requisite  for  a  patient  coming  here  is  very  much 
the  same  as  would  be  needed  at  home. 

Location. 

The  hospital  is  located  in  the  town  of  Monson,  but  less  than 
one  mile  from  the  village  of  Palmer,  so  that  Palmer  is  the 
address  for  all  purposes.  Palmer  is  on  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Raikoad,  between  Worcester  and  Springfield,  and  is  at  the 
junction  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  and  the  New  London  north- 
ern division  of  the  Central  Vermont.  The  Ware  River  branch 
of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  has  one  terminus  in  Palmer, 
the  other  in  Winchendon.  Palmer  is  84  miles  from  Boston, 
and  the  railroad  fare  is  $1.90.

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TRUSTEES'    REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Ocvemor  and  to  the  Honorable  Council. 

We  have  the  honor  to  present  the  second  annual  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  State  Colony  for  the  Insane. 

We  can  do  little  but  report  progress  during  the  past  year. 
A  year  ago  we  had  but  10  patients,  to-day  we  have  111. 

We  were  then  occupying  only  a  small  farm-house  ;  now  we 
occupy  a  domestic  building  and  a  building  for  men.  The 
power  house  is  also  completed.  The  administration  building 
and  a  building  for  100  women  will  soon  be  finished,  aa  will 
also  a  farm  group  one-half  mile  distant  from  the  administration 
building. 

Great  pains  have  been  taken  to  employ  what  few  patients 
we  have  for  the  advantage  of  the  institution.  A  considerable 
amount  of  the  grading  about  the  buildings  has  been  done  by 
them.  No  contract  for  grading  has  been  given  out,  nor  is  it 
the  intention  of  the  trustees  to  spend  any  of  the  appropriation 
.therefor.  They  intend  to  leave  this  to  be  done  entirely  by 
patients'  labor.  With  the  farm  work  to  be  done,  this  grading 
may  not  be  finished  for  several  years. 

The  trustees  have  discussed,  and  recommend,  the  appropria- 
tion for  buildings  for  100  patients  for  the  coming  year,  as  well 
as  the  minor  recommendations  embodied  in  the  superintendent's 
report. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Worcester  Employment  Society  for 
their  aid  during  the  furnishing  of  our  first  buildings. 
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For  details  as  to  what  has  been  aocompUshed  we  refer  you 
to  the  tables  and  report  of  the  superintendent.  Dr.  Joseph  B. 
Howlandy  in  whose  energetic  and  business-like  management 
the  trustees  wish  to  express  their  continued  confidence.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Tru9tees  of  the  Stale  Colony  for  the  Insane, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  second  annual  report  of  the 
superintendent  of  the  State  Colony  for  the  Insane. 

During  the  year  the  following  work  on  buildings  has  been 
accomplished :  the  domestic  building,  containing  the  kitchen, 
laundry,  bakery,  dining  rooms,  and,  in  the  upper  story, 
quarters  for  officers,  has  been  completed  and  has  proved  con- 
venient in  arrangement. 

The  power  house  has  been  equipped  with  two  horizontal 
tubular  boilers  of  110  horse-power  each  and  a  66  K.  W.  elec- 
tric generator  direct  connected  to  a  high-speed  engine,  pro- 
ducing a  current  of  2,300  volts.  This  high  voltage  current 
permits  conducting  electricity  for  long  distances  on  very  small 
wires,  thus  saving  large  expenditures  for  copper  wire.  The 
current  is  transformed  to  110  volts  before  entering  any  build- 
ing. Electricity  is  being  used  for  running  water  pump, 
laundry  machinery  and  for  heating  laundry  irons. 

Five  buildings  have  been  connected  with  our  water  system, 
the  excavations  being  largely  done  by  patients.  Water  is 
obtained  from  springs  which  empty  into  a  storage  basin,  and 
from  there  it  is  pumped  to  a  tank  situated  on  a  hill  at  a 
sufficient  height  to  give  good  pressure  to  all  of  the  buildings. 
A  gasolene  engine  is  also  connected  with  the  water  pump,  thus 
giving  two  forms  of  power  by  which  it  may  be  operated. 

A  sewerage  system  is  nearly  completed,  composed  of  a 
reservoir,  discharging  by  siphon  on  to  filtration  areas  of  gravel. 
The  flow  to  the  reservoir  from  the  buildings  is  by  gravity. 

The  receiving  ward  for  men  has  been  completed  and  in  use 
since  last  May. 

The  receiving  ward  for  women  has  the  brickwork  well  along 
and  the  roof  boards  on  the  two  wings.  It  is  expected  this 
building  will  be  completed  by  Jan.  1,  1905. 
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The  administration  bailding  will  be  completed  and  ready 
for  occapancy  by  the  middle  of  November. 

A  farm  cottage  for  25  patients  is  being  lathed  at  present. 
A  cow  barn  for  50  head  of  stock  is  practically  completed  and  a 
feed  barn  is  ander  construction.  All  the  buildings  of  this 
group  are  of  wood.  The  feed  bam  is  being  built  by  our  car- 
penter, with  the  aid  of  patients,  from  material  taken  from  old 
barns  too  badly  decayed  to  warrant  repairing  and  from  lumber 
cut  on  the  colony. 

A  coal  trestle,  having  a  capacity  of  3,000  tons,  has  b^en 
built  for  us  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  Company,  extend- 
ing to  a  point  near  the  power  house.  The  stone  crusher,  set 
up  last  winter,  has  proved  very  valuable.  With  it  we  have 
crushed  nearly  all  the  stone  taken  out  in  excavations  from  the 
several  buildings,  and  have  been  able  to  supply  contractors 
with  the  large  amount  of  this  product  necessary  for  concreting 
the  basements  of  all  buildings,  the  floor  of  the  cow  barn,  that 
used  in  the  construction  of  the  sewerage  system  and  for  making 
the  walks. 

Patients  have  been  employed  in  all  departments,  and  many 
have  shown  increasing  interest  and  efficiency  in  their  work. 

During  the  year  the  whole  number  of  patients  cared  for  has 
been  116.  One  hundred  and  seven  have  been  admitted  during 
the  year  from  the  following  sources :  1  from  boarding  out ; 
9  from  almshouses ;  25  from  Westborough  Insane  Hospital ; 
46  from  Northampton  Insane  Hospital ;  1  from  Taunton  Insane 
Hospital  and  25  from  Worcester  Insane  Hospital.  Three  have 
been  transferred  to  other  institutions ;  2  have  escaped.  There 
have  been  no  deaths.     Remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year.  111. 

The  products  of  the  farm  are  shown  on  page  1 1 . 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  money  be  asked  for  this  year 
for  the  following  purposes  :  for  building  for  100  patients  ;  for 
barns  and  water  supply  for  the  same;  for  additional  engine, 
electric  generator  and  two  boilers  ;  and  for  extending  sewers. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  our  friends  have  sent  magazines 
and  papers  which  the  patients  have  enjoyed  very  much.
